■  appear  on  the  marginal  index,  which  is  formed  by  the  indentation  of  each  leaf.  The  back  of  each 
leaf  is  arranged  lor  special  memoranda  concerning  the  correspondingly  numbered  individual  on 
the  front  of  same  leaf. 

The  "double"  Registers  are  practically  two  "single"  Registers  combined,  consisting  of 
34  leaves  (68  pages).  The  object  being  to  permit  the  individual  to  devote  the  first  half  of  the 
Register  to  the  registration  of  the  complete  record  of  his  male  line  of  ascent;  the  second  half  for  a 
like  registration  of  his  female  line  of  ascent.  The  "double"  Register  therefore  provides  for  the 
registration  of  10  full  generations  in  both  the  male  and  female  lines. 

These  Registers  have  been  revised  and  improved  in  form  and  a  new  edition  of  the  same  is 
now  ready  for  sale.  In  this  new  edition  we  have  issued  one-half  in  the  old  form  of  permanent 
binding  in  paper  and  cloth  as  heretofore;  and  one-half  in  "loose  leaf"  cloth  binding.  The  loose 
leaf  cloth  binding  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  form  of  permanent  binding  as  it  permits  the 
indefinite  extension  of  the  "Register"  to  include  the  recording  of  as  many  generations  of  ascent 
as  the  individual  can  establish.

Albert  Crane,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society,  died  at  his  home,  Rock- 
Acre,  Strawberry  Hill,  Stamford,  Conn.,  September  21,  1918,  after 
a  long  and  severe  illness  which  he  endured  with  courage  and 
resignation. 

Mr.  Crane,  born  in  New  York  City,  December  30,  1842,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Clarissa  Lawrence  (Starkey)  Crane,  was  de- 
scended from  a  New  England  family  of  the  name,  whose  founder 
was  Henry  Crane  of  Dorchester  and  Milton,  Mass.,  born  about 
1621;  he  was  a  large  landowner  and  evidently  a  man  of  education 
as  indicated  by  documents  in  his  handwriting  found  in  the 
Massachusetts  Archives  as  early  as  1677;  his  first  wife  was  Tabitha, 
the  daughter  of  Elder  Stephen  Kinsley,  a  wealthy  and  prominent 
resident  of  Braintree,  Mass.  In  this  line  Albert  Crane  descended 
through  six  generations  of  sturdy  New  Englanders. 

His  first  maternal  ancestor  in  New  England  was  John  Starkey 
of  Boston,  born  in  England  about  1638  and,  according  to  tradition, 
related  to  a  family  of  the  name  settled  in  Standish,  County  Lan- 
caster; the  particulars  of  these  lines  of  descent  have  already  been 
published. 

Albert  Crane's  early  education  was  received  at  the  famous 
Mount  Washington  School,  located  on  Macdougal  Street,  opposite 
Washington  Square,  in  New  York  City.  It  was  at  this  school 
that  he  and  the  writer  formed  a  friendship  which  lasted  for  more 
than  half  a  century. 

Mr.  Crane  matriculated  at  Tufts  College,  Medford,  Mass.,  and 
was  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1863;  while  there  he  joined  the 
Zeta  Psi  Fraternity. 

Having  decided  on  the  law  as  a  profession,  he  entered  Colum- 
bia College  Law  School  where  he  was  graduated  in  1866  and 
admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  the  same  year.  Later  on  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association,  New  York  State 
Bar  Association  and  The  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of 
New  York. 
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After  a  few  years,  however,  he  retired  from  active  practice 
and  sought  the  more  congenial  atmosphere  of  country  life  and 
foreign  lands  where  he  could  gratify  his  love  of  literature  and  art. 

Mr.  Crane  was  an  energetic  and  appreciative  traveler  and  had 
made  considerably  more  than  two  score  voyages  across  the 
Atlantic;  his  wanderings  ranged  from  southern  Europe  and  Africa 
to  the  rock-bound  coast  of  Norway  and  Sweden.  He  was  very 
fond  of  England  (an  ancestral  inheritance  perhaps)  which  he  fre- 
quently visited;  on  one  occasion  he  became  a  householder  in 
London  during  the  season,  was  presented  at  Court,  joined  the 
Thatched  House  Club  on  St.  James  Street,  entertained  liberally 
and  enjoyed  many  opportunities  of  seeing  English  life  from  the 
inside. 

Mr.  Crane  was  a  lover  of  music,  especially  of  the  classical 
school,  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Oratorio  Society  and  a 
Director  of  the  New  York  Symphony  Society,  where  he  became 
the  warm  personal  friend  of  Theodore  Thomas.  „     , 

As  indicating  his  enthusiasm  for  the  art,  it  may  be  recorded 
that  in  1876  he  made  a  special  trip  to  Bayreuth  to  attend  the  first 
performance  of  Richard  Wagner's  great  music-drama  ."The 
Niebelungenlied "  and  again  in  1882  for  the  first  hearing'  of 
"Parsifal." 

Mr.  Crane  married  January  24,  1884,  Ellen  Mansfield,  daughter 
of  Colonel  J.  Mansfield  and  Martha  M.  (Brooks)  Davies  of  Fishkill- 
on-Hudson.  Mrs.  Crane  died  January  5,  1893,  and  on  February  10, 
1902,  Mr.  Crane  married  Fanny,  daughter  of  George  Lyman  and. 
Elizabeth  Neal  (Ames)  Starkey  of  Boston,  who .  survives  him. 
There  were  no  children  by  either  marriage. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Crane  divided  his  time;  between  his  home, 
in  New  York  City  and  his  copntry  place  at  Stamford,, but  he  finally 
disposed  of  the  former  and  made  Rock-Acre  his  home  when  he 
was  not  enjoying  the  diversion  of  residence  abroad, 

Mr.  Crane's  benefactions  were  numerous.  In  1882,  he  joined 
with  the  members  of  his  family  in  erecting  at  Quincy,  Mass.,  his 
father's  birthplace,  a  beautiful  memorial  building  known  as  the 
Thomas  Crane  Public  Library,  said  to  be  one  of  Richardson's 
finest  designs,  and  described  by  Charles  Francis  Adams  at  the 
dedication  as:  "  In  itself  an  education  in  art."     ■  >   "*   ' 

In  1908,  this  building  was  enlarged1  and  adjoining  land  pur- 
chased involving  a  total  cost  of  about  one  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  dollars.  •■>'•' 

Later  on,  with  a  gift  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,   Mr., 
Crane  endowed,  at  Tufts  College,  the  Crane  Theological  School 
in  recognition  of  his  father's  life  long  adherence  to  the  Uriiver- 
salist  faith.     Stamford  was  also  generously  remembered  by  a  fund 
which  provided  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  Stamford  Hospital. 

Mr.  Crane  had  further  contemplated  a  larger,  gift  to  Stamford 
in   the  shape  of  a  public   Park;    a  suitable  tract  of  land   in  the. 
residential  section  of  the  city  was  decided  on  and,  it  is  stated 
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that  Mr.  Crane  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  property,  only  to 
learn  that'it'was  not  for  sale;  he  was  therefore,  much  to  his  dis- 
appointment and  regret,  compelled  to  abandon  the  project. 

Along  with  his  interest  in  the  company  of  his  friends,  Mr. 
Crane  found  no  little  pleasure  in  his  affiliation  with  the  numerous 
societies  and,  clubs  to  which  he  belonged,  and  he  retired  from 
these  activities  only  when  obliged  to  do  so  by  failing  health. 

He   was  for  many   years    a  Life   Member  of  the  Society  of 
'     Colonial  Wars  as  a  descendant  of  Major  Simon  Willard  of  Con- 
cord, Mass.,  who  was  member  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1636, 
also  of  John  Starkey  of  Boston. 

Mr,  Crane,  in  1893,  joined  the  Sons  Of  the  Revolution  as  a 
great-grandson  of  Sergeant  Joseph  Crane  of  Col.  Phinney's 
Battalion,  1775,  and  Private  Daniel  Lawrence,  Col.  Robinson's 
1  Regiment,  Mass.  Militia,  1776.  Limit  of  space  prevents  anything 
more  than  mention  of  the,  following  societies  and  clubs  to  which 
Mr.  Crane  belonged: — New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society, 
Stamford  Historical  Society,  Stamford  Hospital  Corporation, 
New  York  Historical  Society,  Blue  Anchor  Society,  American 
Geographical  Society,  and  Union  Club  bf  New  York  City  since 
1879-     .    .  ..-" 

He  was  also  for  seven  years,  (1863-1870)  a  member  of  the  22nd 
Regiment,  New  York  State  National  Guard,  in  Captain  Henry  E. 
Howland's  Company.    <•.'.... 

Mr.  Crane's  will,  dated  November  1 1,  1912,  carried  on  the 
benevolent,  work  begun  during  his  life  time. 

;Mrs.  Crane  receives  a  substantial  share  of  the  estate  including 
Rock-Acre.  .  .  > 

Among  other  beneficiaries  are  the  Thomas  Crane  Public  Lib- 
rary, The  Chapin  Home,  Tufts  College,  Ferguson  Library  of 
Stamford,  Second  Universalist  Church  of  Stamford,  Stamford 
Children's  Home,  $tamford  Day  Nursery,  Blue  Anchor  Society, 
and  Belfast  Free  Library  to  establish  the  Albert  Boyd  Otis  Fund 
for  the  purchase,  of  books. 

There  are  also  legacies  to  relatives  and  friends  of  the  testator. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Mr.  Crane's  home  and  though 
announced  as  private, '  a  large  number  of  friends  and  neighbors 
attended.1 

Rev.  Francis  A.  Grey,  D.D.,  of  Stamford  Universalist  Church 
made  an  impressive  address  followed  by  Rev.  Lee  S.  McCollester, 
D.D.,  of  the  Crane  Theological  School,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Smith  Dodge 
pronounced  the  benediction.

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ARMS  AND  CRESTS  FOR  AMERICANS. 


Report  of  Committee  on  Heraldry, 

Submitted  by  the  Chairman, 

John  Ross  Delafield,  A.  M.,  LL.  B.,  Colonel,  C.  A.  C,  N.  Y.  G., 

Major,  U.  S.  Army. 


As  the  United  States  has  made  no  provision  for  the  grant  or  reg- 
istration of  arms  or  crests,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  under  what  cir- 
cumstances Americans  may  bear  them,  and  even  sometimes  acquire 
them.  The  great  majority  of  our  people  are  descended  in  the  male 
line  from  ancestors  who  lived  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  making 
the  treatment  of  this  subject  as  it  relates  to  these  countries  the  more 
important ;  and  this  report  is  limited  accordingly. 

That  many  of  our  ancestors  in  the  Colonial  days  of  America 
bore  arms  is  well  established,  and  was  so  firmly  rooted  and  recog- 
nized that  the  separation  from  the  old  country  and  the  formation  of 
the  Republic  did  not  do  away  with  the  practice,  but  recognized  and 
tacitly  confirmed  it.  The  new  country  adopted  the  arms  of  the 
Washington  family,  with  its  stars  and  stripes,  as  the  basis  of  the  flag 
we  love  so  well.  And  the  new  State  of  New  Jersey  for  a  time  offi- 
cially used  as  its  seal  the  arms  of  the  Livingston  family,  because  of 
William  Livingston,  the  famous  war  governor  of  that  State.  The 
use  of  arms  by  those  entitled  to  bear  them  has  not  since  diminished 
in  favour  in  this  country.  Indeed  the  custom  has  grown  to  be  so 
popular  that  many  persons  who  are  not  members  of  armigerous 
families  have  assumed  and  used  arms,  and  by  doing  so  unintelligently 
tend  to  bring  the  custom  into  disrepute.  Why  the  United  States 
Government  has  failed  to  recognize  officially  and  systematize  the 
use  of  family  names  and  family  marks,  such  as  arms  and  crests,  is 
not  the  subject  of  this  article.  It  is,  however,  worthy  of  study  and 
discussion,  leading  perhaps  to  legislation.  Our  Government  is  based 
on  the  family  as  its  fundamental  unit.  The  desire  to  have  a  mark 
for  your  family,  as  well  as  a  name,  is  primeval ;  very  probably  older 
than  the  use  of  family  names.  Arms  are  the  marks  generally  used. 
Finding  no  regular  mode  of  gratifying  this  instinct,  many  persons 
and  families,  who  should  have  arms,  have  endeavored  to  satisfy  it 
by  assuming  arms  and  crests.  They  have  generally  adopted  the 
arms  of  some  other  family  of  the  same  name.  By  so  doing,  they 
have  generally  quite  unwittingly  followed  the  least  desirable  course, 
for  the  identity  of  arms  will,  in  a  generation  or  two,  lead  to  the 
belief  that  they  are  related  to  the  other  family,  an  error  which  the 
exact  methods  of  genealogical  research  will  inevitably  expose,  to  the 
mortification  of  the  then  living  members  of  the  family,  and  the  dis- 
credit of  the  use  of  arms.  Identity  of  family  name  does  not  indi- 
cate relationship.  If  you  think  of  assuming  arms,  first  make  sure 
that  you  are  not  descended  in  the  male  line  from  some  family  entitled 
to  bear  arms.    Then  take  great  care  to  choose  arms  that  are  different 
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from  any  others,  particularly  from  those  borne  by  other  families  of 
the  same  name.  You  or  some  of  your  descendants  may  become,  by 
some  chance,  British  subjects,  or  the  jurisdiction  of  the  College  of 
Arms  may  be  extended  to  correspond  with  that  of  Ulster  King  of 
Arms.  Then  if  you  have  used  the  above  precautions,  the  arms  can 
be  confirmed.    Otherwise  there  will  have  to  be  another  change. 

The  Americans,  who  can  with  entire  confidence  use  arms,  are 
those  belonging  in  the  male  line  to  families  recognized  as  armigerous 
in  the  countries  of  their  origin,  or  those  who  can  and  do  obtain 
grants  of  arms  from  the  countries  of  their  forefathers. 

The  official  agencies  for  the  grant  of  arms,  confirmation  of  arms, 
and  registration  and  matriculation  of  pedigrees  are :  in  England,  the 
College  of  Arms;  in  Scotland,  Lyon  King  of  Arms;  in  Ireland 
Ulster  King  of  Arms.  The  jurisdiction  of  each  is  generally  as 
follows : 

The  College  of  Arms,  the  Earl  Marshall  with  the  official  heralds, 
are  the  authorities  for  grants  of  arms  for  all  British  subjects  resi- 
dent in  England  and  in  every  other  part  of  the  British  Empire 
excepting  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  excepting  also  British  subjects 
of  Scotch  or  Irish  descent  in  the  male  line  not  resident  in  England. 
Such  Colonials  may,  however,  in  their  discretion  apply  to  the  Col- 
lege of  Arms  for  grants  of  arms.  Welshmen  have  no  separate  office 
of  arms,  and  are  on  the  same  footing  at  the  College  of  Arms  as 
Englishmen. 

The  Lord  Lyon  has  jurisdiction  for  all  Scotchmen  and  Colonials 
of  Scottish  descent  in  the  male  line,  though  a  Colonial  of  Scottish 
descent  may  apply  to  the  College  of  Arms  for  a  grant. 

So  also  Ulster  King  has  jurisdiction  for  all  Irishmen  and 
Colonials  of  Irish  descent  in  the  male  line,  though  these  may  apply 
to  the  College  of  Arms.  Ulster  has  also  the  power  to  grant  arms  to 
persons  of  Irish  descent  in  the  male  line  who  are  not  British  sub- 
jects, an  opportunity  of  which  many  Americans  will,  no  doubt,  in 
time  take  advantage. 

It  is  a  principle  of  heraldry  that  a  family  once  armigerous  is 
always  armigerous.  Hence  a  member  of  an  armigerous  family  and 
his  descendants  in  the  male  line,  for  no  matter  how  many  genera- 
tions, may  bear  arms,  no  matter  where  he  may  live  or  of  what  nation 
he  may  be  a  citizen  or  subject.  Furthermore,  his  pedigree  and  that 
of  his  descendants  may  be  registered  from  time  to  time  in  the  office 
of  the  official  Herald  of  the  land  of  his  origin  or  in  the  College  of 
Arms,  and  thus  a  record  is  kept  showing  his  right  to  bear  the  family 
arms. 

In  the  office  of  the  Lord  Lyon,  the  registration  takes  on  a  spe- 
cial character,  and  is  called  matriculation.  The  reason  for  this  is 
that,  under  the  Scottish  system,  only  the  oldest  descendant  in  the 
male  line  may  use  the  simple  arms ;  all  others  must  add  special  marks 
to  show  to  which  branch  of  the  family  he  belonged.  These  marks 
are  a  combination  system  of  the  marks  of  cadency  of  the  English 
and  various  forms  of  bordures,  and  are  definitely  assigned  to  each 
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individual  at  his  registration  or  matriculation.  The  oldest  son  and 
the  daughters,  on  their  lozenges,  use  the  same  marks  as  their  father; 
the  other  sons  must  matriculate.  The  marks  of  cadency  for  English 
and  Irish  are  fixed  and  in  both  instances  the  same.  However,  their 
use  is  not  compulsory,  yet  they  have  long  been  used  in  this  country, 
as,  for  example,  the  arms  shown  on  the  book-plate  and  seal  of  the 
celebrated  patriot,  General  Philip  Schuyler  of  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution, who  charged  his  shield  with  a  crescent,  indicating  that  he 
was  the  second  son. 

Americans  of  English  or  Irish  descent  in  the  male  line  have  some- 
times been  made  armigerous  through  a  confirmation  of  arms  to  their 
British  ancestor.  In  England  and  Ireland,  grants  of  confirmation 
are  sometimes  made  on  the  application  of  a  British  subject  whose 
family  have  actually  and  openly  used  arms  for  a  number  of  genera- 
tions. These  confirmations  relate  back  sometimes  two  generations, 
to  the  applicant's  grandfather;  seldom  further  back.  In  such  case, 
all  the  descendants  in  the  male  line  of  that  grandfather  may  bear 
the  arms. 

In  this  connection,  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  the  College  of 
Arms  and  Official  Heralds  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland  take 
the  greatest  care  not  to  grant  or  confirm  to  any  family  the  identical 
arms  or  crest  borne  by  any  other  family,  whether  of  the  same  or 
another  name. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  here  to  say  that  Holland  has  never  had  an 
official  herald,  and  that  arms  were  not  there  granted  or  recorded.  As 
a  result,  there  are  many  families  of  Holland  origin  which  have 
borne  arms  for  centuries,  and  yet  can  show  no  grant  nor  official 
recognition.  The  official  Heralds  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
would,  no  doubt,  confirm  these  arms  to  members  of  these  families 
who  became  British  subjects,  and  as  quarterings  to  the  descendants 
of  British  subjects  who  had  married  heiresses  from  these  families. 

Registration  in  the  College  of  Arms  is  not  confined  to  British 
subjects.  Many  foreign  pedigrees  are  registered  there  with  proofs 
and  evidences  of  the  arms  and  crests  borne  and  used.  But  such 
registrations  are  not  to  be  confused  with  grants  or  confirmations  of 
arms.  Registration  alone  gives  no  sanction  or  authority  for  the  use 
of  the  arms  concerning  which  evidences  are  registered. 

The  finding  of  arms  for  one's  name,  or  even  for  one's  proven 
ancestor,  in  an  old  edition  of  Burke's  General  Armory,  or  in  Pap- 
worths'  Ordinary,  or  in  Matthew's  American  Armory  and  Blue 
Book,  or  in  some  other  printed  work,  does  not  prove  that  one's 
family  is  armigerous.  This  fact  can  only  be  ascertained  through  an 
exact  knowledge  of  one's  pedigree  for  many  generations  back  and 
a  search  made  in  the  records  of  the  official  Heraldic  Office  of  the 
country  from  which  one's  ancestor  in  the  male  line  came. 

Your  Committee  on  Heraldry  respectfully  reports  that  it  has 
not  learned  of  any  satisfactory  mode  by  which  Americans  can  be 
assisted  in  establishing  armorial  bearings  other  than  as  above 
outlined. 
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RECORDS  OF  THE  REFORMED  DUTCH  CHURCH  OF 

WAWARSING. 


Edited  by  Royden  Woodward  Vosburgh. 


The  church  was  at  first  located  in  the  village  of  Wawarsing, 
town  of  Wawarsing,  Ulster  county,  N'  Y.  About  1840,  it  re- 
moved to  Napanoch,  another  village  in  the  same  town.  In  July, 
1885,  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  baptisms  and  marriages  in  the 
church  record  was  made  by  Mrs.  James  R.  Gibson,  for  Samuel 
Burhans,  Jr.,  which  copy  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society.  Prior  to  the  year  1898, 
Mr.  Dingman  Versteeg  made  a  copy  from  the  Burhans  copy,  for 
the  Holland  Society  of  New  York;  see  Holland  Society  Year 
Book,  1898,  page  208.  The  source  of  the  Holland  Society  copy 
appears  upon  its  title  page,  but  nevertheless,  in  the  inventory  of 
their  church  records  published  in  the  Holland  Society  Year  Book, 
1912,  page  32,  it  is  erroneously  stated  that  the  "copy  was  made 
from  the  original."  It  is  deemed  necessary  to  make  this  cor- 
rection to  account  for  the  numerous  differences  and  discrepancies, 
which  exist  between  the  two  manuscript  copies  and  the  original 
church  record. 

The  printer's  proof  of  the  copy  now  published  has  been  (or 
will  be  before  issue),  compared  directly  with  the  original  church 
record,  which  has  been  courteously  loaned  to  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  for  that  purpose,  by  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Wawarsing.  The  names  of  all  persons  have 
been  copied  verbatim  et  literatim,  with  one  exception.  The  letter 
"n  "  which  appears  very  seldom  in  the  text,  has  been  transcribed 
"nn;"  i.  e.  Jeneke  has  been  transcribed  Jenneke.  The  printed 
copy  differs  from  the  original  record,  as  herewith  indicated. 
The  words  appearing  in  Dutch  have  been  translated.  The  ar- 
rangement of  names  and  dates  has  been  made  uniform,  to  comply 
with  printer's  requirements.  Each  entry  has  been  designated 
with  a  serial  number.  The  names  of  the  months  have  been 
abbreviated  in  concise  and  uniform  style.  But  whenever  a  year 
date  appears  in  the  original  record,  it  has  bee?i  copied  as  it  appears. 
The  original  pagination  of  the  record  is  indicated  in  black  face 
type,  at  the  right  of  the  page;  the  reader  is  thus  enabled  to 
identify  each  original  page  of  the  record.  Not  many  headings 
appear  in  the  columns  of  the  original  pages.  Such  as  appear 
(with  the  exception  of  year  dates)  have  been  omitted  in  the  copy. 
The  headings  at  the  top  of  each  printed  page  are  not  a  part  of 
the  original  record.  The  first  column  contains  the  baptism  dates. 
The  dates  are  copied  in  that  column  as  often  as  they  are  found  in 
the  original  record.  The  general  rule  adopted  in  the  original  is. 
that  the  date  first  given  applies  to  all  the  succeeding  entries,  until 
superseded  by  a  later  date.  In  a  few  instances,  the  name  of  the 
month  has  been  dittoed  in  the  original;  then  ditto  marks  appear 
in  the  copy.     The  date  of  birth  is  placed  under  the  name  of  the 
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child,  in  the  same  position  that  it  is  found  in  the  original.  In 
birth  dates,  the  letter  b.  has  been  substituted  for  geboren  or  born, 
the  name  of  the  month  has  been  abbreviated  in  uniform  style, 
and  the  year  date  has  been  copied  or  oynitted  to  agree  with  the 
original  record. 

On  original  page  237  of  the  church  record  may  be  found  a 
copy  of  an  agreement  between  the  Congregations  of  Wawarsing 
and  Rochester,  dated  Oct.  16,  1745.  It  was  agreed  that  the  line 
of  separation  between  the  two  Congregations  should  run  from 
southeast  to  northwest,  at  the  house  of  Jacob  Hardenbergh,  who 
will  belong  to  Wawarsing.  It  was  signed  by  Jacobus  Du  Puy, 
Cornelus  Hoornbeeck,  Josaphat  Du  Bois  and  Jacob  Vernoy,  Con- 
sistory of  Rochester;  and  E.  D  Witt,  Abraham  Bevier,  Johannes 
Vernoy  and  Lourens  Kortrecht,  Church  Masters  of  Wawarsing 
The  handwriting  is  that  of  Dom.  Johannes  Casparus  Fryenmoet, 
who  made  nearly  all  of  the  entries  throughout  the  record,  up  to 
October,  1755.  The  title  page,  in  his  handwriting,  is  rendered  in 
the  original  Dutch  and  is  followed  by  a  translation.

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THE  KIDD-GARDINER  "CLOTH  OF  GOLD"  AND 
"  PITCHER."

"Cloth  of  Gold." 

It  is  a  well  authenticated  fact  that  on  or  about  June  27th,  1699, 
Captain  William  Kidd,  of  pirate  fame,  visited  Gardiner's  Island, 
then  in  the  possession  of  its  3rd  proprietor,  John3  Gardiner;  and 
that,  in  exchange  for  certain  supplies  furnished  him,  Captain  Kidd 
gave  to  John3  Gardiner  and  his  wife  presents  of  cloth  of  various 
sorts,  and  placed  in  John8  Gardiner's  care,  to  be  subsequently  called 
for  by  Kidd,  several  bales  and  boxes  containing  gold,  silver,  jewels 
and  cloth  of  various  sorts.  After  the  arrest  of  Captain  Kidd, 
John8  Gardiner  reported  to  the  government  authorities  the  exis- 
tence of  this  deposit,  and  subsequently  turned  it  over  to  a  govern- 
ment committee  appointed  to  receive  the  same  and  took  their 
formal  receipt  therefor.  (See  Lion  Gardiner  and  His  Descendants, 
pp.  97-101.) 

Among  the  gifts  presented  to  John3  Gardiner  and  his  wife  (i.  e., 
his  1st  wife,  nee  Mary  King)  was  undoubtedly  the  "Cloth  of  Gold" 
(or  "Kidd  blanket")  which  on  account  of  the  incidents  attached  to 
its  acquisition  became  an  heirloom  in  the  family;  and  this  heirloom, 
by  the  varying  influences  of  family  history,  has  passed  from  the 
possession  of  those  bearing  the  Gardiner  name  and  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  heirs  of  the  late  Mrs.  Joseph  Hobson,  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  which  heirs  are  not  of  Gardiner  blood  in  so  far  as  I  can 
ascertain.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  interest  to  Gardiner  descendants 
to  conjecture  by  what  succession  of  events  this  "cloth  of  gold"  came 
into  the  hands  of  its  present  possessors ;  and  I  will  endeavor  to  set 
forth  what  seems  to  me  the  possible  explanation,  which  is  at  least  a 
likely  one. 

The  first  recorded  reference  with  which  I  am  familiar  relating 
to  the  "cloth  of  gold"  is  (as  stated  in  Lion  Gardiner  and  His 
Descendants,  p.  98)  to  be  found  in  Thompson's  History  of  Long 
Island  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  author  of  that  work  by  the  ninth 
proprietor  of  Gardiner's  Island,  which  letter  is  below  quoted: 

"We  have  a  small  piece,  a  sample  of  cloth  of  gold,  which  my 
father  received  from  Mrs.  Wetmore,*  mother  of  the  wife  of  Captain 
Mather  of  New  London.  I  send  you  extract  from  her  letter  giving 
an  account  of  Captain  Kidd's  being  on  the  island."  Mrs.  Wetmore's 
letter  reads  thus :  "I  remember,  when  very  young,  hearing  my 
mother  say  that  her  grandmother  was  the  wife  of  Lord  Gardiner 

*  Mrs.  Wetmore's  maiden  name  was  Elizabeth  Christophers,  of  the  well 
known  family  of  New  London,  Ct.,  who,  m.  1783,  Ichabod  Wetmore,  b.  1734 
of  Middletown,  Ct.,  for  his  2nd  wife,  and  their  daughter  Maria,  b.  17S6.  m. 
1810,  Captain  Andrew  Mather  of  New  London,  whose  son,  John  P.  C.  Mather 
was  Mayor  of  New  London  in  1848. 
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when  the  pirate  Kidd  came  to  Gardiner's  Island.  The  Captain 
wanted  Mrs.  Gardiner  to  roast  him  a  pig.  She  being  afraid  to  refuse 
him,  cooked  it  very  nice,  and  he  was  much  pleased  with  it ;  he  then 
made  her  a  present  of  this  silk,  which  she  gave  to  her  two  daughters. 
Where  the  other  went,  whether  it  is  in  being;  I  know  not;  but  this 
was  handed  down  to  me.  It  has  been  kept  very  nice,  and  I  believe  it 
is  now  as  good  as  when  first  given,  which  must  have  been  upwards 
of  one  hundred  years." 

"I  (Curtiss  C.  Gardiner)  have  a  small  particle  of  the  'cloth  of 
gold'  which  was  clipped  from  the  remnant  and  presented  to  me  by 
Mrs.  Gardiner,  widow  of  the  seventh  proprietor,  at  the  Island, 
August  9th  and  10th,  1855." 

From  the  above  we  see  that  there  was  a  so-called  "cloth  of  gold" 
and  that  apparently,  according  to  Mrs.  Wetmore's  letter,  it  would 
seem  that  it  originally  was  in  two  pieces  or  else  was  subsequently 
divided  in  two  parts ;  one  part  of  which  finally  came  into  the  pos- 
session of  Mrs.  Wetmore,  and  one  part  apparently  has  since 
disappeared. 

At  the  time  of  Captin  Kidd's  visit  to  Gardiner's  Island,  June  27, 
1699,  John3  Gardiner's  1st  wife,  Mary  (King)  Gardiner,  was  living; 
and  hence  it  was  she  who  had  the  adventure  with  Captain  Kidd  and 
it  was  to  her  that  the  "cloth  of  gold"  was  originally  given.  Mary 
(King)  Gardiner  died  July  4,  1707,  leaving  three  daughters  and 
four  sons;  and  on  her  death  some  disposition  was  probably  made 
of  the  "cloth  of  gold,"  or  else,  and  which  is  more  probable,  consid- 
ering its  subsequent  history,  the  heirloom  still  remained  in  the  Gar- 
diner home  on  the  Island. 

To  make  the  matter  clear  I  will  here  give  the  Gardiner  line  down 
to  and  including  John8  Gardiner,  the  3rd  proprietor :

John8  Gardiner  m.  (3)  July  13,  1710(7)  (this  year  date  is  inconsis- 
tent with  date  of  death  of  John8  Gardiner's  2nd  wife,  and  it  must 
have  been  1712  instead  of  1710)  to  Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen  (dau.  of 
Hon.  John  and  his  1st  wife,  Ann  (Smith)  Allyn,  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  2nd  wife  and  widow  of  Alexander  Allen  of  Windsor,  Conn.),  b. 

Dec.  1,  1669;  d. ,  on  Gardiner's  Island  and  was  buried  there; 

and  by  her  John3  Gardiner  had  no  children. 

Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen  by  her  first  husband,  Alexander  Allen 
of  Windsor,  Conn.,  had  one  child,  a  son,  viz.:  Fits  John  Allen,  who 
lived  in  Neiv  Haven  and  m.  Mary  Mansfield,  by  whom  he  had  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Allen,  who  in  her  turn  m.  Christopher*  Christo- 
phers and  by  him  had  a  daughter,  Elizabeth6  Christophers,  who  in 
her  turn  m.  Ichabod  Wetmore  of  Middletown,  and  was  the  Mrs. 
Wetmore  who  wrote  the  above  quoted  letter. 

Alexander  Allen,  the  1st  husband  of  Elizabeth  Allyn,  m.  her  as 
his  2nd  wife,  Dec.  21,  1704,  and  d.  Aug.  8,  1708,  aged  49,  and  by 
her  as  above  stated  had  but  one  child,  a  son,  Fitz  John  Allen,  b. 
Oct.  12,  1705.  Alexander  Allen  m.  (1)  Sept.  21,  1693,  to  Mary 
Grant  of  Windsor,  Conn.,  who  d.  Aug.  6,  1703,  aged  29,  and  by  her 
had  the  following  children  who  were  the  step-children  of  his  2nd 
wife,  Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen,  who  after  the  death  of  Alexander 
Allen  became  the  3rd  wife  of  John3  Gardiner. 

Children  of  Alexander  Allen  by  his  1st  wife,  Mary  Grant,  viz.:

John3  Gardiner  m.  a  4th  time,  Oct.  4,  1733,  to  Elizabeth 
(Hedges)   Osborne  (daughter  of  Stephen  Hedges  and  widow  of 

Daniel  Osborne  of  East  Hampton,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.),  b.  ;  d.  May 

19,  1747,  aged  64,  and  was  buried  at  East  Hampton,  N.  Y. ;  and  by 
her  John3  Gardiner  had  no  children. 

From  a  scrutiny  of  the  above  record  of  John3  Gardiner,  the  3rd 
proprietor  of  Gardiner's  Island,  and  in  possession  thereof  at  the 
time  of  Captain  Kidd's  visit  to  said  island,  we  see  that  his  first  wife, 
Mary  King,  was  alive  at  the  time  of  Kidd's  visit  and  that  it  was  to 
her  that  he  gave  the  "cloth  of  gold."  She  died  July  4,  1707,  leaving 
a  family  of  7  children,  the  eldest  of  whom,  David  (b.  Jan.  3,  1691), 
was  only  17  years  and  6  months  old.  It  is  presumable  that  the  "cloth 
of  gold"  remained  in  the  possession  of  John3  Gardiner  himself  after 
his  1st  wife's  death.  His  2nd  wife,  Sarah  (Chandler-Co it)  Gardi- 
ner, died  July  3,  171 1,  leaving  John3  Gardiner  two  more  children  by 
her.  He  then  on  July  13,  1712  (probably),  married  a  3rd  time  to 
Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen  (a  widow  with  one  son,  Fitz  John  Allen) 
and  by  her  he  had  no  children.  His  third  wife  found  herself  the 
mistress  of  a  family  of  9  step-children,  7  by  John3  Gardiner's  first 
wife  and  2  by  his  second  wife,  as  well  as  mother  of  her  own  son, 
Fitz  John  Allen,  by  her  first  husband,  which  son  of  hers  probably 
made  his  home  with  her  on  Gardiner's  Island.  The  exact  date  of 
her  death  is  not  known ;  but  as  John3  Gardiner  was  distinctly  a  man 
of  marrying  disposition  and  in  as  much  as  he  married  a  fourth  time, 
Oct.  4,  1733,  it  is  fair  to  presume,  judging  from  his  past  history, 
that  his  third  wife  died  not  long  previous  to  that  date.  She  was 
probably  his  wife  some  20  or  21  years,  during  which  period  all  her 
step-children  of  the  Gardiner  name  (except  David4  Gardiner,  the 
eldest  son)  attained  their  majority.  Moreover  her  own  blood  son, 
Fitz  John  Allen,  had  during  that  period  gained  man's  estate.  She 
had  no  Gardiner  blood  herself  and  bore  John3  Gardiner  no  children ; 
so  neither  she  nor  her  blood  son,  Fitz  John  Allen,  had  any  right  of 
blood  inheritance  to  the  "cloth  of  gold ;"  and  moreover  her  husband 
John3  Gardiner  survived  her.  If  she  became  possessed  of  the  "cloth 
of  gold,"  it  was  because  during  her  life  it  was  given  to  her  either 
by  John3  Gardiner  or  by  one  of  his  children,  or  perhaps  she  may 
simply  have  acquired  it  by  having  had  it  so  long  in  her  possession 
that  such  possession  became  in  a  measure  a  right  of  ownership.  She 
however  was  not  the  wife  of  John3  Gardiner  to  whom  it  was  pre- 
sented by  Captain  Kidd. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  Christophers  line  in  further  explanation 
of  why  the  "cloth  of  gold"  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  heirs  of  Mrs. 
Joseph  Hobson:

New  London,  Conn.,  Jan.  14,  1765,  aged  38  years,  1  month,  3 
days.  It  is  to  be  noted  here  that  this  Elizabeth  (Allen)  Christo- 
phers was  a  granddaughter  of  Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen,  the  third 
wife  of  John8  Gardiner;  her  father  Fitz  John  Allen,  being  the  son 
of  Elizabeth  (Allyn)  Allen  by  her  first  husband,  Alexander 
Allen.  By  his  wife  Elizabeth  Allen,  Christopher4  Christophers 
had  a  daughter 

5.  Elizabeth6  Christophers,  b.  — — ,  1749-50;  d.  Sept.  30,  1825;  m., 
as  his  second  wife,  to  Ichabod  Wetmore,  of  Middletown,  Conn.,

Joseph  Hobson.   And  she  it  was  in  the  hands  of  whose  heirs  the 
"cloth  of  gold"  now  remains.    How  did  it  get  there? 

Referring  to  generation  No.  5  of  this  Christophers  line  it  will  be 
seen  that  Elizabeth5  Christophers  who  married  Ichabod  Wetmore  is 
the  Mrs.  Wetmore  who  wrote  the  letter  quoted  by  the  9th  proprietor 
of  Gardiner's  Island  in  his  letter  to  the  author  of  Thompson's  His- 
tory of  Long  Island.  Mrs.  Wetmore's  mother  was  Elizabeth  Allen, 
daughter  of  Fitz  John  Allen  of  New  Haven ;  and  her  mother's 
grandmother  (the  mother  of  Fitz  John  Allen)  was  Elizabeth  (Allyn) 
Allen,  whose  first  husband  was  Alexander  Allen  of  Windsor,  Conn., 
and  whose  second  husband  was  John3  Gardiner,  the  third  proprietor 
of  Gardiner's  Island  and  its  proprietor  at  time  of  Captain  Kidd's 
visit  to  the  Island  on  June  27,  1699, — she  being  his  third  wife  and 
by  whom  he  had  no  children.  It  therefore  appears  that  the  state- 
ment of  Mrs.  Wetmore  that  her  mother's  grandmother  was  the 
wife  of  Lord  Gardiner  (John3  Gardiner  being  known  as  Lord  of  the 
Manor)  of  Gardiner's  Island  was  absolutely  correct.  But  it  does 
not  account  for  her  possession  of  the  "cloth  of  gold,"  as  it  will  be 
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seen  by  a  scrutiny  of  the  two  lines  of  descent  here  given,  Gardiner 
and  Christophers,  that  Mrs.  Wetmore  had  no  Gardiner  blood  in  her 
veins,  and  therefore  the  "cloth  of  gold"  could  not  have  come  to  her 
by  blood  inheritance.  An  explanation  of  how  the  "cloth  of  gold" 
came  to  be  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Wetmore  would  seem  to  be  as 
follows,  viz. :  Mrs.  Wetmore's  great  grandmother,  Elizabeth  ( Allyn) 
Allen,  became  the  third  wife  of  John3  Gardiner.  At  the  time  of  her 
marriage  to  John3  Gardiner  she  was  a  widow  (of  Alexander  Allen) 
with  one  son,  Fitz  John  Allen.  She  became  the  mistress  of  John3 
Gardiner's  home  and  stepmother  of  his  9  living  children,  and  her 
own  son,  Fitz  John  Allen,  also  undoubtedly  lived  there  with  her.  She 
was  the  wife  of  John3  Gardiner  from  1712  to  about  1733,  some  21 
years,  during  which  time  all  of  John3  Gardiner's  children  except 
David4,  the  eldest,  reached  majority  and  were  married.  During  this 
period  of  21  years  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  "cloth  of  gold" 
was  in  the  Gardiner  home  on  Gardiner's  Island  and  was  probably 
during  that  period  either  given  to  her  by  John3  Gardiner,  or  else  it 
became  hers  by  courtesy  of  having  been  for  so  many  years  its  custo- 
dian. Her  own  son,  Fitz  John  Allen,  grew  to  man's  estate  on  Gardi- 
ner's Island  and  on  his  marriage  previous  to  Dec.  1 1,  1726  to  Mary 
Mansfield,  he  removed  to  New  Haven ;  and  it  is  probable  that  either 
at  his  marriage  or  at  his  mother's  death,  he,  Fitz  John  Allen,  became 
the  possessor  of  the  "cloth  of  gold,"  or  at  least  one-half  of  it,  as  it 
seems  according  to  Mrs.  Wetmore's  letter  to  have  been  divided  into 
two  parts,  one  of  which  has  disappeared.  Fitz  John  Allen  probably 
passed  it  on  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Allen,  who  married  Christo- 
pher4 Christophers,  and  she  in  turn  probably  gave  it  to  her  daughter 
Elizabeth'  Christophers,  who  became  the  wife  of  Ichabod  Wetmore. 
The  wife  of  Ichabod  Wetmore  in  turn  probably  gave  it  to  her  daugh- 
ter Elizabeth  Wetmore,  who  in  her  turn  married  John  Hinsdale ; 
and  she  at  her  death  probably  gave  the  "cloth  of  gold"  to  her  daugh- 
ter Sarah  Wetmore  Hinsdale.  Sarah  Wetmore  Hinsdale  married 
Elijah  Huntington  Kimball  and  had  a  daughter  Elizabeth  Christo- 
phers Kimball,  to  whom  she  gave  the  "cloth  of  gold."  Elizabeth 
Christophers  Kimball  married  Joseph  Hobson  and  remained  until 
her  death  in  possession  of  this  Gardiner  family  heirloom,  when  it 
became  a  part  of  her  estate  and  will  eventually  become  the  posses- 
sion of  some  one  of  her  heirs. 

When  this  "cloth  of  gold"  was  first  given  to  Mary  (King)  Gar- 
diner by  Captain  Kidd,  outside  of  the  romantic  character  of  its 
donor,  the  gift  probably  had  nothing  about  it  to  render  it  in  the  eyes 
of  the  Gardiner  family  of  special  importance;  and  it  was  on  account 
of  this  probable  lack  of  veneration  for  it  that  it  disappeared  from  the 
Gardiner  family.  The  fortuitous  circumstances  of  the  care  with 
which  it  was  preserved  by  John3  Gardiner's  third  wife  (by  whom 
he  had  no  children)  and  her  blood  descendants,  and  the  lapse  of  time 
together  with  history  attendant  upon  its  bestowal  in  the  first  instance, 
has  in  time  elevated  this  "cloth  of  gold"  to  the  rank  of  an  honored 
heirloom  of  theGardinerfamily,  now  strangely  in  the  hands  of  those 
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whose  veins  contain  no  Gardiner  blood  and  moreover  none  of  the 
blood  of  Mary  (King)  Gardiner  to  whom  it  was  originally  given. 
It  is  simply  another  instance  (so  frequently  occurring)  where  valu- 
able family  relics  become  separated  in  possession  from  the  family 
in  whose  custody  they  should  properly  be  found. 

It  would  seem  that  owing  to  value  which  the  lapse  of  time  has 
bestowed  upon  this  "cloth  of  gold,"  and  also  considering  that  it  is 
now  in  the  possession  of  those  who  have  no  blood  interest  therein, 
that  it  would  be  wise  for  this  heirloom  of  the  Gardiner  family  to  be 
presented  to  the  New  York  Historical  Society  for  permanent  pres- 
ervation in  its  cabinets,  together  with  a  full  history  of  the  original 
bestowal  and  of  the  hands  through  which  it  passed  before  reaching 
such  an  appropriate  resting  place.  Thus  it  would  be  preserved  to 
posterity  where  all  interested  could  at  will  look  upon  it. 

Mrs.  Wetmore  in  her  quoted  letter  states  that  Captain  Kidd  gave 
"this  silk"  (i.  e.,  the  cloth  of  gold)  to  her  mother's  grandmother, 
who  gave  it  to  her  two  daughters.  In  this  part  of  her  letter  Mrs. 
Wetmore  was  evidently  in  error  for  the  following  reasons.  In  the 
first  place  as  already  shown  Captain  Kidd  did  not  present  the  "cloth 
of  gold"  to  Mrs.  Wetmore's  mother's  grandmother  (who  was  the 
third  wife  of  John3  Gardiner)  ;  he  gave  it  to  John3  Gardiner's  first 
wife,  Mary  (King)  Gardiner;  and  it  came  into  the  possession  of  Mrs. 
Wetmore's  mother's  grandmother  because  she  in  due  course  of  events 
became  John3  Gardiner's  third  wife.  Again  Mrs.  Wetmore's 
mother's  grandmother  had  no  two  daughters  to  whom  to  give  it, 
in  fact  she  had  no  daughters  at  all,  having  but  one  son,  Fitz  John 
Allen  (by  her  first  husband). 

John3  Gardiner  by  his  first  wife  had  3  daughters  and  by  his 
second  wife  he  had  I  daughter,  and  by  his  third  and  fourth  wives  no 
children.  Who  then  were  the  two  daughters  referred  to  by  Mrs. 
Wetmore  in  her  letter  to  whom  were  given  the  "cloth  of  gold" 
divided  into  two  parts?  It  is  probable  that  Mrs.  Wetmore's  state- 
ment in  her  letter,  while  founded  on  hearsay  evidence,  yet  had  the 
elements  of  accuracy  embodied  in  it,  although  somewhat  uncon- 
sciously distorted  in  her  relation  of  the  same.  As  John3  Gardiner 
had  4  daughters  it  is  unlikely  that  two  of  them  were  selected  on 
whom  to  bestow  the  divided  "cloth  of  gold."  Had  a  division  been 
made  between  her  daughters  it  is  likely  that  if  it  were  divided 
at  all  each  one  of  the  four  would  have  been  given  a  fourth  portion 
thereof.  My  belief  is  that  as  stated  above  the  "cloth  of  gold" 
became  the  possession  of  Fitz  John  Allen  and  he  gave  it  to  his  daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth  Allen,  in  its  undivided  state.  Elizabeth  Allen  mar- 
ried Christopher4  Christophers  and  by  him  had  two  daughters, 
one  of  whom,  Elizabeth5  Christophers,  married,  as  above  stated, 
Ichabod  Wetmore,  and  a  second  daughter,  Sarah3  Christophers, 
who  married  Henry  Latimer.  These  were  the  two  daughters  referred 
to  by  Mrs.  Wetmore  in  her  letter.  And  the  missing  portion  of  the 
"cloth  of  gold,"  if  it  has  not  been  destroyed  by  this  time,  may  be 
found  as  a  relic  in  the  Latimer  family. 
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"Pitcher." 

When  Captain  Kidd  gave  the  "Cloth  of  Gold"  to  Mary  (King) 
Gardiner,  he  also  gave  her  a  stone-ware  pitcher,  filled  with  dried 
fruits,  which  in  those  early  days  were  regarded  as  great  delicacies. 
The  pitcher  itself  is  of  dark  brown  color  and  has  the  peculiar 
exterior  known  as  "ostrich  egg  finish." 

In  the  distribution  of  the  estate  of  John8  Gardiner,  this  pitcher 
became  the  property  of  his  son  (by  his  first  wife  Mary  (King) 
Gardiner,  to  whom  the  pitcher  was  originally  given),  John4  Gar- 
diner (see  Gardiner  line  herebefore)  who  married  Sarah  Saltonstall 
and  by  her  had  a  daughter,  Jerusha6  Gardiner,  to  whom  the 
pitcher  was  given. 

Jerusha5  Gardiner  married  John4  Christophers,  as  his  first  wife 
(son  of  Christopher3  and  Sarah  (Prout)  Christophers — see  Chris- 
tophers line  herebefore),  and  by  him  she  had  a  daughter  Lucretia6 
Christophers,  to  whom  the  pitcher  was  given. 

Lucretia5  Christophers  married  John  Mumford  of  Salem,  Conn., 
and  by  him  had  a  daughter,  Lucretia  Christophers6  Mumford,  who 
received  the  pitcher  from  her  mother. 

Lucretia  Christophers6  Mumford  married  Anthony  Thatcher  of 
New  London,  Conn.,  and  her  eldest  daughter  by  him  was  Lucretia 
Mumford7  Thatcher,  who  in  turn  received  the  pitcher  from  her 
mother. 

Lucretia  Mumford7  Thatcher  married  Nathaniel  Hazard  Perry, 
U.  S.  Navy,  and  by  him  had  one  child,  a  son,  General  Alexander 
James8  Perry,  U.  S.  Army,  who  inherited  the  pitcher  from  his  mother. 

Alexander  Jarnes8  Perry  married  Josephine  Adams  and  by  her 
he  had  a  daughter  (an  eldest  child),  Lucretia  Thatcher9  Perry, 
who  received  the  pitcher  from  her  father. 

Lucretia  Thatcher9  Perry  married  Prof.  Henry  Fairfield  Osborn, 
and  resides  at  No.  850  Madison  Avenue,  New  York  City,  and  the 
pitcher  at  this  writing  is  still  in  her  possession. 

By  the  above  presentment,  we  see  that  this  family  relic, 
reviving  the  remembrance  of  Captain  Kidd's  visit  to  Gardiner's 
Island  in  1699,  nas  passed  down  in  regular  succession  to  the 
present  owner,  Mrs.  Osborn,  who  is  a  direct  descendant  in  the 
female  line  of  John3  Gardiner,  3rd  proprietor  of  Gardiner's  Island, 
and  his  first  wife,  Mary  (King)  Gardiner,  to  the  latter  of  whom 
both  the  "pitcher"  and  the  "cloth  of  gold"  were  originally  given 
by  Captain  Kidd. 

This  pitcher  has  always  been  a  valued  heirloom  in  the  family 
of  Anthony  Thatcher  and  his  wife,  the  great-grand  parents  of  the 
present  owner,  and  the  writer  personally  knows  that  it  stood  for 
years  on  the  side-board  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Thatcher  home- 
stead in  New  London,  Conn.,  until  that  homestead  was  sold  and 
demolished  about  1900.  On  this  same  side-board,  associated  as 
family  treasures  with  the  "pitcher,"  stood  the  silver  porringers  of 
Jerusha5  Gardiner  and  that  of  Lucretia  Christophers8  Mumford, 
and  the  old  silver  tankard  of  John  Mumford  of  Salem,  Conn. 
These  last  three  family  treasures  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the

writer  of  this  article,  a  blood  descendant  of  the  three  original 
owners,  and  also  a  blood  descendant  of  John8  Gardiner  and  his 
1st  wife,  Mary  (King)  Gardiner. 

The  "pitcher"  since  coming  into  possession  of  Mrs.  Osborn 
has  been  mounted  in  silver,  with  a  top  rim,  a  middle  band  and  a 
bottom  of  this  metal,  both  to  preserve  it  from  damage  and  to 
enable  an  inscription  to  be  engraved  thereon.  Its  dimensions  are 
height,  outside  measurement,  eleven  inches;  diameter  of  greatest 
outside  section,  eight  inches;  capacity  one  gallon. 

The  "pitcher"  is  now  on  exhibition  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  New  York  City,  loaned  by  Mrs.  Osborn.

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GABRIEL2  LUDLOW  (1663-1736)  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS.

I.  Gabriel2  Ludlow  (son  of  Gabriel1  Ludlow  and  his  wife  Mar- 
tha   ,  of  Frome,  County  Somerset,  England),  born  Nov.  2,  1663, 

at  Castle  Cary,  County  Somerset,  England,  and  baptized  there  Dec. 

1,  1663;  died ,  1736;  married  April  5,  1697,  to  Sarah  Hanmer 

(daughter  of  Rev.  Joseph  and  Martha  (Eddowes)  Hanmer),  born 

,  at ;  died ,  at . 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  entry  in  the  Register  of  Baptisms 
for  the  Parish  of  Castle  .Cary  in  the  County  of  Somerset,  England 
(certified  March  10,  1883,  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Grafton,  Vicar)  : 
"Christenings  in  Yeare  1663 
December 

The  first  day  of  this  Moneth  Gabriell,  the  sonne 
of  Gabriell  Ludlow  of  ffrome  and  of  Martha  his 
wife,  was  christened." 

This  entry  records  the  baptism  of  Gabriel2  Ludlow,  who  in  1694 
settled  in  New  York.  His  grandfather,  Thomas  Ludlow,  was  a 
younger  brother  of  the  Gabriel  Ludlow  who  was  Receiver  of  the 
Duchy  of  Lancaster  during  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  and  of  Roger 
Ludlow  who  became  Deputy-Governor  of  The  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony  in  1634,  and  married  Mary  Endicott,  sister  of  Governor  John 
Endicott.  His  father  was  cousin  to  Cromwell's  general,  Sir  Edmund 
Ludlow,  who  was  one  of  King  Charles  Fs  judges  and  who,  at  the 
Restoration,  had  to  flee  from  England. 

He  was  born  at  Castle  Cary,  Somerset,  Nov.  2,  1663,  and  first 
set  foot  in  New  York  Nov.  24,  1694.  His  father  had  died  in  Eng- 
land in  1690,  and  being  a  second  son,  the  family  estates  had  remained 
with  the  elder  line.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  a  younger  brother,  Wil- 
liam, came  with  him ;  but  of  this  no  authentic  record  remains.  We 
do  not  know  the  name  of  the  ship  in  which  he  came,  but  we  are  told 
that  it  suffered  shipwreck  at  Sandy  Hook,  whereby  our  ancestor  lost 
most  of  his  belongings.  This  misfortune  did  not  prevent  him, 
however,  from  taking,  almost  from  the  day  of  his  entrance  into  the 
Colony,  that  social  rank  to  which  he  was  entitled.  He  at  once 
entered  upon  a  successful  mercantile  career,  built  and  owned  ves- 
sels in  the  coasting  trade  and  established  a  place  of  business  in 
Queen  (now  Pearl  ) Street.  He  also  became  an  extensive  land 
owner,  and  obtained  a  patent  from  King  George  II  for  a  tract  of 
4,000  acres  of  land  in  what  is  now  Orange  County,  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Hudson  River.  This  was  then  known  as  the  Rockland  Tap- 
pan  tract. 
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Three  years  after  his  arrival,  Gabriel2  Ludlow  married  Sarah 
Hanmer,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hanmer,*  Chaplain  to  His 
Majesty's  forces  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  and  of  Martha 
Eddowes  his  wife,  of  whose  marriage  we  have  a  record  at  White- 
church,  Shropshire,  in  1663.  The  Hanmer  descent  is  traced  from 
Sir  John  de  Hanmere,  Knight,  1272,  of  Hanmer  in  the  County  of 
Flint,  Wales.  Sarah  Hanmer  was  the  youngest  of  a  family  of  nine, 
consisting  of  two  boys  and  seven  girls.  We  have  the  names  of  the 
four  daughters,  Catharine,  Hester,  Abigail  and  Sarah,  who,  upon 
the  death  of  their  father  in  New  York,  petitioned  the  Governor  in 
Council  to  be  paid  the  balance  of  his  salary.  The  Order  in  Council 
directing  the  sisters  to  be  paid  the  balance  of  the  salary  is  dated  April 
13,  1691,  and  applies  "from  the  6th  January,  1689,  unto  the  daye  of 
his  death."  Rev.  Joseph  and  Martha  (Eddowes)  Hanmer  had  9 
(Hanmer)  children,  2  sons  and  7  daughters,  viz.:

Joseph  Hanmer,  the  surgeon,  came  out  with  Governor  Slough- 
ter,  in  H.  B.  M.'s  Frigate  Archangel,  which  brought  out  three  com- 
panies of  foot  and  convoyed  four  other  ships.  These  vessels  sailed 
from  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Dec.  I,  1690.    They  were  driven  by  stormy 

*  Whitchurch,  Shropshire,  England. 

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  recently  caused  an  examination  to  be  made 
of  the  official  Registers  or  Books  of  Record  wherein  have  been  recorded  from 
time  to  time  the  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  of  the  Parish  of  Whitchurch,

bear,  to  wit:

The  above  are  full,  true  and  correct  copies  of  said  original  entries.

24th  June,  1916. 
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weather  to  take  refuge  in  the  Bermudas,  where  they  remained  three 
weeks  for  repairs,  so  that  it  was  March  19,  1691,  when  they  at  last 
dropped  anchor  in  the  lower  Bay.  Governor  Sloughter  appointed 
Joseph  Hanmer  Post  Surgeon  at  the  Fort,  formerly  called  Fort 
George,  but  which  Gov.  Sloughter  renamed  Fort  William  Henry ; 
but  the  surgeon  did  not  long  survive  the  effects  of  exposure  suffered 
on  the  voyage  of  the  Archangel,  and  died  in  the  Fort  in  April,  1691. 

The  marriage  of  Gabriel2  Ludlow  and  Sarah  Hanmer  took  place 
in  the  Church  in  the  Fort  on  Easter  Monday,  April  5,  1697.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Seymour  Smith,  Chaplain  to  H.  M.'s  Forces,  officiated. 

Of  Gabriel2  Ludlow's  home  life  in  New  York  but  little  informa- 
tion has  come  down  to  us.  We  know  that  at  one  time  he  resided  in 
Maiden  Lane,  and  in  the  Census  of  New  York,  taken  in  1703,  his 
name  is  entered  as  then  residing  in  the  East  Ward,  and  as  the  mas- 
ter of  a  family  consisting  of  husband  and  wife,  one  male  child,  five 
female  children,  and  two  negro  slaves.  Only  one  or  two  books  have 
come  down  to  us  of  those  which  he  possessed.  Upon  the  fly-leaf  of 
an  ancient  book,  being  Vol.  I  of  the  Memoirs  of  Edmund  Ludlow, 
Vevey,  Switzerland,  once  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  W.  Ludlow, 
Esq.,  but  once  owned  by  Gabriel2  Ludlow,  is  found  in  the  handwrit- 
ing of  the  latter,  the  following: — 

"Translated,  Gabriel  Ludlow,  Senior,  in  August  1723." 

The  inscription  over  his  door. 

To  everyone  that  is  courageous,  every  soil  is  his  native  country, 
because  of  his  God,  our  Heavenly  Father. 

The  Epitaph. 
"Stay  and  Behold : 
Here  lyes  Edmund  Ludlow,  of  the  English  Nation  and  the 
County  of  Wilts,  son  of  Sir  Henry  and  Senator  of  Parliament,  who 
was  himself  a  member  also;  of  eminent  and  noble  descent,  yet  more 
noble  and  gifted  with  remarkable  piety.  In  the  23rd  year  of  his  age 
he  was  Colonel,  and  soone  after  General  of  the  Army;  then  a  Sub- 
duer  of  Ireland.  In  battle  courageous  and  lavish  of  life:  in  victory 
mild  and  courteous ;  Defender  of  his  country's  liberty  and  a  most 
vehement  opposer  of  arbitrary  power,  for  the  same  cause  was  ban- 
ished his  country  thirty  two  years,  and  worthy  of  a  better  fortune ; 
betook  himself  among  the  Helvetians,  where  he  enjoyed  it  to  the 
73rd  year  of  his  age ;  at  his  Death,  joyfully  leaving  his  place  here, 
according  to  his  desire,  he  is  passed  to  the  Eternal  Joys. 

This  monument  is  dedicated  and  desired  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  de 
Thomas,  his  most  beloved  consort,  in  perpetual  memory  toward  her 
deceased  husband,  being  active  and  most  sorrowful  as  well  in  mis- 
fortune as  in  wedlock,  who  out  of  greatness  of  mind  and  efficacie  of 
conjugal  love  Thereunto  moved  constantly  followed  him  in  exile  to 
his  decease,  which  was  in  the  year  1693." 

Upon  the  same  fly-leaf  is  also  the  following : 
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"New  York,  ye  9th  day  of  May,  1712. 

As  I  was  this  evening  sitting  at  ye  street  door  of  my  house  in 
Maiden  Lane  about  9  o'clock,  a  meteor  or  Starr  shott  along  ye 
Hemisphere  from  about  25  or  30  degrees  above  ye  South  West 
Horizon  to  within  about  ye  20  degrees  of  ye  North  East  Horizon; 
as  it  passed  along,  it  made  so  great  a  light  in  ye  hemisphere  that 
made  all  things  in  ye  streets  appear  very  visable,  though  the  night 
was  pretty  cloudy.  It  run  this  125  or  130  degrees  in  about  half  a 
minute." 

In  the  same  handwriting,  in  another  book  which  belonged  to  him, 
we  also  find  the  following : — 

"Gabriel  Ludlow,  son  of  Gabriel  Ludlow,  was  born  Nov.  2,  1663 ; 
which  was  a  Monday  night  at  twelve  o'clock  at  Castle  Cary." 

This  book,  with  the  original  note,  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Bradish  Johnson  Carroll. 

There  is  also  a  note,  evidently  in  his  own  handwriting,  of  the  date 
of  his  brother's  birth  at  "ffrome,  on  Sept.  2,  1666."  This  may  be  his 
brother  William,  who  is  named  as  a  joint  grantee  in  the  patent  of  the 
Tappan  Tract,  as  William  Ludlow,  Gentleman.  From  subsequent 
recorded  deeds,  we  learn  that  William's  wife  was  named  Mary. 

In  1698,  family  silver,  papers  and  important  documents  were  sent 
out  from  England  to  Gabriel2  Ludlow,  but  the  vessel  carrying  them 
was  shipwrecked.  Everythingwas  lost  except  awooden  chest  or  casket. 
This  subsequently  was  owned  by  Miss  Arabella  Ludlow,  who  gave  it 
to  her  sister,  Mrs.  Anthony  Carroll.  A  silver  teapot  and  a  dozen 
teaspoons  bearing  the  family  crest  were  recently  in  the  possession 
of  Mrs.  S.  M.  Shippen,  having  been  given  to  her  by  R.  S.  Bullus. 

Gabriel2  Ludlow  was  a  devout  Churchman.  He  was  named  as  a 
Vestryman  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
granted  in  1697  by  King  William  III,  and  served  as  Vestryman  from 
1697  to  1704,  and  as  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  from  1700  until  his  death. 
He  contributed  funds  towards  the  erection  of  the  first  or  original 
edifice,  and  in  171 1  subscribed  towards  the  building  of  a  steeple. 
His  son  Gabriel3  Ludlow  was  a  member  of  the  vestry  for  twenty- 
seven  years  prior  to  1769.  His  son  Henry3  acted  in  the  same  capac- 
ity for  twelve  years,  and  it  has  been  said  that  for  no  period  during 
two  centuries  has  his  blood  been  unrepresented  upon  the  vestry  by 
his  descendants. 

He  was  also  Clerk  of  the  New  York  House  of  Assembly  from 
1699  to  1733,  and  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  influential  mer- 
chants in  the  City. 

Gabriel2  Ludlow  died  in  1736,  and  his  remains  rest  in  the  family 
vault  under  the  present  Trinity  Church. 

Gabriel2  and  Sarah  (Hanmer)  Ludlow  had  12  (Ludlow)  chil- 
dren, 7  sons  and  5  daughters,  viz.: — (1)  Hanmer,3  died  young;  (2)

*  The  Wickhams  are  an  English  family  that  emigrated  first  to  Virginia  in 
1670.  To  this  family  belonged  William  of  Wykeham  (the  ancient  spelling  of 
the  name),  Bishop  of  Winchester.  William  Wickham  was  a  merchant,  and 
settled  in  Goshen,  N.  Y.,  and  died  1802.

He  was  a  staunch  Loyalist,  and  in 
1776  became  Colonel  of  the  Third  Battalion  of  Brigadier- 
Gen.  Oliver  De  Lancey's  Long  Island  Brigade  of  Royal 
Americans.  His  battalion  was  stationed  during  1777  to 
1783  at  Brookhaven,  but  was  disbanded  in  Nova  Scotia 
after  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  appointed  a  Governor 
of  King's  College  (afterwards  Columbia  College)  in  1759 
and  resigned  this  honor  in  1770.  He  and  his  brother,  Judge 
George  Duncan  Ludlow,  were  included  in  the  Act  of  Attain- 
der passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  new  State  of  New 
York,  Oct.  22,  1779.  All  their  property  was  confiscated 
and,  upon  the  British  evacuation  of  New  York,  with  nearly 
all  other  prominent  Loyalists,  they  were  forced  to  leave 
their  native  country.  They  sailed  for  England,  where  their 
privations  were  recognized  by  the  Crown.  They  were  both 
appointed  members  of  the  King's  Council  for  the  newly 
created  Province  of  New  Brunswick  and  were  given  lands 
in  Carleton  and  neighborhood.  Here  they  established  new 
homes,  and  in  December  of  1784,  they  sent  for  their  fami- 
lies. During  the  sea  voyaee  from  New  York,  the  ship  con- 
taining their  wives  and  children  was  wrecked  off  Schoodick 
Point  on  the  Massachusetts  coast,  but  ultimately  all  were 
safely  landed  in  their  new  homes.  Gabriel  George  Ludlow 
was  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of  St.  John,  New  Bruns- 
wick. He  was  first  Mayor  of  St.  John  (1785  to  1795); 
Judge  of  the  Vice  Admiralty  Court  (1787  to  1803)  ;  Presi- 
dent of  the  King's  Council  in  New  Brunswick  (1803  to 
1808).  He  was  also  appointed  by  the  King,  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  office 
he  held  until  his  death.  Col.  Ludlow  built  a  substantial 
mansion  in  St.  John,  which  is  still  standing  and  is  known 
as  "The  Old  Government  House."  Here  he  spent  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life.  He  died  at  Carleton,  N.  B.,  Feb.  12, 
1808,  and  was  accorded  a  public  funeral,  in  which  the  entire

Lord  Robert  Stuart,  Earl  of  Orkney  (1542),  was  a  natural  son  of  James 
V.  of  Scotland.  Robert  had  a  daughter  Mary,  who  married  John  Sinclair. 
Their  son  William  Sinclair  married  Joanna  Gordon,  daughter  of  Gordon  of 
Clairston,  in  Rosshire.  They  had  two  sons,  Robert  and  James.  Robert 
(called  of  Siba),  married  Beatrix,  daughter  of  General  King  and  had  only 
one  child,  James,  who  died  without  issue.  Thus  ended  Robert's  line.  His 
brother  James  (called  of  Kirkwall),  married  Anna  Sinclair.  They  had  (1) 
James,  who  died  without  issue,  (2)  William,  who  emigrated  from  Scotland 
when  a  youth  and  was  never  again  heard  from ;  (3)  Robert,  of  whom  later ; 
and  (4)  Beatrix,  who  married  John  Boind  and  had  a  son  James  Boind. 
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The  family  of  Sinclair  owes  its  origin  to  William  de  Sancte  Clair,  a  Nor- 
man Knight,  said  to  be  cousin  of  William  of  Normandy,  and  who  fought  for 
William  at  Hastings  in  1066.  His  descendants  penetrated  into  Northern 
Scotland  and  obtained  many  charters  of  land  from  King  Robert  I.  The  first 
Earl  of  Caithness  was  William  Sinclair,  Lord  High  Treasurer  of  Scotland. 
Other  cadets  of  the  house  are  Lord  Pentland  and  Baron  Sinclair.  Anciently 
the  landed  possessions  of  the  family  extended  from  sea  to  sea  and  embraced 
the  Orkney  Islands,  then  subject  to  the  suzerainty  of  the  crown  of  Norway. 

Robert  Sinclair  emigrated  from  Scotland  to  New  York  in  1679.  Before 
leaving  Scotland,  he  procured  from  the  Minister  and  Elders  of  the  Church  at 
Ricena,  Orkney,  a  certificate,  written  in  Latin,  dated  Kirkwall,  April  5th, 
1677,  to  the  effect  that  he,  Robert,  was  born  in  lawful  wedlock  of  an  honest 
father,  James  Sinclair,  gentleman,  of  Ricena  (whose  father  was  William  Sin- 
clair and  whose  mother  was  Joanna  Gordon  and  whose  grandfather  was 
John  Sinclair  and  whose  grandmother  was  Mary  Stewart),  and  of  Anna  Sin- 
clair, his  mother ;  and  is  a  man  of  unblemished  character,  held  in  high  esteem 
and  leaving  his  country  solely  to  see  the  world.  This  certificate  has  been 
carefully  preserved,  and  is  still  in  existence. 

Robert  Sinclair  married  in  New  York,  Maria  Duyckinck  (daughter  of 
Gerardus  Duyckinck  and  Mary  Duyckinck),  who  was  born  March,  1659,  and 
died  1731.  The  date  of  their  marriage  was  August  15,  1683.  Robert  Sinclair 
died  in  1704.

Anna  Sinclair  was  married  Nov.  6,  1706,  in  New  York,  by  Dominie 
Galterus  Du  Bois  to  Charles  Crommelin,  who  was  the  son  of  Daniel  Crom- 
melin,  a  French  Huguenot,  and  a  native  of  Crencourt,  Upper  Saone,  who  had 
escaped  from  France  to  Amsterdam.  Daniel  was  the  son  of  John  Cromme- 
lin, and  was  born  in  1646.  He  and  his  son  Charles  were  admitted  Freemen 
of  New  York  in  1698.  Daniel  died  in  New  York,  March  22,  1725,  and 
Charles  died  Jan.  8,  1739,  aged  60.  Both  are  buried  in  Trinity  Churchyard. 
Anna,  died  Sept.  8,  1743,  aged  52,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband. 

Charles  Crommelin  was  the  founder  in  1720,  of  the  Holland  Trading 
Company  which  for  years  conducted  an  extensive  and  lucrative  business 
between  Amsterdam  and  New  York.  In  this  enterprise  he  was  associated 
with  other  well-known  Amsterdam  bankers — Messrs.  Willincks,  Ten  Broeck 
and  Schemmelpennick.  He  also  founded  the  great  Amsterdam  banking 
house  of  Crommelin  &  Zoon.

d.  1870.  She  died  in  1789.  His  second  wife  was  Ann,  only  daughter 
of  William  Walton  and  Ann  De  Lancey  Walton.

When  about  fifteen  years  of  age  Daniel4  Ludlow 
was  sent  by  his  father  to  enter  the  counting  house  of  Crom- 
melin  and  Zoon,  bankers  at  Amsterdam,  Holland.  While 
there  for  five  years  he  thoroughly  mastered  the  business 
and  acquainted  himself  with  foreign  languages.  Returning 
to  New  York,  he  engaged  in  business  with  his  father  and 
continued  that  business  after  his  father's  death  in  his  own 
name.

He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Union  Club  and  of  the 
New  York  Yacht  Club.    After  his  retirement  from 

*  Dr.  Edward  Greenleaf5  Ludlow  was  born  in  New  York,  when  the  city 
contained  only  36,000  inhabitants.  His  father  was  a  rich  and  prosperous 
merchant  and  shipowner,  conducting  branches  of  his  extensive  mercantile 
business  in  all  parts  of  the  globe;  he  was  also  President  of  the  Mercantile 
Bank  of  New  York  and  of  other  financial  institutions,  and  desired  that  his 
son  should  be  educated  for  a  mercantile  career.  The  family  resided  in  a 
magnificent  country  estate  formerly  the  residence  of  Joshua  Waddington, 
but  now  called  Baretto  Point  on  the  Sound. 

Daniel  Ludlow's  extended  mercantile  transactions  brought  on  financial 
reverses  in  1812,  by  reason  of  the  seizure  by  Napoleon  I.  of  the  free  cities 
of  Germany  and  the  consequent  embargo  upon  trade.  At  the  time  of  his 
father's  failure,  Edward  was  a  student  at  Columbia  College.  Without  com- 
pleting his  college  studies  he  went  to  Ogdensburg  and  resided  in  the  family 
of  David  Parish,  acting  as  a  clerk  of  Mr.  Russel,  who  was  Mr.  Parish's  man 
of  business.  When  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain  broke  out,  he  joined 
Capt.  Guest's  Company  as  a  lieutenant  and  fought  in  the  engagement  brought 
on  when  the  British  attacked  and  captured  Ogdensburg.  In  that  battle  he 
was  made  prisoner,  but  escaped  by  running  the  Rapids  in  a  skiff.  Returning 
to  his  native  city,  he  began  the  study  of  medicine  under  Dr.  Alexander 
Stevens,  and  in  1825  commenced  practice.  He  was  then  thirty-two  years  of 
age.  Three  years  later,  he  married  Mary  Kennedy  Lewis,  daughter  of 
Juan  Lewis,  who  was  the  son  of  Francis  Lewis,  the  Signer.  He  became  one 
of  the  best  known  and  most  successful  practitioners  of  his  day,  was  elected  a 
Trustee  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  as  well  as  a  Trustee  of 
the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  travelled  extensively  in  Europe. 
During  his  frequent  visits  to  England,  he  was  a  welcome  guest  in  the  houses 
of  Lord  Lyndhurst,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Right  Hon.  John  Moncrieff, 
Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland,  and  Sir  Henry  Hudson,  Physician-in-ordinary 
to  the  Queen.  He  retired  from  active  practice  in  1869  and  removed  to  his 
country  residence  in  Hawthorne  Avenue,  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  Here  he  died 
July  3,  1877,  in  his  84th  year.  He  was  buried  in  the  family  vault  in  Trinity 
Churchyard,  New  York.

From  The  Albany  Argus,  1840  and  1841. 

At  his  residence  in  the  town  of  Bern,  on  the  25th  of  March,  1841, 
Mr.  Simeon  Church,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  pensioner,  aged 
92.  Mr.  Church  was  engaged  in  that  memorable  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill. 

In  Newburgh  on  Thursday,  nth  of  March,  1841,  Mr.  Robert 
Blair,  one  of  the  two  surviving  Life  Guards  of  General  Washing- 
ton, aged  79  years. 

Died  at  Pittstown,  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  13th  July,  1841, 
Isaac  Van  Wart,  aged  89  years.  Mr.  Van  Wart  was  a  native  of 
Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y.  Joined  the  Revolutionary  Army  in  1775  as 
a  private  in  General  Van  Cortland's  regiment. 

At  Vernon,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  7th  of  May,  1841,  in  the 
83rd  year  of  his  age,  Col.  Lawrence  Schoolcraft,  a  soldier  of  the 
Revolution. 

On  the  30th  of  May,  1841,  at  his  residence  in  the  town  of  Liv- 
ingston, General  Samuel  Ten  Broeck,  a  patriot  of  the  Revolution. 

A  Revolutionary  patriot  gathered  to  his  fathers.  Died  on  Sept. 
T2th,  1840,  in  the  90th  year  of  his  age,  Capt.  Isaac  Concklin,  a 
pensioner. 

On  Tuesday,  the  1st  of  Sept.,  1840,  at  his  residence  in  New  Scot- 
land, Gerrit  J.  Seger,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age.  Thus  has  another 
of  the  few  surviving  patriots  who  participated  in  the  active  struggle 
which  established  our  national  independence,  been  called  from  us. 

In  Edmeston,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  9th  Dec,  1840,  Mr. 
Gideon  De  Forest,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  Mr.  De  F.  has  gone 
to  join  the  main  body  of  the  Revolutionary  Army  in  which  he  served 
his  country  in  his  youth. 

The  Alabama  Democrat  says  that  the  venerable  Colonel  Duncan, 
of  Pontotoc,  Miss.,  died  on  the  3rd  inst.,  aged  84  years.  He  served 
six  years. 

Married  at  Mahon,  Nova  Scotia,  on  the  15th  July,  1840,  Mr. 
Rueben  Young,  a  life  guard  of  General  Washington  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  aged  82,  to  Miss  Sarah  Reineff,  aged  25. 

In  Mount  Hope,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  of  Nov.,  1840,  David 
Coleman,  aged  78  years,  a  Revolutionary  veteran. 

Jeremiah  Stevens,  Esq.,  died  at  Rome,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y., 
October  25,  1840,  aged  78  years,  9  months  and  2  days.    Mr.  S.  suf- 
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fered  much  in  our  Revolutionary  struggle,  but  he  has  lived  and 
enjoyed  many  years  under  the  sunshine  of  liberty. 

In  Salem,  Mass.,  on  the  13th  Nov.,  1840,  Capt.  George  Smith, 
aged  78.  Captain  Smith  was  probably  the  only  survivor,  save  one, 
of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Letter  of  Marque  ship  Astra  of  Salem, 
commanded  by  Richard  Derby,  which  vessel  brought  the  (torn). 

At  his  residence  in  Rensselaerville,  on  the  15th  Jan.,  1841,  Hon. 
Appolos  Moore,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  enlisted  in  the 
service  of  the  Revolutionary  War  at  the  age  of  16.  Coming  from 
Massachusetts. 

Thursday,  Dec.  24th,  1840,  Mr.  Benjamin  Covell,  formerly  of 
Troy,  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  in  the  84th  year  of  his  age. 

On  Friday  evening,  Timothy  Powers,  a  Revolutionary  patriot, 
aged  91  years. 

In  La  Grange,  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  28th  Nov.,  . 

John  Vervalin,  in  the  94th  year  of  his  age. 

At  the  residence  of  his  son-in-law,  William  Wire,  in  the  town  of 
Blooming  Grove,  Mr.  Robert  Humphrey,  patriot  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, at  the  advanced  age  of  90  years. 

In  La  Fayette,  Onondaga  Co.,  on  the  nth  of  Aug.,  1840,  Com- 
fort Rounds,  aged  104  years.  Mr.  R.  was  probably  the  most  aged 
man  in  the  country.  At  the  age  of  16  he  was  engaged  as  a  soldier  in 
the  war  with  the  French.  He  died  as  he  has  lived  for  the  last  70 
years,  a  firm  believer  in  the  Christian  Religion. 

Died  at  his  residence  in  Saratoga  Co.,  Mr.  John  Ward,  aged  84 
years.  Mr.  Ward  was  one  of  three  men  who  fought  against  nine 
Tories  that  came  to  take  him  prisoner. 

From  Brother  Jonathan 

April  22,  1843.  Mr.  Joseph  Huxford,  aged  94,  a  Revolution- 
ary soldier. 

Sept.  3,  1842.  There  are  eight  Revolutionary  pensioners  in 
Georgia  who  are  over  one  hundred  years  of  age,  one  of  them  reaches 
one  hundred  and  nine  years;  North  Carolina  has  the  oldest  pen- 
sioner ,  William  Prigen,  who  numbers  one  hundred  and  twelve 
years. 

March  n,  1843.  Joseph  Ward  died  lately  at  Lorian,  Ohio.  He 
was  one  of  the  last  of  that  brave  band  who  assisted  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  tea  at  Boston  Harbor.  He  served  his  country  through 
the  whole  Revolution  with  fidelity.  After  the  Revolution  was  over 
he  settled  down  upon  a  farm.

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slain.     He  escaped  himself,  and  returning,  severely  punished  the 
Indians  and  rescued  his  wife.

John  P.  Hungerford  died,  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

November  11,  1849. 
Henry  Maynadier,  a  Revolutionary  officer  and  army  surgeon, 
died  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  aged  93. 

November  30,  1848. 
Major  John  Roberts  died.     He  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  and  negotiated  the  exchange  of  prisoners  obtained  by  the  Con- 
vention of  Saratoga,  1777. 

December  6,  1843. 
John  M.  Taylor,  a  Commissary-General  of  the  American  Army 
under  General  Montgomery  at  Quebec,  1775,  died  at  Philadelphia, 
aged  92. 

December  10,  1842. 
Pleasant  Henderson,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  from  North 
Carolina,  died  in  Tennessee.    He  was  a  companion  of  Daniel  Boone 
in  many  of  his  wanderings  and  was  for  more  than  thirty  years  Clerk 
of  the  North  Carolina  House  of  Commons. 

December  16,  1837. 
John  Cox  died,  aged  85.    He  was  a  Captain  in  the  naval  service 
of  Virginia  in  the  early  part  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  efficient  and  distinguished  patriots  during  the  contest. 

December  16,  1842. 
John  R.  Watrous,  an  eminent  physician  and  Revolutionary  sur- 
geon, died  at  Colchester,  Conn.,  aged  91. 

October  16,  1842. 
Benjamin  Eaton,  said  to  have  been  the  last  survivor  of  Wash- 
ington's Life  Guard,  died  at  Cuddeback,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  aged  85. 
He  joined  in  the  pursuit  at  Lexington,  and  served  till  1779,  with  an 
absence  of  only  20  days. 

October  22,  1846. 
Batis  Stone,  another  of  those  long-lived  patriots  of  the  Revolu- 
tion of  the  American  Colonies,  died  at  Philadelphia,  aged  over  103 
years.    Though  in  nearly  every  battle,  he  escaped  unwounded. 

October  25,  1849. 
Tobias  E.  Stansbury,  a  Revolutionary  officer,  died  near  Balti- 
more, aged  93.    A  great  portion  of  his  long  life  was  spent  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country. 

October  26,  1788. 
Thomas  Reed  died  at  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  a  Captain  in  the  Navy 
of  the  Revolution. 
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November  I,  1834. 
John  Howard  died  in  Fayette  Co.,  Ga.,  aged  103  years.    He  was 
in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and  received  five  wounds  at  the  battle  of 
Guilford.    His  sight  continued  good  till  his  hundredth  year,  and  he 
never  wore  spectacles. 

November  9,  1806. 
Eleazer  Brooks,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Concord, 
Mass. 

November  10,  1837. 
Albert  Pawling  died,  aged  88,  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary 
Army.     He  was  the  first  Sheriff  of  Rensselaer  County  and  first 
Mayor  of  Troy. 

September  7,  1838. 
William  Colfax,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died.    He  was 
one  of  the  Life  Guards  of  Washington  and  supposed  to  have  been 
the  last  survivor  of  that  corps. 

September  17,  1837. 
Henry  Brown,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Boston,  Ohio, 
aged    104.     He    was    at   the   Battle   of   Bunker   Hill   and   other 
engagements. 

September  18,  1834. 
Keating  Simons  died,  aged  82;  Aide-de-Camp  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  to  General  Marion. 

September  24,  1847. 
William  Popham,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died  in  New 
York,  aged  95. 

October  2,  1848. 
Henry  Burbeck,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  New  Lon- 
don, aged  94. 

October  11,  1817. 
Andrew  Pickens,  a  distinguished  Revolutionary  officer,  died, 
aged  78.  He  commenced  his  military  career  in  the  French  War, 
which  terminated  in  1763.  He  was  one  of  those  who  indefatigably 
kept  up  the  spirit  of  resistance  in  South  Carolina  till  the  enemy  was 
expelled. 

October  13,  1836. 
Jacob  Spencer,  a  Revolutionary  pensioner,  died  at  Washington, 
N.  J.,  aged  nearly  100.    He  had  seven  wives,  and  left  but  one  child 
living. 

July  23,  1794. 

Alexander  Beauharnais,  a  French  General,  guillotined.  He 
served  in  the  American  War  under  Rochambeau.  He  was  con- 
demned on  a  false  accusation,  and  perished  at  the  age  of  34.  His 
widow,  Josephine,  was  the  first  wife  of  Bonaparte. 

July  25,  1833. 

James  Martin,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  aged  106.

John  Clifford,  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  died 
at  Bethlehem,  Hunterdon  Co.,  N.  J.,  aged  94.

Isaac  Hayne,  a  patriot  of  the  Revolution,  hanged  at  Charleston, 
by  order  of  the  British  Lord  Rawdon,  an  act,  under  the  circum- 
stances, extremely  unjust  and  merciless,  and  which  his  lordship 
attempted  to  justify  in  a  pamphlet. 

August  27,  1850. 
Benjamin  Chambers  died,  aged  86.    He  was  a  native  of  Penn- 
sylvania, who  entered  the  Revolutionary  Army  at  the  age  of  16,  and 
afterwards  settled  in  Indiana. 

September  1,  1804. 
James  Nicholson,  an  officer  in  the  American  Navy  during  the 
War  of  the  Revolution,  died. 

September  I,  1841. 
Joseph  Nourse  died,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  forty  years 
Register  of  the  United  States  Treasury. 

June  16,  1851. 
Tom  Johnson,  a  Norwegian,  died  at  the  Naval  Asylum,  Phila- 
delphia, aged  100;  the  last  survivor  of  the  gallant  crew  who  was 
with  Paul  Jones  in  the  desperate  conflict  with  the  Serapis  in  1799. 

June  20,  1843. 
Henry  Doggett,  an  officer  of  the  Revolutionary  Army  died  at 
New  Haven,  aged  86.    He  was  son  of  Naphtali  Doggett,  President 
of  Yale  College  during  the  Revolution,  and  was  the  oldest  surviving 
graduate  of  the  college. 

June  26,  1835. 
Enoch  Crosby,  the  "Harvey  Birch"  of  Cooper's  "Spy,"  died. 
His  services  were  of  great  benefit  to  the  Commmder-in-Chief  during 
a  part  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

July  1,  1835. 
James  Gibbon,  the  hero  of  Stony  Point,  died  at  Richmond, 
where  for  several  years  he  had  been  Collector  of  Customs. 

July  12,  1814. 
John  Swift,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  Brigadier-General 
in  the  United  States  Army,  killed  whilst  reconnoitering  the  British 
positions  at  Queenstown.  He  had  surprised  an  outpost,  and  was 
most  basely  shot  in  the  breast  by  a  soldier  who  had  begged  and 
received  quarter.     Swift,  however,  killed  the  soldier  himself. 

June  1,  1815. 
Alexander  Berthier,  a  distinguished  French  officer,  killed.    He 
served  in  America  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  afterwards 
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signalized  his  talents  and  bravery  under  Bonaparte,  who  placed 
unlimited  confidence  in  him. 

June  4,  1844. 
Jesse  Smith  died  at  Salem,  Mass.,  aged  88.    He  fought  at  Bun- 
ker Hill  and  at  almost  every  other  scene  of  conflict  during  the  War 
of  the  American  Revolution. 

June  4,  1848. 
Matthew  Gregory  died  Albany,  aged  91 ;  a  Revolutionary  sol- 
dier, who  was  at  the  capture  of  Cornwallis,  the  noted  keeper  of  the 
Tontine  in  the  early  part  of  the  century. 

June  7,  1848. 
George  Tripner,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Phila- 
delphia, aged  87. 

June  8,  1838. 

John  Lusk,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died,  aged  104  years. 

He  was  born  on  Staten  Island,  of  Dutch  parentage,  and  was  a  soldier 

in  the  regular  service  nearly  sixty  years.    He  died  in  Warren  County, 

Tenn.,  and  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  old  French  War  in  Canada. 

May  25,  1818. 
David  Mitchell,  a  Major-General  in  the  War  of  the  American 
Revolution,  died,  aged  jy.    He  was  the  friend  of  Logan,  the  Indian, 
and  had  fought  the  Indians  in  twenty-seven  battles. 

May  28,  1839. 
Michael  Buff,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Oglethorpe 
Co.,  Ga.     He  was  under  General  Forbes,  1758,  and  fought  at  the 
battles  of  Brandywine  and  Germantown. 

May  29,  1839. 
David  Kirkpatrick,  an  officer  of  the   Revolution,  died.     He 
entered  the  army  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  was  in  the  battles 
of  Monmouth,  Germantown,  Brandywine,  Trenton,  Cowpens,  etc., 
and  was  the  last  surviving  officer  of  the  Delaware  line. 

May  30,  1826. 
John  Beatty,  a  general  officer  in  the  War  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution, died. 

May  30,  1837. 
Christopher  Browne,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Phila- 
delphia, aged  107. 

June  1,  1832. 
Thomas  Sumter,  a  distinguished  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died 
aged  97. 

April  17,  1837. 
Joseph  Anderson,  an  American  statesman,  died  at  Washington, 
aged  80.     He  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania  and  served  in  the  New 
Jersey  line  throughout  the  Revolutionary  War. 
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April  19,  1839. 
Aaron  Ogden,  an  American  statesman  and  patriot,  died.     He 
served  as  an  officer  during  the  whole  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

April  26,  1843. 
Hodijah  Baylies  died,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 
for  some  time  an  aide  to  General  Washington.    Like  others  of  that 
noble  band,  he,  too,  was  a  distinguished  civilian. 

April  2.7,  1836. 
John  Hart,  an  American  physician,  died.    He  joined  the  army 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  and  continued  in  it  until  it  was 
disbanded. 

May  11,  1776. 
At  an  action  near  Charleston,  S.  C,  between  Count  Pulaski  and 
the  British,  Major  Huger,  of  the  American  Army,  was  killed  by 
mistake. 

May  24,  1844. 
James  Thacher,  a  surgeon  of  the  Revolutionary  Army  and 
author  of  the  Military  Journal  and  History  of  Plymouth,  died  at 
Plymouth,  Mass. 

March  31,  1791. 
Matthias  Ogden,  a  Revolutionary  patriot,  died.  He  was  one 
of  the  first  that  joined  Washington  at  Cambridge ;  he  penetrated  the 
wilderness  with  Arnold  to  Canada,  and  was  wounded  in  the  attack 
on  Quebec.  On  his  return  he  was  promoted  by  Congress,  and 
remained  in  the  army  through  the  war. 

March  31,  1835. 
John  Whitcomb,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  died  at  Swanzey, 
N.  H.,  aged  104. 

April  1,  1843. 
John  Armstrong,  aged  84,  died  at  Red  Hook,  N.  Y.    He  was 
the  author  of  the  celebrated  "Newburgh  Letters"  and  a  prominent 
soldier  in  the  War  of  the  American  Revolution. 

April  7,  1844. 
Morgan  Lewis,  a  distinguished  American  statesman  and  mili- 
tary officer,  died  at  New  York,  aged  90.     He  served  with  fidelity 
under  the  colonial  government,  and  with  honor  and  gallantry  in  the 
War  of  the  Revolution  and  in  the  War  of  1812. 

April  14,  1803. 
John   F.   Hamtramck,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,   died  at 
Detroit,  where  he  was  stationed  as  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of 
United  States  Infantry  and  Commandant  of  Detroit  and  its  depen- 
dencies.   He  served  during  the  whole  War  of  the  Revolution. 

March  12,  1843. 
Littleton  Hunt,  aged   107,  died  at  Guinnett,  Ga.     When  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  Army  he  was  severely  wounded  at  the 
Battle  of  Eutaw  Springs. 
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March  12,  1857. 
John  Johnson,  an  old  Revolutionary  soldier,  died  in  Alleghany 
Township,  Westmoreland  County,  Pa.,  aged  103.  He  served  in  the 
Continental  Army  during  the  whole  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
fought  at  the  battles  of  White  Plains,  Trenton,  Princeton,  Brandy- 
wine,  Germantown,  Monmouth,  Stony  Point,  Guilford  Court-house 
and  Yorktown,  where  Lord  Cornwallis  capitulated  and  surrendered 
to  General  Washington,  in  all  the  battles  and  skirmishes  of  Gen. 
Anthony  Wayne,  and  at  the  storming  of  Stony  Point  by  Wayne  he 
formed  one  of  the  "forlorn  hope." 

March  23,  1849. 
Benjamin  Simpson  died  at  Saco,  Me.,  aged  94,  one  of  the  party 
engaged  in  throwing  the  tea  overboard  in  Boston  Harbor  at  the 
opening  of  the  Revolution. 

March  26,  1854. 
Jonathan  Harrington  died,  aged  85,  a  fifer  for  the  Minute 
Men  who  assembled  on  Lexington  Green  on  the  morning  of  the  19th 
of  April,  1775,  and  the  last  survivor  of  the  gallant  band  who  were 
engaged  in  that  first  conflict  of  the  American  Revolution. 

March  2,  1843. 
Asa  Packard,  aged  84,  died  at  Lancaster,  Mass.    He  was  a  sol- 
dier of  the  Revolution,  and  for  nearly  seventy  years  carried  a  musket 
bullet  in  his  body. 

March  2,  1845. 
Judah  Allen,  a  distinguished  officer  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tionary Army,  died  at  Duxbury,  Mass. 

March  3,  1846. 
Henry  Purkitt,  one  of  those  who  assisted  in  the  destruction  of" 
the  tea  in  Boston  Harbor. 

March  5,  1785. 
Joseph  Reed  died  at  Philadelphia,  aged  43.     He  was  one  of 
Washington's  aides  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  subsequently  an 
Adjutant-General,     Member     of     Congress,     and     Governor     of 
Pennsylvania. 

March  10,  1833. 
Samuel  Tucker,  an  American  Revolutionary  Commodore,  died 
at  Bremen,  Me.     He  was  distinguished  as  a  brave  and  able  com- 
mander, and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  supposed  to  have  been,  next 
to  Lafayette,  the  highest  surviving  officer  of  the  Revolution. 
February  13,  1840. 
Wilhelm  Willink,  a  friend  of  Washington  and  of  the  United 
States,  died  at  Amsterdam,  aged  91  years.     He  furnished  the  first 
loan  to  the  Colonies  after  their  revolt  from  the  British  dominion. 
February  13,  1843. 
Gen.  Robert  Porterfield  died  at  Augusta  County,  Va.,  aged  90. 
He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  Army. 
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February  20,  1836. 
Mary  Crawford  died  at  Castine,  Me.,  aged  100  years  and  6 
months ;  widow  of  Dr.  William  Crawford,  Chaplain  and  Surgeon  at 
Fort  Point  during  the  Revolution. 

February  21,  1818. 
David  Humphreys,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died.    He  was 
a  native  of  Connecticut,  and  successively  aide  to  Generals  Putnam, 
Greene  and  Washington.    He  is  also  known  as  a  poet  of  very  fair 
pretensions. 

February  24,  1843. 
John  Owens,  a  soldier  of  the  old  French  War  and  also  of  the 
American  Revolution,  died,  aged  107.

Adam  Binklev  died  in  Davidson  Co.,  Pa.,  aged  138.     He  was 
an  officer  of  the  Revolution  and  served  throughout  the  war,  at  which 
time  he  had  a  wife  and  eleven  children. 

February  5,  1854. 
James  B.  Cooper,  an  American  naval  officer,  died,  aged  94.    He 
was  a  member  of  Lee's  Legion  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and 
served  in  the  navy  during  the  War  of  1812. 

February  8,  1820. 
Robert  Cowley,  an  African,  died  at  Richmond,  Va.,  aged  125. 
He  had  been  for  many  years  doorkeeper  to  the  Capitol  at  Virginia, 
which  office  was  bestowed  upon  him  as  a  reward  for  Revolutionary 
services. 

February  9,  1845. 
Job  Palmer,  one  of  the  fathers  of  the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  a  worthy  of  the  Revolution,  died,  aged  nearly  98. 

February  10,  1786. 
John  Cadwallader,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution  died,  aged  44. 
He  commanded  the  Pennsylvania  troops,  and  was  in  several  impor- 
tant engagements  as  a  volunteer.     He  enjoyed  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  Washington. 

February  12,  1793. 
John  Manley  died,  aged  60.    He  was  appointed  by  Washington 
a  Captain  in  the  navy,  was  very  successful  in  his  captures,  but  was 
finally  taken  prisoner  by  the  British  and  confined  in  the  Mill  Prison. 

January  24,  1812. 
Daniel  McDonald  died  at  Canajoharie,  aged  102.  He  was  a 
native  of  Ireland,  born  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  and  had  seen 
four  monarchs  on  the  English  throne.  He  took  an  early  and  active 
part  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  possessed  of  a  most  remark- 
able degree  of  activity,  both  of  body  and  mind,  until  the  morning  he 
expired. 
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January  24,  1834. 
William  Donnison,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died.    He  was 
appointed   Adjutant   and   Inspector-General   of   the   Massachusetts 
Militia  by  Governor  Hancock  in  1788,  which  office  he  held  until 

1813. 

January  24,  1838. 

Joseph  Gouge,  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  died,  aged  109. 

February  4,  1835. 

Wade  Hampton  died  at  Columbia,  S.  C.,  aged  81.  He  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  under  Sumpter  and 
Marion.  He  was  reputed  the  most  extensive  planter  in  the  United 
States,  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  whole  southern  country,  and 
perhaps  no  other  man  in  this  country  ever  amassed  so  large  a 
fortune  by  agriculture. 

January  14,  1834. 

William  Polk,  a  revolutionary  officer,  died.  He  held  the  rank  of 
Colonel  at  the  close  of  the  war  and  was  the  last  surviving  field  officer 
of  the  North  Carolina  line.  He  was  among  the  small  band  of  patriots 
who  declared  independence  in  Mecklenburg  County,  N.  C,  May  20, 

1775- 

January  19,  1806. 

James  Jackson,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution,  died.  He  came 
from  England  only  two  years  bofore  the  war,  and  although  but  19 
years  of  age  in  1776,  he  displayed  great  intrepidity  at  the  attack  upon 
Savannah.  He  continued  in  the  service  throughout  the  war,  and  in 
1782  was  presented  by  the  Legislature  with  a  house  and  lot  in 
Savannah. 

January  21,  1847. 

Major  James  Morton  died  at  High  Hill,  Va.,  aged  90.  In  the 
Revolutionary  War  he  acquired  the  cognomen  of  "Solid  Column," 
by  which  soubriquet  he  was  recognized  by  La  Fayette  in  1824,  at 
Richmond. 


VAN  DUSEN  RECORDS. 


Contributed  by  the  late  Albert  H.  Van  Deusen, 

Historian  of  the  Van  Deursen  Family. 


These  records  relate  to  one  Abraham  Van  Dusen,  his  colonial  military 
service  in  1756  in  Capt.  Daniel  Roberts'  Company  and  Col.  Broadstreet's 
Dutchess  County  regiment,  and  to  his  power  of  attorney  given  to  his  son 
Jacob  Van  Deusen  in  1811  to  locate  Crown  lands  for  such  service,  in  accordance 
with  proclamation  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  of  1753. 

The  originals  of  these  papers  are  still  in  existence.  I  have  seen  them; 
though  I  did  not  make  the  original  copies  I  believe  that  correct  copies  were 
made  for  me. 
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I  am  unable  to  find  any  reference  to  either  officers  named  in  Colonial 
Series-Reports,  State  Historian,  S.  N.  Y.,  1896-1897,  and  have  therefore  no 
record  to  verify  said  alleged  military  service. 

From  other  papers  in  the  case  and  from  family  data,  Jacob  later  went  to 
Indiana  where  he  acquired  land.  There  is  a  deed,  recorded  in  the  Recorder's 
Office  of  Gibson  County,  in  Deed  Record  "C."  on  p.  316,  made  to  heirs  of  Jacob 
Vandusen,  viz.,  Eleanor,  Piatt,  Niles,  Sally,  John,  Ruth,  Orville  and  Erastus 
Vandusen. 

From  the  Census  records  of  1850  I  find  in  Pigeon  Township,  Vanderburgh 
Co.,  Indiana,  a  Jacob  Van  Dusen,  b.  in  Indiana  in  1810,  a  laborer  (insane),  and 
a  Martin  Van  Dusen,  b.  same  place,  Sept.  10,  1816,  a  farmer;  m.  April  23, 1841, 
Abbey  M.  Olmsted;  children:  Rachel,  aged  5,  and  Charles,  aged  2. 

Descendants  of  Martin  and  Abbey  M.  are  now  living  (1918)  in  Evans- 
ville,  Ind.  A.  H.  van  d.

Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  at  first  taught  school 
for  a  time  but  soon  entered  the  celebrated  law  office  of  Noxon 
and  Levonworth,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  thorough  gentleman, 
man  of  wealth  and  an  eminent  lawyer.  He  was  at  one  time  a 
Chief  Justice  of  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  and  wrote  the 
first  four  volumes  of  reports  in  that  court.  See  account  of  him  in 
the  Green  Bag,  also  Great  American  Lawyers,  vol.  vi. 

Serajah,  at  the  age  of  16,  enlisted  in  Rev.  War.  He  moved 
from  Norfolk,  Ct.,  to  Camden,  N.  Y.,  about  1807,  and  later  to 
Williamstown,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died.  He  was  a  farmer  and  school 
teacher. 

Judge  Harlow  Loveridge  Comstock,  County  Judge  of  Wyom- 
ing County,  N,  Y.,  Nov.,  1855-1868. 
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Harlow  L.  Comstock  is  No  1440  in  Comstock  Genealogy,  p.  98, 
and  not  the  name  Horatio  L.,  as  given.  Descendants  of  the  Judge 
did  not  know  the  name  of  his  father.  I  have  a  letter  from  Lois, 
widow  of  Capt.  William  C.  Comstock,  under  date  of  Feb.  24,  1879. 
This  letter  contains  a  list  of  children  of  Ransford  B.  Comstock,  and 
among  the  names  of  his  eleven  children  is  Harlow  L.  Census, 
Aug.  17,  1850,  for  Warsaw,  Wyoming  County,  N.  Y.,  contains  the 
name  of  Harlow  L.,  his  wife  and  daughter.  His  age  then  was  28, 
wife  Jane  O.,  age  28,  and  daughter  Martha  J.,  age  2  months.  Says 
all  born  in  N.  Y.  State.  Census  of  1830  for  Groton,  Tompkins 
County,  N.  Y.,  contains  the  family  of  Ransford  B.  Comstock; 
this  list  shows  there  a  family  of  eleven: — Harlow  L.,  was  born 
about  1821-2,  so  his  age  then  would  be  eight;  this  list  gives  2 
males  of  5  and  under  10  years,  and  I  male  of  40  and  under  50 — 
1  female  of jo  and  under  40.  These  last  two  are  the  husband  and 
wife.  Harlow  L.  was  born  in  Groton,  N.  Y.,  1821-2,  his  descen- 
dants say.     His  ancestors  then  would  be  as  follows:

In  1836,  Harlow  L.  Comstock,  at  the  age  of  15,  bought  5  acres 
of  land  in  town  of  Lima,  Livingston  County,  N.  Y. 

Capt.  Wm.  C.  Comstock,  son  of  Ransford  B.,  had  3  children: 
Hannah,  Mary  and  Wm.  Harloiv,  who  resided  in  1879  in  Oshakosh, 
Iowa.  Ransford's6  will  is  probated  in  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  1814. 
He  lived  in  Exeter,  Otsego  County.  He  was  in  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  1758,  in  Conn.  Ransford  B.  moved  his  family  from 
Groton,  N.  Y.,  to  Friendship  Town  in  Allegheny  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
it  is  said  he  died  in  1858  in  Chenango  County,  N.  Y.  Ransford  B.

73.  Sanxay — Correction  and  Addition. 

Mr.  Theodore  F.  Sanxay's  thin  little  quarto  on  The  Sanxay 
Family,  and  Descendants  of  Rev.  Jacques  Sanxay,  Huguenot  Refugee 
to  England  in  1685,  which  was  privately  printed  in  1907  on  Japan- 
ese vellum,  contains  a  few  errors  which  were  corrected  by  the 
compiler  and  the  errata  printed.  Also  some  additional  notes 
were  afterwards  made  and  printed  as  "Addenda."  These  were 
issued  as  slips  to  be  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  book.  There  may 
be  copies,  however,  which  have  never  been  reached  by  these 
corrections  and  addenda,  and  therefore  these  are  printed  here. 
Page  8,  line  6,  read  makt  in  place  of  "made." 
Page  10,  line  4,  read  Fonteneau  in  place  of  "  Fontineau." 
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Page  12,  line  24,  read  francais  in  place  of  "francaise." 
Page  13,  line  6,  read  statue  instead  of  "statute." 
Page  14,  line  9,  read  Mesliere  in  place  of  "  Meshine." 
Note  I,  pp.  17,  133.     It  should  not  have  been  embodied  in  the 
text  that  Pastor  Sanxay  was  ever  an  apothecary.     It  was  done  be- 
cause  Louis  Audiat  so  states  in  his  Life  and  Works  of  Bernara 
Palissy,  but  he  cites  no  evidence  to  support  the  statement,  and, 
after  considerable  investigation,  I  am  now  convinced  there  is  none, 
Audiat   doubtless    confused    the  Pastor   with    other   Sanxays   at 
Saintes  who  unquestionably  were  apothecaries.

The  statement  that  Suzanne  Sanxay  was  baptized 
by  Rouspeau  was  made  on  the  authority  of  the  late  Louis  Audiat 
of  Saintes.    A  closer  examination,  however,  of  the  text  of  Crottefs 
history  makes  clear  that  this  last  baptism  by  Rouspeau  was  of 
Suzanne  Robelin,  dau.  of  Maistre  Robelin,  "apothicaire  de  Pons," 
and  of  Suzanne  Sanxay,  who  herself  was  dau.  of  Pastor  Pierre 
Sanxay.    M.  Robelin,  her  husband,  was  probably  Francois  Robelin, 
godfather  of  Pierre  Sanxay,  "avocat"  (see  No.  6,  p.  136).     This 
also  shows  that  the  Suzanne  of  No.  (2),  p.  134,  was  not,  as  possibly 
supposed,  the  pastor's  daughter.

Note  4,  p.  31.  Records  lately  discovered  show  that  Anne 
Pichon  could  not  have  been  Pierre  Sanxay's  first  wife.  They 
show  that  a  Jeanne  Sanxay,  dau.  of  a  Pierre  Sanxay — without 
doubt  the  Pierre  above  mentioned — on  5  May,  1653,  by  contract, 
registered  before  Fleuresson,  notary-royal,  married  Helye  Thomas, 
sieur  de  Maine  Moreau,  chevalier  de  Pordre  de  St.  Michel,  lieu- 
tenant et  assesseur  au  siege  de  Taillebourg,  par  lettres  de  pro- 
visions de  monseigneur  le  prince  de  Tarente,  comte  de  Taillebourg, 
des  27  Septembre,  1652,  et  8  Juillet,  1654.  Records,  relating  to 
many  cases  before  said  Thomas,  as  seigneurial  Judge,  under  his 
appointment  by  said  Prince,  are  now  among  the  archives  of  the 
Charente  Inferieure.  The  chateu  du  Maine  Moreau  was  situated 
in  the  parish  of  Annepont,  near  Taillebourg,  and  the  landed  estate 
of  Pierre  Sanxay — the  Blanchardieres — was  in  the  same  parish. 
Jeanne  died  about  1662.  There  was  one  child  of  the  marriage,  a 
boy,  also  named  Helye.

Note  5,  p.  41.  The  desired  authentic  and  decisive  proof  has 
now  come,  showing  that  Josue  Sanxay  was  the  father  of  Pastor 
Jacques  Sanxay,  the  refugee  to  England.      It  was  found  in   the 
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records  of  a  presidial  court  (at  Saintes)  now  in  the  archives  of  the 
Charente  Inferieure.  These  records  also  show  that  Josue  Sanxay 
and  Maria  Vivier  were  married  12  April,  1639,  by  contract  regis- 
tered before  Pryvallaud,  notary-royal;  that  Josue  made  a  will  3 
February,  1667,  registered  before  Mongrand,  notary  at  Taillebourg; 
that  an  inventory  of  his  estate,  after  death,  was  made,  17  August, 
1670;  that  Pastor  Jacques  Sanxay  married  Marie  Moreau,  28  April, 
1678,  by  contract,  registered  before  Moreau,  notary-royal,  and 
that  his  sister  Anne  married  Josue  Pouliou,  20  May,  1671,  by  con- 
tract, registered  before  Chasseloup,  notary-royal.  Thus,  beginning 
with  Pastor  Pierre  Sanxay,  an  authentic  genealogical  chain,  down 
to  the  present  time  (May,  A.  D.,  1910),  is  established  beyond  a 
question.

Fields  (London),  his  brother  Daniel  officiating.  She  was  also  of 
Huguenot  descent.  She  died  and  was  buried  at  Penzance,  19  Sep- 
tember, 1722.  Charlotte,  who  was  a  daughter  of  this  marriage, 
was  baptized  at  Penzance,  24  August,  1721,  which  explains  why 
the  record  was  not  found  at  Tetcott. 

Note  9,  p.  71.  Edmund  Sanxay,  12  April,  1758,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Company  of  Surgeons 
at  London,  "to  have  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  office  according  to 
the  late  Act  of  Parliament  and  the  By-laws  of  the  corporation." 
This  election  was  a  tribute  to  his  high  distinction  in  his  profession. 
A  part  of  the  court's  duties  was  to  examine  candidates  for 
positions  as  surgeons  in  the  army  and  navy.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Court  held  1  July,  1762,  announcing  his  intention  to  withdraw  from 
active  professional  service  and  retire  to  the  country,  he  resigned 
from  the  Court.  He  was  then  47  years  of  age.  The  Court  had 
secured  premises  in  the  Old  Bailey  and  had  there  built  Surgeon's 
Hall,  where  its  meetings  were  held  during  his  membership.

That  Suzanne  Sanxay,  wife 
of  Jean  Raboteau,  had  several  children  is  now  known,  but  not  their 
names.  One  of  them,  a  daughter,  married  Pierre  Dangirard,  "mar- 
chand,  du  logis  noble  de  La  Forest."  After  her  husband's  death 
(about  1701),  Suzanne  was  "tutrice"  for  their  minor  children,  and 
in  1708,  her  son-in-law  Dangiraud  was  her  "procureur  pour  le 
reglement  des  affaires  des  mineurs  Raboteau."  Dangirard,  as  ap- 
pears from  the  seigneurial  records  of  the  Comte  de  Taillebourg, 
preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Duke  de  LaTremoille,  was  living  as 
late  as  1724.  In  1722  he  rendered  homage,  as  "procureur  de  la  dame 
de  St.  Andreux  pour  raison  de  la  terre  et  seigneurie  dAnepont  et 
ses  dependances,"  he  being  then  designated  as  "marchand,  de  La 
Rochelle."  The  record  of  this  homage,  in  the  classification  of  the 
documents  of  the  seigneurial  collection,  was  included  with  those 
relating  to  the  Fief  de  La  Forest.  This  great  Fief  comprised, 
among  others,  the  Fiefs  of  the  Blanchardieres  and  Maine  Moreau, 
of  which  Pierre  Sanxay  and  Helye  (Elie)  Thomas,  respectively, 
were  seigneurs.  Its  seigneur  was  Joachim  de  Jaucourt,  who  was 
also  seigneur  de  Monestreux,  St.  Andreux,  and  other  places. 
Between  his  family  and  that  of  said  Pierre  Sanxay  there  seems  to 
have  been  close  relations  during  three  generations  of  the  latter's 
family.  From  1663-1665  notarial  records  show  Pierre  Sanxay,  as 
attorney  for  said  Joachim,  and  Clorinde  de  Mathe,  his  wife,  in 
more  than  one  instance.  In  1673,  Jean  Fabvereau  (husband  of 
Pierre's  daughter  Francoise),  Sieur  de  Touchereau,  and  "  receveur 
du  lieux  de  La  Forest,"  where  he  lived,  was  witness  to  the  will  of 
Benjamin  de  Jaucourt,  escuyer,  seigneur  de  St.  Jermain,  made  at 
the  chateau  de  La  Forest,  while  on  a  visit  to  his  brother  Philepes, 
then  the  seigneur  de  La  Forest.  These  matters  show  some  of  the 
conditions  existing  at  Taillebourg.     .     .     .

He  is  supposed  to  have  come  from  Wales  (of  which 
tradition  there  is  no  proof)  with  the  party  of  Rev.  Richard  Biynman  in  1640.  This  party  landed  first  at  Plymouth, 
where  Mr.  Biynman  is  mentioned  in  the  records,  March  2,  1641;  they  next  appeared  at  Marshfield,  which  town  was  in- 
corporated March  1,  1642,  and  was  then  called  Green's  Harbor.  In  less  than  a  year  the  party  removed  to  Gloucester, 
Mass..  where  in  1642  Henry1  Felch  was  owner  of  "  six  acres  of  hoed  ground,"  of  which  ground  there  is  no  grant  on  the 
records,  so  it  may  be  inferred  that  he  was  in  Gloucester  before  its  incorporation  as  a  town.  Gloucester  was  settled 
between  October,  1641  (when  the  bounds  of  the  town  were  approved  by  the  General  Court)  and  Mav,  1642,  when  it  was 
established  or  incorporated  as  a  plantation  called  Gloucester.    The  first  marriage  recorded  in  Gloucester  is  that  of 

"a daughter  of  Henry1  Felch  to  Samuel  Haieward.  March  2,  1641  (N.  S.)"    Savage  (vol.  ii,  p.  393)  indicates  that 

Samuel  Hai^ward's  wife  was  named  Isabel,  but  there  are  several  reasons  why  this  is  not  likely. 

Henry1  Felch  was  a  proprietor  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  in  1642.  and  was  perhaps  of  Reading,  Mass.,  in  1644.  He  lived 
during  his  later  years  in  Boston,  Mass.,  where  he  d.  between  July  4,  1670  (the  date  of  his  will)  and  Sept.  27,  1670,  the 
date  of  its  probate. 

Presumably  before  coming  to  this  country,  he  m.  his  first  wife  Margaret ?  whod.  in  Boston  in  1655;  his  second 

wife  was  the  widow  of  Thomas1  Wiborne,  who  came  to  this  country  on  the  ship  Castle  in  1638,  from  Teuterden,  County

A  splendid  testimonial  to  an  historic  personage,  whose  life  history  was  truly 
a  romance.  Born  in  Bordeaux  in  1750,  at  the  age  of  16,  young  Girard  became 
a  cabin  boy  in  a  vessel  in  which  his  father  had  taken  a  venture,  on  a  trading 
voyage  to  San  Domingo.  In  1773  he  was  licensed  to  act  as  captain  of  mer- 
chant ships  and  in  July,  1774,  sailed  for  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  sugar  and 
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coffee.  So  began  his  connection  with  this  country..  He  found  employment 
with  a  shipping  firm  there  and  continued  his  voyages.  He  never  returned  to 
his  native  city.  While  at  New  Orleans  the  news  of  the  war  between  Great 
Britain  and  her  American  Colonies  reached  him,  and  fearing  the  capture  of 
his  vessel,  he  entered  into  a  fictitious  sale  thereof  to  a  French  merchant,  and 
proceeded  on  his  way,  reaching  Cap  Francais  in  April,  1776.  He  sailed  soon 
thereafter  from  St.  Pierre  as  master  of  the  ship  La  Jeune  Babe,  and  fate 
ordained  that  he  should  put  into  Philadelphia  because  of  high  winds  and  seas 
and  especially  the  lack  of  fresh  water.  This  city  was  destined  to  become  the 
future  home  of  the  ship's  Captain. 

During  the  war  Girard  continued  his  shipping  ventures,  engaging  in  pri- 
vateering enterprises,  and  after  the  peace  traded  with  French  San  Domingo, 
until  the  massacre  of  the  whites  by  the  negroes  put  an  end  to  all  business 
undertakings  there.  Then  Girard  turned  to  Europe  and  became  a  bold  and 
adventurous  trader,  taking  great  risks,  suffering  heavy  losses  but  reaping  rich 
profits.  When  the  War  of  1812  broke  out  he  became  the  first  private  banker  in 
the  United  States  and  rose  rapidly  to  importance  in  national  finance.  Our 
author  states  that  it  was  his  great  subscription  that  enabled  the  Government 
to  float  a  loan  of  sixteen  million  dollars  and  a  later  subscription  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars  that  made  it  possible  to  organize  the  second  Bank  of  the  United 
States ;  and  it  was  the  building  of  its  home  office,  which  Girard  bought  in  1812, 
that  became  known  as  Girard's  Bank. 

Mr.  Girard  died  of  pneumonia  on  December  21,  1831,  in  his  81st  year. 
One  of  his  great  benefactions  was  the  founding  of  a  "permanent  college"  for 
the  benefit  of  poor  white  male  orphans,  and  his  will  bequeathed  a  sum  for  the 
public  good  of  vaster  proportions  than  a  private  citizen  had  ever  previously 
done.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  received  $360,000  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  cash  and  real  estate  which  has  increased  in  value  at  this  date  to 
over  $32,700,000. 

The  volumes  before  us  are  illustrated  with  the  posthumous  portrait  of  the 
subject  of  the  biography  and  the  ship  Good  Friends,  both  in  color,  and  a  num- 
ber of  doubletones. 

The  work  relates  in  true  perspective  the  life  story  of  a  cabin  boy  on  a 
French  merchantman  trading  with  San  Domingo  to  that  of  the  merchant 
prince,  greatest  private  banker  and  greatest  public  benefactor  of  his  time. 

Truly  a  remarkable  career  of  a  remarkable  man  and  told  in  a  convincing, 
lucid,  and  fascinating  way  which  is  not  only  enjoyable  to  read  but  of  great 
value  as  an  example  worthy  of  emulation.

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REGISTERS  OF  PEDIGREES

This  Society  has  copyrighted  and  has  for  sale  a  printed  blank  genealogical  chart  called 
"Register  of  Pedigrees."  These  registers  are  of  two  varieties,  called  "single"  and  "double" 
registers,  respectively.  They  are  each  bound  volumes,  11  X  16  inches  in  size,  properly  ruled  and 
printed  for  the  insertion  ol  the  names  and  vital  records  of  ancestors  of  the  individual  using  the 
forms  in  successive  generations. 

The  "single"  Registers  consist  of  17  leaves  (34  pages),  and  when  filled  in  will  give  all  of  the 
ancestors  of  the  individual  in  all  ramifications  for  9  generations,  arranged  so  that  the  family  name 
of  each  of  the  16  great^great-grandparents  of  the  individual  occupies  a  full  page.  Family  names 
appear  on  the  marginal  index,  which  is  formed  by  the  indentation  of  each  leal.  The  back  of  each 
leaf  is  arranged  lor  special  memoranda  concerning  the  correspondingly  numbered  individual  on 
the  front  of  same  leaf. 

The  "double"  Registers  are  practically  two  "single"  Registers  combined,  consisting  of 
34  leaves  (68  pages).  The  object  being  to  permit  the  individual  to  devote  the  first  half  of  the 
Register  to  the  registration  of  the  complete  record  of  his  male  line  of  ascent;  the  second  half  for  a 
like  registration  of  his  female  line  of  ascent.  The  "double"  Register  therefore  provides  for  the 
registration  of  10  full  generations  in  both  the  male  and  female  lines. 

These  Registers  have  been  revised  and  improved  in  form  and  a  new  edition  of  the  same  it 
now  ready  for  sale.  In  this  new  edition  we  have  issued  one-half  in  the  old  form  of  permanent 
binding  in  paper  and  cloth  as  heretofore;  and  one-half  in  "loose  leaf"  cloth  binding.  The  loose 
leaf  cloih  binding  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  form  of  permanent  binding  as  it  permits  the 
indefinite  extension  of  the  "Register"  to  include  the  recording  of  as  many  generations  of  ascent 
as  the  individual  can  establish.

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THEODORE    ROOSEVELT.

Theodore  Roosevelt  was  my  friend  from  his  boyhood  until 
his  death.  No  one  could  know  him  without  having  for  him  the 
profoundest  affection  and  the  greatest  admiration.  He  was  one 
of  the  most  extraordinary  men  of  our  period,  or  of  any  period ;  he 
made  history  and  was  a  most  important  factor  in  the  history  of 
his  time.  His  whole  public  career  is  lined  with  monuments  in 
beneficent  legislation  and  individual  achievement,  testifying  to 
services  for  his  country  and  the  world  of  the  greatest  value.  He 
was  born  two  years  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  and 
was  President  of  the  United  States  when  it  was  the  necessity  of 
the  Executive  to  have  a  united  country  in  support  of  policies  for 
the  benefit  of  the  whole  United  States.  For  this  destiny  he  was 
fortunate  in  his  ancestors:  his  father  of  Dutch  and  Scotch  ances- 
try, was  a  leading  citizen  of  New  York  and  one  of  the  most  useful 
and  prominent  citizens  of  the  North ;  his  mother  was  from 
Georgia  and  represented  the  best  blood  and  traditions  of  the 
South.  He  could  appeal,  as  no  President  had  been  able  to  since  the 
Civil  War,  to  all  sections  of  the  country,  North,  South,  East  and 
West.  Harvard  gave  him  an  eastern  culture  and  ranch  life  on 
the  western  plains  brought  him  in  contact  and  close  association 
with  those  pioneers  who  have  discovered,  developed  and  peopled 
our  territories,  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Pacific. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  had  the  adaptability,  the  energy,  the  grasp  of 
affairs,  the  talent  for  instantly  comprehending  difficult  problems 
which  would  have  made  him  a  great  captain  of  industry  and  one 
of  our  multi-millionaires.  He  inherited  a  small  trust  estate,  the 
income  of  which  was  not  sufficient  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  his 
expenses  of  living  and  yet  it  had  the  singular  effect  upon  him  of 
destroying  all  ambition  to  accumulate  a  fortune.  He  always  felt 
sure  that  by  his  own  exertions  he  could  so  supplement  this 
limited  income  as  to  meet  all  requirements,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  income  was  an  anchor  which  in  great  stress  or  necessity 
would  prevent  his  drifting  to  want. 
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This  confidence  of  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  due,  even  at  that  early 
day,  to  his  love  of  work  for  work's  sake.  He  had  a  consuming 
desire  to  be  all  the  time  doing  something  and  producing  some- 
thing. When  he  was  Governor,  with  all  the  exactions  of  the 
place,  he,  nevertheless,  found  time  to  write  books.  He  was  under 
contract  with  his  publishers  on  both  the  African  hunting  trip  and 
the  Brazilian  journey  of  exploration.  After  a  day  of  rough  travel 
and  perilous  adventure,  when  all  his  companions  were  used  up 
and  asleep,  he  sat  by  a  box  on  which  was  a  candle  and  by  its 
flickering  light  wrote  the  day's  chapter  for  his  book.  He  was 
daily  contributing  to  the  press.and  toweekly  and  monthly  magazines 
constantly  giving  interviews  and  making  speeches,  and  yet  in 
some  mysterious  way  found  time  for  conferences  with  political 
leaders,  with  men  of  letters,  with  distinguished  visitors,  with  his 
publishers,  the  managers  and  the  editors  of  his  magazines  and 
newspapers. 

He  was  a  frequent  attendant  at  social  functions,  and  the 
most  desired  and  welcomed  of  guests  at  public  and  private 
dinners.    He  was  temperate  in  all  things,  but  a  glutton  for  work. 

His  activities  were  during  the  greatest  period  of  industrial 
development  which  this  country  has  ever  known,  a  period  in 
which  masterful  men  developed  in  an  unprecedented  way  our 
natural  resources,  our  manufacturing  and  our  transportation 
with  results  that  were  enormously  beneficial  to  communities  and 
multitudes  of  people,  but  yielded  fabulous  returns  to  the 
architects. 

Colonel  Roosevelt  admired  these  men  and  their  achievements 
but  always  looked  upon  them  and  what  they  did  from  the  stand- 
point of  public  safety  and  public  service.  His  clear  vision  was 
never  obscured.  He  had  no  fear  of  big  business  and  to  his  mind 
the  bigger  the  better,  if  the  best  results  for  all  could  be  had  that  way ; 
at  the  same  time,  if  in  his  judgment  the  process  was  becoming  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  welfare  because  of  its  tendency  to  monopoly 
he  became  at  once  its  enemy. 

I  remember  as  if  it  were  yesterday  the  commencement  of  his 
career.  From  the  beginning  his  ambitions  were  for  public  life  and 
public  service.  A  Republican  district  leader,  forty  years  ago,  came 
to  my  office  and  said:  "We  have  this  difficulty  in  our  district.  A 
small  part  of  it  is  composed  of  what  the  boys  call  'silk  stockings'  liv- 
ing along  Fifth  Avenue  and  the  adjoining  streets,  while  the  major 
part  of  it  runs  over  into  sections  which  are  under  the  control  of 
Tammany  Hall.  To  keep  our  organization  alive  and  secure  for  the 
boys  some  recognition  in  office  holding,  I  have  to  deal  with  a  very 
difficult  problem.  These  dealings  have  offended  the  'silk  stockings,' 
but  we  need  their  votes  and  especially  their  contributions.  I  can 
think  of  but  one  way  out  and  that  is  to  nominate  for  the  legislature 
a  representative  of  these  men  of  wealth  and  high  social  position. 
What  do  you  think  of  young  Theodore  Roosevelt?"  Of  course  I 
became  enthusiastic  at  once.  "Well,"  said  the  astute  leader,  "we 
will  have  a  dinner  at  Delmonico's  and  bring  him  out.     None  of  our 
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organization  will  attend,  none  but  that  class  will  be  invited,  but  I  will 
be  in  the  pantry.  I  want  you  to  preside."  The  dinner  was  a  great 
success;  there  were  about  three  hundred  present.  It  settled  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  district  organization  was  patriotically 
doing  its  duty,  because  everyone  present  said,  and  they  all  knew  each 
other,  "What  lies  and  slander  have  been  perpetrated  and  circulated 
against  our  district!" 

Young  Roosevelt  was  at  that  time  about  twenty-two  years  old, 
but  he  looked  much  younger.  He  did  not  have  the  clear  and  con- 
fident way  of  talking  which  made  him  in  after  years  such  an  impres- 
sive speaker.  He  cultivated  oratory  until  he  became  past-master  of 
public  speech  for  influencing  public  opinion.  He  read  for  about  an 
hour  from  his  manuscript  to  an  audience  of  as  hard-headed,  practical 
and  successful  men  as  could  be  gathered  in  New  York.  They  were 
tolerant  of  his  emphatic  views  on  the  evils  of  city,  State  and  national 
government  and  how  he  would  correct  them. 

It  is  one  of  the  extraordinary  things  in  politics  that  this  young 
man  of  twenty-two,  afterwards  as  Police  Commissioner  of  New 
York,  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  as  President  of 
the  United  States,  had  the  opportunity  to  carry  out  these  policies  and 
to  translate  them  into  laws.  He  was  for  three  years  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  and,  notwithstanding  his  youth,  came  very  near  being 
made  Speaker.  He  impressed  himself  upon  the  whole  State  so  that 
he  was  made  Chairman  of  the  New  York  delegation  to  the  Republi- 
can National  Convention  which  met  in  Chicago  in  1884.  There,  as 
ever  afterwards,  he  was  for  high  ideals.  The  Party  organization 
learned  that  here  was  a  rising  force  which  they  could  not  break,  but, 
as  far  as  possible,  must  come  to  follow.  The  organization  was  over- 
whelmingly for  Blaine,  but  Roosevelt  organized  a  party  and  led  it 
with  his  usual  enthusiasm  and  vigor  for  George  F.  Edmunds,  the 
famous  Senator  from  Vermont.  This  action  put  the  organization 
against  him  and  kept  him  out  of  public  life  for  the  next  two  years. 
President  Harrison  put  him  at  the  head  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. The  spoils  system  was  very  popular,  especially  among 
members  of  Congress.  It  was  Roosevelt's  peculiarity  and  distinction 
that,  whatever  duty  was  imposed  upon  him,  it  was  done  to  the  best 
of  his  ability  without  regard  to  popularity.  He  became  the  best 
hated  man  in  Washington  by  increasing  the  offices  subject  to  the 
Civil  Service  examination  from  ten  thousand  to  over  forty  thousand. 
New  York  had  elected  a  Reform  Mayor.  He  found  that  the  Police 
Department  blocked  and  neutralized  all  his  efforts.  He  must  have 
a  man  who  would  do  right  and  in  doing  right,  dare  to  be  unpopular, 
The  most  conspicuous  example  in  the  country  was  Theodore  Roose- 
velt and  Mayor  Strong  made  him  Police  Commissioner. 

The  new  Commissioner  startled,  aroused  and  enraged  a  wide 
open  city  where  the  law  against  vice  had  always  been  laxly  enforced, 
if  at  all,  by  announcing  as  his  policy  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
laws.  Saloon-keepers  and  gamblers,  votaries  of  pleasure  and  all  that 
multitude  who  in  a  great  city,  if  unrestrained,  violate  the  law,  were 
instantly  up  in  arms.     They  formed  a  great  parade  for  personal 
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liberty  but  to  their  amazement  found  occupying  the  front  seat  on  the 
reviewing  stand  the  new  Police  Commissioner.  A  German  brewer 
shouting,  "Where  is  Roosevelt  now?"  was  amazed  by  hearing  the 
Police  Commissioner  say,  "Here  I  am,  my  friend,  what  can  I  do  for 
you?"  The  surprise  reversed  the  German  mentality,  the  brewer 
called  three  cheers  for  Roosevelt,  and  that  part  of  the  procession  col- 
lapsed. Wherever  in  the  districts .  infested  by  gangs  and  gunmen 
the  patrolman's  life  was  always  in  danger,  there,  at  all  hours,  would 
be  found  strolling  along  and  in  constant  peril  of  assassination,  Mr. 
Roosevelt.  Discipline  and  efficiency  soon  made  the  New  York  police 
the  finest  body  in  the  world. 

But  this  great  cosmopolitan  city  soon  grew  tired  of  the  virtue 
which  comes  from  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  so  Mr.  Roosevelt 
accepted  the  offer  from  President  McKinley  of  Assistant  Secretary 
of  the  Navy.  This  appointment  is  an  illustration  of  the  ways  of 
Providence  in  providing  the  man  for  an  emergency. 

There  was  a  crisis  in  our  international  relations  because  of 
intolerable  conditions  in  Cuba.  With  his  usual  foresight  and  instinc- 
tive grasp  of  situations  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  saw  that 
war  was  inevitable  and  began  to  prepare  the  navy  for  its  part. .  After 
much  opposition  he  succeeded  in  having  Dewey  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  Asiatic  squadron.  It  was  an  era  of  rigid  economy 
and  saving  of  powder.  Roosevelt's  resistless  importunities  secured 
an  appropriation  of  nearly  a  million  and  a  half  for  powder.  When 
asked  by  Congress  what  he  had  done  with  it,  he  said,  "burned  it  up 
in  target  practice."  So  when  the  Spanish  War  came,  while  there 
was  unpreparedness  everywhere  else,  Dewey's  gunners  sank  the 
enemy's  fleet  in  Manila  Bay  and  the  marksmen  of  Sampson  and 
Schley  destroyed,  while  they  were  trying  to  escape  from  Santiago 
Harbor,  the  hostile  warships.  So  great  was  the  terror  in  the  depart- 
ment of  this  young  Assistant  Secretary  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  a  most  estimable  gentleman  and  excellent  officer,  having 
arrived  at  the  station  in  Washington  to  take  the  train  for  his  vaca- 
tion, changed  his  mind  and  returned  to  his  desk,  saying,  "I  must 
watch  my  Assistant  Secretary." 

Mr.  Roosevelt  was  one  of  the  few  more  responsible  than  others 
for  bringing  on  the  Spanish  War.  It  is  well  known  that  the  Presi- 
dent did  his  best  to  prevent  it.  It  was  the  characteristic  of  Roose- 
velt that  he  never  asked  from  others  that  they  volunteer  for  a 
dangerous  enterprise  unless  he  was  willing  to  share  in  it  himself. 
So  he  raised  the  "Rough-riders"  regiment  and,  by  gallantry  in  action, 
became  the  foremost  figure  in  the  Spanish-American  War. 

The  political  situation  in  New  York  State  was  very  critical  for 
the  party  in  power.  The  people  had  voted  nine  millions  of  dollars 
to  improve  our  canals.  Governor  Black  ordered  an  investigation 
which  resulted  in  finding  that  one  million  of  it  had  either  been  lost 
or  stolen.  The  canals  have  always  been  politically  perilous  to  the 
party  in  power  in  the  State  of  New  York.  They  belong  to  the  people 
and  the  people  are  exceedingly  sensitive  as  to  the  integrity  of  their 
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management.  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Piatt  was  our  State  leader  and  asked 
me  to  a  consultation  as  to  a  candidate  for  Governor.  He  said,  "Ben 
Odell,"  afterwards  our  distinguished  Governor  Odell,  "has  advised 
me  to  select  Roosevelt  who  is  in  camp  on  Long  Island,  having  just 
returned  from  Cuba,  but  as  Police  Commissioner,  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioner and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  he  has  always  been 
uncontrollable  either  by  the  party  organization  or  his  superior  and  I 
am  afraid  that  he  might  be  most  dangerous  to  our  organization."  I 
said  to  him,  "In  my  judgment,  Roosevelt  is  the  only  man  we  can 
elect."  Having  been  all  my  life  on  the  platform,  I  judge  of  every 
question,  in  politics  or  business,  which  affects  the  public,  by  how  it 
will  be  received  by  the  people  in  an  audience.  Of  course  I  shall  make 
speeches  as  always  and  will  expect  the  heckler  to  ask  questions.  He 
is  bound  to  say,  "Your  eulogy  of  the  grand  old  party  is  all  right, 
but  how  about  that  million  of  dollars  stolen  from  the  canal  fund? 
Then  the  speaker  has  to  explain  that  it  was  only  a  million  and  that 
will  be  fatal,  but  if  you  nominate  Roosevelt  I  can  say  to  my  friend, 
the  heckler,  I  am  very  glad  you  asked  that  question.  We  have 
nominated  for  Governor  the  greatest  thief  catcher  there  is  in  the 
world;  as  Police  Commisioner  he  cleaned  up  New  York  and  in  the 
Cuban  War  he  has  cleaned  up  that  Island.  He  is  the  one  man  who 
will  find  out  what  became  of  that  money,  and  if  it  was  stolen  to 
punish  the  thieves  and  secure  restitution.  The  band  will  play  the 
Star  Spangled  Banner." 

The  old  gentleman  said,  "That  settles  it,  he  will  be  nominated." 
Nothing  has  impressed  me  so  much  as  the  accidents  of  public 
life.  In  business  and  professional  careers,  brains,  industry  and 
efficiency  always  tell,  but  not  so  in  politics.  The  National  Conven- 
tion which  met  in  Philadelphia  in  1904  was  a  unit  for  the  re-nomina- 
tion of  Mr.  McKinley,  but  all  at  sea  about  the  Vice-President. 
Roosevelt's  independent  and  masterful  administration  of  New  York 
as  Governor  had  made  him  so  powerful  that  not  to  re-nominate  him 
was  to  court  defeat  and  to  re-nominate  him  was  equally  dangerous 
on  account  of  the  hostility  of  the  local  organization  all  over  the 
State.  So  there  was  a  general  assent  to  his  being  put  on  the  ticket 
with  McKinley  for  Vice-President.  Mr.  Roosevelt  strenuously 
opposed  it.  He  said,  "The  Vice-Presidency  is  a  tomb  and  I  will  not 
be  buried."  By  general  consent  a  candidate  was  left  to  the  New  York 
delegation.  Governor  Odell  was  the  leader  of  the  delegation  for 
convention  purposes  and  I  was  elected  its  Chairman  for  routine 
duties.  It  was  an  historical  hour  when  the  New  York  delegation 
met.  With  fervent  and  eloquent  speeches,  Governor  Roosevelt  was 
placed  in  nomination.  In  a  most  emphatic  speech  he  declined.  The 
question  was  put  to  a  vote  and  he  was  nominated  unanimously.  In 
great  agitation  he  again  declined.  There  was  a  small  minority  de- 
termined to  put  in  the  place  a  very  popular  member  of  the  delegation 
but  not  of  Vice-Presidential  standing.  So  after  further  debate  we 
nominated  Roosevelt  again,  and  when  he  again  declined,  I  declared 
the  meeting  adjourned  to  prevent  further  action.  The  next  morning 
he  accepted.    This  was  the  crisis  of  his  career. 
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In  a  few  months  after  his  inauguration,  McKinley  was  assassi- 
nated, Roosevelt  became  President  and  gave  to  the  country  seven 
years  of  the  most  eventful  and  fruitful  Presidential  terms  in  our 
history.  An  incident  of  the  convention  may  be  of  interest.  There 
being  no  contests  because  the  nominations  were  unanimously  agreed 
upon,  the  orators  of  the  convention  had  no  opportunity  of  presenting 
the  claims  of  various  candidates,  so  they  exhausted  themselves  and 
exhausted  the  audience  by  making  practically  the  same  speeches 
over  and  over  again  for  Mr.  McKinley  and  Governor  Roosevelt. 
The  crowd  had  ceased  to  listen  and  had  begun  to  scrape  the  speakers 
down,  when  a  western  delegation  came  to  me  and  said,  "You  never 
get  out  our  way,  and  we  would  like  to  hear  you  speak."  Roosevelt 
as  a  fellow  delegate  sat  immediately  in  front  of  me.  He  turned 
around  and  said  in  his  quick  way,  "Yes,  yes,  he  will  speak.  He  must 
give  us  something  new;  if  these  bores  keep  this  up  any  longer  it 
will  beat  the  ticket."  And  he  seized  me  and  practically  threw  me 
upon  the  platform.  It  was  one  of  those  occasions  where  a  story  is 
the  only  salvation  for  a  speaker.  Near  me  sat  a  portentiously  solemn 
United  States  Senator  whose  platitudinous  speech  had  already  been 
delivered  three  times.  As  I  started  the  story  he  turned  to  the  Chair- 
man and  in  a  horrified  and  tragic  voice  said  "Great  Heavens !  The 
solemnity  and  dignity  of  this  historic  occasion  is  to  be  ruined  by  a 
story." 

Great  and  successful  leadership  requires  many  qualities.  I 
have  known,  beginning  with  Lincoln,  with  considerable  intimacy 
every  President  of  the  United  States.  None  of  them  had  all  these 
qualities  except  Mr.  Roosevelt.  He  was  a  born  leader  of  men.  His 
industry  was  phenomenal  and  he  had  in  addition  that  intelligence 
in  work  which  taught  him  where  to  find  that  which  he  wanted, 
and  a  marvelous  sagacity  which  grasped,  absorbed  and  utilized 
this  material  with  the  precision  of  a  machine. 

He  loved  companionship  and  found  time  to  enjoy  his  friends. 
When  that  friend  left,  he  had  contributed  all  he  possessed  to  the 
materials  useful  to  this  great  Executive.  He  might  be  a  college 
professor,  a  United  States  Senator,  a  Foreign  Ambassador,  a  State 
Governor,  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  a  labor  leader,  a  cowboy 
from  the  ranches,  a  hunter  from  the  mountains,  a  traveler  from  over- 
seas, all  were  equally  welcome  and  all  equal  contributors. 

In  looking  over  the  acts  recommended  and  the  laws  passed  dur- 
ing Roosevelt's  administration,  we  find  a  mass  of  constructive  work, 
of  progress  and  reform,  which  gathers,  condenses  and  puts  in  prac- 
tice the  accumulated  necessities  which  had  arisen  since  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War. 

We  rejoiced  in  our  marvelous  prosperity  at  the  same  time  that  it 
was  our  greatest  peril.  A  few  masterful  men  were  combining  the  in- 
dustriesof  thecountry  and  had  almost  perfected  theconsolidationof 
its  transportation.  Roosevelt  then,  of  his  co-temporaries,  with  his 
unequaled  insight  into  public  opinion  saw  a  gathering  storm.  He 
sensed  an  unrest  which  was  culminating  into  dangerous  hatred  of 
success.     He  set  about  vigorously  to  correct  these  evils  and  sue- 
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ceeded.  His  railway  legislation  did  away  with  many  of  the  abuses 
which  had  necessarily  grown  up  with  the  rapid  progress  of  railway 
building  and  consolidation.  He  put  a  curb  on  great  Trusts  and 
blocked  the  way  of  general  monopoly.  He  incurred  the  bitter  and 
venomous  hostility  of  powerful  interests  in  the  financial  world,  in 
speculative  circles  and  in  the  stock  exchanges,  but  when  he  sent,  as 
he  was  in  the  habit  of  doing,  for  captains  of  industry,  he  converted 
at  least  one  of  the  ablest  of  them  by  putting  in  a  sentence  a  pregnant 
truth,  "Sir,  you  have  to  deal  with  me,  now,  or  the  mob  later." 

For  four  hundred  years,  ever  since  Balboa,  the  Spanish  explorer, 
crossing  from  the  Atlantic  saw  nearby  the  Pacific,  the  world  has 
tried  to  unite  the  two  oceans  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  Where 
the  centuries  had  failed,  Roosevelt  succeeded.  Except  for  his  drastic 
action  the  Canal  would  not  have  been  built.  It  may  not  be  a  moral  or 
an  ethical  or  a  legal  answer  to  the  question  but  the  reasons  for  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  action  are  summed  up  in  the  remark  of  John  Hay, 
his  Secretary  of  State,  to  a  delegation  of  objectors.  It  was:  "We 
have  the  Canal." 

Mr.  Roosevelt's  explanation  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  made  in  a  recent  address  on  Mr.  Choate,  was  characteristic. 
It  was  in  no  sense  an  apology;  he  never  had  occasion  for  that.  He 
said,  "In  the  effort  to  secure  the  land  and  a  concession  of  the  rights 
required  for  the  construction  of  the  Canal,  there  was  a  succession 
of  negotiations  resulting  in  agreement  and  then  a  breaking  of  the 
agreement  by  Colombia,  with  a  demand  for  constantly  increasing 
compensation.  I  made  up  my  mind  that  the  talking  about  the  Canal 
might  go  on  for  fifty  years  without  results,  so  I  decided  to  secure  for 
our  country  the  Canal  and  let  the  people  talk  about  me  as  they 
pleased  for  the  next  fifty  years." 

The  people  so  thoroughly  appreciated  the  wise  radicalism  and 
the  constructive  work  of  his  administration  that  they  wished  for  him 
to  violate  the  traditions  against  a  third  term.  He  had  great  difficulty 
in  escaping  the  call  and  in  nominating  his  selection  for  the  office, 
Judge  Taft.  He  threw  himself  into  Taft's  campaign  with  an  energy 
and  resistless  force  never  surpassed  in  any  Presidential  canvass. 
His  rare  unselfishness  was  exhibited  by  his  absenting  himself  imme- 
diately and  for  two  years  afterwards  in  the  wilds  of  Africa  in  order 
that  his  overpowering  personality  might  not  embarrass  the  adminis- 
tration of  his  successor. 

He  believed,  and  he  had  good  reasons  for  believing,  that  a 
majority  of  the  delegates  elected  to  the  convention  from  Republican 
constituencies  in  1912  were  for  him  and  that  they  were  thrown  out 
and  the  majority  reversed  upon  technical  grounds. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  his  action  in  bolting  the  ticket, 
there  never  was  such  a  demonstration  of  power  by  an  individual. 
He  was  a  private  citizen  without  patronage,  or  the  usual  resources 
for  propaganda.  We  are  as  a  rule  devoted  to  our  parties  and  to  their 
organizations  and  yet  he  polled  four  millions  of  votes,  carrying  a  large 
majority  of  the  party.  The  division  thus  created  led  to  the  election 
of  Mr.  Wilson  and  a  Democratic  Congress.    But  the  second  demon- 
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stration  of  marvelous  individual  power  was  when  four  years  after- 
wards he  disbanded  this  Progressive  Party,  and  its  four  millions  of 
votes,  and  united  the  Republican  organization  in  support  of  the 
regular  candidate,  Governor  Hughes. 

Two  illustrations  of  his  power  have  no  parallel  in  the  life  of 
any  Executive.  War  has  now  given  absolute  power  to  the  United 
States  Government  to  settle  strikes  through  various  Boards  and 
arbitrary  machinery.  Roosevelt  had  none  of  these.  The  coal  strike 
threatened  a  coal  famine  which  would  have  paralyzed  our  industries 
and  caused  general  distress.  President  Roosevelt  summoned  the 
employers,  the  mine  owners,  the  operators  and  the  leaders  of  the 
miners'  union,  and  purely  by  his  magnetism,  force,  personality  and 
grasp  of  the  situation  brought  about  a  settlement  which  opened  the 
mines  and  continued  for  many  years. 

He  was  the  most  vigorous  of  fighters,  and  if  a  fight  was  neces- 
sary believed  in  hitting  hard  and  hitting  to  kill.  But  he  saw  the 
horrors  of  war  and  was  ever  ready  to  do  his  part  to  avert  it.  He 
grasped  the  danger  there  was  to  the  peace  of  the  world  in  the  conflict 
between  Russia  and  Japan.  He  summoned  the  representatives  of  the 
combatants  to  a  conference.  Without  any  authority  whatever  by 
legislation,  but  solely  in  the  interest  of  humanity,  he  offered  himself 
as  an  arbitrator  and  purely  by  his  individual  magnetism  and  influence 
upon  others  brought  the  commissioners  of  Russia  and  Japan  to 
assent  to  an  agreement,  the  details  of  which  were  largely  suggested 
by  himself.    These  two  instances  were  almost  miraculous. 

Mr.  Roosevelt,  on  his  way  home  from  his  hunting  and  explora- 
tion expedition  in  Africa,  was  received  with  signal  honors,  as  if 
still  President,  by  Great  Britain,  France  and  the  Kaiser.  He  was 
hailed  with  the  same  enthusiasm  and  demonstrations  which  have 
greeted  President  Wilson,  both  in  London  and  Paris. 

This  most  original  of  men  could  not  help  in  a  public  speech 
pointing  out  any  weakness  in  a  nation,  which  he  thought  needed 
correction  and  explaining  how  the  difficulty  could  be  remedied.  He 
had  passed  through  Egypt,  which  at  that  time  was  seething  with 
revolt  or  efforts  at  revolt  against  British  rule.  In  his  speech  at 
Guildhall  the  ex-President  said  to  his  amazed  audience,  "You  are  in 
Egypt  and  I  think  rightfully  there.  You  have  difficulties,  and  greater 
ones  are  threatening.  You  should  either  govern  Egypt  or  get  out." 
If  any  other  foreign  statesman  had  made  this  amazing  declaration  to 
that  audience,  composed  of  the  Cabinet  and  most  eminent  men  of 
Great  Britain,  it  would  have  been  instantly  resented.  The  British 
are  good  sportsmen;  they  recognized  that  the  chief  of  sportsmen  had 
frankly  told  the  truth  and  they  cheered. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  was  received  at  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris  by  an 
audience,  which  comprised  the  President  of  the  Republic,  the  Prime 
Minister  and  his  associates,  members  of  the  French  Academy,  and 
distinguished  representatives  of  every  department  of  French  life. 
Again  there  was  a  successful  trial  of  his  extraordinary  and  charac- 
teristic audacity  in  telling  the  truth.  He  said  substantially  this,  "You 
have  every  element  of  leadership  among  nations  except  in  popula- 
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tion,  which  seems  to  be  decreasing.  The  remedy  is  in  your  own 
hands.  Stop  race  suicide."  Again  the  assembly  was  shocked  for 
the  moment,  and  then  cheered.  Roosevelt  had  put  his  finger  upon 
the  one  great  danger  of  France :  the  general  restriction  of  children 
to  one  child  in  a  family. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  met  the  Kaiser,  and  with  his  intuitive  knowledge 
of  men  understood  his  characteristics.  If  these  had  been  equally 
grasped  by  statesmen  of  other  free  and  liberal  governments,  this 
frightful  war  might  have  been  averted.  The  Kaiser  sent  a  German 
fleet  to  seize  a  port  in  Venezuela  to  enforce  certain  claims  of  German 
subjects  against  that  country  and  its  citizens.  Roosevelt  notified  the 
Kaiser  that  the  question  in  dispute  must  be  arbitrated.  The  Kaiser 
refused.  President  Roosevelt  then  notified  the  German  Ambassador 
that  Admiral  Dewey  and  his  fleet  would  sail  for  Venezuela  within  a 
week.  The  Kaiser  again  refused  to  arbitrate.  The  President  then 
sent  this  message:  "Admiral  Dewey  will  sail  day  after  tomorrow." 
The  answer  of  the  Kaiser  was  such  an  emphatic  acceptance  of  the 
demand  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  that  Roosevelt  an- 
nounced to  the  public  in  his  grim  and  characteristic  way — "The 
German  Emperor,  with  his  well-known  desire  for  peace  and  justice, 
well  withdraw  his  fleet  and  arbitrate  all  questions  with  Venezuela." 

It  was  the  President's  psychology  of  public  men  and  public 
sentiment  of  foreign  nations  which  led  him  to  solve  and  settle 
threatened  difficulties  with  Japan.  Through  the  East  specially,  and 
to  a  large  degree  in  Europe,  there  was  almost  absolute  ignorance  of 
the  strength  and  power  of  the  United  States.  The  American  battle 
fleet  was  ordered  to  sail  around  the  world.  This  formidable  array 
of  war  vessels  of  the  most  modern  design  and  equipment  and  ready 
for  immediate  action  produced  a  profound  impression  in  all  coun- 
tries. It  was  peace  by  demonstration  of  preparedness  and  power. 
It  was  the  fundamental  article  in  Roosevelt's  creed  that  pre- 
paredness and  power  in  a  free  and  liberty-loving  nation  instead  of 
provoking  war  promoted  peace. 

We  hear  much  of  self-made  men.  But  here  was  one  born  to 
wealth  and  ease.  He  had  a  weak  constitution  of  the  kind  which  in 
ordinary  cases  leads  to  careful  idleness,  but  by  the  most  strenuous 
efforts  of  physical  exercise,  of  roughing  it  on  the  ranch  and  in  the 
hunting  field,  in  bouts  with  boxers,  fencers  and  wrestlers  he  became 
one  of  the  strongest  of  men.  He  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech 
which  he  turned  into  fluency  and  from  the  beginning  until  the  end 
his  oratory  grew  in  effectiveness  and  in  power  with  the  people. 

He  first  among  our  public  men  saw  what  must  be  our  position 
in  this  world  war.  He  found  the  great  mass  of  his  countrymen 
satisfied  with  their  isolation  and  pacifists  in  sentiment,  but  in  season 
and  out  of  season  he  preached  the  preparedness  and  the  peril  to  us  at 
home  and  our  institutions  of  the  triumph  of  autocracy  upon  the 
field  of  battle  in  Europe.  It  was  the  wonderful  effect  of  his  stirring 
appeals  which  made  it  possible  for  the  President  to  secure  universal 
assent  for  the  declaration  of  war.  Roosevelt  was  never  more  him- 
self in  that  faculty  which  was  one  of  his  strongest  points  of  practic- 
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ing  what  he  preached  and  placing  himself  in  the  forefront  of 
danger  than  in  what  he  did  when  our  country  entered  the  war.  He 
proposed  to  raise  a  division  and  go  with  it  at  once  to  France.  That 
was  denied,  but  he  sent  his  four  sons.  When  one  of  them  was 
wounded  and  the  other  killed  the  pathetic  answer  of  this  bereaved 
patriot  was,  "Better  so,  than  that  they  should  not  have  gone." 

I  was  in  the  Senate  during  the  whole  of  his  Presidency  and  saw 
him  nearly  every  day.  It  was  a  delight  to  visit  the  Executive  office 
or  to  meet  him  in  the  closer  associations  of  the  White  House.  He 
was  the  most  outspoken  of  public  men.  As  I  was  entering  his  room 
one  morning  a  Senator  was  coming  out.  This  Senator  had  made 
some  request  of  the  President  which  had  angered  him.  He  shouted 
to  me  so  the  Senator  could  hear  him  and  everybody  else :  "Do  you 
know  that  man?"  I  answered  "Yes,  he  is  a  colleague  of  mine  in 
the  Senate."  "But,"  the  President  shouted,  "he  is  a  crook."  Sub- 
sequent events  proved  the  President  correct  and  the  man  came 
within  the  clutches  of  the  criminal  law. 

I  never  knew  such  an  omnivorous  reader.  He  ma'stered  all 
literature,  past  and  present.  Several  times  I  called  his  attention  to 
a  book  which  had  been  sent  me  and  was  just  on  sale.  He  had 
already  read  it. 

Public  men  fear  newspapers.  I  never  knew  one  who  would  go 
out  of  his  way  to  fight  a  great  journal,  or  fight  it  at  all.  But  I  made 
a  request  of  him  once,  on  behalf  of  one  of  the  greatest  of  newspapers, 
for  a  diplomatic  appointment  for  one  of  its  staff.  The  paper  had 
never  before  made  such  a  request,  but  he  said,  so  the  whole  room, 
including  all  the  reporters,  could  hear  him,  "That  paper  can  expect 
nothing  from  me." 

Two  of  our  ex-Presidents  are  still  a  force  with  their  party  and 
the  people.  They  are  Jefferson  and  Jackson.  Jefferson's  influence 
was  because  of  his  versatility,  political  forsight  and  literary  talents, 
Jackson's  by  his  iron  will  and  command  of  men.  Mr.  Roosevelt 
united  in  himself  all  the  power,  talent  and  force  of  these  two  remark- 
able leaders. 

He  was  intensely  human.  He  had  no  airs  nor  fads  nor  frills. 
His  cordiality  was  infectious,  his  friendship  never  failed.  No  man 
of  his  generation  has  so  long  held  public  esteem  and  confidence  with 
continuing  admiration  and  expectation.  His  work  in  the  world  was 
great  and  greatly  done.  It  is  a  commonplace  when  a  great  man 
dies  to  say:  "It  is  not  for  his  co-temporaries  to  pass  judgment  upon 
him,  that  must  be  left  to  posterity  and  to  the  historian  after  the 
passions  of  his  time  have  been  allayed."  There  are  only  two  excep- 
tions to  this  maxim,  one  is  Washington,  the  other  is  Roosevelt.  The 
testimony  at  the  time  about  Washington  is  the  same  as  the  judgment 
of  posterity.  With  this  magnificent  fighter,  this  reckless  crusader, 
this  hard-hitter,  the  world  is  stilled  and  awed  when  the  news  of  his 
death  is  flashed  over  wires  and  cables,  but  the  instant  voice  of 
friend  and  enemy  is  the  same.  All  recognize  the  purity  of  his  mo- 
tives, the  unselfishness  of  his  work  and  his  unadulterated  Ameri- 
canism.   His  last  expression  sent  to  a  public  meeting  in  New  York, 
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the  evening  before  he  died,  is  the  thought  upon  whose  realization 
rests  the  security  of  our  institutions  and  the  future  of  our  country. 
It  is  that  there  is  no  place  in  our  land  for  divided  allegiance.  Every 
citizen  must  be  wholly  American.

The  Embodiment  of  Idealized  Americanism.

Theodore  Roosevelt,  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society,  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  at  No.  33  East  20th  Street,*  Oct.  27,  1858,  and  died  at  his 
home  "Sagamore  Hill,"  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  6, 
1919,  at  4.15  A.  M.  He  was  a  son  of  Theodore  and  Martha 
(Bulloch)  Roosevelt  of  New  York  City.  He  married  first,  Oct.  27, 
1880,  Alice  Hathaway  Lee  (dau.  of  George  Cabot  and  Caroline 
(Haskell)  Lee),  born  July  27,  1861;  died  Feb.  14,  1884,  by  whom 
he  had  one  child: —

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society  takes  great  pleasure  in  announcing  to  its 
members  and  to  the  community,  the  receipt  of  a  gift  of  #20,000 
from  Samuel  Putnum  Avery,  Esquire,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  for  the 
establishment  of  an  Art  Fund.  The  income  from  this  fund  to  be 
used  from  time  to  time  as  opportunities  present  themselves  to 
gather  a  collection  of  "  portraits,  views,  surveys,  records,  manu- 
scripts, autograph  letters,  etc." 

The  collection,  thus  to  be  formed,  will  be  confined  along  the 
lines  of  the  deed  of  gift,  to  the  gathering  together  of  portraits  (in 
oil,  pastel  or  any  other  medium)  of  genealogical  or  biographical 
interest  and  also  paintings,  crayons,  etchings,  engravings,  etc., 
which  may  have  an  interest  in  the  realm  of  family  and  local 
history. 

This  collection  is  the  first  of  the  kind  that  we  know  of  to  be 
started  in  this  city,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  its  origin,  which  is 
thus  so  substantially  brought  about  by  Mr.  Avery,  will  become 
well  known  here  and  elsewhere,  so  that  other  patrons  of  art  may 
recognize  its  value  and  be  induced  to  contribute  towards  the  en- 
largement of  the  fund,  and  so  that  the  collection  may  at  once 
assume  importance  in  its  special  field. 

Members  of  the  Society  and  others  are  urged  to  seriously 
consider  donations  to  this  collection  of  articles  of  genealogical  or 
biographical  interest  that  may  be  in  their  possession  and  which 
they  may  wish  to  have  preserved  for  the  benefit  of  posterity. 

An  Art  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Society  which 
will  consider  and  act  upon  all  gifts  which  may  be  tendered.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  Collection  will  at  once  assume  a  dignified 
character  and  that  the  donations  proffered  will  be  of  either 
intrinsic  historic,  genealogic,  biographic,  or  local  historic  value.

Owing  to  the  prominence  of  this  family  in  the  early  colonial  days 
of  Connecticut,  and  to  the  intermingling  of  the  Christophers  blood 
with  the  best  blood  of  New  London,  Connecticut,  and  of  Eastern 
Long  Island,  New  York,  and  especially  due  to  the  fact  that  at  pre- 
sent (in  so  far  as  I  am  informed)  the  male  line  is  practically  extinct, 
— I  have  deemed  it  desirable  to  perpetuate  in  printed  record  such  in- 
formation as  I  have  collected  relative  to  the  origin  of  this  family  in 
America ;  and,  to  show  the  lines  of  descent  of  those  bearing  the  Chris- 
tophers surname,  and  (on  account  of  the  almost  complete  extinction 
of  the  male  line)  to  show  a  more  extensive  than  usual  tracing  of  the 
Christophers  strain  of  blood  down  the  female  lines  of  descent. 

Two  brothers  of  the  name  of  Christophers,  both  mariners,  and 
both  engaged  in  the  shipping  exchange  trade  with  Barbadoes,  settled 
in  New  London,  Conn.,  about  1665.  Their  names  were  respectively 
Jeffrey  and  Christopher  Christophers.  Jeffrey,  the  elder,  was  aged 
fifty-five  in  1676,  and  was  therefore  born  about  1621.  Christopher 
died  July  23,  1687,  aged  fifty-six,  and  hence  was  born  about  163 1. 
That  they  were  brothers  is  conclusively  established  by  documents  on 
record  in  New  London,  wherein  this  relationship  is  specifically 
expressed. 

These  brothers  are  supposed  to  have  arrived  in  New  London, 
either  direct  from  England,  or  indirectly  by  way  of  Barbadoes. 
Savage,  in  his  Genealogical  Dictionary,  states  that  Christopher 
Christophers  brought  his  family  to  this  country  directly  from  Bar- 
badoes. On  what  authority  he  made  this  statement,  I  do  not  know, 
but  it  may  well  be  so,  as  English  colonists  in  those  days,  many  of 
them,  made  Barbadoes  their  port  of  destination.  But  as  Christopher1 
Christophers'  son  Richard2  Christophers  was  born  in  Cherston- 
Ferrers,  on  Torbay,  near  Dartmouth,  Devonshire,  England,  on  July 
13,  1662,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Christophe^Christophers 
appeared  in  New  London  in  1665, — it  is  evident  that  the  stay  of  the 
brothers  Jeffrey  and  Christopher  in  Barbadoes  was  only  of  short 
duration. 

The  parentage  of  these  two  brothers  is  not  known,  nor  is  the 
place  of  their  residence  in  England  known;  but  as  Christopher1 
Christophers  had  a  son  born  in  Cherston-Ferrers,  Devonshire,  Eng- 
land, that  locality  has  been  regarded  as  possibly  their  place  of  resi- 
dence prior  to  emigration,  although  no  definite  information  that  such 
is  the  case,  has  to  my  knowledge  up  to  the  present  time,  been  dis- 
covered. 
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The  family,  therefore,  starts  in  this  country  with  these  two 
brothers  of  the  first  generation  with  no  known  connection  with  their 
probable  mother  country,  England,  viz. : —

1700,  on  which  date  he  made  and  signed  a  deed  in  Southold 
which  deed  is  quoted  below ;  he  was  probably  buried  in  South- 
old,  although  we  have  no  record  of  such  burial.    He  married

New  London,  in  ,  England,  probably,  to  ?  (whose 

baptismal  name  and  maiden  surname  are  unknown  to  us ;  there

Jeffrey1  Christophers  is  supposed  to  have  arrived  in  New  Lon- 
don at  about  the  same  time  as  his  brother  Christopher1  Christophers, 
1665 ;  but  his  name  does  not  appear  on  the  records  of  that  town  at 
so  early  a  date.  He  was  a  mariner  and  sailed  from  New  London  as 
master  of  his  own  ship,  and  was  engaged  in  trade  with  Barbadoes. 
The  commercial  relations  between  New  London  and  Barbadoes 
were  more  intimate  than  that  of  New  London  with  any  other  dis- 
tant port.  Two  voyages  were  made  by  a  vessel  yearly.  Horses, 
cattle,  beef,  pork  and  sometimes  pipe-staves  were  exchanged  for 
sugar  and  molasses ;  and  at  a  later  period  for  rum.  An  interchange 
of  inhabitants  between  the  two    places    occasionally    took    place 
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Agencies  from  New  London  were  established  on  the  island  and  sev- 
eral persons  emigrating  from  Barbadoes  became  permanent  residents 
of  New  London.  The  Barbadoes  trade  was  the  most  lucrative  busi- 
ness of  the  period.  Merchants  of  Hartford,  Middletown  and 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  made  shipments  from  New  London.  Captains 
of  vessels  hailing  from  other  towns  often  took  their  cargoes  on  at 
New  London.  The  following  receipt  shows  the  comparative  value 
of  two  of  the  principal  articles  of  exchange,  viz. : — 

"Barbadoes : — I,  underwrit,  do  hereby  acknowledge  to  have  re- 
ceived of  Mr.  Jeffrey  Christophers,  one  bl.,  of  pork  pr.  account  of 
Mr.  Benjamin  Brewster,  the  which  I  have  sold  for  300  lbs.  of  sugar, 
(sgd)  Elisha  Sanford,  August  13th,  1671." 

"True  copy  of  the  receipt  which  was  sent  to  Barbadoes  by  Mr. 
Giles  Hamlin  in  the  ship/<?/z#  and  James,  October  29th,  1671. 

(sgd)  Charles  Hill, 

Recorder." 

Jeffrey1  Christophers  remained  some  years  an  inhabitant  of 
New  London;  but  later  in  life  he  removed  to  Southold,  N.  Y.  The 
date  of  his  removal  is  not  known,  but  it  was  undoubtedly  in  his 
declining  years  after  retirement  from  the  sea ;  and  he  probably 
went  there  to  pass  his  remaining  years  with  his  daughter  Mar- 
garet2 Christophers  who  had  previously  married  Abraham  Corey 
and  was  living  in  Southold.  He  was  an  inhabitant  of  Southold 
in  July,  1700,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  deed  copied  from  the 
published  records  of  that  town,  viz. : — "p.  50   [abstract]  : 

To  all  Christian  people: — Know  ye  that  Jeffrey  Christophers, 
late  of  New  London,  in  ye  Colony  of  Connecticut,  Mariner,  now 
of  Southold,  Province  of  New  York,  for  valuable  consideration 
doe  by  these  presents  give,  grant,  bargaine  and  sell  unto  my  son- 
in-law  and  daughter  Margaret  Corye,  wife  of  Abraham  Corye  of 
Southold,  that  percell  of  land  or  ground  on  which  my  house  in 
New  London  now  stands,  containing  also  the  yards  and  garden 
plot  joyning  to  ye  said  house  as  now  they  are  impaled  or  inclosed 
(excepting  only  a  sufficient  landing  place,  and  way  or  passage 
which  is  to  be  left  of  common  use,  to  give  to  and  from  ye  Grist 
Mill  by  land  and  water)  :  this  said  way  being  the  bounds  of  this 
ground  towards  the  West — ye  land  of  John  Winthrope,  Esq. 
without  ye  garden  plott  to  be  ye  bounds  Eastward:  The  Street 
between  Mr.  Winthrope's  orchard  and  ye  said  grounds  the  bounds 
Northward :  and  ye  Mill  Cove  or  Creek  the  bounds  to  ye  South- 
ward.

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Jeffrey2  Christophers,  only  son  of  Jeffrey1  Christophers,  died 
May  17,  1690,  without  issue;  and  therefore  the  perpetuation  of 
the  Christophers  name,  even  at  this  early  period  of  the  family's 
history,  devolved  upon  the  male  descendants  of  Christopher1 
Christophers.

John  Mayhew,  Senior,  appears  first  in  New  London  in  the  list 
of  inhabitants  in  1676;  he  was  a  mariner  by  occupation, — being 
one  of  that  class  of  individuals  who  made  their  principal  home 
on  the  deep  and  their  temporary  abiding  place  in  New  London. 
He  was  one  of  the  assistants  of  Thomas  Dymond,  master  of  the 
barque  Providence,  when  on  Nov.  28,  1679,  that  vessel  was 
wrecked  and  lost  off  Fisher's  Island  Point.  Dymond  and  his 
assistants,  John  Mayhew,  and  Ezekiel  Turner,  barely  escaping 
with  their  lives.

It 
would  seem  therefore  that  his  eldest  son  John2  Corey  was  of 
age  at  that  date,  but  that  Abraham2  Corey,  a  younger  son  was 
not  of  age  Oct.  11,  1660.  We  conclude  therefore  that  he  was 
born  subsequent  to  Oct.  11,  1639),  at ;  he  lived  at  South- 
old,  N.  Y.,  and  was  a  cooper;  he  died  Sept.  II,  1702  (will 
dated  May  19,  1702;  proved  Oct.  14,  1702),  at  Southold, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  buried  there  Sept.  11,  1702,  no  gravestone. 
He  was  a  son  of  John1  Corey,  a  weaver  by  trade,  who  settled 
in  Southold,  N.  Y.,  after  the  year  1644  (see  Southold  Town 

Records,  Vol.  I,  page  171)  and  his  wife  Ann  ?  (whose 

maiden  surname  is  not  known).

John1  Corey  of  Southampton  and  Southold,  N.  Y.  (the  father 
of  Abraham2  Corey),  is  first  mentioned  at  Southampton  on  March 
7,  1644,  as  Whale  Commissioner  for  his  district.  He  received  a 
grant  of  land  the  following  day.  On  Oct.  8,  1649,  he  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Southold;  he  and  his  wife  Ann  being  witnesses  to  a  deed 
there  on  that  date.  In  1659  ne  refused  to  take  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance to  New  Haven;  but  subsequently  in  1660  did  take  that  oath. 
He,  "Goodman"  Corey  was  made  a  freeman  of  Connecticut  in 
1662. 

From  Moore's  Indexes  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  p.  13,  we  extract 
the  following  abstract  of  the  chronological  record  of  John1  Corey 

as  taken  from  the  records  of  that  town: —

1675:  Rated  on  1  ox,  2  horses,  etc.,  £44. 
1680:  Release  from  son  Abraham  Corey  of  debts. 
1680:  Deeds  to  his  son  Isaac2  Corey  all  of  his  lands,  reserving  life 

estate. 

In  the  June  28,  1680,  release  of  Abraham2  Corey  to  his  father 
John1  Corey,  Abraham2  Corey  signs  over  to  his  father  John1  Corey 
all  his  interest  in  the  estate  of  his  father's,  John1  Corey's  estate. 
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This  was  probably  done  to  clear  the  way  for  John1  Corey  to  deed 
all  of  his  lands  to  his  son  Isaac2  Corey  in  consideration  of  a  life 
estate  in  same,  and  probably  also  maintenance  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life;  the  deed  to  his  son  Isaac2  Corey  was  dated 
July  6,  1680. 

From  Moore's  Indexes  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  we  obtain  the  fol- 
lowing abstract  of  the  chronological  record  of  Abraham2  Corey  as 
taken  from  the  records  of  that  town: —

1678:  United  in  deed  to  E.  Petty  in  exchange  of  common  lands.

1682:  Witness  to  will  of  W.  Hallock. 
1685:  Deed  to  John  Tuthill,  land  in  Oyster  Ponds. 
1686:  4  males  and  3  females  in  his  family. 

1697:  May  24.  Abraham2  Corey  and  Margaret  Corey  deed  to 
Peter  Hallock  land  in  Southold;  deed  recorded  June  21, 
1708,  and  in  this  deed  Abraham2  Corey  is  styled  a  cooper. 

From  Pelletreau's  Early  Long  Island  Wills,  p.  74,  we  have  a 
copy  of  the  will  of  John  Sammis,  of  Huntington,  L.  I.,  N.  Y., 
dated  Nov.  28,  1693.  In  this  will  the  testator  speaks  of  Abraham2 
Corey  and  Isaac2  Corey  as  "my  brothers-in-law."  This  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  Abigail2  Corey,  daughter  of  John1 
Corey  married  John  Sammis  of  Huntington. 

On  pp.  256-60  of  same  book  of  wills,  we  find  the  full  text  of 
the  will  of  Abraham2  Corey  of  Southold,  N.  Y.  Will  was  dated 
May  19,  1702,  and  was  proved  Oct.  14,  1702.  Witnesses:  David 
Young,  Joshua  Young,  Stephen  Bailey.  Executors:  wife  Mar- 
garet and  sons  Abraham  and  John.  In  this  will  he  mentions  his 
wife  Margaret ;  his  eldest  son  Abraham ;  his  2nd  son  John ;  his 
daughter  Mary  "now  the  wife  of  William  Bradley,  besides  what 

1  lent  her  at  her  first  marriage;"  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  "now  ye 
wife  of  Samuel  Hutchinson ;"  his  nephew  [context  shows  that  he 
means  niece]  Patience  Mayhew  (see  record  No.  12  of  this  article, 
daughter  of  Joanna2  Christophers  by  her  husband  John  Mayhew), 
"if  she  remain  with  my  executors  until  she  comes  of  age;"  he  also 
makes  it  clear  that  neither  his  son  Abraham3  nor  John3  were  25 
years  old  at  date  of  the  will  May  19,  1702;  mentions  also  his 
daughter  Dorothy3  Corey  who  was  not  married  at  date  of  will; 
mentions  also  grandson  Elijah  Hutchinson. 

In  Vol.  II,  pp.  1 18-19,  of  Southold  Town  Records,  John1 
Corey,  Senior,  deeds  to  his  son  Abraham2  Corey  all  his  interest  in 
house  and  home-lot  that  he  John1  Corey  bought  August  26,  1665, 
from  Barnabas  and  Mary  Winds  of  Southold;  date  of  deed  Sept. 
6,  1680,  and  the  transfer  was  recorded  August  13,  1705,  three 
years  subsequent  to  Abraham2  Corey's  death. 

Southold  Indexes,  p.  13,  states  that  John1  Corey  probably 
married  Margaret  ?  who  was  living  in  1686  with  1  male  and 

2  females  in  her  family.     The  deeds  on  record  quoted  above  cer- 
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tainly  show  that  John1  Corey  had  a  wife  Ann  on  Oct.  8,  1649. 
This  wife  Ann  may  have  died  subsequent  to  that  date  and  John1 
Corey  may  have  married  a  second  wife  named  Margaret.  But  I 
do  not  think  he  did.  I  think  that  the  Margaret  Corey  who  in 
1686  was  living  in  Southold  with  I  male  and  2  females  in  her 
family  was  Margaret  (Christophers)  Corey,  wife  of  Abraham2 
Corey.  We  have  direct  evidence  that  John1  Corey  had  a  wife 
Ann;  but  no  evidence  that  he  had  a  wife  Margaret;  whereas  we 
have  direct  evidence  that  Abraham2  Corey  did  marry  Margaret2 
Christophers. 

Margaret2  (Christophers)  Corey  remained  a  widow  as  late  as 
Sept.  14,  1705,  as  on  that  date  she  is  deeded  to  under  name  of  Mar- 
garet Corey  and  the  deed  was  recorded  Oct.  8,  1705. 

Margaret2   (Christophers)   Corey,  widow  of  Abraham2  Corey, 

married   (2)   (subsequent  to  Sept   14,   1705),  at  Southold, 

N.  Y.,  probably,  to  John  Parker  (or  Packer),  as  his  second  wife 
(his  first  wife  was  Abigail  (Tuthill)  Conklin,  widow  of  Joseph 
Conklin,  and  she  died  June  6,  1705,  and  was  buried  at  Southold,  N. 

Y.,  June  8,  1705),  born ,  1657,  about  (see  age  at  and  date  of 

death),  at  ?  he  lived  successively  at  Southampton,  Southold 

and  Riverhead,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.  He  was  styled  a  doctor  and 
was  also  a  fuller,  owning  a  fulling  mill  at  Riverhead;  he  died  at 
Mattituck,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  9  (or  7)  1727,  aged  70  (see 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record,  Vol.  XXXII, 
pp.  135-6),  and  was  buried  in  the  Mattituck  Cemetery  about  15 
rods  southwest  from  church,  gravestone.  His  parentage  has  not 
been  determined.

N.  Y. ;  died  June  6,  1705,  "being  at  the  time  of  her  death  wife  of 
John  Parker,"  at  Southold,  N.  Y.,  and  was  buried  there  June  8, 
1705.  She  was  a  daughter  of  John  and  Deliverance  (King)  Tut- 
hill, of  Southold,  N.  Y.

If  he  had  other  children  they 
must  have  died  previous  to  the  date  of  the  deed  or  else  must  have 
received  their  portions  before  the  date  of  the  deed, — as  John 
Parker  seems  in  said  deed  to  have  in  the  anticipation  of  death 
transferred  all  of  his  property  to  these  two  daughters.  He  does 
not  in  this  deed,  dated  Jan.  4,  1726-7,  even  mention  his  wife  Mar- 
garet, who  was  then  living;  the  omission  of  all  reference  to  her 
being  due  probably  to  some  ante-nuptial  agreement  between  John 
Parker  and  his  wife  Margaret2  (Christophers)  Corey.  Moreover 
in  said  deed  he  mentions  no  other  children. 

Moore's  Indexes  of  Southold,  N.  Y .,  p.  142,  gives  the  follow- 
ing as  a  list  of  John  Parker's  children,  viz. : —

The  "Salmon  Record  of  Deaths  and  Marriages  in  Southold," 
of  which  a  careful  copy  of  the  original  was  published  in  the  New 
York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record  (Vols.  47,  48  and 
49),  seems  carefully  to  discriminate  between  the  names  Parr  and 
Parker  and  in  it  the  marriage  of  John  Parr  is  recorded  as  taking 
place  Dec.  9,  1719,  to  Mary  Corwin;  thus  differing  to  Moore's 
record  as  given  above.  Moore  himself  by  his  phraseology  seems 
to  be  wholly  in  doubt  as  to  what  children  John  Parker  had.  The 
only  one  mentioned  by  him  that  seems  to  be  correct  is  Abigail,  who 
married  Joseph  Wickham  and  about  her  even  he  was  in  doubt  as 
shown  by  his  use  of  the  word  probably.  All  of  which  leads  me  to 
the  assumption  that  no  credence  can  be  placed  upon  Moore's  list 
of  John  Parker's  children ;  and  to  the  belief  that  John  Parker  had 
but  two  children,  the  daughters  mentioned  above,  Abigail  and 
Mary.     The  following  is  the  deed  referred  to,  viz. : — 

From  Vol.  II,  pages  91-92,  of  Southold  Town  Records. 

"To  all  Christian  People  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come, 
Greeting:  Know  ye  that  I,  John  Parker,  of  Southampton,  doc- 
tor, in  consideration  of  natural  love  and  affection  that  I  have  and 
do  bare  unto  my  daughter  Abigail,  the  wife  of  Joseph  Wickham, 
Jr.,  do  freely  give,  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Joseph  Wick- 
ham, Junior  during  his  natural  life  only,  and  after  his  decease  to 
my  said  daughter  Abigail  and  to  the  heirs  of  her  body  forever 
and  for  want  of  such  heirs  to  my  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Will- 
iam Albertson,  and  to  the  heirs  of  her  body  forever  all  my  lands 
and  meadows  lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  Great  River,  called 
Peconnock  River,  and  my  meadow  lying  on  the  south  side  of 
Peconnock  River  which  I  purchased  of  Thomas  Booth,  with  all 

: 
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my  land  lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  Rhoade,  a  highway  run- 
ning from  ye  east,  and  of  common  meadow  Easterly  to  the  muddy 
creek  or  first  brook  of  water,  and  also  one  half  of  the  50  right  in 
the  Cedar  Swamp  lying  between  Great  River  and  Little  River,  and 
liberty  to  pass  and  repass  to  and  from  said  Cedar  Swamp  and 
meadows  from  time  to  time  as  he  and  they  shall  have  occasion.  In 
witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  4th  day 
of  January  1726-7. 

(sgd)  John  Parker  (Seal) 
Witnesses : — 

Abraham  Cooper,  Thomas  Reed,  William  Jennings. 

Acknowledged  before  me  nth  January  1726-7.  Entered  10th 
January  1758  per  Robert  Hempstead,  Town  Clerk." 

The  following  is  a  note  on  John  Parker  taken  from  the  printed 
Town  Records  of  Southold: 

"John  Parker,  styled  sometimes  Doctor  and  often  called 
'Fuller,'  was  of  the  town  of  Southampton  originally;  he  dwelt 
therein  till  near  the  close  of  his  days,  when,  as  he  was  buried  in 
the  Wickham  plot  in  the  cemetery  at  Mattituck,  he  most  likely 
died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  Abigail,  the  wife  of  Joseph 
Wickham,  Corchang"  [I  doubt  this  last  statement  as  to  the  place 
of  his  death  as  his  wife  Margaret  was  still  living  and  did  not  die 
until  June  19th,  1728. — J.  R.  T.]  "His  principal  business  appears 
to  have  been  that  of  a  fuller  of  cloth.  In  1690  Southampton 
Town  granted  him  the  stream  of  either  Great  Noyac  or  Little 
Noyac  to  set  up  a  fulling  mill.  In  1695  Southampton  voted  him 
the  stream  at  Riverhead  and  all  the  land  between  the  two  rivers; 
he  to  build  a  fulling  mill.  In  1696  he  sold  his  stream  at  Noyac 
for  £70.  January,  1726-7,  the  record  speaks  of  his  dwelling  house 
at  Riverhead,  the  two  rivers,  his  cedar  swamp,  etc.  He  had  at 
one  time  a  grant  of  stream  at  the  head  of  Sag  Pond.  His  busi- 
ness yielded  a  large  profit ;  the  establishment  at  Riverhead  was  a 
great  success.  From  indirect  facts  from  the  -records  it  appears 
that  he  removed  from  Southampton  to  Riverhead  with  his  family; 
perhaps  built  the  old  mansion  now  the  residence  of  John  C. 
Sweezy  and  before  him  for  a  great  many  years  occupied  by  Joseph 
Albertson.  Dr.  Parker  had  two  children, — Abigail,  who  married 
Joseph  Wickham  and  Mary,  who  married  William  Albertson:  to 
them  went  all  his  lands,  mills  and  money.  To  Abagail  he  gave  his 
lands  north  of  Peconic  River,  besides  other  lands.  He  owned  the 
"Jagger  Farms"  in  the  village  of  Riverhead;  the  old  Court  House 
built  in  1727  stood,  and  still  stands  upon  it;  the  Jagger  Farms 
went  from  the  bay  to  the  sound.  To  Mary  and  the  Albertsons 
he  left  the  stream  of  water  and  mills  at  Riverhead  and  also  large 
tracts  of  land.  The  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of  Dr. 
Parker  may  be  found  in  the  Mattituck  Cemetery  about  15  rods 
south  westerly  from  the  Church,  a  modest  little  brownstone  about 
two  feet  high  with  his  name,  age  and  date  of  death  inscribed  upon 
it.  (Signed)   J.  Wickham  Case."

Savage's  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  New  England,  Vol  I,  p. 
383,  referring  to  Jeffery1  Christophers,  states : — 

"He  removed  in  old  age  with  two  daughters,  living  1700,  in 
Southold,  L.  I.,  Margaret  married  Abraham  Corey;  Joanna  mar- 
ried Dec.  25,  1676,  John  Mayhew  of  New  London  and  the  other 
daughter  married  a  Packer  of  Southold." 

Caulkins'  History  of  New  London,  p.  316,  speaking  of  Jeffery1 
Christophers,  states: — 

"Three  daughters  are  mentioned:  Joanna,  wife  of  John  May- 
hew  ;  Margaret,  wife  of  Abraham  Corey,  of  Southold,  and  the  wife 
of  a  Mr.  Parker,  or  Packer,  of  the  same  place.  In  1700  Jeffery1 
Christophers  was  living  at  Southold,  with  one  of  these  daughters." 

Savage  was  published  in  i860  and  probably  copied  his  notes 
on  the  Christophers  family  from  Caulkins'  History  of  New  Lon- 
don which  was  published  in  1852. 

Miss  Caulkins,  although  a  very  careful  and  painstaking  com- 
piler, made  an  error  in  stating  mat  "three  daughters  are  men- 
tioned"— she  laboring  at  the  time  of  writing  under  the  impression 
that  the  daughter  who  married  Abraham  Corey  was  not  the  same 
daughter  who  married  "Mr.  Parker,  or  Packer,  of  the  same  place." 

The  facts  are  that  the  daughter  who  married  John  Parker  was 
Margaret2  Christophers-Corey,  who  after  the  death  of  Abraham 
Corey  on  Sept.  11,  1702,  married  a  second  time  subsequent  to 
Sept.  14,  1705,  to  John  Parker  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  as  his  second 
wife. 

This  disposes  of  the  confusion  of  authors  in  assigning  to  Jef- 
fery1 Christophers  three  daughters.  He  had  only  two,  viz. : 
Joanna2  and  Margaret.2

John8  Mayhew  was  a  noted  shipmaster  in  the  West  Indies  and 
Newfoundland  trade.  He  was  on  the  sea  expedition  against  Can- 
ada in  171 1,  acting  as  pilot.  In  1712  he  was  sent  to  England  to 
give  his  testimony  concerning  the  disastrous  shipwrecks  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  which  on  Aug.  22,  171 1,  frustrated  that  ex- 
pedition. He  died  in  1726  leaving  several  children;  but  only  one 
son,  John,  who  died  without  issue  in  1745.  The  Mayhew  prop- 
erty was  inherited  by  female  descendants  of  the  name  of  Talman, 
Lampheer  and  Howard. 

Hempstead's  Diary,  p.  560,  states: — 

"Wednesday,  November  28,  1750: —  ....  Mrs.  Sarah 
Mayhew,  widow  of  John  Mayhew  died,  aged  about  74  or  75 ; 
died  last  night.  She  was  the  only  daughter  of  Thomas  Latham 
the  first,  grand-daughter  of  Cary  Latham,  the  first;  he  [i.e.  Cary 
Latham]  was  a  contemporary  of  my  [Joshua  Hempstead's] 
grandfather,  who  were  both  the  first  settlers  of  this  town  in  ye 
year  1646;  this  widow  Mayhew  had  two  sons;  both  died  single; 
and  her  husband  had  one  brother  that  died  single ;  thus  the  male 
issue  are  all  gone  before  her.  She  hath  been  a  very  sober,  quiet 
and  useful  woman, — ye  chief  mid-wife  in  the  Towne  for  many 
years  past Thursday  November  29th: — Mrs.  May- 
hew was  buried  and  I  was  not  at  it :  could  not  get  ready  till  it  was 
too  late."

The  will  of  Joshua  Youngs  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  is  to  be  found 
copied  in  the  New  York  Historical  Society  Collections  of  New 
York  wills,  Volume  for  1896,  page  88.  Will  dated  June  13,  1755; 
proved  July  3,  1755,  before  William  Throop,  Surrogate.  Wit- 
nesses: Peter  Sweetland,  Henry  Moore  and  Jonathan  Barber. 
The  will  mentions  wife  Mary;  granddaughter  Mary  Hazzard,  she 
to  receive  certain  legacies  when  she  is  18  [hence  it  would  appear 
that  she  was  not  18  years  old  at  date  of  will];  daughter  Mary 
Youngs  to  receive  use  of  room  as  long  as  she  remains  a  widow 
[hence  it  would  seem  that  either  her  1st  or  2nd  husband,  or  per- 
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haps  both  had  died  previous  to  date  of  will];  daughter  Elizabeth 
Vail;  daughter  Bethiaah  Youngs,  she  to  have  a  room  until  she 
marries  [she  did  not  marry  until  1758]. 

Joshua  Youngs  married   (1)  ,  about  1707,  to  ?  by 

whom  he  had  1  son  John  Youngs,  born ,  1708;  died  June  17, 

1708;  and  his  first  wife  died  probably  that  same  year. 

From  the  Youngs  Family,  by  Selah  Youngs,  Jr.  (published 
New  York,  1907),  on  pp.  85-6  we  obtain  the  following  extract: — 
"Judge  Joshua  Youngs'  name  appears  on  a  stone  in  the  Sterling 
Cemetery  (erected  to  the  memory  of  his  son  Thomas  Youngs,  who 
died  in  1793)  as  the  son  of  Zerubbable,  son  of  Col.  John  Youngs. 
This  is  the  only  record  to  show  that  there  was  such  a  Zerubbable 
Youngs,  and  from  the  records  of  Joshua  as  given  under  John,  No. 
27,  is  evidently  an  error. 

It  doubtless  happened  partly  because  of  the  long  lapse  of  time 
(one  hundred  and  eight  years  from  the  death  of  Joshua's  father 
to  the  death  of  Joshua's  son  Thomas)  and  partly  because  no  fam- 
ily records  had  been  preserved;  but  mainly  because  of  an  entry 
in  the  manuscript  Southold  Town  Records  which  they  probably 
had  seen,  and  which  later  Mr.  Charles  B.  Moore  in  collecting  the 
material  for  his  Indexes  of  1698  found,  and  which  he  says  he  read  as 
"John  Youngs,  sonn  Zofossbel  Yongs  born  the  16th  of  May  1664." 
[See  Southold  MSS.  Town  Records,  Vol.  I,  page  463.]  Suppos- 
ing this  to  mean  Zerubbable,  he  thought  it  confirmed  the  record  on 
the  stone,  placed  him  (Zerubbable)  as  the  son  of  Col.  John,  but 
when  the  town  records  were  published  and  this  entry  read,  "John 
Yongs  sonn  to  Joseph  (Joseph  instead  of  Zofossbel),  Mr.  Moore 
in  his  private  copy  of  the  Indexes  struck  out  the  birth  date  and  by 
an  addition  made  Joshua  to  be  the  'son  of  Zerubbable  or  of 
John'."

In  the  will  of  Abraham  Corey,  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  dated  May 
19,  1702,  her  uncle  by  marriage,  she  is  shown  on  that  date  to  have 
been  living  in  Southold  with  her  aunt  Margaret2  (Christophers) 
Corey  (wife  of  Abraham  Corey). 

The  name  Patience  as  a  baptismal  name  is  of  quite  rare  occur- 
rence in  the  early  records  of  Southold.  Patience3  Mayhew  ap- 
parently disappears  entirely  from  the  records  of  the  town  after 
the  above  quoted  references.  While  not  by  any  means  positively 
asserting  it,  it  seems  that  possibly  she  may  have  been  the  first  wife 
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Patience  ?  of  John*   Youngs    of    Southold     (John,3    Capt. 

Joseph,2  Rev.  Christopher1),  who  died  Jan.  10,  1715,  and  whose 
maiden  surname  has  not  been  discovered.  This  is  a  suggestion 
worthy  of  further  investigation.  If,  perchance,  my  suggestion  is 
found  to  be  a  veritable  fact  then  according  to  the  Youngs  Fam- 
ily by  Selah  Youngs,  Jr.,  she  left  two  sons,  viz.: — (1)    Wait5 

Youngs,  born  ,  about  1712;  died  Dec.  12,  1735;    (2)  a  son,8 

who  died  March  26,  1715. 

Patience3  Mayhew  was  born  early  enough  to  have  become  the 
1st  wife  of  John*  Youngs  and  to  have  borne  him  the  above  two 
children  and  to  have  died  as  above  stated  January  10,  17 15.  She 
also  had  a  brother  Wait3  Mayhew,  after  whom  her  son  Wait5 
Youngs  may  have  been  named.  This  Wait5  Youngs  was  the  only 
Youngs  named  Wait,  mentioned  in  the  Young's  Genealogy,  and 
it  would  seem  that  he  may  have  been  named  after  his  uncle  Wait3 
Mayhew.

loughby   Lynde   of   Saybrook.     This    is    incorrect,    the    Margaret 
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Corey  who  married  Willoughby  Lynde  was  the  daughter  of  Abra- 
ham and  Mary  (Paine)  Corey.  Margaret  (Corey)  Lynde's  birth 
date  is  entered  in  an  ancient  King  Manuscript  compiled  by  Ensign 
John  King  in  his  own  family  record  as  June  22,  17 14.  From  this 
fact  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  two  of  Ensign  John 
King's  children  were  named  respectively  Margaret  and  Abraham 
(after  their  grandparents  Abraham  and  Margaret2  (Christophers) 
Corey), — I  have  placed  the  two  children  Mary4  (Corey)  King  and 
Margaret4  (Corey)  Lynde  as  children  of  Abraham3  Corey  by  his 
wife  Mary  Paine.  Moreover,  Abraham  Corey  who  married  Mar- 
garet2 Christophers  died  in  1702  and  could  not  be  the  father  of  a 
Margaret  Corey  born  June  22,  17 14.  Griffin,  however,  states  that 
Mary  (Corey)  King  was  a  granddaughter-  of  Jacob2  Corey

fNoTEON  Morton  Family.— The  great-grandfather  of  Gen.  Jacob  Morton 
was  John  Morton  of  Morton  Hill,  Ballynogher,  Parish  of  Maryherafelt  (?), 
County  Londonderry,  Ireland,  where  he  settled  after  the  Restoration.  Gen. 
Jacob  Morton's  grandfather  was  John  Morton,  who  resided  at  Dawson's 
Bridge,  Castle  Dawson,  County  Antrim,  Ireland.  Gen.  Jacob  Morton's  father, 
John  Morton,  came  to  America  with  the  British  forces  in  1760,  and  in  1761 
m.  in  New  York  City,  Maria  Sophia  Kemper,  and  became  a  banker  at  No.  9 
State  Street,  New  York  City.  He  was  called  by  the  British  "The  Rebel 
Banker,"  because  he  loaned  large  sums  to  the  Continental  Congress.  His  son, 
Gen.  Jacob  Morton,  occupied  the  house  after  his  marriage  in  1791  and  com- 
manded the  Militia.  From  the  balcony  of  this  house,  long  after  he  became 
too  infirm  to  command  in  person,  he  reviewed  on  the  Battery  Parade  Ground 
the  Tompkins  Blues  and  the  Light  Guards.  By  legislative  enactment  in  1868, 
these  two  commands  were  incorporated  as  the  "Old  Guard."

|Note  on  the  Shippen  Family: — The  Shippens  descend  from  William 

Shippen,  of  Methley,  Yorkshire,  England,  whose  son  Edward  Shippen,  b. , 

1639,  at  Hillham,  Yorkshire,  was  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  in  London,  England,  in  1659.  Emigrating  to  America,  he 
was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly  in  1695.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Provincial  Council  of  Pennsylvania  from  1696  to  1712,  and  the  first 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia.  He  died  in  1712.  His  great-grandson  Richard  Ship- 
pen,  of  Burlington,  N.  J.,  m.  Ann  E.  Farmer.  Their  son  Edward  Shippen, 
M.D.,  b.  in  New  Jersey,  June  18,  1826,  m.  Mary  Catharine  Paul,  daughter  of 
John  Rodman  Paul.  He  graduated  at  Princeton  University  in  1845  and  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1849,  and  entered  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  1849.

*  Note  on  Le  Roux  Family: — Pierre  (or  Petrus)  Le  Roux,  of  Amster- 
dam, was  the  son  of  a  French  Huguenot  exile.  That  the  family  of  Le  Roux 
was  of  some  prominence  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  it  received  from  the 
States  General  in  Holland  the  right  to  bear  a  coat  of  arms  (Rietstap  Armorial 
Genealogy,  vol.  II,  p.  622). 

In  1680,  Pierre  emigrated  to  London.  The  records  show  that  he  became 
a  naturalized  subject  of  King  Charles  II,  on  March  21,  1682,  and  was  subse- 
quently made  a  member  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Company.  Three  years  later,  his 
wife  Jane,  with  her  children,  all  of  whom  had  remained  in  Amsterdam  after 
Pierre's  emigration,  rejoined  her  husband  in  London,  and  was  naturalized  as 
a  subject  on  March  20,  1686.  They  had  four  sons  and  one  or  more  daughters. 
We  have  no  record  of  any  daughters  leaving  London,  but  all  four  sons  came 
to  the  Colony  of  New  York.  (See  Agneau's  French  Protestant  Exiles,  vol.  3, 
P-  33)-    The  sons  were: — 

1.  Bartholomew,  of  whom  hereafter. 

2.  Pierre  or  Pieter,  the  second  son  of  Petrus  Le  Roux,  accompanied  his 
elder  brother  Bartholomew  to  New  York  in  1688.  The  records  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  (see  vol.  1,  p.  73,  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society's  Collections)  states  that  "Pieter  Leroux, 
j.m.  [young  man]  Uyt  oudt  Engelt,  en  Alida  Vryman,  j.d.  [young 
woman]  Van  N.  Albanien,  beyde  wonende  alhier."  Ingeschreven 
[banns  published]  Aug.  12,  1692.  Getrouwt  [married]  Aug.  28,  1692. 
Pieter  settled  in  New  Rochelle,  in  the  Manor  of  Pelham,  Westchester, 
and  died  there  in  1710.  His  will  dated  July  27,  1703,  probated  July  10, 
1710  (Liber  7  of  Wills,  p.  606,  N.  Y.  County),  mentions  his  wife  Alida, 
his  brother  Bartholomew,  his  eldest  son  Pieter,  and  other  children,  but 
gives  no  further  names. 

3.  Andrew,  the  third  son  of  Petrus,  who  also  emigrated  from  London  at 
the  same  time  with  his  elder  brothers  Bartholomew  and  Pieter,  married 
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(see  Records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  vol.  I,  p.  79,  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society's  Collections),  the  widow  Cor- 
nelia Disselton  on  April  20,  1695.    No  children  are  recorded. 

4.  The  fourth  son  of  Petrus  was  John,  styled  the  "Captain."  He  was  a 
witness  to  the  Will  of  John  Mitchell,  March  9,  1695  (Liber  5  of  Wills, 
p.  85,  N.  Y.  County).    He  never  married. 

1.  Bartholomew  Le  Roux  was  b.  in  Amsterdam,  Holland,  not  earlier  than 
1660  nor  later  than  1665.  Like  his  father,  he  was  a  goldsmith.  He 
landed  in  New  York  1688-1689.  We  find  that,  on  Dec.  30,  1693,  he  pur- 
chased for  his  residence  lot  number  27  upon  the  southwest  corner  of 
Broadway  and  Beaver  Lane  (now  Morris  Street),  a  site  now  and  for 
many  years  covered  by  the  Stevens  House.  The  grantors  in  the  deed 
were  Pieter  Synkam  and  wife  Deborah.  The  plot  extended  four  rods 
along  Broadway  and  to  "the  Strand"  or  shore  of  the  river.  (Liber  18, 
p.  268,  N.  Y.  C.)  The  records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  New 
York  (see  vol.  1,  p.  66,  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  So- 
ciety's Collections)  furnish  certain  facts  relating  to  his  marriage  in 
these  words:  "Bartholomeus  Le  Roux,  j.m.  [young  man]  Van  London, 
en  Geertruyd  Van  Rollegom,  j.d.  [young  woman]  Van  N.  Yorck, 
beyde  wonende  alhier.  Ingeschreven  [banns  published]  Nov.  16,  1688. 
Getrotiwt  [married]  Dec.  14,  1688."  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jan 
Joosten  Van  Rollegom  and  his  Vrouw  [wife]  Tryntje  Jans  van  Har- 
denbergh,  who  were  married  June  4,  1660.  Geertruyd  was  baptized  in 
the  Dutch  Church,  Feb.  22,  1668,  and  was  the  fifth  child  of  her  parents. 
The  names  and  dates  of  baptism  of  their  other  children  will  be  found 
in  the  Records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  (see  vol.  II,  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society's  Collections). 

Bartholomew  Le  Roux  was  a  man  of  substance  and  probity  and  was 
trusted  by  all.  In  his  day  a  goldsmith  was  necessarily  a  banker  (there  being 
no  other  repositories  for  safe  keeping  of  jewels  and  money)  as  well  as  a 
member  of  a  powerful  and  honorable  Guild.  He  enjoyed  the  confidence  and 
friendship  of  Anthony  Lispenard  (or  Lepinard  as  then  spelt),  who  made 
Bartholomew  Le  Roux  the  executor  of  his  will  and  guardian  of  his  children 
(Liber  5  of  Wills,  p.  126,  N.  Y.  C).  In  an  affidavit  signed  Dec.  7,  1702,  at 
the  house  of  John  Hutchins,  relative  to  certain  addresses  made  to  the  Eng- 
lish Governor,  he  styles  himself  "Bartholomew  LeRoux,  Goldsmith,  New 
York."  He  died  in  Aug.,  1713,  at  his  residence,  Broadway  and  Beaver  Lane. 
His  will,  dated  July  10,  1713,  proved  Aug.  28,  1713,  mentions  his  wife  Geertruyd 
ancThis  eldest  son  Charles  and  makes  them  executors  and  the  Codicil  refers  to 
his  second  son  John  and  other  children  unnamed.  In  this  Will  (Liber  of 
Wills,  8,  p.  226,  N.  Y.  C.)  he  styles  himself  silversmith  and  provides  that  his 
widow  is  to  have  the  use  of  all  his  estate  to  assist  her  in  bringing  up  his  chil- 
dren, and  that,  after  the  widow's  decease,  the  estate  is  to  be  divided  among 
the  children.  The  witnesses  to  the  Will  are  Robert  Darkins,  Cornelius 
Lodge  and  John  Conrad  Codwise.  A  Codicil  confirms  the  Will.  A  list  of  his 
children  is  supplied  by  the  Records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  (see  vol. 
II,  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society's  Collections).

Charles  Le  Roux,  eldest  son  of  Bartholomew  Le  Roux,  married  in  1715, 

Catharine,  daughter  of  Dr.  Gerardus  Beekman.  Dr.  Gerardus  Beekman  and 
his  wife  Magdelena  had  four  sons,  Christopher,  William  Jacobus,  Gerardus 
and  Hendricus,  as  well  as  three  daughters,  Catharine,  Cornelia,  who  married 
Richard  Van  Dam,  and  Marritje. 

In  his  Will  Dr.  Gerardus  Beekman  appointed  Charles  Le  Roux  "overseer" 
(or  testamentary  guardian)  of  his  children.  (See  Will  of  Gerardus  Beekman 
dated  10  Nov.,  1722,  probated  18  Nov.,  1722,  Liber  9  of  Wills,  p.  477).  The 
Will  of  Richard  Van  Dam,  dated  14  Dec,  1734,  probated  14  April,  1736,  Liber 
12  of  Wills,  p.  426,  also  appoints  Charles  Le  Roux  testamentary  guardian  of 
testator's  children.  Hendricus  Beekman  in  his  Will  dated  19  June,  1727,  pro- 
bated 8  Sept.,  1743,  Liber  rs  of  Wills,  p.  87,  makes  provision  for  "my  sister 
Catharine  Le  Roux."  On  Oct.  18,  1722,  Charles  Le  Roux  was  elected  a 
Church  Master  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  For  a  record  of  the  children 
of  Charles  Le  Roux  and  Catharine  (Beekman)  Le  Roux,  his  wife,  we  again 
refer  to  the  Records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  (see  vols.  II  and  III, 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society's  Collections)  which  sup- 
plies the  following:

The  Will  of  Charles  Le  Roux  is  dated  18  May,  1810,  and  probated  13  Nov., 
1810  (Liber  49  of  Wills,  p.  73,  N.  Y.  County).  He  bequeaths  his  property  to 
his  niece  Sarah  Frances  Ogden,  widow  of  Abraham  Ogden  of  Newark,  N.  J., 
and  her  children,  specially  preferring  her  son  Charles  Le  Roux  Ogden.  The 
Will  makes  Thomas  Ludlow  Ogden  and  Charles  L.  Ogden  trustees  and  execu- 
tors. It  disposes  of  "the  house  where  I  now  reside,  situate  adjoining  Pine 
Street,  being  the  same  I  purchased  of  Samuel  J.  Borrowe,"  it  also  makes  a 
provision  for  "my  sister  Gertrude  Doughty  of  Morris  (i.  e.,  Morristown, 
N.  J.),  widow  and  her  son  John  Doughty;"  also  for  "Sarah  Ogden,  my  niece, 
widow  of  Abraham  Ogden,  formerly  of  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  deceased." 
The  will  also  directs  the  sale  of  6,400  acres  of  testator's  land  in  Potsdam, 
N.  Y.,  "which  I  purchased  of  William  Constable,"  and  also  of  lands  in 
Seneca  County,  N.  Y.,  bought  of  John  Van  Dyke.  One  seventh  part  of  the 
entire  estate  is  bequeathed  "to  my  sister,  Catharine  Leroux"  Ludlow.

THE  CLOWES  FAMILY  OF  LONG  ISLAND. 


Compiled  by  Charles  J.  Werner, 
mainly  from  records  left  by  Benjamin  F.  Thompson,  Historian  of  Long  Island. 


Samuel  Clowes,1  counsellor-at-law,  was  b.  in  Derbyshire,  Eng- 
land, March  16,  1674.  While  yet  in  England  he  received  instruction 
in  mathematics  from  the  celebrated  Flamstead,  for  whose  use  Green- 
wich Observatory  was  erected.  He  arrived  at  New  York  in  1697  and 
in  1702  removed  to  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  in  the  company  of  Lord 
Cornbury,  Governor  of  the  Province,  who  left  New  York  tempo- 
rarily, to  escape  the  ravages  of  a  malignant  fever  then  prevailing  in 
the  metropolis.  Thompson  states  that  he  was  the  first  lawyer  to  set- 
tle and  practise  on  Long  Island.  Whether  this  is  so  or  not,  it  is 
certain  that  he  was  an  able  practitioner  and  was  connected  with 
many  important  cases. 

The  first  mention  of  him  in  the  Jamaica  Town  Records  is  under 
date  of  Jan.  31,  1703-4,  when  "The  Towne  did  give  to  Mr.  Samuel 
Clowes  free  liberty  for  gettinge  stones  clay  for  brick  timbers  shells 
for  lime  sofitiant  for  buldinge  upon  a  pece  of  land  that  he  is  byeing 
from  Samuel  Mills  to  be  gotton  upon  the  comons."  It  would  seem  as 
if  this  was  the  commencement  of  a  dwelling.  On  April  4,  1704,  he 
is  spoken  of  as  "clerk  of  the  peace,"  and  makes  an  entry  as  such. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Jamaica  he  was  chosen  clerk  of  the  county 
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and  officiated  as  such  until  17 10,  when  his  legal  business  grew  so 
large  that  he  was  forced  to  relinquish  the  office.  During  the  time 
of  his  residence  at  Jamaica  there  is  hardly  a  deed  spread  upon  the 
Town  Records  which  does  not  contain  his  name  as  witness  and  con- 
veyancer. Surveying  was  also  in  his  line  and  his  surveys  of  land  are 
met  with  in  both  the  Jamaica  and  Hempstead  Town  Records ;  in  fact, 
he  did  quite  a  little  professional  work  which  is  spread  upon  the 
Records  of  the  last  named  town. 

On  a  tax  list  of  1708-9,  he  is  assessed  for  4  shillings,  10  pence,  2 
farthings  and  4  "wampon."*  He  is  spoken  of  as  "Mr.,"  and  was 
one  of  only  two  so  mentioned  on  this  list.  Tax  list  of  another  date 
in  same  year,  Samuel  Clowes,  clerk,  is  assessed  for  7  shillings,  6 
pence.  At  a  town  meeting,  April  4,  1727,  Samuel  Clowes  was  ap- 
pointed a  trustee  of  highways.  Two  negroes  belonging  to  Mr.  Sam- 
uel Clowes  were  baptized  on  May  23,  1714.  Their  names  were  James 
and  Sarah. 

Samuel  Clowes  was  prominently  identified  with  the  Episcopal 
Church  at  Jamaica ;  in  fact,  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  congre- 
gation in  1702,  when  Lord  Cornbury  dispossessed  the  Presbyterians 
from  their  edifice  and  gave  it  to  the  Church  of  England.  In  1734, 
the  Episcopalians  had  completed  a  building  of  their  own  and  on 
April  5  of  that  year,  the  dedication  service  was  held.f 

On  this  occasion,  Mr.  Clowes  provided  an  entertainment  for  the 
visiting  dignitaries.  Thompson,  in  his  History  of  Long  Island, 
speaks  of  it  as  follows :  "At  its  dedication,  Gov.  Cosby,  his  lady  and 
family,  the  council,  with  many  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  the  city, 

i  honored  the  occasion  with  their  presence,  when  a  splendid  enter- 

tainment was  given  by  Samuel  Clowes,  an  eminent  lawyer  residing  in 
the  village.  The  militia  were  under  arms  to  attend  his  excellency  and 
the  concourse  of  citizens  was  great."  Thirteen  years  later  (Oct.  10, 
1747)  1300  lottery  tickets  or  chances  at  8  shillings  each,  were  sold 
to  defray  the  cost  of  a  bell  for  the  church.  Again  Mr.  Clowes  offi- 
ciated, he  together  with  Jacob  Ogden,  drawing  the  lucky  tickets. 

Most  members  of  the  Clowes  family  have  adhered  to  the  Church 
of  England,  therefor  may  we  not  call  it  an  Episcopal  family?  It  is 
interesting  to  note,  that  many  years  later,  Samuel  Clowes'  great- 
great-grandson  Rev.  Timothy  Clowes, J  was  rector  of  this  church 
for  a  short  time. 

On  April  17,  1712,  Samuel  Clowes  completed  a  survey  of  the 
commons  lands  of  the  town  of  Hempstead,  situated  on  the  "Great 
Plains"  or  Hempstead  Plains  as  they  are  spoken  of  today.  These 
lands  at  this  time  consisted  of  6,213  acres  and  a  copy  of  the  survey, 
signed  by  Clowes,  was  spread  upon  the  town  records,  where  it  may 
be  seen  today.  The  original  trees  and  other  bound  marks  are  all 
located  on  the  survey  and  it  is  certainly  an  interesting  document. 
The  common  lands  or  commons,  used  for  grazing  domestic  animals,

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agriculture  and  other  purposes,  were  important  adjuncts  to  the  early 
settlements  on  Long  Island.  Mr.  Clowes  did  most  of  the  surveying 
.  in  Jamaica  and  Hempstead,  indeed,  he  seems  to  have  been  the  only 
one  so  favored  during  his  lifetime. 

It  may  be  truthfully  said  that  Mr.  Gowes  was  an  important  man 
in  Queens  County.  He  was  a  strong  adherent  of  the  colonial  gov- 
ernors and  the  constituted  authorities — also  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. It  is  said  that  he  was  one  of  those  who  turned  the  Presby- 
terians out  of  their  church  in  Jamaica,  under  orders  from  Lord  Corn- 
bury,  in  1702. 

Samuel  Clowes  md.  Catharine  Donne,  July  18,  1698,  the  year 
before  his  emigration  to  America.  She  d.  Aug.  7,  1740,  aged  57, 
and  he  on  Aug.  27,  1760,  aged  86.  When  advanced  to  the 
age  of  73  he  was  still  drawing  deeds  and  practising  law.  Both 
Samuel  Clowes  and  his  Wife  are  buried  in  the  Episcopal  church-yard 
at  Jamaica.  His  pew  in  Grace  Church  was  Number  9,  another  pew 
21,  also  was  in  his  name  and  was  probably  used  by  members  of  the 
family.  This  was  in  1737  and  he  paid  16  sh.  10  d.  and  14  sh.  6d.  for 
the  two  pews  respectively.  The  children  of  Samuel  Clowes1  were: 
Gerardus,2  Samuel,2  John,2  Peter,2  Joseph,2  Catharine  first,2  Cath- 
arine second,2  Mary,2  Aletta,2  and  Millecent.2    Of  whom  as  follows : 

Children  of  Samuel1  and  Catharine  Clowes. 

I.  Gerardus,2  eldest  son,  b.  April  27,  1699,  probably  at  New  York. 
He  spent  his  early  life  at  Jamaica  and  is  first  mentioned  in  the 
Records  under  date  of  April  25,  1719,  when  he  appears  as  witness 
to  a  deed  from  Rev.  Thomas  Poyer*  to  James  Smith  of  Jamaica  for 
a  parcel  of  upland  in  that  town.  Thompson  states  that  he  was  Clerk 
of  Orange  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1721-22.  On  Oct.  19,  1719,  he  md. 
Sarah,  dau.  of  Major  Thomas  Jones,  ancestor  of  the  Jones  family  of 

Long  Island.     She  was  b.  May  11,  1703,  and  d.  .     Gerardus 

Clowes,2  d.  Oct.  12,  1752,  at  Hempstead.  His  children  were:  Catha- 
rine,3 Samuel,3  Timothy  Bagley,3  and  John.3 

The  first  mention  of  Gerardus  Clowes  in  the  Hempstead  town 
records  is  on  April  1,  1730,  when  he  is  a  witness  to  a  deed  for  land 
in  the  town.  After  this  date  his  name  is  frequently  met  with,  mostly 
as  witness  to  deeds.  It  is  probable  that  he  came  to  Hempstead  a  few 
years  previous  to  1730.  He  evidently  was  a  real  estate  conveyancer 
and  may  have  been  a  lawyer.  He  was  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  of  St. 
George's  Episcopal  Church  at  Hempstead  and  signed  himself  as 
such,  in  a  petition  for  incorporating  the  church,  addressed  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  the  Province  of  New  York.  Mr.  Clowes 
was  evidently  something  of  a  schoolmaster  also,  as  witness  the  fol- 
lowing mention  made  of  him  by  Rev.  Robert  Jenney,  rector  of  St. 
Georges,  1726-1742: 

*  Rev.  Thomas  Poyer  was  the  second  settled  rector  of  Grace  Episcopal 
Church  in  Jamaica,  officiating  from  1710  to  1732.  He  kept  a  registry  of  bap- 
tisms, marriages  and  burials  from  which  several  of  the  entries  in  this  book 
are  taken. 
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"There  is  in  the  town  spot  Mr.  Clowes,  who  about  three-quarters 
of  a  year  ago  began  a  school,  and  spent  the  Sunday  evenings  in 
catechizing  those  negroes  which  would  go  to  him  during  the  winter ; 
but  in  summer  he  has  no  time,  the  evenings  being  short  and  the  day 
taken  up  with  the  service  in  the  church  being  twice  performed,  and 
then  there  went  but  a  few  to  be  instructed  by  him." 

"At  my  first  coming  here  several  of  the  leading  men  of  the  town 
pressed  me  earnestly  to  represent  to  the  Society  the  necessity  of  a 
successor  to  Mr.  Gildersleeve  (schoolmaster).  I  enclose  a  mem- 
orial recommending  Mr.  Clowes.  He  is  the  son  of  a  very  active 
friend  of  the  missionaries,  Mr.  Samuel  Clowes,  of  Jamaica,  whose 
services,  especially  to  the  two  parishes  of  Hempstead  and  Jamaica, 
are  upon  record." 

II.  Samuel,2  b.  1701,  probably  at  New  York,  was  a  lawyer  and 
lived  at  Jamaica.  He  md.  a  dau.  of  Gov.  George  Clarke*  of  N.  Y. 
Province,  and  d.  aged  58  on  May  19,  1759  at  Jamaica.  He  is  buried 
in  the  Episcopal  church-yard  at  that  place,  where  his  parents  also 
rest.  First  mention  of  him  in  the  Jamaica  Town  Records  is  under 
date  of  April  5,  1740,  when  he  was  chosen  Surveyor  and  Overseer  of 
the  town  highways,  a  position  to  which  he  was  again  appointed  on 
April  2,  1745.  It  will  be  seen  that  his  father  outlived  him  by  a  year 
and  three  months.  In  1737,  he  held  pew  10  in  Grace  Church, 
Jamaica,  for  which  he  paid  11  sh.,  6  d.  Like  his  father,  he  frequently 
appears  on  the  Records  as  a  witness  to  deeds. 

III.  John,2  became  a  physician  and  removed  to  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware sometime  after  1723.  In  that  year  he  appears  as  witness  to  a 
deed  from  Edward  Willet  to  Robert  Denton  of  Jamaica  for  ioj4 
acres  at  a  place  called  Freeman  farm  in  the  town  of  Jamaica. 

IV.  Peter,2  was  bapt.  by  Rev.  Thomas  Poyer  at  Jamaica,  Jan.  10, 
1711.  Thompson  states  that  he,  together  with  his  brother  Joseph,2 
removed  from  Long  Island  but  does  not  say  where  they  went. 

V.  Joseph,2  was  bapt.  by  Rev.  Thomas  Poyer  at  Jamaica  on  Sept. 
20,  171 5.  Thompson  states  that,  together  with  his  brother  Peter,2 
he  removed  from  Long  Island,  but  does  not  say  where  they  went.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  he  is  buried  in  the  Episcopal  church-yard  at  Jamaica 
and  d.  Oct.  15,  1755-  He  probably  was  unmd.,  as  no  mention  is 
made  of  a  marriage  or  baptism  of  children,  in  the  church  records 
which  were  carefully  kept  during  his  lifetime. 

VI.  Aletta,2  was  probably  b.  at  New  York.  On  May  9,  1722,  she 
md.  Edward  Willetf  at  Jamaica.  She  was  the  mother  of  13  children 
among  whom  was  Col.  Marinus  Willett3  the  Revolutionary  hero. 
Col.  Willet  was  b.  July  31,  1740,  at  Jamaica,  and  d.  Aug.  23,  1830, 
aged  90.  At  an  early  age,  Col.  Willett  chose  the  profession  of  arms 
and  distinguished  himself  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.     When

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the  Revolution  broke  out,  he  immediately  espoused  the  cause  of  the 
Colonies  and  made  a  name  for  himself  in  many  battles  and  cam- 
paigns. When  peace  was  declared  he  was  chosen  Sheriff  of  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York,  and  filled  the  office  for  four  years.  In 
1807  he  became  Mayor  of  New  York.  For  a  fuller  account  of  Col.

VII.  Millicent,2  was  probably  born  at  New  York,  on  March  23, 
1730,  she  md.  Joseph  Sackett*  of  the  Newtown  family  of  that  name. 
He  was  a  merchant  at  New  York  but  later  moved  to  Orange  County. 
Children  were : 

Feb.  16,  1733;  became  a  physician  and  practised 
at  Newtown  up  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  when  be- 
ing a  Whig,  he  fled  to  Paramus,  N.  J.  He  d.  in  New  York, 
July  27,  1799.

VIII.  Catharine,2  first,  was  bapt.  at  Jamaica  by  Rev.  Thomas  Poyer, 
Oct.  21,  1713,  according  to  his  own  record.  The  same  clergyman 
records  the  burial  of  Catharine,  dau.  of  Samuel  and  Catharine  Clowes 
on  Feb.  10,  1710,  at  Jamaica.  Catharine,2  second,  was  bapt.  at 
Jamaica,  by  Rev.  Poyer,  Sept.  9,  17 18,  and  a  Catharine,  dau.  of  Sam- 
uel and  Catharine  Clowes,  was  buried  Jan.  19,  1713,  at  Jamaica;  both 
entries  being  made  by  Rev.  Poyer.  Either  there  were  four  infants 
of  this  name  born,  or  else  Rev.  Poyer  has  made  an  error  in  his  dates. 
There  are  no  other  entries  concerning  these  children  in  the  church 
records,  nor  do  their  tombstones  appear  in  the  list  made  by  Henry 
Onderdonk,  Jr.,  in  1846,  when  he  took  a  census  of  the  Episcopal 
church-yard.

June  19,  1847,  age^  sixty,  at 
Hempstead.  He  attended  Columbia  College  and  graduated  in  1808. 
Although  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  he  devoted  most  of  his  life  to 
academical  instruction,  in  which  profession  he  was  extremely  suc- 
cessful. He  was  ordained  Nov.  30,  1808,  and  his  first  charge  was 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  During  the  latter  part  of 
1809  he  officiated  at  Grace  Church,  Jamaica,  with  which  church  his 
ancestor  Samuel  Clowes  was  so  prominently  connected.  In  April, 
1810,  he  was  chosen  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Albany,  N.  Y., 
where  he  labored  for  seven  years.  At  the  end  of  this  time  he  opened 
a  classical  seminary  in  his  native  town  of  Hempstead,  which  con- 
tinued for  three  years  with  much  success.  In  182 1  he  became  prin- 
cipal of  the  well-known  Erasmus  Hall  Academy  at  Flatbush,  where 
he  remained  for  three  years.  In  1823  he  was  called  to  the  Presidency 
of  Washington  College,  Maryland,  and  to  the  rectorate  of  the  Church 
at  Chestertown  in  that  state.  Here  he  remained  until  the  college  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1829.  During  this  year,  Dr.  Clowes  (he  had  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  LL.D.)  again  opened  a  school  at  Hempstead 
which  he  maintained  until  1838,  when  he  was  invited  to  preside  over 
the  Clinton  Liberal  Institute  at  Clinton,  N.  Y.,  and  did  so  until  1842. 
From  1842  until  1846  he  was  in  charge  of  a  High  School  in  Phila- 
delphia. During  the  latter  year  he  returned  again  to  Hempstead  and 
died  there  on  June  19,  1847,  aged  sixty. 

Dr.  Clowes  was  a  man  whose  life  and  achievements  have  so  far 
not  received  the  attention  they  merit  from  historians  and  biographers. 
He  was  a  teacher  of  the  highest  type  and  his  cultivated  mind  was 
that  of  a  Christian  gentleman.  His  friend,  Benjamin  F.  Thompson, 
historian  of  Long  Island,  and  source  of  these  genealogies,  said  of 
him:  "He  was  confessedly  one  of  the  best  linguists  and  mathema- 
ticians of  the  day.  Indeed,  his  discoveries  and  improvements  in  the 
latter  science  were  most  extraordinary." 

During  his  lifetime,  he  published  several  books  of  an  educational 
and  religious  character  and  also  started  a  magazine  called  The 
Schoolmaster  in  1830.  In  connection  with  his  renown  as  a  mathe- 
matician, it  is  interesting  to  note  that  his  ancestor  Samuel  Clowes, 
first  of  the  name  on  Long  Island,  also  excelled  in  this  science.

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Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  So- 
ciety, was  born  October  27,  1858;  died  January  6,  1919.  An  ex- 
tended sketch  of  his  career  appears  in  this  issue  of  the  Record  as  the 
leading  article. 

William  Bruce-Brown,  son  of  the  late  George  and  Ruth  A. 
(Loney)  Bruce-Brown,  died  at  his  residence,  No.  13  East  70th 
Street,  New  York  City,  December  21,  1918,  in  his  thirty-second  year. 

He  was  a  Life  Member  of  this  Society,  being  elected  thereto  on 
February  6,  1914. 

Col.  John  Caldwell  Calhoun,  financier  and  railroad  president, 
was  born  January  9,  1843,  near  Demopolis,  Marengo  Co.,  Ala.;  he 
was  a  son  of  Col.  Andrew  P.  and  Margaret  M.  (Green)  Calhoun, 
and  a  grandson  of  John  C.  Calhoun,  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States.  He  died  at  his  home,  200  West  58th  Street,  New  York  City, 
December  18,  1918,  in  his  76th  year. 

He  was  educated  at  Thalien  Academy,  South  Carolina,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Class  of  '63  of  the  South  Carolina  College,  leaving 
college  to  serve  in  the  Confederate  Army,  where  he  reached  the  rank 
of  Captain.  After  the  war  he  became  a  planter  in  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi and  Arkansas  and,  having  amassed  a  fortune,  he  removed  to 
New  York  City  in  1884. 

He  was  a  life-long  member  and  first  President  of  the  New  York 
Southern  Society,  a  member  of  the  Manhattan  and  Lawyers'  Clubs 
of  New  York  City,  and  of  the  Capitol  City  Club  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and 
of  the  Tilden  Club  of  London,  Eng. ;  a  member  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Historical  Society  and  a  member  of  the  Military  Order  of  For- 
eign Wars,  and  of  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 
He  was  a  special  representative  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  to  France  in  1897,  to  commemorate  the  119th 
Anniversary  of  the  Treaty  of  Alliance  between  France  and  the 
original  Thirteen  States  of  the  United  States. 

He  married,  December,  8,  1870,  Linnie  Adams,  of  Lexington, 
Ky.,  grandniece  of  Richard  M.  Johnson,  a  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  who,  with  three  sons  and  one  daughter,  survive  him. 

He  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  to  which  he  was  elected  April  13,  1900. 

Albert  Crane,  born  in  New  York  City,  December  30,  1842; 
died  at  his  home  in  Stamford,  Conn.,  September  21,  1918.  He  was 
a  Life  Member  of  this  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  on  March 
9,  1894.  An  extended  sketch  of  Mr.  Crane  will  be  found  as  the  lead- 
ing article  in  the  January,  1919,  issue  of  the  New  York  Genea- 
logical and  Biographical  Record. 

Dr.  James  Douglas,  a  mining  engineer,  was  born  in  Quebec, 
Canada,  and  died  at  his  home,  Spuyten  Duyvil,  N.  Y.,  June  25,  1918, 
in  his  81  st  year. 

He  was  graduated  an  A.B.  from  Queen's  University,  Kingston, 
Canada,  in  1858;  and  for  his  work  in  hydro-metallurgy  he  later  re-

ceived  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  McGill  University.  He  was  for  a 
time  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  Morrin  College,  Quebec.  In  1875  he 
came  to  the  United  States  to  live,  going  to  Phoenixville,  Pa.,  to  take 
charge  of  a  copper  plant,  and  later  became  identified  with  the  copper 
industry  in  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  in  Mexico.  He  was  president 
of  a  number  of  mining  companies  and  finally  became  President  of 
Phelps,  Dodge  &  Co.,  which  office  he  held  for  many  years,  becoming 
also  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  company;  these  last 
offices  he  resigned  in  1918,  because  of  failing  health. 

Dr.  Douglas  was  noted  as  a  philanthropist  and  as  a  mining  en- 
gineer ;  and  was  rated  one  of  the  foremost  metal  and  mining  authori- 
ties in  the  world.    He  was  also  a  historian  and  writer  of  note-. 

One  of  his  largest  known  gifts  for  educational  and  charitable 
purposes  was  that  of  ^H  grains  of  radium,  the  value  of  which  has 
been  estimated  at  $375,000,  given  to  the  General  Memorial  Hospital 
in  this  city.  The  radium  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  cancer 
and  other  diseases  and  was  the  product  of  many  years'  work  of  the 
National  Radium  Institute  in  extracting  the  same  from  the  natural 
ores. 

Dr.  Douglas  was  a  member  of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining 
Engineers,  of  which  he  was  twice  President;  a  member  of  the 
American  Philosophical  Society;  the  American  Geographical  So- 
ciety; the  Society  of  Arts  of  London,  and  of  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute. 

He  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  to  which  he  was  elected  January  13,  1914. 

William  Austin  Macy,  M.D.,  a  noted  alienist,  was  born  in  Har- 
rison, N.  Y.,  in  1862;  he  died  suddenly  at  his  late  residence  in  Kings 
Park,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  May  21,  1918,  in  his  57th  year. 

He  attended  the  School  of  Mines  of  Columbia  University,  New 
York  City,  for  one  year,  and  was  graduated  from  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  in  1885. 

He  had  been  identified  with  the  care  of  the  insane  in  New  York 
State  for  31  years.  In  1887,  he  was  attached  to  the  hospital  for  the 
City's  insane  at  Hart's  Island;  in  1888,  he  was  transferred  to  Black- 
well's  Island;  in  1889,  he  served  at  Ward's  Island  as  Medical  Super- 
intendent. On  January  1,  1897,  he  was  appointed  Superintendent  of 
the  Willard  State  Hospital.  He  had  served  at  Kings  Park  Hospital 
as  Medical  Superintendent  since  1904.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Lotos  Club  of  New  York  City. 

It  was  Dr.  Macy's  supreme  satisfaction  to  witness  the  enlistment 
of  three  of  his  sons,  all  juniors,  in  the  United  States  Army  for  service 
in  France.  In  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
Kings  Park  Hospital,  provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  suit- 
able tablet  to  Dr.  Macy's  memory  in  the  Administrative  Office. 

Dr.  Macy  is  survived  by  his  wife  Marion  and  six  children,  viz. : 
William  Charles,  William  Alexander  and  Alen  Dent  (all  of  whom 
are  in  the  military  service),  Malcolm,  Katherine  and  Mrs.  Marjory 
Macy  Coleman. 
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He  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  October  19,  1900.  He 
served  for  many  years  as  Historian  of  the  Society,  and  was  an  inde- 
fatigable worker  in  that  office.  He  was  an  ardent  student  of  gene- 
alogy, and  his  manuscript  records  were  voluminous.  In  the  later 
years  of  his  life,  due  to  ill-health,  he  was  obliged  to  sever  his  official 
connection  with  this  Society,  and  his  loss  as  an  officer  was  deeply- 
felt.  His  memory  is  a  lasting  one  and  full  of  pleasant  recollections 
to  the  entire  official  staff  with  whom  he  was  so  long  and  so  intimately 
associated. 


Miss  Margaret  Morris  Norwood,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Carlisle 
and  Louisa  Willcocks  Norwood,  died  in  New  York  City,  October  21, 
1918. 

Miss  Norwood  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Colonial 
Dames  and  of  the  Huguenot  Society. 

She  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  May  26,  1893. 
. 

William  Poillon,  of  old  New  York  stock,  was  born  in  New 
York  City  in  1844;  he  died  suddenly  at  his  late  residence,  No.  301 
West  106th  Street,  New  York  City,  April  12,  1918,  in  his  74th  year. 

Mr.  Poillon  was  Curator  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
He  was  a  veteran  of  the  7th  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y. ;  a  member  of 
the  St.  Nicholas  Society,  Holland  Society,  Huguenot  Society  and  of 
the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars ;  he  was  also  a  32d  Degree  Mason  and 
a  Knight  Templar. 

He  left  surviving  him,  three  children,  viz. :  William  C.  Poillon, 
of  Tucker,  Anthony  &  Co.;  Harry  C.  Poillon  and  Mrs.  Julian  A. 
Cornell. 

He  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  November  25,  1874. 

Mrs.  Russell  Sage  (Margaret  Olivia  Slocum),  was  born  Sep- 
tember 8,  1828,  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Hon. 
Joseph  and  Margaret  Pierson  (Jermain)  Slocum.  She  died  at  her 
residence,  No.  604  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  November  4,  1918, 
in  her  91st  year. 

She  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ;  she  gradu- 
ated from  the  Troy  Female  Seminary  in  1847,  following  which  for 
some  22  years  she  devoted  her  life  to  school-teaching.  In  1904,  she 
received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Letters  from  the  New  York  Uni- 
versity. 

On  November  24,  1869,  at  Watervliet,  N.  Y.,  she  married,  as  his 
second  wife,  Hon.  Russell  Sage,  at  that  time  a  private  banker  at 
Watervliet,  N.  Y.  Since  the  death  of  her  husband  she  has  devoted 
herself  to  important  philanthropies,. largely  directed  to  the  aid  of 
women  and  children,  and  her  benefactions  are  estimated  to  be  well 
over  $25,000,000,  given  to  educational  and  charitable  institutions  and 
for  National  and  City  purposes  where  public  funds  were  not  avail- 
able. 
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Mrs.  Sage  was  President  of  the  Emma  Willard  Association 
since  1891 ;  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants; 
Colonial  Dames,  and  the  Huguenot  Society. 

She  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  March  21,  1905.  She 
donated  $16,000  to  the  Building  Fund  of  this  Society,  and  was 
greatly  interested  in  its  welfare. 

Mrs.  Albro  Akin  (Emma  Read),  died  at  Quaker  Hill,  N.  Y., 
June  27,  1918.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  Albro  Akin,  of  No. 
32  East  64th  Street,  New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Akin  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  April  29,  1908. 

Andrew  Arthur  Benton,  died  at  the  Hotel  Royalton,  New 
York  City,  suddenly,  November  19,  1918. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  March  7,  1913. 

Mrs.  William  Brookfield  (Kate  Morgan),  died  at  her  late 
residence,  516  Madison  Avenue,  New  York  City,  April  4,  1918.  She 
was  the  widow  of  the  late  William  Brookfield,  and  is  survived  by  one 
son,  Frank  Brookfield. 

Mrs.  Brookfield  was  a  member  of  the  Barnard  Club  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames ;  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendants,  and  the  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

She  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  December  11,  1896. 

Timothy  Matlack  Cheeseman,  M.D.,  died  at  his  home  in  Gar- 
rison, N.  Y.,  on  February  25,  1919,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  May  25,  1894. 

Morris  Patterson  Ferris,  a  prominent  lawyer,  was  born  Octo- 
ber 3,  1855,  in  New  York  City.  He  was  a  son  of  Isaac  (D.D.,  LL.D., 
late  Chancellor  of  New  York  University)  and  Letitia  (Storm)  Fer- 
ris. He  died  at  his  home,  Roxbury  Road,  Garden  City,  N.  Y.,  Octo- 
ber 26,  1918,  in  his  64th  year. 

He  was  educated  at  New  York  University,  New  York  City, 
graduating  from  there  in  1876  with  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  and  entered 
the  practice  of  law.  He  was  an  organizer  of  the  Brooklyn  Young 
Republican  Club;  from  1898-1906  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  Society 
of  American  Authors.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  New 
York  Commandery  of  the  Order  of  Foreign  Wars,  1899-1902,  and 
from  1904-1907  was  Registrar  and  Commissary  of  the  Veteran 
Corps  of  Artillery,  of  the  Society  of  the  War  of  1812.  In  1895-6  he 
was  a  charter  member  and  first  Attorney-General  of  the  Order  of 
the  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America ;  he  was  a  founder  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  New  York  Historical  Association,  1899-1903;  he  was 
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also  President  of  the  Yonkers  Historical  and  Library  Association, 
and  was  a  founder  and  first  President  of  the  Garden  City  Club. 

Mr.  Ferris  was  a  member  of  the  Lawyers,  Delta  Phi  and  Ark- 
wright  Clubs ;  the  New  York  Bar  Association  and  Nassau  County 
Bar  Association ;  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars ;  the 
Sons  of  the  Revolution ;  the  Huguenot  Society ;  the  Long  Island  His- 
torical Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Cincinnati. 

He  married,  September  4,  1879,  Mary  Lanman  Douw  (daughter 
of  Col.  John  de  Peyster  Douw,  of  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.),  who,  with 
a  son  and  daughter,  survive  him. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society  ...having  been  elected  thereto  November  24,  1893. 

Edward  Doubleday  Harris,  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New 
York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  since  December  9, 
1892,  died  at  his  residence,  No.  224  Palisade  Avenue,  Yonkers,  N.  Y., 
on  March  2,  19 19,  in  his  80th  year. 

An  extended  sketch  of  Mr.  Harris  will  be  published  in  a  later 
edition  of  the  Record. 

Edward  Truex  Platt,  was  born  August  7,  1853,  in  Owego, 
Tioga  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Senator  Thomas 
C.  Platt,  and  his  wife,  Ellen  L.  Barstow.  He  died  at  the  residence 
of  his  brother,  Henry  Barstow  Platt,  following  a  long  illness  due  to 
overwork,  February  27,  1918,  in  his  65th  year. 

He  was  educated  at  Owego  Academy.  On  leaving  school  in  1875, 
he  served  as  Purser  in  the  service  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company,  and  was  connected  with  that  line  until  1885.  Later,  he 
became  connected  with  the  United  States  Express  Company,  being 
first  Superintendent  for  the  company  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He 
finally  became  Vice-President  of  the  Company  in  New  York  City, 
and  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  Express  Realty  Company,  and 
later,  Director  of  the  United  States  Express  Company.  When  the 
affairs  of  the  United  States  Express  Company  were  liquidated  he 
become  Treasurer  and  Vice-President  of  the  Coronet  Phosphate 
Company,  and  held  the  position  until  he  retired,  three  months  prior 
to  his  death. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  a 
member  of  the  Union  League,  Barnard  and  Lotos  Clubs.  He  re- 
sided at  No.  205  West  57th  Street,  New  York  City. 

In  1897  he  married  Harriet  J.  Coit,  who  survives  him. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  March  25,  1908. 

William  Mecklenburg  Polk,  M.D.,  a  famous  gynecologist,  was 
born  August  15,  1844,  in  Ashwood,  Maury  Co.,  Tenn.  He  was  the 
son  of  Rt.  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk  (Episcopal  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  and 
later  a  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Confederate  Army  in  the  Civil 
War).  He  died  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  June  23,  1918,  in  his  74th 
year. 
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He  graduated  from  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  in  1861,  im- 
mediately entered  the  Confederate  Army  and  was  made  a  Captain  in 
that  service.  He  graduated  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Columbia  University,  New  York  City,  in  1869,  and  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  LL.D.  in  1904. 

Since  1869  he  was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  New 
York  City;  from  1876-9  he  was  Professor  of  Therapeutics  of  Bel- 
levue  Hospital  Medical  College;  1879-1888  Professor  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  in  the  Medical  Department  of  New  York  University; 
1898,  Dean  and  Professor  of  Gynecology,  Cornell  University  Medi- 
cal School.  He  was  Consulting  Gynecologist  for  many  of  the  larg- 
est hospitals  in  New  York  City.  He  was  author  of  the  biography 
Leonidas  Polk,  Bishop  and  General,  and  a  frequent  contributor  to 
medical  journals. 

He  was  a  First  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Medical  Reserve 
Corps ;  Vestryman  of  Trinity  Church  in  New  York  City ;  President, 
1910-14,  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine;  President,  1896, 
of  the  American  Gynecological  Society;  President,  1884,  of  the 
New  York  Obstetrical  Society:  a  Vice-President  of  the  Continental 
Anglo-American  Medical  Society  of  Paris;  a  member  of  many 
American  and  European  Medical  Associations  and  Scientific 
Societies. 

Dr.  Polk  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati;  Sons 
of  the  Revolution ;  Tennessee  Society ;  Southern  Society ;  Army  and 
Navy  Club  of  Washington,  D.  C. ;  President  of  the  Aztec  Club ; 
Member  of  the  Century;  Metropolitan  and  Church  Clubs  of  New 
York  City. 

He  married,  first,  November  14,  1866,  Ida  A.  Lyon,  who  died 
some  years  later.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Francis  H.  Lyon,  of 
Demopolis,  Ala.  In  1914,  he  married,  second,  Marie  H.  Dehon,  of 
New  York  City,  who,  with  his  son,  Hon.  Frank  Lyon  Polk,  formerly 
Corporation  Counsel  of  New  York  City,  and  now  Counsellor  of  the 
State  Department,  Washington,  D.  C,  both  survive  him. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  January  22,  1915. 

William  Frederick  Stafford,  a  son  of  William  B.  and  Har- 

riette  ( )   Stafford,  died  at  his  home  in  the  Plaza  Hotel,  New 

York  City,  December  4,  1918,  in  his  74th  year.  He  was  born  in 
Watervliet,  N.  Y.,  in  1845. 

He  was  a  banker  and  broker  during  his  business  career,  but  had 
retired  from  active  business  for  some  years  previous  to  his  death. 

He  married,  in  New  York  City,  in   1886,  Justine  Adele  Bliss 

(daughter  of  Justin  A.  and  Evelina  (C )   Bliss,  of  New  York 

City).  He  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Martin  Hawley  Stafford,  a 
former  Secretary  of  this  Society,  whose  membership  he  assumed 
upon  his  death.  His  widow  survives  him,  by  whom  he  had  no 
children. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  December  29,  1908. 
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James  Stokes,  banker  and  lawyer,  was  born  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  the  son  of  the  late  James  and  Caroline  (Phelps)  Stokes,  of 
New  York  City.  He  died  at  his  summer  home  in  Ridgefield,  Conn., 
October  4,  1918. 

He  graduated  from  the  New  York  University  with  the  degree  of 
A.B.,  and  later  of  LL.B. ;  he  first  engaged  in  the  iron  importing  busi- 
ness, later  in  manufacturing,  and  finally  in  the  banking  business  and 
the  practice  of  law. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  City  Club  of  New  York,  and 
was  deeply  interested  in  political  and  social  betterment  activities,  and 
had  been  a  large  benefactor  to  the  International  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  in  Italy,  Russia,  France,  and  to  the  New  York  City 
branches  of  the  Association.  One  of  his  greatest  interests  was  in  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  work  amongst  railroad  men. 

In  1894  he  was  made  an  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  France, 
in  recognition  of  his  philanthropic,  benevolent  and  religious  work; 
he  also  received  the  Order  of  St.  Stanislaus  of  the  First  Class  of 
Russia,  and  was  made  a  Chevalier  of  the  Order  of  St.  Maurice  and 
Lazare  of  Italy. 

Mr.  Stokes  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce ;  the  New  York  Historical  Society ;  the  Pilgrims ;  the  New 
England  Society,  and  many  other  important  organizations ;  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Union  League,  University,  Downtown  Clubs  of 
New  York  City ;  the  Sesame,  Bath,  Royal  Scots  Clubs  of  London. 

He  married,  first,  Grace  Hartley,  who  died  in  1892 ;  he  married, 
second,  in  1905,  to  Florence  Brooks  Chatfield,  who  survives  him. 

He  was  an  Annual  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society,  having  been  elected  thereto  March  10,  1899. 

Wilbur  Fenelon  Young,  died  April  2,  1918.  He  was  an  An- 
nual Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  So- 
ciety, having  been  elected  March  4,  1909. 

William  P.  Bacon,  died  August  6,  1918.  He  was  a  Correspond- 
ing Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  So- 
ciety, representing  Hartford  County,  Conn.,  having  been  appointed 
to  that  position  in  1907. 

Benjamin  I.  C.  Buckland,  M.D.,  died  at  his  home  in  Auburn, 
N.  Y.,  December  24,  1918;  he  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Buckland,  R.  F.  D.  No.  1,  Auburn,  N.  Y. 

He  was  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  representing  Cayuga  County,  N.  Y.,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  to  that  position  October  2,  1906. 

Henry  Cady,  died  February  19,  1919,  at  Schoharie,  N.  Y. 

He  was  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  representing  Schoharie  County,  N.  Y., 
having  been  appointed  to  that  position  July  21,  1914. 

James  Austin  Holden,  A.B.,  was  born  in  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y., 
September  17,   1861 ;  son  of  the  late  Austin  Wells  and  Elizabeth 
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Buell  Holden,  of  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.  He  died  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  after 
a  long  illness,  July  15,  1918. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  Glens  Falls  Academy  in  1881  and 
Williams  College  in  1885.  Shortly  after  leaving  college  he  engaged 
in  newspaper  work,  and  up  to  1891  was  Editor  and  one  of  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  Glens  Falls  Times.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Glens  Falls  Trust  Co.  He 
had  been  a  Trustee  of  the  village  of  Glens  Falls,  1893-4,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  During 
his  residence  in  his  home  town  he  was  identified  through  active  par- 
ticipation, with  its  public  affairs,  charitable  work,  education  and  the 
preservation  of  its  historic  records.  He  was  Vestryman  and  Warden 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Messiah;  he  was  of 
marked  prominence  in  Masonic  circles.  For  some  years  he  had  been 
New  York  State  Historian,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  em- 
ployed in  the  Record  Division  of  the  New  York  State  University  at 
Albany,  N.  Y. 

He  had  been  Treasurer  and  Trustee  of  the  New  York  State  His- 
torical Association  from  its  foundation. 

On  June  12,  1889,  he  married  Mary  Bell  Everest,  daughter  of 
Charles  F.  Everest,  of  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.  His  wife  and  a  son, 
Everest  B.  Holden,  survive  him. 

He  was  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  representing  Warren  County,  N.  Y.,  hav- 
ing been  appointed  to  that  position  May  25,  1906. 

Le  Roy  Wilson  Kingman,  died  March  2,  1919,  in  the  78th  year 
of  his  age. 

He  was  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  representing  Tioga  County,  N.  Y.,  having 
been  appointed  to  that  position  March  9,  1907. 

Prof.  Albert  Champlin  Mayham,  was  born  February  19,  1866, 
at  Gilboa,  N.  Y. ;  he  was  a  son  of  Cornelius  and  Lucinda  (Champlin) 
Mayham,  of  that  town.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Warwick,  N.  Y., 
October  3,  1918. 

He  was  educated  under  private  tuition,  and  at  the  Stamford 
School  for  Boys,  and  at  New  Paltz,  N.  Y.  His  life  was  devoted  to 
intellectual  pursuits.  He  was  prominent  in  educational  circles,  and 
for  the  past  thirteen  years  had  been  Principal  of  Warwick  Institute, 
Warwick,  N.  Y. 

He  was  a  frequent  writer  on  historical  topics,  devoting  most  of 
his  summer  vacations  to  study  and  writing  at  his  summer  camp, 
Birch  Farm,  Blenheim,  in  the  Catskills,  Stamford,  N.  Y. ;  here  he 
wrote  most  of  his  best  known  work,  A  History  of  the  Anti-Rent  War 
in  New  York  State. 

Deeply  interested  in  the  public  welfare  and  affairs  of  his  own 
district,  he  had  been  made  the  Democratic  nominee  for  Congress, 
and  was  reasonably  assured  of  an  election  when  death  cut  off  his 
career. 
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He  married,  June  26,  1895,  to  Harriette  Isabel  Armour,  of 
Medina,  N.  Y.,  daughter  of  John  Jay  Armour.  His  widow,  two 
daughters,  Beatrice  Armour  Mayham,  Dorothea  Hortense  Mayham 
and  a  son,  Albert  Champlin  Mayham,  Jr.,  survive  him. 

He  was  a  Corresponding  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  representing  Schoharie  County,  N.  Y.,  to 
which  position  he  was  appointed  June  6,  1906. 


CORRECTIONS  AND  ADDITIONS  TO  PUBLISHED 
GENEALOGICAL  WORKS. 


Every  gleaner  in  the  field  of  genealogical  research  has  met  with  errors  in 
printed  volumes  which,  left  by  themselves,  carry  mistaken  conclusions  to  the 
end  of  time.  This  department  has  been  inaugurated  in  an  endeavor  to  correct 
such  spurious  data.  Readers  are  requested  to  forward  for  publication  here 
every  such  error,  and  such  further  additions  to  printed  genealogies  as  are 
found,  that  due  correction  may  be  made.  The  authority  for  the  statemen 
must  be  furnished,  with  name  and  address  of  contributor. 



75.        Morris — Anderson. — Corrections  and  Additions. 

The  following  notes  concerning  the  Morris  family  of  New  York 
City  amplify  and  correct  the  two  articles  on  this  family  previously 
published  in  the  A^  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog.  Record.  The  fact  that  there 
were  two  contemporaneous  Isaac  Morrises  made  the  problem  of 
placing  each  a  difficult  one,  and  without  the  aid  of  the  old  New 
York  City  Directories  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible  of 
solution. 

The  Report  of  the  New  York  State  Historian*  vol,  i,  p.  530,  cites 
the  service  of  a  George  Morris,  in  1715,  in  New  Jersey,  Third 
Company,  Col.  Thomas  Ffarmer's  Regiment.  This  was  probably 
the  George1  Morris  of  the  previous  article  in  the  Record. 

The  three  sons  of  this  George1  Morris's  son,  Isaac2  Morris, 
married  and  settled  in  New  York  City.  They  were  David,8  Abra- 
ham8 and  Jacob.3  The  line  of  David3  has  been  carried  down  one 
generation  in  the  previous  article  entitled  "  Notes  Concerning  the 
Morris  Family  of  English  Neighborhood,  N.  J.,  and  of  Tappan,  N. 
Y."  (N.  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog.  Record,  vol.  xlv,  p.  361).  All  three  of  these 
sons  of  Isaac2  Morris  were  firemen  in  New  York  in  1769,  1771  and 
1772  (Minutes  of  the  Common  Council,  vol.  vii);  and  David3  and 
Jacob8  served  as  firemen  during  the  Revolution,  in  1776,  at  least. 
{Calendar  of  N.  Y.  Historical  Manuscripts,  vol.  i,  p.  315.) 

Abraham8  Morris  married  Jan.  13,  1760,  Maria  Marschalk,  and 
their  children,  bapt.  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  New  York, 
were: — Catherine,*  1761;  Abraham,4  1762;  Isaac,4  May  26,  1765; 
Jacob,4  1768;  Peter,4  1770;  Maria,4  1773.  The  name  of  the  father, 
Abraham,8  does  not  seem  to  appear  in  New  York  on  the  records 
after  Revolutionary  times,  and  perhaps  he  returned  to  New  Jersey. 
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His  sons  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  however,  remained  in  New 
York,  and  Abraham4  and  Jacob4  had  children  and  grandchildren 
baptized  in  the  Dutch  Church.  If  it  were  not  for  the  old  Psalm 
Book,  now  in  possession  of  William  Robert  Stewart,  which  gives 
the  date  of  birth  of  the  children  of  Isaac,4  son  of  Jacob,8  and  the 
early  New  York  City  directories,  already  mentioned,  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  distinguish  these  two  families  one  from 
the  other.  It  will  be  noted  that  David3  did  not  repeat  the  Morris 
family  names.     His  sons  were  John,4  William  Henry4  and  David.4 

Abraham  A.4  Morris,  son  of  Abraham,8  married  Hannah  Van 
Imburgh.     There  is  no  marriage  on  record  in  New  York  for  his 
\  brother  Isaac,4  but  they  were  both  living,  in  1800,  at  55  Church 

street.    (N.  Y.  Directory,  1800.) 

Jacob8  Morris  (Isaac,3  George1),  married  Eleanor  Edwards, 
Jan.  9,  1765,  and  not  1764  as  given  in  the  N.  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog. 
Record,  vol.  xlv,  p.  361.  (N.  Y.  Marriages,  p.  272,  and  Dutch  Ref. 
Church  Marriages,  N.  Y.,  p.  219.)  There  is,  without  doubt,  an  error 
in  the  computation  of  the  date  of  birth  of  their  first  child  Isaac,  as 
given  in  the  Psalm  Book.  This  book  was  the  property  of  Eliza- 
beth Anderson  and  was  probably  presented*  to  her  in  1784,  and 
before  her  marriage.  It  is  not  a  Bible  as  stated  in  the  N.  Y.  Gen. 
and  Biog.  Record,  vol.  xlviii,  p.  76,  but  is  entitled  The  Psalms  oj 
David,  with  the  Ten  Commandments,  Creed,  Lords  Prayer  [etc.]. 
For  the  use  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of  the  City  of 
New  York.  Printed  by  James  Parker  at  the  New  Printing  Office  in 
Beaver  Street  MDCCLXVII.  On  the  first  fly  leaf  is  written  in  a 
beautiful  handwriting,  "Elizabeth  Anderson.  Her  Book,  Anno 
Domini  1784,  Oct.  20th."  Above  this  (which  occupies  three  lines) 
is  written  in  another  hand,  and  smaller,  fitting  in  between  the 
large  E  and  A,  "  Isaac  Morris."  On  another  fly  leaf,  in  another 
writing,  is  entered,  "Elizabeth  Anderson,  New  York."  This  last 
writing  seems  to  be  identical  with  the  earlier  entries  in  the  record, 
beginning  with  the  birth  of  Isaac4  Morris  (which  was  undoubtedly 
wrongly  computed  by  the  one  who  made  the  entries)  and  ending 
with  the  statement  "In  1794,  August  5th,  they  had  a  son  Born" 
"whose  name  was  Jacob.  Lived  to  a  good  age,"  is  added  in 
pencil,  in  what  looks  like,  to  her  descendants,  the  writing  of  the 
daughter  and  the  youngest  of  the  children  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth 
(Anderson)  Morris,  viz.  Maria  Elizabeth.  The  birth  of  this  Maria 
Elizabeth  was  apparently  entered  by  Mr.  William  R.  Stewart, 
and  he  thinks  it  was  done  at  the  instigation  of  his  mother.  The 
point  which  it  has  been  endeavored  to  make  clear,  is  that  the 
first  entry,  the  date  of  birth  of  Isaac  Morris,  oldest  son  of  Jacob 
and  Eleanor  Morris,  was  computed  wrongly,  being  in  December, 
the  last  month  of  the  year  1765,  and  not  1764  as  given  in  the 
Psalm  Book.     He  was  baptized  Oct.  5,  1766  (Church  Record). 

*  Elizabeth  Anderson  and  her  brother  John  [children  of  Nicholas  Ander- 
son] were  advanced  scholars  in  the  Dutch  Church  School  and  from  which  John 
Anderson  graduated.

VIDUAL, whether  a  member  of  the  Society  or  not. 

Those  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  thus  offered  should  apply 
to  the  Society  for  the  authorized  blank  form  on  which  to  record  the  pedigree  to 
be  submitted  for  examination  (enclosing  50  cents  in  payment  for  the  blank). 

Applicants  must  either  themselves,  or  with  the  assistance  of  professional 
genealogists,  fill  in  the  form  as  indicated  and  return  the  same  to  this  Society  for 
examination;  it  being  understood  that  the  regular  charges  made  by  this  Society 
are  for  examination  and  publication  of  the  pedigree,  and  do  not  include  genea- 
logical research  in  the  preparation  of  the  pedigree  itself. 

When  a  pedigree  is  submitted  for  examination  the  applicant  must  send  with 
it  a  preliminary  fee  of  $15.00.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  pedigree  and  this  preliminary 
fee,  the  pedigree  will  be  examined ;  and  if  approved,  it  will  be  subsequently  pub- 
lished, first  in  an  issue  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record,  and  the  applicant  will  receive  2  copies  of  the  Record  containing  the  pedi- 
gree without  further  charge.  The  pedigree  will  thereafter  (when  a  sufficient 
number  have  accumulated)  be  published  in  a  volume  of  a  series,  one  volume 
of  which  has  already  been  issued  (see  Vol.  VI,  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society's  Collections)  ;  and  copies  of  this  volume  will  be  sold  to  those 
whose  pedigrees  are  contained  therein  at  the  special  price  of  $5.00  a  volume. 

Pedigrees  must  be  submitted  to  the  Society  in  form  complete  for  publication. 
If,  upon  examination  by  the  Society,  essential  facts  are  added  to  the  pedigree  by 
the  examiner,  a  nominal  fee,  not  to  exceed  $5.00,  will  be  charged  by  the  Society 
for  ascertaining  and  embodying  such  additional  information  in  the  pedigree. 

If  upon  examination  the  pedigree  is  found  to  be  essentially  inaccurate,  it  will 
not  be  approved  and  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant ;  and  the  preliminary  fee  will 
be  refunded,  less  a  charge  of  $10.00  for  expert  examination. 

If,  when  finally  examined,  approved  and  prepared  for  publication,  the  pedi- 
gree is  found  to  require  more  than  one  page  for  its  proper  presentation,  the  fee 
for  publishing  the  same,  as  above  explained,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  a  page 
(pages  to  be  similar  in  size  and  form  to  those  of  pedigrees  heretofore  published  in 
the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record, — see  issues  from 
April,  191 1,  to  date  of  this  issue),  but,  in  adjusting  the  final  charge,  credit  for  the 
payment  of  the  preliminary  fee  of  $15.00  will  be  given  to  the  applicant. 

For  the  benefit  of  applicants  desiring  extra  copies  of  their  pedigrees  for 
family  distribution,  editions  of  50  copies  of  such  pedigrees  will  be  supplied  on 
4-page  folders  of  linen  ledger  paper,  with  space  left  for  additional  notes,  for 
a  fee  of  $5.00. 

Individuals  desiring  their  pedigrees  prepared  for  examination,  approval 
and  later  publication  by  this  Society,  and  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  methods 
to  pursue  to  secure  the  necessary  information  to  establish  such  pedigrees,  or 
who  are  unable  to  devote  the  required  time  to  their  preparation, — are  invited 
to  address  this  Society  with  a  view  to  being  put  in  communication  with  a 
professional  genealogist  capable  of  establishing  and  submitting  them  (when 
established)  in  proper  form  to  this  Society  for  publication.

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SOCIETY  PROCEEDINGS. 


Regular  Meeting,  January  ioth,  1919. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8.40  P.  M.,  President  Bowen  in  the 
Chair. 

Mr.  Bowen  presented  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution  on  the  death 
of  our  late  Honorary  Member,  Theodore  Roosevelt: 

Whereas,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  was  born  in  New  York,  October  27, 
1858,  and  was  elected  in  1881  a  member  of  The  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Society  and  became  an  Honorary  Member  in  1902,  died  at  his 
home  on  Long  Island,  January  6,  1919.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity and  received  honorary  degrees  from  Yale,  Columbia,  The  University 
of  Chicago,  The  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  other  universities  in  the 
United  States  and  other  countries,  including  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  in  England.  His  books  on  American  History  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  scholars,  and  his  writings  on  travel,  hunting  and  politics  won  for  him 
a  world-wide  reputation.  As  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  New  York,  as  a 
Civil  Service  Commissioner,  as  President  of  the  Police  Board  of  New  York, 
as  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as  Governor  of  his  native  State,  as  Vice- 
President  and  President  of  the  United  States,  he  was  the  enemy  of  dishonesty, 
the  upholder  of  righteousness,  and  was  a  passionate  lover  of  his  country.  His 
death  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  his  own  country  and  to  the  whole  world. 

Be  it  Therefore  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  The  New  York  Genea- 
logical and  Biographical  Society  in  meeting  assembled  express  their  profound 
sorrow  at  the  death  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  their  heartfelt  sympathy  with 
each  and  every  member  of  his  family. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  Preamble  and  Resolution  be  for- 
warded to  the  family. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  P.  Gibson,  the  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  the  following  deaths  have  been 
recorded,  viz. : — 

Wilbur  Fenelon  Young,  Annual  Member,  died  April  2,  1918;  John  Cald- 
well Calhoun,  Life  Member,  died  Dec.  18,  1918,  in  his  seventy-sixth  year; 
William  Bruce-Brown,  Life  Member,  died  Dec.  21,  1918,  in  his  thirty-second 
year ;  Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Honorary  Member,  died  Jan.  6,  1919,  aged 
61  years. 

General  Asa  Bird  Gardiner  made  a  few  remarks  relative  to  the  late  John 
Caldwell  Calhoun. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  election  of  the  following  new  mem- 
bers, viz. : — 

Lieut.  William  M.  Clearwater,  Annual  Member,  Tuxedo  Park,  N.  Y.,  pro- 
posed by  John  R.  Totten;  Francis  Geurin  Lloyd,  Annual  Member,  19  East  44th 
Street,  City,  proposed  by  Clarence  W.  Bowen ;  Francis  Joseph  Arend,  Annual 
Member,  813  Fifth  Avenue,  City,  proposed  by  Clarence  W.  Bowen ;  Mrs. 
Joseph  Louis  Spofford,  Annual  Member,  Port  Chester,  N.  Y.,  proposed  by 
Clarence  W.  Bowen;  Everest  Beach  Kiersted,  Annual  Member,  45  Wall  Street, 
City,  proposed  by  John  R.  Totten. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  announced  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  on  Friday, 
February  14th,  and  stated  that  at  that  meeting  only  members  of  the  Society 
would  be  admitted. 

Also  that  an  Extra  Meeting  of  the  Society  would  be  held  on  the  afternoon 
of  Thursday,  February  6th,  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ernest  M.  Stires,  Rector  of 
St.  Thomas  Church,  New  York  City,  would  speak  and  Hon.  Chauncey  M. 
Depew  would  be  present  and  make  an  address. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  spoke  in  regard  to  the  meeting  of  the  representatives  of 
Patriotic  Societies  in  the  Library  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  the  State  of  New 
York  regarding  the  Schuyler  Mansion  and  mentioned  that  the  presentation  of 
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any  furniture  or  articles  of  historic  value  for  exhibition  in  the  Schuyler  Mansion, 
would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Committee  in  charge. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Isaac  N.  Mills,  Asso- 
cite  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Appellate  Division,  Second  Judicial  Depart- 
ment, Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  who  read  a  paper  entitled,  "A  Connecticut  Town 
in  the  Revolutionary  War." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Judge  Mills'  lecture  Mr.  Bowen  introduced  Major 
Louis  Livingston  Seaman,  M.D.,  who  made  a  short  address. 

General  Asa  Bird  Gardiner  moved  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to 
Judge  Mills  for  his  eloquent,  interesting  and  instructive  lecture,  requested 
that  a  copy  be  given  to  the  Society  for  its  archives,  and  made  a  few  remarks. 

Motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Milton  Gardner.    Carried. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  presented  the  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Major  Seaman  for 
his  very  interesting  address. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Library, 
where  the  members  and  their  guests  were  served  with  refreshments. 


Special  Meeting,  February  6th,  1010. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  4.00  P.  M.,  President  Bowen  in  the  Chair. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  election  of  the  following  new 
members : 

J.  Edward  Calhoun,  Annual  Member,  11  Broadway,  City,  proposed  by 
Clarence  W.  Bowen ;  Frederic  Emery  Pierce,  Annual  Member,  35  Nassau

Member,  332  West  87th  Street,  City,  proposed  by  Clarence  W.  Bowen. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  reported  that  the  following  names  had  been 
restored  to  the  membership  roll: 

Major  Louis  Livingston  Seaman,  M.D.,  Fanning  C.  T.  Beck,  Howard  Stelle 
Fitz  Randolph. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  introduced  Rev.  Ernest  Milmore  Stires,  D.D.,  L.H.D., 
who  addressed  the  Society  on  the  subject,  "The  Next  Victory." 

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Stires'  address  Mr.  Bowen  introduced  Hon.  Chauncey 
M.  Depew,  who  also  addressed  the  Society. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Depew's  address  Mr.  Bowen  introduced  Mr.  Andrew 
Dickson  Patterson,  of  Montreal,  Canada,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Society  of  Art  and  is  a  well-known  Canadian  artist,  who  read  a 
poem.  His  address  in  this  city  is  in  care  of  Mrs.  Hudgins,  390  Wadsworth 
Avenue. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  announced  that  the  Society  had  just  received  from  Mr. 
Samuel  Putnam  Avery,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  a  donation  of  $20,000.00  in  bonds 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Fund  for  the  Society.  The  income  from  this 
fund  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  "portraits,  views,  surveys,  records,  manu- 
scripts, autograph  letters,  etc."  Mr.  Avery's  handsome  donation  will  aid  the 
Society  to  gather  a  collection  which  in  time  will  become  a  prototype  amongst 
the  notable  collections  of  this  city.  This  may  be  said  to  be  the  birthday  of  this 
collection  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  patrons  of  art  may  be  inclined  to 
contribute  towards  the  enlargement  of  this  fund,  and  also  to  add  to  the  col- 
lection by  the  donation  of  portraits,  etchings,  engravings  and  other  relics  of 
biographical,  genealogical  and  of  family-historical  interest,  and  thus  at  its 
birth  give  the  necessary  stimulus  toward  the  growth  of  the  collection. 

Mr.  Bowen  then  offered  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Dr.  Stires  and 
Mr.  Depew  for  most  interesting  addresses,  which  were  attended  by  a  record 
audience  for  our  meetings. 


Forty-Eighth  Annual  Meeting,  February  14TH,  1919. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8.30  P.  M.,  President  Bowen  in  the  Chair. 
Present:  Messrs.  Bowen,  Chester,  Coney,  Gibson,  Kissam,  Maynard,  Mead, 
Merritt,  Righter,  Sherman,  Totten,  Vosburgh  and  Miss  C.  L.  Livingston. 
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On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Library,  where  the  members  and 
their  guests  were  served  with  refreshments. 

Regrets  were  received  from  Messrs.  Quinby  and  Drowne. 

Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  February  8th,  1918,  were  read  and 
approved. 

Captain  Totten  moved  that  a  Committee  of  one  be  appointed  to  examine 
the  proxies.    Motion  duly  carried  and  Mr.  Maynard  was  appointed. 

The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Chester,  Coney  and  Mead  as  Tellers  of 
Election. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Capt.  John  R.  Totten,  made  a 
verbal  report.  He  spoke  of  the  Samuel  Putnam  Avery  Art  Fund,  the  grow- 
ing needs  of  the  Society  and  the  causes  for  raising  the  dues  and  the  response 
received  from  the  members.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  general  appeal 
that  had  been  sent  out,  entitled,  "Forceful  Facts,"  and  asked  that  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  would  bring  in  a  new  member. 

On  behalf  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Hopper  Striker  Mott,  who  was  unavoid- 
ably absent,  Captain  Totten  presented  his  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached 
to  the  Minutes  of  this  meeting.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  only  32 
per  cent,  of  the  Society's  income  was  derived  from  dues,  and  that  68  per  cent 
was  raised  by  its  business  management. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Henry  Russell  Drowne,  was 
read  as  follows : 

Our  membership  now  consists  of  6  Honorary,  167  Life  and  398  Annual 
Members,  making  a  total  of  571,  and  in  addition  thereto  we  have  57  Corre- 
sponding Members. 

The  additions  to  the  Roll  for  1918  consisted  of  1  Honorary,  4  Life  and  30 
Annual  Members. 

The  lapses  in  membership  were:  19  died,  16  resigned  and  2  dropped. 

Eight  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  held  during  the  year.  Seven 
meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  and  Committees  took  place  on  February 
12,  1918. 

Mr.  Robert  Hendre  Kelby  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Society. 

Article  V,  Section  1,  of  the  By-Laws  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  Entrance  Fee  of  Annual  Members  shall  be  Five  Dollars,  payable  on 
notice  of  election,  and  also  Fifteen  Dollars  Annual  Dues  for  the  Current 
Year.  The  Annual  Dues  shall  be  Fifteen  Dollars,  payable  in  advance  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year.  Each  annual  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  regular  issue  of  The  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record 
without  charge  after  the  payment  of  the  annual  dues  for  the  current  year." 

"An  Annual  Member  in  arrears  for  dues  for  six  months  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Society  unless  the  Board  of  Trustees  otherwise  directs." 

The  Library  Permanent  Fund  received  a  substantial  addition  of  $250.00 
from  our  First  Vice-President,  William  Isaac  Walker,  and  now  has  upwards 
of  $3,250.00. 

Our  fellow  member,  Samuel  Putnam  Avery,  has  presented  to  the  Society 
bonds  of  the  face  value  of  $20,000.00  and  at  present  worth  upwards  of 
$15,000.00  at  par  value,  to  establish  an  Art  Fund.  In  the  acceptance  of  this 
generous  gift  Mr.  Avery  has  now  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

The  new  East  58th  Street  property  is  now  free  and  clear  and  the  Building 
Fund  consists  of  $7,066.66. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Librarian,  Mr.  Hatfield,  Captain  Totten  presented  the 
following  report : 

That  65  genealogies,  120  histories.  70  manuscripts  and  85  miscellaneous 
books,  a  total  of  340,  had  been  added  during  the  year;  also  251  pamphlets. 
That  there  was  now  in  the  Library  approximately  11,363  volumes.  The 
Library  attendance  was  741  members  and  360  visitors,  total  1,101. 

Mr.  Royden  Woodward  Vosburgh,  as  Historian  and  Archivist,  reported 
the  receipt  of  interesting  items  and  articles  for  The  Record  from  Correspond- 
ing Member  Mr.  A.  J.  F.  van  Laer;  that  during  the  year  the  records  of  eleven 
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churches  had  been  transcribed,  amounting  to  2,466  pages,  and  read  the  names 
of  the  churches  material  was  derived  from. 

Mr.  Henry  Snyder  Kissam,  Necrologist,  submitted  his  report  of  members 
of  all  classes  deceased  during  the  year,  which  will  be  found  printed  in  full 
in  another  section  of  this  issue  of  the  Record. 

The  Publication  Committee,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Mott, 
was  represented  by  Captain  Totten,  who  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  The 
Record  spoke  for  itself  and  was  in  a  very  nourishing  condition. 

Major  John  Ross  Delafield,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Heraldry,  was 
absent,  but  it  was  stated  that  an  article  by  him  was  now  in  preparation  for 
The  Record. 

Mr.  Henry  Pierson  Gibson,  Registrar  of  Pedigrees,  reported  the  receipt 
of  five  Pedigrees  during  the  year. 

Captain  Totten  moved  that  the  President  of  the  Society  be  appointed  a 
Committee  to  draw  up  a  Resolution  of  Thanks  to  Mr.  Samuel  Putnam  Avery 
for  his  munificent  gift    Carried  unanimously. 

The  report  of  the  Tellers  being  next  in  order,  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Chester, 
announced  the  vote  cast  as  follows,  viz. : — 

231  Proxies,  11  Ballots, 
making  a  total  of  242  votes  for  the  regular  ticket. 

President  Bowen  made  a  brief  address,  expressing  regret  that  so  few  were 
present,  stating  that  the  new  building  site  could  not  be  duplicated  for 
$150,000.00  and  alluded  to  the  generosity  of  some  of  our  members  who  had 
contributed  to  help  meet  the  1918  expenses  of  the  Society,  the  splendid  gift 
from  Samuel  Putnam  Avery,  and  that  the  success  of  the  Society  was  largely 
due  to  the  hearty  interest  and  support  of  each  individual  member. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  on  motion,  duly  seconded, 
adjourned.

BOOK   REVIEWS.

It  also  solicits  the  donation  to  the  manuscript  collections 
of  its  library  of  any  and  all  manuscript  compilations  which  bear  upon  the  above  mentioned  topics. 

In  consideration  of  such  donations  the  works  so  presented  to  the  Society  will  be  at  once 
placed  upon  the  shelves  of  its  library  and  will  be  reviewed  in  the  next  subsequent  issue  of  The 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record,  each  donation  of  such  character, 
whether  in  printed  or  manuscript  form,  will  be  reviewed  under  the  head  of  "  Book  Notices  "  ana 
a  copy  of  The  Record  containing  the  review  will  be  sent  to  the  donor. 

The  Society  does  not  solicit  donations  of  publications  or  manuscripts  on  topics  foreign  to 
the  above  mentioned  subjects,  as  its  library  is  specialized  and  cannot  accommodate  material 
which  does  not  bear  directly  upon  its  recognized  sphere  of  usefulness.

History  of  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  by  Benajmin  F.  Thompson,  3rd  Edition 
(1st  edition  published  in  1839;  2nd  edition  published  in  1843),  prepared  from 
the  Manuscript  of  the  author  which  was  nearly  ready  for  publication  at  his 
death  in  1849,  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  Charles  J.  Werner,  a  member 
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of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  and  of  the  Long 
Island  Historical  Society,  and  a  close  student  of  Long  Island  History.  Pub- 
lished by  Robert  H.  Dodd,  of  No.  449  Fourth  Avenue,  New  York  City.  The 
work  is  issued  in  two  styles. 

A  Large  Paper  edition  in  4  volumes,  8vo,  consisting  of  135  copies  printed 
from  type  on  French  hand-made  paper  and  containing  a  photogravure  repro- 
duction of  an  oil  portrait  of  Thompson,  3  colored  frontispieces,  42  black  and 
white,  full-page  and  double-page  illustrations,  2  maps  and  complete  index; 
pages  1,864. 

A  Small  Paper  edition  in  3  volumes,  8vo,  consisting  of  600  copies  printed 
from  type  on  a  fine  quality  of  rag  paper  with  deckle  edges,  and  containing  a 
photogravure  frontispiece,  19  full-page  illustrations,  2  maps  and  complete 
index;  pages  1,864. 

After  printing  both  editions  the  type  was  distributed. 

Prices :  Large  Paper  edition,  4  vols.,  8vo,  cloth,  gilt  tops,  uncut,  $50.00. 

Small  Paper  edition,  3  vols.,  8vo,  cloth,  gilt  tops,  uncut,  $18.00. 

Since  publication,  the  entire  remainder  of  both  of  the  above  editions 
have  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  firm  of  Thorns  and  Eron,  No.  50  John 
Street,  New  York  City,  from  whom  alone  the  work  can  now  be  obtained. 
A  special  discount  of  25  per  cent  is  allowed  to  libraries. 

This  third  and  enlarged  edition  of  Benjamin  F.  Thompson's  well-known 
standard  history  of  Long  Island  is  now  published.  The  manuscript  for  this 
third  edition  was  ready  for  the  press  at  the  time  of  the  author's  death,  on 
March  21,  1849.  Since  then  it  has  remained  in  the  possession  of  the  Thomp- 
son family  at  Hempstead,  L.  I.,  home  of  the  author. 

The  history  has  been  edited  by  Charles  J.  Werner,  a  resident  of  Hunting- 
ton, L.  I.  Mr.  Werner  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  Long  Island  his- 
torical matters,  and  obtained  the  manuscript  from  Miss  Julia  H.  Thompson, 
of  Hempstead,  a  direct  descendant  of  the  author,  who  has  supplied  many  in- 
teresting items  concerning  his  life.  The  work  was  published  by  Robert  H. 
Dodd,  of  449  4th  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

The  first  and  second  editions  were  published  in  1839  and  1843,  and  from 
that  day  the  work  has  been  regarded  as  the  foremost  authority  upon  the  sub- 
ject. Copies  of  the  original  work  in  either  the  first  or  second  editions  are 
very  scarce  and  bring  as  high  a  price  as  $40.00  a  set.  All  present-day  authors 
who  touch  upon  Long  Island  matters  refer  to  Thompson  frequently. 

The  manuscript  contained  a  great  deal  of  valuable  and  interesting  matter 
upon  all  phases  of  Long  Island's  history  never  before  published  and  not  con- 
tained in  former  editions.  This  includes  information  concerning  the  geological 
and  natural  history  of  the  island,  the  Indian  inhabitants,  together  with  infor- 
mation concerning  different  tribes  and  the  relation  of  their  names  to  present- 
day  localities.  Also  details  of  the  first  English  and  Dutch  settlements  and  the 
rise  and  growth  of  the  several  towns  and  of  Brooklyn  city;  annals  of  the 
Revolutionary  War ;  growth  of  the  Island ;  the  Island's  famous  men  and  their 
lives  and  achievements,  and  a  variety  of  other  interesting  matter. 

Mr.  Werner,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Huntington  Historical  Society,  the 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  and  the  Long  Island  His- 
torical Society,  has  included  from  his  own  pen.  an  introduction  and  bio- 
graphical sketch  of  the  author.  Many  reproductions  of  rare  Long  Island 
prints  and  engravings  from  Mr.  Werner's  valuable  collection,  are  incorporated 
in  the  work. 

Mr.  Werner  felt  that  the  publication  of  this  manuscript  would  interest  a 
large  circle  of  readers  as,  in  addition  to  matters  of  general  interest,  it  con- 
tains complete  genealogical  records  of  the  principal  Long  Island  families, 
including  Wood,  Hicks,  Townsend,  Cocks,  Conklin,  Riker,  Hewlett,  Horton, 
Willets,  Willis,  Bergen,  Vanderveer,  VanBrunt,  Voorhees,  Hedges,  Smith, 
Nicoll,  Floyd,  Strong,  Thompson,  Brush,  Sammis,  Raynor,  Tuthill,  and  many 
others.  It  also  contains  particulars  concerning  the  different  churches  upon  the 
Island  and  their  respective  pastors. 

Benjamin  F.  Thompson,  besides  being  the  author  of  the  history,  was  one 
of  the  most  prominent  and  respected  Long  Islanders  of  his  time.  He  enjoyed 
the  friendship  and  esteem  of  many  learned  men  of  his  period.    In  early  life 
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he  practised  medicine,  and  later  embraced  the  legal  profession,  in  both  of 
which  he  left  an  enviable  reputation.  He  was  surgeon  of  Col.  James  Davis' 
regiment  of  Brookhaven  Militia  during  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Legislature  in  1813.  He  considered  the  manuscript  of  the  im- 
proved and  enlarged  edition  of  the  history  as  his  life  work,  and  the  publica- 
tion of  it  will  be  a  fitting  memorial  to  the  man  and  his  accomplishments. 

The  name  index  is  in  the  3rd  volume  and  is  extensive ;  but  we  are  disap- 
pointed that  this  index  gives  only  the  surnames  of  individuals  mentioned;  it 
would  have  been  much  more  satisfactory,  in  a  work  of  this  importance,  to 
have  indexed  it  both  with  reference  to  the  baptismal  names  and  surnames. 
Indexes  in  works  of  reference  are  the  test  of  their  value  to  searchers,  the 
better  the  index  the  more  valuable  the  work. 

All  genealogical  and  biographical  and  historical  libraries  are  emphatically 
advised  to  secure  a  set  of  this  work.

The  "  single  "  Registers  consist  of  17  leaves  (34  pages),  and  when  filled  in  will  give  all  of  the 
ancestors  of  the  individual  in  all  ramifications  for  9  generations,  arranged  so  that  the  family  name 
of  each  of  the  16  great-great-grandparents  of  the  individual  occupies  a  full  page.  Family  names 
appear  on  the  marginal  index,  which  is  formed  by  the  indentation  of  each  leaf.  The  back  of  each 
leaf  is  arranged  for  special  memoranda  concerning  the  correspondingly  numbered  individual  on 
the  front  of  same  leaf. 

The  "double"  Registers  are  practically  two  "single"  Registers  combined,  consisting  of 
34  leaves  (68  pages).  The  object  being  to  permit  the  individual  to  devote  the  first  half  of  the 
Register  to  the  registration  of  the  complete  record  of  his  male  line  of  ascent;  the  second  half  for  a 
like  registration  of  his  female  line  of  ascent.  The  "double"  Register  therefore  provides  for  the 
registration  of  10  full  generations  in  both  the  male  and  female  lines.

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EDWARD   DOUBLEDAY   HARRIS. 


By  Hopper  Striker  Mott. 


The  subject  of  this  biography,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Yonkers, 
New  York,  on  March  2,  1919,  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  Sep- 
tember 20,  1839.  He  was  the  fifth  son  of  Catherine  (Holbrook) 
and  Dr.  Thaddeus  William  Harris,  for  twenty-five  years  librarian 
of  Harvard  College,  and  known  in  the  scientific  world  of  Europe 
and  America  as  the  eminent  "  American  Entomologist." 

Mr.  Harris  was  an  architect  by  profession,  of  the  firm  of  Ryder 
and  Harris,  of  Boston.  After  some  years  of  successful  practice 
in  that  city,  he  went  to  New  York  as  the  private  architect  of  the  late 
Alexander  T.  Stewart,  taking  charge  of  the  real  estate  improvements 
for  Mr.  Stewart,  and  later  for  Judge  Henry  Hilton,  legal  advisor  of 
Mr.  Stewart.  Mr.  Harris  planned  and  supervised  the  construction 
of  Woodlawn,  Judge  Hilton's  Saratoga  estate,  now  the  property  of 
George  W.  Loft.  He  remodelled  those  other  Saratoga  landmarks, 
the  Grand  Union  Hotel  and  the  Windsor  Hotel,  and  in  New  York, 
the  Woman's  Hotel,  now  the  Park  Avenue.  He  also  designed  St. 
Paul's  School  for  Boys,  and  St.  Mary's  School  for  Girls,  at  Garden 
City,  Long  Island.  The  Garden  City  Cathedral,  erected  by  Mrs. 
Stewart  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  although  begun  by  another 
architect,  was  completed  by  Mr.  Harris.  Not  alone  the  professional 
employee  of  Mr.  Stewart  and  Judge  Hilton,  Mr.  Harris  was  also 
their  trusted  friend,  and  upon  the  death  of  Judge  Hilton,  was  ap- 
pointed with  Judge  Horace  Russell,  executor  and  trustee  of  the  large 
Hilton  estate.  After  Judge  Russell's  death  in  19 12,  Mr.  Harris 
for  several  years  managed  the  estate  alone,  which  was  an  arduous 
task,  with  its  many  complications  and  difficulties.  Later  the  Central 
Trust  Co.  of  New  York,  acted  with  him  as  co-executor  and  trustee. 
The  first  five  years  of  Mr.  Harris'  connection  with  Mr.  Stewart  were 
spent  in  Saratoga;  the  last  thirty-five  years  of  his  life  he  made  his 
home  in  Yonkers,  with  his  business  office  in  the  Stewart  Building, 
New  York  City. 

While  still  very  young,  his  record  of  the  Vassall  family  placed 
him  at  once  as  a  competent  and  exact  genealogist.    During  his  very 
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busy  life,  genealogy  became  his  relaxation,  and  he  accomplished  a 
vast  amount  of  valuable  research.  As  a  boy,  often  the  companion 
of  his  gifted  father,  he  became  interested  in  entomology,  to  which  in 
late  years  he  devoted  much  attention,  attaining  considerable  reputa- 
tion in  that  science.  He  specialized  in  cicandelae^  and  his  collection 
of  these  beetles  is  probably  the  most  complete  in  America,  if  not  in 
the  world. 

Possessed  of  great  executive  ability,  wonderful  vitality  and  a 
clear,  alert  mind,  his  power  of  accomplishing  work  was  very  great ; 
while  his  reputation  as  a  high-minded,  honorable  gentleman,  was  well 
deserved.  His  kindness  and  generosity  were  proverbial — many 
will  miss  him.  As  a  companion  he  was  most  charming,  unaffected, 
genial,  interesting,  and  full  of  humor.  Always  sympathetic,  he  was 
yet  never  blind  to  the  justice  of  a  cause.  To  know  him  was  to  love 
him  and  to  admit  that  his  was  a  rare  personality. 

Mr.  Harris  was  of  distinguished  ancestry.  His  paternal  grand- 
father, Rev.  Thaddeus  Mason  Harris,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First 
Parish  Church  of  Dorchester  for  forty  years,  graduate  of  Harvard 
College  and  overseer  of  that  college  for  many  years,  was  a  man  of 
great  learning,  fervent  piety  and  liberal  mind.  His  wit  and  humor 
were  as  proverbial  as  his  tenderness  and  sympathy.  His  maternal 
grandfather,  Dr.  Amos  Holbrook  of  Milton,  was  a  skilled  physician 
and  surgeon,  whose  reputation  as  the  "beloved  physician"  is  still  in 
remembrance.  Mr.  Harris  is  said  to  have  strongly  resembled  this 
grandfather.  From  his  father  and  mother  he  was  descended  from 
the  first  two  Ruling  Elders  of  the  First  Church  in  Boston,  Thomas 
Oliver  and  Thomas  Leverett.  Thomas  Oliver  arrived  in  Boston  from 
England,  June  5,  1632,  ordained  Ruling  Elder,  November  22,  1632. 
He  was  a  man  who  was  held  in  high  esteem  and  who  served  on  many 
important  commissions  in  the  colony.  Thomas  Leverett,  Alderman 
of  Old  Boston,  England,  arrived  in  Boston,  New  England,  Septem- 
ber 4,  1633,  on  ship  Griffin,  in  company  with  Rev.  John  Cotton  and 
others ;  ordained  Ruling  Elder  of  the  First  Church  of  Boston, 
October,  1633.  Of  Leverett's  family  it  has  been  said:  "They  gave 
to  New  England  the  best  elder  of  her  church ;  the  most  popular 
governor  of  her  colony,  and  the  most  useful  president  of  her  college." 
Mr.  Harris  was  also  descendant  of  Thomas  Stanton,  the  great 
Indian  interpreter;  and  strange  as  it  may  seem  for  so  peaceable  a 
man,  of  Captain  Samuel  Mosely,  the  renowned  Indian  fighter. 

Mr.  Harris  was  a  life  member  of  the  American  Museum  of  Nat- 
ural History,  a  member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  and  Vice-President  of  the  New  York  Entomolog- 
ical Society.  His  contributions  to  scientific  periodicals  and  genea- 
logical literature  were  many  and  valuable,  among  the  latter  being: 
New  England  Ancestors  of  Katherine  B.  and  William  Cary  Harris; 
William  and  Anne  Robinson;  Royall  Genealogy;  Trott  Genealogy; 
Pond  Genealogy;  Bascom  Genealogy;  The  Descendants  of  Adam 
Mott.  He  was  long  a  member  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genea- 
logical Society,  and  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  of  which 
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latter  his  father  and  his  grandfather  had  been  members — his  grand- 
father having  been  elected  to  membership  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Society's  existence. 

Edward  Doubleday  Harris  is  survived  by  his  wife,  who  was 
Katherine  Brattle  Wheelock,  daughter  of  Col.  Hiram  Wheelock  and 
Catherine  Brattle  (Bascom)  Wheelock,  a  descendant  of  General 
Thomas  Brattle,  and  of  four  Colonial  governors :  Dudley,  Bradstreet, 
Saltonstall  and  Webster,  and  by  a  daughter,  Mrs.  William  Richard- 
son Wilson;  a  son,  William  Cary  Harris,  both  of  Yonkers,  and  by 
two  grandsons.

Moore's  Indexes  of  Southold,  N.  Y '.,  p.  71,  states  that  the  John 
Corey  who  married  Dorothy  Hobart,  was  John3  Corey  (Jacob,2 
John1)  ;  and  Miss  Lucy  D.  Akerly  in  the  N.  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog. 
Record,  Vol.  XXXII,  p.  32,  records  him  son  of  Jacob2  (John1)  ;  but 
Miss  Akerly's  notes  and  cross  references  indicate  that  she  was,  at 
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the  time  of  writing  (1901),  doubtful  as  to  the  parentage  of  this 
John3  Corey. 

The  will  of  John3  Corey  (No.  15),  dated  Dec.  26,  1753,  proved 
Aug.  24,  1754,  mentions  his  wife  Dorothy  and  children,  Abijah, 
John,  Elizabeth  Lawes  (or  Lewis),  Dorothea  Dickerson,  and  grand- 
children, Braddick  Corey  and  Mary  Wiggins.  This  will,  therefore, 
shows  that  John3  Corey's  (Abraham,2  John1)  wife  was  named  Doro- 
thy. Moore's  Indexes,  p.  73,  states  that  Abraham  Corey,  Jr.,  mar- 
ried Alice  (or  Ealce)  Braddick  in  1731  and  had  a  son,  Braddick 
Corey;  and  also  states  that  this  Abraham  Corey,  Jr.,  was  probably 
a  son  of  Abraham2  Corey  (John1).  The  will  of  John3  Corey  (No. 
15)  shows  that  Braddick3  Corey  was  his  grandson  and  it  is  evident 
that  he  was  son  of  Abraham4  Corey  (John,3  Abraham,2  John1).  This 
Abraham4  Corey  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  father  (John3 
Corey),  for  the  reason  that  he  was  (at  that  date,  Dec.  26,  1753) 
dead ;  but  his  son  Braddick5  Corey  is  mentioned,  this  Braddick  Corey 
got  his  name  from  his  mother's  father,  Captain  John  Braddick.  We 
know  of  but  one  John3  Corey  who  married  a  Dorothy : — and  there- 
fore all  these  facts  taken  into  consideration  together  prove  the  rec- 
ord of  John3  Corey,  No.  15)  as  given  above. 

Moore's  Indexes,  p.  73,  states  that  John3  Corey  (Abraham,* 
John1)  died  May  2,  1717,  and  Miss  Akerly  (N.  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog. 
Record,  Vol.  XXXI,  p.  229),  states  of  this  same  John3  Corey, — "he 
may  have  died  May  2,  1717,  or  he  may  have  married  Dorothy  Hobart 
and  died  in  1754."  It  appears  therefore  that  Miss  Akerly  did  not 
wholly  agree  with  Moore.  It  is  evident  from  all  authorities  that 
there  was  a  John  Corey,  son  of  an  Abraham  Corey  who  died  May 
2,  1717.  Who  was  he?  He  was  a  son  of  Abraham3  Corey  by  his 
wife  Mary  Paine.  Mary  (Paine)  Corey  is  not  recorded  as  having 
given  birth  to  any  children  subsequent  to  June  22,  1714,  when  she 
gave  birth  to  Margaret4  Corey  who  married  Willoughby  Lynde.  It 
is  my  belief  that  Mary  (Paine)  Corey  wife  of  Abraham3  Corey 
(Abraham,2  John1)  gave  birth  some  time  soon  previous  to  May  2, 
1717,  to  John4  Corey  who  died  soon  after  (or  at)  his  birth  on  May 
2,  17 1 7,  and  that  the  mother  Mary  (Paine)  Corey  died  seven  months 
and  19  days  thereafter  on  Dec.  21,  1717;  all  of  which  is  as  I  have 
recorded  it  in  Record  No.  13. 

It  cannot  be  positively  stated,  from  evidence  at  my  disposal,  who 
were  the  parents  of  Dorothy  Hobart  who  married  John3  Corey. 
However,  from  the  fact  that  Rev.  Joshua  Hobart  was  pastor  at 
Southold,  N.  Y.,  from  1674  till  1717,  we  might  be  led  to  the  belief 
that  he  was  her  father  and  that  her  mother  was  Mary  (Sunderland) 
Rainsford,  his  second  wife. 

Rev.  Joshua  Hobart  was  born  July  — ,  1629,  at  Hingham,  Eng- 
land, and  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  (Rev.  Peter  and 

( )  Hobart,  of  Hingham,  Mass.),  in  1635;  he  died  at  Southold, 

N.  Y.,  Feb.  28,  1716-17;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1650  and 
was  made  a  freeman  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  in  1653.  On  July  16,  1655, 
he  sailed  for  Barbadoes  and  soon  after  while  there  on  April  16, 
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1656,  he  married  Margaret  Vassal  (daughter  of  William  and  Ann 

( )  Vassal  of  the  Island  of  Barbadoes  and  formerly  of  Scituate, 

Mass.),  b. ,  1633,  m >  England;  d. ,  previous  to  July 

18,  1657,  at  Barbadoes ;  subsequent  to  his  wife's  death  he  returned 
to  Massachusetts,  where  on  July  18,  1657,  ne>  m  the  settlement  of 
his  father-in-law's  estate,  signed  a  deed  "in  behalf  of  his  late  wife." 
William  Vassal,  his  father-in-law,  died  in  1655.  While  authorities 
are  in  doubt  and  at  variance  on  the  matter,  yet,  considering  the 
short  time  his  first  wife  lived  after  marriage,  I  am  of  the  belief  that 
he  had  no  children  by  her.  He  soon  after  July  18,  1657,  sailed  for 
England  and  apparently  remained  there  until  1669  when  he  returned 
to  Boston  and  on  Jan.  16,  1671-2  (or  August  — ,  1674,  according  to 
Savage,  Vol.  Ill,  p.  503),  he  married  at  Boston  to  Mary  (Sunder- 
land) Rainsford  (daughter  of  John  and  Dorothy  ( )  Sunder- 
land of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  widow  of  Jonathan  Rainsford,  whom  she 
married  at  Boston,  Nov.  29,  1656,  and  who  was  baptized  at  Boston, 
Oct.  23,  1636,  and  who  died  at  Barbadoes,  March  11,  1671)  ;  she  was 
baptized  at  Boston,  April  16,  1643  (being  on  that  date  one  year  and 
six  weeks  old),  hence  she  was  born  about  March  5,  1642;  died  April 
19  (and  was  buried  April  20),  1698,  at  Southold,  N.  Y,  aged  56 
years,  I  month  and  7  days.  Rev.  Joshua  Hobart  was  ordained  pastor 
and  settled  at  Southold,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  7,  1674,  and  in  charge  there  un- 
til his  death.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  the  following  children, 
viz.:

These  are  all  of  the  children  ascribed  by  the  various  authorities 
to  Rev.  Joshua  Hobart  and  amongst  them  all  we  find  no  daughter 
Dorothy. 

Moore  in  his  Index,  p.  21,  suggests  that  Dorothy  Hobart,  who 
married  John3  Corey,  was  perliaps  a  daughter  of  Captain  Josiah 
Hobart  of  Southampton,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  who  was  born  in  1634  and 
died  in  171 1,  at  Easthampton,  N.  Y.,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age. 
Captain  Josiah  Hobart  was  a  brother  of  Rev.  Joshua  Hobart  of 
Southold.    Savage  (Vol.  II,  p.  435)  says  that  his  wife  was  named 

Mary ?    In  Vol.  Ill,  of  Easthampton  Town  Records,  on  May 

10,  171 1,  Mrs.  Ann  Hobart  chooses  land  in  behalf  of  her  "orphan 
sons"  which  would  make  it  appear  that  Captain  Josiah  Hobart's 
wife  at  time  of  death  was  named  Mary.  She  may  have  been  his 
second  wife  and  by  his  first  wife  Mary  he  may  have  had  a  daughter 
Dorothy  who  became  the  wife  of  John3  Corey. 
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Rev.  Gershom  Hobart  (brother  of  Rev.  Joshua  Hobart)  had  a 
daughter  Dorothy,  born  in  Boston,  Dec.  6,  1677,  and  who  died  in 
Groton,  Mass.,  June  10,  1686.  Savage  is  in  error  as  is  likewise  But- 
ler in  his  History  of  Groton  in  stating  that  Rev.  Gershom  Hobart 
had  a  daughter  Dorothy  Hobart  born  in  Groton,  June  10,  1686;  she 
was  not  born  but  died  in  Groton  on  that  date  (see  Groton  Historical 
Series,  Vol.  I,  No.  XIII,  p.  12). 

Positive  proof  of  the  parentage  of  Dorothy  Hobart,  wife  of  John3 
Corey  is  thus  to  me  not  proven.

In  that  will  she  is  called  Mary 
Youngs,  from  which  it  would  at  first  glance  appear  that  she  had 
married  a  Youngs,  or  else  that  on  account  of  the  fact  of  her  hus- 
band's death  some  years  previous,  after  but  a  short  married  life, 
her  father  still  called  her  by  her  maiden  surname.  At  all  events 
we  have  the  direct  evidence  that  on  June  13,  1755,  she  was  a  widow. 

What  records  have  we  of  a  Mary  Youngs  (born  about  1710) 
having  married  previous  to  June  13,  1755,  and  subsequent  to  1728 
.(assuming  her  to  have  been  at  least  18  years  old  at  marriage)  ? 

Moore's  huiex,  p.  137,  states  that  "Mary  Youngs  (daughter  of 
Judge  Joshua  and  Mary  (Mayhew)  Youngs)  married  probably 
Landon  (perhaps  Daniel)  in  1736." 

Moore's  Index,  p.  97,  states  that  "Daniel  Landon  married  Martha 
Youngs  in  1736." 

From  which  we  see  that  Moore  in  the  first  quotation  was  -in 
doubt,  and  that  in  the  second  quotation  he  positively  contradicts  the 
doubtful  suggestion  of  the  first.  In  fact,  as  will  be  shown  below, 
Mary  Youngs  (No.  30)  did  marry  a  Landon,  but  it  was  Samuel 
Landon,  and  he  was  her  second  husband. 

The  Salmon  Record,  p.  84,  states  that,  "Daniel  Landon  married 
Martha  Youngs  on  May  22,  1736." 

The  Salmon  Record,  p.  83,  states  that  "Caleb  Curtice  married 
Mary  Youngs  on  Nov.  21,  1734." 

Moore's  Index,  p.  74,  states  that  "Caleb  Curtice  (b. ,  1646 ;  d. 

March  18,  1730,  aged  84)  married  Dec.  I,  1670,  Elizabeth  Rider, 

and  amongst  other  children  had  a.  son  Caleb  Curtice,  b. ,  1679, 

who  married  (1)  Sarah  Whittier  in  1716,  and  married  (2)  Mary 
Youngs  in  1734." 

The  Youngs  Genealogy,  by  Selah  Youngs,  p.  85,  makes  no  men- 
tion of  the  marriage  of  Mary  Youngs  (daughter  of  Joshua  and  Mary 
(Mayhew)  Youngs)  either  to  Daniel  Landon  or  to  Caleb  Curtice, 
but  states  that  she  married  Samuel  Landon,  May  19,  1762  (when  she 
was  52  years  old),  and  by  omitting  all  mention  of  a  previous  mar- 
riage ignores  the  fact  of  her  being  a  widow  on  June  13,  1755. 

The  Salmon  Record,  p.  97,  states  that  "Justice  Samuel  Landon 
married  Mary  Yongs  on  May   19,  1762"   (still  calling  her  Mary 
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Yongs,  although  she  had  according  to  her  father's  will  been  pre- 
viously married  and  was  a  widow  on  June  13,  1755). 

The  Youngs  Genealogy,  by  Selah  Youngs,  p.  85,  quotes  the  will 
of  Mary  (Youngs)  Landon,  dated  March  21,  1799,  not  probated; 
and  this  will  proves  beyond  question  that  this  Mary  (Youngs) 
Landon  was  the  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Mary  (Mayhew)  Youngs. 

From  all  of  which  it  appears  to  me  that  Mary  Youngs  (No.  30) 
married  first  to  Caleb  Curtice  on  Nov.  21,  1734,  as  his  second  wife 
(his  first  wife  having  been  the  widow  Sarah  Whittier,  whom  he 
married  July  3,  1716  (see  Salmon,  p.  jj),  and  who  died  prior  to 
Nov.  21,  1734).  Caleb  Curtice,  the  first  husband  of  Mary  Youngs 
(No.  30),  died  prior  to  May  19,  1762  (probably  much  earlier  and 
certainly  earlier  than  June  13,  1755,  when  her  father  speaks  of  her 
in  his  will  as  a  widow),  when  she  became  the  second  wife  of  Justice 
Samuel  Landon  (his  first  wife  having  been  Bethiah  Tuttle,  who 
died  Aug.  30,  1761). 

It  is  upon  this  array  of  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  records  that  I 
construct  the  following  record  of  Mary4  Youngs  ^No.  30).  I  gather 
from  these  facts,  as  set  forth  above,  that,  if  my  surmise  is  correct, 
then  Mary4  Youngs'  marriage  to  Caleb  Curtice,  was  that  of  a  woman 
to  a  man  some  30  years  older  than  she  was  (he  being  55  years  old 
and  she  24  years  old) ,  and  that  the  marriage  was  followed  shortly  by 
his  death  (certainly  before  June  13,  1755).  She  Mary  (Youngs) 
Curtice,  a  widow,  went  back  to  live  with  her  father  and  possibly 
on  account  of  the  short  duration  of  her  married  life  with  Caleb 
Curtice,  she  soon  became  known  better  by  her  maiden  surname 
Youngs,  than  by  her  married  name  Curtice. 

All  of  this  is  offered  as  a  solution  of  the  question  as  to  who  was 
the  first  husband  of  Mary4  Youngs  (No.  30)  who  was  a  widow  on 
June  13,  1755,  and  who  married  beyond  a  doubt  (as  her  second 
husband)  on  May  19,  1762,  to  Justice  Samuel  Landon  (as  his  sec- 
ond wife).

Those  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  thus  offered  should  apply 
to  the  Society  for  the  authorized  blank  form  on  which  to  record  the  pedigree  to 
be  submitted  for  examination  (enclosing  50  cents  in  payment  for  the  blank). 

Applicants  must  either  themselves,  or  with  the  assistance  of  professional 
genealogists,  fill  in  the  form  as  indicated  and  return  the  same  to  this  Society  for 
examination;  it  being  understood  that  the  regular  charges  made  by  this  Society 
are  for  examination  and  publication  of  the  pedigree,  and  do  not  include  genea- 
logical research  in  the  preparation  of  the  pedigree  itself. 

When  a  pedigree  is  submitted  for  examination  the  applicant  must  send  with 
it  a  preliminary  fee  of  $15.00.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  pedigree  and  this  preliminary 
fee,  the  pedigree  will  be  examined ;  and  if  approved,  it  will  be  subsequently  pub- 
lished, first  in  an  issue  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record,  and  the  applicant  will  receive  2  copies  of  the  Record  containing  the  pedi- 
gree without  further  charge.  The  pedigree  will  thereafter  (when  a  sufficient 
number  have  accumulated)  be  published  in  a  volume  of  a  series,  one  volume 
of  which  has  already  been  issued  (see  Vol.  VI,  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society's  Collections) ;  and  copies  of  this  volume  will  be  sold  to  those 
whose  pedigrees  are  contained  therein  at  the  special  price  of  $5.00  a  volume. 

Pedigrees  must  be  submitted  to  the  Society  in  form  complete  for  publication. 
If,  upon  examination  by  the  Society,  essential  facts  are  added  to  the  pedigree  by 
the  examiner,  a  nominal  fee,  not  to  exceed  $10.00,  will  be  charged  by  the  Society 
for  ascertaining  and  embodying  such  additional  information  in  the  pedigree.

Res.  He  came  to  this  country  in  1646-7  from  St.  Edmund's  Bury  (or  Bury  St.  Edmund's),  Co.  Suffolk,  Eng.;  he  purchased  land 
in  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1647,  and  again  in  1649.  On  Dec.  31,  1649  (or  1650),  he  sold  his  land  in  Milford  and  removed  to 
Fairfield,  in  which  town  he  first  bought  land  in  1652.  He  was  a  Town  Clerk  in  Fairfield  and  served  as  a  Judge  of  the 
"sea-side"  courts.  In  1657  he  was  made  an  Assistant  and  was  also  appointed  as  a  Magistrate  by  the  General  Assembly. 
He,  with  Governor  Winthrop  and  others  (19  in  all),  joined  in  the  petition  to  Charles  If  of  England  to  grant  the  Charter 
to  Connecticut  and  he  was,named  an  Assistant  to  the  Governor  in  that  new  Charter  which  was  granted  in  1662.  So  he 
was  an  Assistant  under  the  old  and  new  charters  from  1657  until  his  death  in  1693-4.  The  fact  that  he  was  named  an 
Assistant  in  the  Charter  of  Charles  II  is  ample  proof  of  his  standing  in  the  Colony.  No  gentleman  would  have  been 
called  upon  to  sign  the  petition  for  the  Charter,  and  none  would  have  been  named  an  Assistant  in  the  New  Charter, 
but  one  who  had  maintained  a  high  reputation  in  England  before  coming  to  this  country.  In  1664  he  was  made 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military  forces  in  Fairfield  County  to  provide  against  attack  by  the  Dutch.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  War  in  1665  and  was  made  a  Major  in  1673  and  commanded  the  Fairfield  troops  in  war 
against  the  Indians  in  1675.  In  1684  he  was  one  of  a  committee  of  five  sent  from  Connecticut  to  New  York  to  con- 
gratulate Governor  Dongan  on  bis  arrival  in  New  York  and  to  settle  the  boundary  dispute  between  New  York  and 
Connecticut.  He  made  his  will  on  March  1, 1693-4,  and  died  at  Fairfield,  March  4, 1693-4,  3  days  after  making  his  will. 
His  death  is  thus  recorded  in  the  Town  Records  of  Fairfield:—"  Major  Nathan  Gold  departed  this  life  into  the  mansions 
of  rest  on  the  Day  of  Rest,  on  the  Sabbath,  it  being  the  4th  of  March,  1693-4."  Almost  from  the  moment  of  his  arrival 
in  Fairfield  for  nearly  40  years  he  had  been  a  leader  in  political,  military  and  ecclesiastical  affairs  of  the  town  and 
colony.  No  man  in  the  country  was  more  respected  or  honored  than  he,,and  none  in  New  England  stood  higher  in  the 
esteem  of  the  Lords  of  the  Council  Chamber  at  Whitehall.  In  his  will  he  mentions  his  only  son  Nathan,  his  daughters 
Sarah  (wife  of  John  Thompson  of  Fairfield);  Deborah  (wife  of  George  Clark  of  Milford);  Abigail  (wife  of  Jonathan 
Selleck  of  Stamford),  and  Martha  (widow  of  John  Selleck).  The  will  does  not  mention  an  elder  daughter  who  m.  Dr. 
Josiah  Harvey  of  Fairfield,  as  she  d.  childless  before  her  father's  death.  No  mention  is  made  of  his  wife  who  also  d. 
before  him.  Schenck's  History  of  Fairfield,  vol.  i,  p.  370,  states:  "  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not  known."  If  he 
was  m.  previous  to  his  marriage  to  the  widow  of  Edmund  Harvey  there  is  at  present  no  evidence  of  the  fact;  and  his 
wife  Martha  ( )  Harvey-Gold  was  certainly  the  mother  of  his  children.

1772,  entered  on  a  career  in  the  public  service  of  the  State  as  a  representative  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  served  ii 
the  same  capacity  in  fourteen  later  sessions  between  1773  and  1784,  Meantime  he  was  made  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  ii 
May,  1773,  and  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court  for  the  District  of  Fairfield,  Oct.,  1775.  In  1785  he  was  chosen  as  a  delegate 
to  the  Congress  of  the  Confederation  and  served  for  two  years.  In  1786  he  was  also  elected  as  one  of  the  Upper  Housi 
of  the  State  Legislature,  and  served  until  1789,  when  he  was  sent  again  to  Congress — the  first  United  States  Congress 
On  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  in  1793,  he  took  a  place  on  the  Superior  Court  bench  in  Connecticut,  to  whict 
he  had  been  appointed  in  Oct.,  1792,  and  which  he  retained  until  1805,  when  his  infirmities  compelled  him  to  resign. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  Convention  which  ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Stated  in  1788;  am 
a  Presidential  elector  in  1797  and  1805.    He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  Yale  College  in  1806 

The  latter  portion  of  his  life  was  spent  in  retirement  on  his  farm  in  Fairfield,  where  he  died  suddenly  on  Oct.  4 
1819,  in  his  80th  year.  In  both  private  and  public  life  be  sustained  a  character  of  eminent  excellence,  Tbe  inscriptioi 
on  his  gravestone  describes  him  as  "  Wise  and  prudent  as  a  Statesman,  inflexibly  upright  as  a  Judge,  a  faithful  friend 
an  affectionate  parent  and  above  all  an  exemplary  Christian."

Res.  Jonathan  Sturges  lived  in  Fairfield,  Conn.,  and  in  New  York  City.  He  was  a  merchant  and  philanthropist.  He  went  t 
New  York  City  in  1821  and  entered  the  service  of  R.  &  L.  Reed,  merchants,  in  Front  Street,  New  York  City,  in  182 
and  in  1828  became  a  partner,  the  firm  name  being  changed  to  Reed  &  Sturges.  So  it  remained  until  1843,  when  it  bi 
came  Sturges,  Bennett  &  Co.,  and  in  1865,  Sturges,  Arnold  &  Co.  In  1868  Mr.  Sturges  retired  from  active  busines 
having  long  been  regarded  as  the  leading  merchant  in  the  tea  and  coffee  trade.  He  was  a  promoter  of  many  importar 
undertakings.  As  one  of  the  founders  and  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York  City;  as  Director  an 
acting  President  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad;  as  one  of  the  proprietors  and  directors  of  the  New  York,  New  Have 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  he  was  widely  known  in  the  business  world,  and  was  held  in  high  regard.  Mr.  Sturge 
was  noted  for  his  outspoken  and  liberal  support  of  the  national  government  during  the  Civil  War,  and  took  an  activ 
part  in  the  establishment  of  the  Union  League  Club  in  the  City  of  New  York,  of  which  he  was  President  in  1863.  H 
was  also  active  in  establishing  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  When  the  Tweed  ring  in  that  city  was  broken  uj 
he  aided  in  the  good  work.  He  was  recognized  as  a  patron  of  art,  was  twice  elected  Vice-President  of  the  New  Yor 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  was  a  Founder  of  the  Century  Club  in  that  City.  Mr.  Sturges  was,  moreover,  a  Christiai 
full  of  zeal  and  of  benevolence.

William  Henry  Osborn  received  a  high  school  education  at  Salem,  Mass.,  and  then  entered  the  employ  of  a  Boston  East 
India  shipping  firm,  of  which  firm  he  was  made  a  partoer.  and  in  whose  interests  he  resided  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
eleven  years;  and  thereafter  in  1852,  returned  to  the  United  States.  He  assisted  in  placing  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road on  a  sound  financial  basis,  and  became  a  director  of  that  road  in  1854,  and  was  its  President  from  Dec.  1,  1855,  to 
July  11, 1875.  From  1875-1882  he  was  a  director  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad,  a  natural  southern 
outlet  for  the  Illinois  Central  road,  and  made  it  one  of  the  most  valuable  railroad  properties  in  the  United  States.  He 
visited  Europe  many  times  in  the  interests  of  his  railroads,  having  intimate  personal  association  with  Richard  Cobden, 
the  English  economist,  and  with  Sir  James  Caird  and  Sir  John  Rese,  who  had  invested  largely  in  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  in  1855.

On  March  3,  1636,  he,  with  Roger  Ludlow  and  six 
others,  was  appointed  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  to  govern  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  for  one  year  from 
that  date;  he  was  therefore  one  of  the  first  legislative  body  held  at  Newtown  (or  Hartford)  on  April  26,  1636.  In  163S 
he  was  appointed  with  Capt.  John  Mason  and  Mr.  Allen  to  treat  with  the  Indians  at  Agawam  (or  Springfield).  On 
June  4,  1639,  his  name  is  found  among  the  free  planters  at  the  gathering  of  the  Church  at  New  Haven.  At  the  General 
Court,  March  4,  1640.  Andrew  Ward  and  Robert  Coe  of  Wethersfield  were  appointed  to  treat  with  that  Court  relative 
to  the  plantation  of  Stamford  (or  Toquams)  which  had  about  that  time  been  purchased  by  the  town  of  Wethersfield. 
On  March  26,  1640,  he  was  appointed  Constable  of  Stamford.  At  the  General  Court,  Oct.  27,  1641,  he  with  Francis  Bell 
represented  Stamford  and  New  Haven  at  that  Court,  and  they  were  admitted  as  freeman.  At  the  General  Court, 
April  5,  1643,  he  wrote  a  letter  in  the  name  of  the  freeholders  of  Stamford  introducing  John  Underhill  and  Richard 
Gildersleeve  as  representatives  of  Stamford  at  that  Court,  and  at  that  same  Court  requested  that  a  Magistrate  be 
appointed  for  Stamford.  At  this  same  Court  Andrew  Ward  and  Robert  Coe  were  appointed  to  assist  at  the  next 
General  Court  of  Election  at  New  Haven.  In  1644  and  1646  he  was  elected  as  Deputy  from  Stamford,  He  is  said  to 
have  removed  to  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  for  a  time;  but  he  must  have  soon  returned  to  Connecticut  for  on 
Oct.  6, 1651,  at  a  General  Court  at  Hartford,  he  with  John  Banks  of  Fairfield,  Conn.,  were  appointed  to  settle  the  estate 
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of  Peter  Johnson  of  Fairfield.  At  this  same  Court  he  was  appointed  an  Assistant  "  to  join  with  the  Magistrates  for  th{ 
execution  of  Justice  in  the  towns  of  Connecticut  by  the  sea-side."  And  in  the  same  year  he  bought  land  in  Fairfield. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  important  and  influential  men  in  all  of  the  localities  with  which  he  was  identified.  His  will 
was  dated  June  3,  1659,  and  it  was  probated  in  Fairfield.  He  died  in  1665  leaving  a  wife  Esther  and  9  children.  In  his 
will  "drawn  by  his  own  hand."  he  being  "strong,  merry  and  well  both  in  mind  and  body,"  he  mentions  his  wife 
Esther,  son  John.  dau.  Sarah  (who  afterwards  became  the  wife  of  Nathaniel2  Burr);  dau.  Abigail,  sons  Andrew  and 
Samuel.  "  the  rest  of  his  children  having  received  their  full  portion,"  except  Edmund,  his  son  who  "  in  case  he  re 
turned  "  was  to  receive  £20.

Res.  Jonathan  Sturges  lived  in  Fairfield,  Conn.,  and  in  New  York  City.  He  was  a  merchant  and  philanthropist.  He  went  to 
New  York  City  in  1821  and  entered  the  service  of  R.  &  L.  Reed,  merchants,  in  Front  Street,  New  York  City,  in  1821, 
and  in  1828  became  a  partner,  the  firm  name  being  changed  to  Reed  &  Sturges.  So  it  remained  until  1843,  when  it  be- 
came Sturges,  Bennett  &  Co.,  and  in  1865,  Sturges,  Arnold  &  Co.  In  1868  Mr.  Sturges  retired  from  active  business 
having  long  been  regarded  as  the  leading  merchant  in  the  tea  and  coffee  trade.  He  was  a  promoter  of  many  important 
undertakings.  As  one  of  the  founders  and  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York  City;  as  Director  and 
acting  President  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad;  as  one  of  the  proprietors  and  directors  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  he  was  widely  known  in  the  business  world,  and  was  held  in  high  regard.  Mr.  Sturges 
was  noted  for  his  outspoken  and  liberal  support  of  the  national  government  during  the  Civil  War,  and  took  an  active 
part  in  the  establishment  of  the  Union  League  Club  in  the  City  of  New  York,  of  which  he  was  President  in  1863.  He 
was  also  active  in  establishing  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  When  the  Tweed  ring  in  that  city  was  broken  up, 
he  aided  in  the  good  work.  He  was  recognized  as  a  patron  of  art,  was  twice  elected  Vice-President  of  the  New  York 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  was  a  Founder  of  the  Century  Club  in  that  City.  Mr.  Sturges  was,  moreover,  a  Christian, 
full  of  zeal  and  of  benevolence.

Res.  William  Henry  Osborn  received  a  high  school  education  at  Salem,  Mass.,  and  then  entered  the  employ  of  a  Boston  East 
India  shipping  firm,  of  which  firm  he  was  made  a  partner,  and  in  whose  interests  he  resided  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
elevan  years;  and  thereafter  in  1852,  returned  to  the  United  States.  He  assisted  in  placing  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road on  a  sound  financial  basis,  and  became  a  director  of  that  road  in  1854,  and  was  its  President  from  Dec.  1,  1855,  to 
July  11, 1875.  From  1875-1882  he  was  a  director  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad,  a  natural  southern 
outlet  for  the  Illinois  Central  road,  and  made  it  one  of  the  most  valuable  railroad  properties  in  the  United  States.  He 
visited  Europe  many  times  in  the  interests  of  his  railroads,  having  intimate  personal  association  with  Richard  Cobden, 
the  English  economist,  and  with  Sir  James  Caird  and  Sir  John  Rese,  who  had  invested  largely  in  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  in  1855.  On  his  retirement  from  business  Mr.  Osborn  gave  much  of  his  time  and  means  to  charitable  in- 
stitutions, being  particularly  interested  in  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  and  in 
the  New  York  Training  School  for  Nurses  at  Bellevue  Hospital,  both  of  which  institutions  were  in  New  York  City. 
His  New  York  residence  was  No.  32  Park  Avenue  and  his  summer  home  was  at  Garrisons-on-Hudson,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
built  at  the  top  of  one  of  the  local  mountains  overlooking  the  Hudson  with  a  superb  view  past  West  Point  and  up  to 
Newburgh,  N.  Y.

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JOHN    CALDWELL   CALHOUN. 


Contributed  by  John  R.  Totten. 


Colonel  John  Caldwell  Calhoun,  soldier,  planter  and  financier, 
was  born  near  Demopolis,  Marengo  County,  Ala.,  July  9,  1843.  He 
was  a  son  of  Andrew  Pickens  and  Margaret  Maria  (Green)  Cal- 
houn, and  a  grandson  of  John  Caldwell  Calhoun,  the  statesman,  who 
was  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  1825-1829,  by  his  wife 
Floride  Calhoun,  who  was  a  daughter  of  John  Ewing  Calhoun,  the 
United  States  Senator.  His  maternal  grandfather  was  General  Duff 
Green,  who  in  turn  was  a  son  of  William  and  Ann  (Marshall) 
Green,  and  grandson  of  Duff  and  Ann  (Wilson)  Green,  and  great- 
grandson  of  Robert  Green,  the  first  of  the  line  in  America,  who  emi- 
grated to  Virginia  about  1717. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  educated  in  a  local  school,  Thalian 
Academy,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Kennedy,  for 
a  while  and  subsequently  at  the  South  Carolina  College,  where  his 
course  of  study  was  interrupted  by  the  Civil  War.  He  at  once 
joined  the  Confederate  Army  and  organized  a  troop  of  cavalry  of 
160  men,  which  troop  was  afterwards  incorporated  within  the  4th 
Regiment  of  South  Carolina  Cavalry,  under  Colonel  B.  H.  Rutledge. 
He  served  in  the  Confederate  Army  at  Fort  Sumter.  He  remained 
in  the  Confederate  Army  until  the  close  of  the  war.  After  the  sur- 
render of  General  Lee  he  retired  to  civil  life,  finding  his  home 
devastated  and  his  entire  family  fortune  swept  away ;  this  condition 
of  affairs,  his  father  having  also  died,  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon 
his  shoulders,  he  being  the  eldest  son  of  his  parents.  He,  with 
characteristic  energy,  courageously  adopted  the  life  of  a  planter, 
under  the  discouraging  conditions  of  the  reconstruction  period,  and 
by  virtue  of  indefatigable  industry  and  business  ability,  accumulated 
sufficient  to  discharge  all  obligations  against  his  father's  estate.  He 
provided  a  home  for  his  mother,  sister  and  brothers,  and  supplied 
the  necessary  funds  for  the  education  of  these  latter. 

In  1866,  he  established  a  co-partnership  with  James  R.  Powell, 
of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  for  the  purpose  of  colonizing  negroes  in  the 
Yazoo  Valley,  Mississippi,  and  to  work  plantation  lands  on  the  tenant 
farmer  co-operative  plan.  This  initial  enterprise  was  so  successful 
that  within  a  year  he  sold  out  his  interest  in  this  special  scheme  to 
his  partner  for  $10,000. 

He  then  went  to  Arkansas,  where  he  individually  renewed  his 
enterprises  along  these  same  lines,  but  on  a  much  larger  scale,  re- 
taining immediate  supervision  of  vast  plantations  and  at  the  same 
time  inaugurating  an  immigration  movement  of  over  5,000  negroes 
into  the  Mississippi  Valley  from  the  Carolinas,  Georgia  and  Ala- 
bama. For  fourteen  years  he  was  engaged  in  this  enterprise,  and 
thereby  established  the  first  real  efficient  assistance  to  the  negro  in 
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helping  him  to  the  status  of  a  freedman  and  a  citizen  and  a  land 
owner. 

In  1884,  he  disposed  of  his  plantation  interests  and  removed  to 
New  York  City,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  His 
marked  abilities  soon  brought  him  into  prominence  in  the  financial 
world.  In  1884,  he  brought  together  the  financial  combination  which 
secured  the  control  of  the  Richmond  Terminal  Railroad  properties, 
which  afterwards  absorbed  the  Richmond,  Danville  and  East  Tennes- 
see Railroad  systems.  He  at  the  same  time  engineered  the  movement 
which  gained  control  of  the  Central  Railroad  and  Banking  Company 
of  Georgia.  He  became  the  principal  owner  of  the  Baltimore  Coal 
Mining  and  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  controlling  the  coal 
fields  of  New  Brunswick,  and  of  which  company  he  was  president ; 
his  son,  at  one  time,  acting  as  managing  director  at  the  mines.  He 
was  president  of  the  Calhoun  Land  Company  and  the  Florence 
Plant  Company,  vice-president  and  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Central  Railroad  and  Banking  Company  of  Georgia ; 
Director  of  the  Richmond  and  West  Point  Terminal  Railroad  Com- 
pany; Richmond  and  Danville  Railroad  Company  and  the  Georgia 
Central  Railroad  Company.  He  was  appointed  delegate-at-large 
from  Arkansas  to  the  Cotton  Exposition  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  in  1883, 
and  to  the  New  Orleans,  La.,  Cotton  Exposition  in  1884.  He  was 
Vice-President,  in  1884,  of  the  Washington  Convention,  which 
memorialized  Congress  relative  to  the  improvement  of  the  Missis- 
sippi River  and  its  tributaries.  In  1897,  he  was  sent  as  a  special  rep- 
resentative of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  to  France,  com- 
memorating the  1 19th  Anniversary  of  the  Treaty  of  Alliance  between 
France  and  the  thirteen  original  States  of  our  present  Union.  He 
presided  over  the  first  meeting  which  organized  the  Southern  So- 
ciety of  New  York  City,  on  November  9,  1886,  and  was  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  1887-8,  and  President  in  1889.  He  was  Presi- 
dent of  Levee  Board  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  took  active  inter- 
est in  obtaining  appropriations  from  Congress  for  the  purpose  of 
building  up  and  maintaining  the  levees.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Manhattan,  Reform,  Lawyers,  Tilden  and  New  York  Clubs  of  New 
York  City,  and  of  the  Gate  City  Club  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  of  the 
Pilgrims  Club  of  London,  Eng.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  fol- 
lowing societies,  viz. :  Southern  Society,  Virginians,  The  Carolinians, 
New  York  Confederate  Veterans  Camp,  South  Carolina  Historical 
Society,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art,  and  of  the  Qariosophic  Literary  Society  of  South  Carolina 
(a  College  Club),  and  of  the  Pilgrims  Society  of  New  York  City, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars.  He  wa9 
a  Democrat  in  his  political,  and  an  Episcopalian  in  his  religious 
affiliations.  Col.  Calhoun  died  at  his  home,  200  West  58th  Street, 
New  York  City,  December  18,  1918,  in  his  76th  year. 

He  married  on  December  8,  1870,  Linnie  Adams,  of  Lexington, 
Ky.,  a  grandniece  of  Richard  M.  Johnson,  a  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  1837-41,  by  whom  he  had  four  children,  viz.:  James 
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Edward,  born  May  1,  1878;  David  Adams,  born  June  14,  1881 ; 
Julia  J.,  born  June  14,  1884,  and  John  Caldwell,  Jr.,  born  April  26, 
1887.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  the  four  above  mentioned 
children. 

He  was  an  affable  gentleman  beloved  by  all  whom  he  favored 
with  his  friendship. 

He  was  a  Life  Member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society,  being  elected  to  membership  on  April  13,  1900.

These  items  are  given  just  as  they  were  found  on  the  records,  and 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  put  them  into  genealogical  order. 

From  Westchester  County  Deeds. 

John  Jackson,  aged  40  yrs.,  and  Richard  Hoadley,  ae.  38  yrs.,  both 
"dwellers  in  Eastchester,"  testified  that  "being  at  Mr.  Kyrke's  house, 
which  he  now  lives  in,"  they  heard  Mr.  John  Pell  of  Ann  Hooks 
Neck,  declare  that  he  had  given  his  brother  Kyrke  the  plantation 
where  he  now  lives,  in  a  place  called  Whitlocks  Brook.  Aug.  4,  1680 
(Liber  B,  p.  117). 

John  Griffin  of  Flushing,  deeded  to  John  Griffin,  Jr.,  in  1711-12, 
one  half  of  the  lot  in  Mamaroneck  which  he  bought  of  John  Blood- 
good  (Liber  G,  p.  397). 

Sarah  Shute,  daughter  of  John  Shute,  late  of  Eastchester,  dec'd., 
a  minor,  chose  her  father-in-law,  James  Morgan,  to  be  her  guardian 
Mch.  17,  1717  (Liber  D,  p.  jj). 

Sarah  White,  daughter  and  orphan  of  Nathaniel  White  of  East- 
chester, dec'd.,  released  her  uncle  and  guardian,  Capt.  John  Drake, 
from  all  further  responsibility  concerning  her  estate,  Nov.  3,  1704 
(Liber  C,  p.  338). 

William  Hunt  of  "Perschtoway,"  N.  J.,  deeded  to  Daniel  Hunt 
of  Westchester,  land  that  descended  to  him  as  heir-at-law  to  his 
father,  John  Hunt  of  Westchester,  Dec.  22,  1726  (Liber  G,  p.  53). 

Roger  Hurford,  "late  of  Fairfield,  Colony  of  Connecticut,  now 
of  Eastchester,  "  1729  (Liber  G,  p.  189). 

Peter  Totten  and  wife  Phebe  of  Rye,  deeded  land  in  Rye  for 
love  and  affection  and  good  will,  to  sons  Joseph  Totten  of  the  City 
of  New  York  and  Gilbert  Totten  of  Rye,  Nov.  23,  1749.  The  deed 
was  witnessed  by  Peter  Totten,  Jr.,  who  was  called  a  "Quaker" 
(Liber  H,  p.  202). 

"Birth  of  the  children  of  Edmund  Ward,  late  of  Eastchester,  by 
Phebe  his  wife,  daughter  of  Capt.  Thomas  Hunt  of  Westchester":

John  Manning  was  a  witness  for  John  Richbell  in  1699  (Liber

Robert  Penoyer  of  Mamaroneck  deeded  all  real  and  personal 
estate  in  Mamaroneck  to  his  sons  William  and  Thomas,  in  167 1-2. 
He  also  mentioned  in  the  deed,  a  daughter  Martha  Penoyer  (Liber 


B,  p.  100). 


Names  of  those  who  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  at  Mamaro- 
neck, Jan.  31,  1698. — Cot:tt  Calleb  Heathcot,  Eleazer  Gedney,  Pole- 
corpes  Nelson,  James  Mott,  Henry  Desbrow,  Benjamin  Desbrow, 
John  Desbrow,  Edward  Rogers,  William  Shaw,  Samuel  Headley, 
Robert  Headley  (Liber  C,  p.  7). 

Richard  Osbourne  of  Westchester  [and  Fairfield]  was  "late 
deceased"  Dec.  4,  1684  (Liber  B,  p.  316). 

A  "second  marriage"  of  the  widow  [Abigail  (Pinkney)]  of 
David  Osbourne  of  Eastchester,  is  mentioned  in  the  settlement  of 
his  estate.  Recorded  April  23,  1688  (Liber  A,  p.  247).  She  was 
deceased  before  Oct.,  1697  (Liber  B,  p.  399). 

Thomas  "Mordeca"  and  John  Bedient  were  sons  of  "Mordecay" 
Bedient  of  Westchester,  dec'd.,  and  Mary  his  wife  "afterwards  called 
Mary  Townsend."  The  widow  of  Mordcai  Bedient  m.  (2)  Roger 
Townsend  (Liber  A,  p.  11;  B,  pp.  236  and  316).  In  1794-5  Ensign 
Thomas  Bedient  was  "of  Fairfield,"  when  he  appeared  as  attorney 
for  Sarah  and  Abigail,  "orphans  of  David  Osbourne,"  now  wives 
of  Jonathan  Sturge  and  William  Hill  (Liber  B,  p.  399).  Thomas 
Bedient  had  wife  Mary  (Osbourne?). 

William  Fowler  of  Flushing  sold  50  acres  of  land  in  Flushing, 
in  1699,  to  Mary  Bedient,  widow,  of  Fairfield,  Conn.  (Liber  C, 
p.  8). 

Samuel  Drake,  Sr.,  of  Eastchester,  deeded  to  daughter  Ruth 
Drake,  80  acres  of  land  in  Bronx,  in  1679.  Samuel  Drake,  Sr.,  of 
Eastchester,  deeded  to  son-in-law  "Lofeland  Slather,"  80  acres  of 
land  in  "Bronksis,"  in  1682  (Liber  A,  p.  39).  In  1679  Rutn  Drake 
"acknowledges  to  have  received  her  portion  from  her  father  Samuel 
Drake,  Sr.,"  and  in  1682,  "Loften  Seafferton  of  Brunkshes  River  do 
fully  allow,  approve"  [etc.]  "that  which  my  loving  wife  hath  done 
for  our  maredge  in  acquitting  her  honoured  father  Samuel  Drake" 
[etc.]  (Eastchester  Town  Records).  [In  the  records  of  the  two 
wills  of  Samuel  Drake  on  the  land  and  on  the  probate  records,  the 
name  of  this  son-in-law  is  written  "Lofelan  Slater"  and  "Loffel  and 
Slater;"  but  when  he  witnessed  the  will  of  Philip  Pinckney,  he  wrote 
it  "Loughlin  Slator."  The  births  of  their  children  are  entered  on 
the  Eastchester  records  as  those  of  Ruth  Slater  of  Mile  Square, 
and  their  father  is  not  mentioned  (Hist.  Westchester  Co.,  Schaffs, 
Vol.  II,  p.  746).  [See  Baird's  Hist,  of  Rye,  N.  Y .,  for  this  family.] 
[Ruth  Slater  witnesses  a  deed  at  Rye.] 

Joseph  Jones  acquitted  his  father-in-law  Samuel  Drake  of  £22 
in  full  of  sum  of  his  wife  Rebecca's  portion,  in  1682  (Eastchester 
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Town  Records).     [For  an  account  of  this  family,  see  Stamford, 
Conn.,  History.] 

Richard  Hoadley,  carpenter,  received  from  his  honoured  father- 
in-law,  Samuel  Drake,  his  wife  Hannah's  portion,  1681  (Eastchester 
Town  Records). 

Abraham  and  John  Adams  of  Fairfield,  Conn.,  sold  two  thirds 
of  home-lot  in  Westchester,  formerly  belonging  to  their  father 
Edward  Adams  (Westchester  Town  Records). 

John  Drake  and  Isaac  Oakley  vs.  Joshua  Delaplane  and  Eupha- 
mia  his  wife,  late  Euphamia  Pell;  suit  brought  May  27,  1786  (Rec- 
ord of  Court  of  Common  Pleas). 

Joshua  Fowler  and  Isabella  his  wife  late  Isabella  Brown,  and 
Hendrick  Van  Nest  and  Ann  his  wife  late  Ann  Brown,  assignees 
of  John  Thomas,  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Westchester,  Jan. 
24,  1787  (Records,  Court  of  Common  Pleas). 

Agreed  that  Capt.  Joseph  Drake  should  be  in  with  Nathaniel 
Tompkins  instead  of  his  brother  John  Drake  dec'd.,  at  a  meeting 
held  Oct.  15,  1716  (Eastchester  Town  Records).

In  1899  I  compiled  and  published  a  small  pamphlet  (now  out  of 
print)  on  the  family  of  my  great-great-grandfather,  Asa  Allcott,  of 
Ballston  Spa.  Asa  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  from  Connecticut, 
moved  to  Saratoga  County,  N.  Y.,  after  his  return  from  service, 
and,  I  once  believed,  was  the  one  who  first  adopted  the  form  All- 
cott (instead  of  Alcott  as  the  name  is  spelled  by  most  of  the  family 
in  America). 

My  maternal  grandmother,  Mrs.  Deborah  B.  (Bangs)  Allcott, 
once  told  me  that  Amos  Bronson  Alcott,  the  noted  philosopher  and 
educator,  was  accustomed  to  stop  at  her  home  on  his  lecture  trips 
and  she  heard  him  admit  to  his  cousin,  my  grandfather,  Wm.  W. 
Allcott,  that  the  latter's  spelling  of  the  name  was  more  correct. 

A.  Bronson  Alcott  is  the  only  historian  the  family  at  large  has 
ever  had,  and  while  his  record  as  a  whole  has  never  been  printed,* 
I  have  a  copy  of  it  furnished  by  James  Shepard,  of  New  Britain, 
Conn.,  who  himself  recently  confirmed  my  grandmother's  recollec- 
tions by  quoting  from  A.  Bronson  Alcott's  address  at  the  Wolcott 
centennial,  which  he  himself  heard  delivered  and  which  was  not 
fully  reported  in  Orcutt's  History  of  Wolcott.  In  Mr.  Shepard's 
words :  "After  giving  the  various  spellings  of  the  name  he  declared 
that  he  cared 

"Not  what  others  might  say; 
As  for  me,  give  the  old-fashioned  way: 
C-O-C-K,  two  Ls  and  A." 

However,  all  the  evidence  I  can  find  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
Bronson  Alcott  was  correct  in  practice,  and  wrong  in  private  and 
public  statement  as  above,  if  he  wished  to  approach  the  original 
form  of  the  name.  Alcock  was  the  well-nigh  universal  spelling  in 
England,  as  it  is  today,!  and  the  first  four  generations  in  this  coun- 
try almost  invariably  spelled  the  name  that  way. 

■ ;    ; 

*  Orcutt,  in  his  History  of  Wolcott,  Conn.,  drew  from  it  largely, 
t  Sir  Rutherford  Alcock,  distinguished  English  traveller  and  scientist, 
died  in  1897  aged  89,  and  the  family  is  well  known. 
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I  believe  our  Daniel's  line  was  the  only  one  to  adopt  and  perma- 
nently use  the  double  L,  first  as  Allcox  and  ultimately  as  Allcott.  In 
fact,  that  spelling  seems  a  distinctive  mark  of  Daniel's  descendants, 
and  is  now  too  well  established  to  be  changed. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  paper  to  indicate  the  various  lines  of 
descent  from  Daniel,  as  far  as  known,  as  well  as  to  record  some 
family  history  of  Asa,  his  eldest  son,  that  was  not  available  twenty 
years  ago. 

Daniel5  Allcox  (John  Alcock,4  John  Alcock,3  Philip  Alcock,2 
Thomas  Alcock1),  was  born  in  Waterbury,  Conn.,  25  March,  1738, 
the  fifth  child  and  fourth  son  of  John  and  Deborah  (Blakesley)  Al- 
cock, who  in  1731  removed  from  the  village  of  Waterbury  to  the  re- 
mote "Spindle  Hill." 

In  his  time  the  family  name  was  undergoing  changes :  like  his 
brothers,  he  used  the  form  Alcox  in  place  of  the  Alcock  of  earlier 
generations,  and  in  later  life  he  adopted  Allcox  which  was,  we  be- 
lieve, distinctly  his  own.  Others  of  the  family  may  have  used  All- 
cox occasionally,  but  as  far  as  our  own  observation  goes,  only  he 
really  used  it  consistently. 

Daniel's  home  was  in  the  part  of  Waterbury  known  as  Spindle 
Hill,  now  the  town  of  Wolcott.  Residents  of  that  part  of  town, 
remote  from  the  centre,  with  inhabitants  of  a  certain  section  of 
Farmington  adjacent,  were  organized  into  a  separate  parish  as 
Farmingbury,  in  1770. 

Daniel  Allcox  served  on  the  School  Committee  in  1770  and 
1773-75;  on  the  Prudential  committee  in  1771  and  1778,  and  he  and 
his  wife  Elizabeth,  were  original  signers  of  the  covenant  when  the 
Farmingbury  church  was  organized  18  Nov.,  1773. 

In  1777  he  was  in  service  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  at  Peeks- 
kill,  N.  Y.,  from  3  April  to  15  May  in  Capt.  Asa  Bray's  company, 
Hooker's  regiment.  After  the  Revolution,  certainly  as  early  as 
1783,  he  was  known  as  "Captain,"  though  there  is  no  evidence  of 
military  service  in  that  grade.    It  may  have  been  a  militia  title. 

His  name  occurs  frequently  as  a  member  of  various  local  or 
parish  committees :  to  settle  accounts ;  to  rent  the  meeting  house,  etc., 
and  he  was,  in  1791,  chosen  to  appear  before  the  Council. 

Farmingbury  Parish  was  •  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Wolcott 
in  1796,  but  Daniel  Allcox  seems  to  have  left  town  just  before. 
About  1795  he  removed  from  the  old  home  in  Hartford  County, 
some  twenty-five  miles  northward  to  the  new  town  of  Colebrook, 
Litchfield  County,  on  the  Massachusetts  border. 

Daniel  Allcox  and  wife  were  original  members  of  the  Colebrook 
Congregational  church,  31  Dec,  1795. 

He  died  in  Colebrook  24  Nov.,  1805. 

His  will  left  property  to  his  widow,  Elizabeth  Allcox,  and 
daughters  Elizabeth  and  Urany  Allcox  received  ten  pounds  and 
thirty-five  dollars  respectively.  Wife  Elizabeth  and  son-in-law  Enos 
Tuttle  were  named  as  executors.    No  other  children  were  mentioned. 
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Probably  none  of  the  others  were  living  in  Colebrook ;  indeed,  it  is 
not  clear  that  any  son  save  Benjamin  ever  did  live  there. 

Daniel  Allcox  married  28  June,  1759,  Elizabeth  Dutton,  dau. 
of  Benjamin  and  Mary  Dutton,  of  Wallingford,  Conn.  Her  name  is 
not  found  on  a  list  of  active  members  of  the  Colebrook  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  1817,  while  a  printed  list  of  1822  states  that  she  had 
been  dismissed  to  another  church.  Undoubtedly  she  went  to  live 
with  or  near  some  one  of  her  children.  No  evidence  has  been 
found  that  she  resided  at  any  time  in  Ballston,  N.  Y.,  where  Asa, 
Joseph  and  probably  Mary  were  living,  but  it  must  be  recalled  that, 
of  her  children,  Daniel,  Samuel  and  Benoni  have  not  been  located 
at  all  (if  indeed  they  lived  beyond  infancy),  while  Benjamin,  Eliza- 
beth, Susanna  and  Urana  lived  elsewhere. 

All  the  Ballston  Allcotts  have  been  identified  as  belonging  to 
Daniel's  family  save  an  Almira  or  Almina  Allcott,  recorded  as  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Ballston  Spa,  and  dismissed  by 
letter  23  Jan.,  1817,  and  a  Lucy  Allcott,  dismissed  by  letter  from 
the  same  church  20  Nov.,  1822.  Could  these  have  been  wife  or 
daughter  of  one  of  the  missing  sons  of  Daniel,  or  possibly  daughters 
of  Daniel  himself,  not  recorded  ? 

Children  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  (Dutton)  Allcox  or  Allcott: 

i.  Asa,8  b.  Waterbury,  Conn.,  27  April,  1760.  Very  little  has 
been  learned  regarding  himself  or  wife  since  the  Family 
of  Asa  Allcott  was  published.  They  were  Congregational- 
ists  in  Conn.,  but  when  the  family  moved  to  Ballston  Spa, 
about  1793,  the  only  church  in  that  village  was  the  First 
Baptist,  established  1791.  At  Ballston  Center,  some  miles 
away  there  was  an  Episcopal  church,  founded  1787  (later 
transferred  to  Ballston  Spa,  and  united  with  another  of  the 
same  faith,  founded  in  1810),  and  a  Presbyterian  church. 
The  Allcotts  connected  themselves  with  the  latter:  Asa's 
name  is  not  found  on  the  records  but  his  wife,  Sabra  All- 
cot  became  a  communicant  in  Jan.,  1802 ;  Marilda,  Sylvia, 
Almena  and  Delecta  were  baptized  18  July,  1802,  and  Asa, 
Jr.,  19  Feb.,  1804.  Mrs.  Sabra  Allcott  was  dismissed  to 
Rochester,  2  Jan.,  1821,  which  seems  to  indicate  another 
removal  of  the  family  after  1818. 

Asa  and  Sabra  Allcott  are  buried  in  a  small  family 
cemetery  on  the  old  Havens  place  at  Haven's  Corners,  Ben- 
ton, Yates  Co.,  N.  Y.,  near  the  village  of  Penn  Yan.  The 
farm  is  now  owned  by  one  Shroder. 

The  two  eldest  sons,  Daniel  and  Amos  Allcott,  were  in 
business  partnership  until  the  former's  death  in  1806,  sell- 
ing hardware,  dry  goods,  groceries,  etc.  Then  Archy  Kas- 
son  took  Daniel's  place,  and  Kasson  and  Allcott,  through 
the  Saratoga  Advertiser,  in  1807,  informed  the  public 
"that  they  will  continue  the  business  of  nail  and  tin  makers ; 
also  dry  goods,  groceries,  hardware  and  crockery."     It  is 
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not  certain  when  Kasson  withdrew  (he  was  County  Treas- 
urer 1810-15)  ;  but  Lyman  Barker  Langworthy  was  taken 
into  the  firm  in  1813. 

The  Ballston  assessment  roll  for  181 7  lists  Asa  Allcott 
at  $1,000;  Amos  Alcott,  $1,500;  Alcott  and  Langworthy, 
$1,100;  Oren  Sage,  $1,500.  At  this  period  Ballston  Spa 
was  enjoying  a  boom;  the  mineral  springs  of  the  place  at 
least  rivalled  those  of  Saratoga,  while  the  old  "Sans  Souci" 
hotel  was  as  popular  and  noted  as  the  "United  States"  came 
to  be  later. 

Shortly,  Asa's  youngest  son,  Simeon  P.  Allcott,  was  ad- 
mitted as  a  partner,  the  firm  now  becoming  Allcotts  and 
Langworthy.  They  appear  to  have  drawn  out  of  the  more 
general  lines  and  specialized  in  hardware,  adding  a  foundry 
in  182 1,  and  manufacturing  ploughs  and  harrows. 

Simeon  P.  Allcott  left  the  firm  in  1820  on  his  removal 
to  Rochester,  and  Amos  did  the  same  in  1823,  leaving  L.  B. 
Langworthy  to  continue  the  business  till  1827,  when  he 
followed  his  old  partners  to  Rochester  and  entered  the  hard- 
ware firm  of  Allcott  and  Watts. 

In  Dec,  1823,  Amos  and  Simeon  P.  Allcott,  Oren  Sage 
and  L.  B.  Langworthy,  jointly  sold  to  Lebbeus  Booth  a  lot 
of  ground  on  which  he  seems  to  have  erected  the  Ballston 
Spa  Female  Seminary  the  next  year. 

The  village  of  Ballston  Spa  was  incorporated  in  1807 
and  Amos  Allcott  was  a  trustee  in  1809,  '10,  '16,  'iy,  '19; 
was  in  1813,  one  of  those  who  unsuccessfully  petitioned  the 
Legislature  for  the  incorporation  of  a  bank,  and  was,  in 
1820,  secretary  of  the  Union  Sunday  School. 

Simeon  P.  Allcott,  Lyman  S.  Bullard  and  Lyman  B. 
Langsworthy  were  members  of  Fire  Engine  Co.  No.  1,  or- 
ganized in  1818.  S.  P.  Allcott  was  in  1816  a  trustee  of 
the  Baptist  Church  at  Ballston  Spa,  and  he  was  installed 
Senior  Warden,  Rochester  Knights  Templars,  in  Aug., 
1826,  and  in  1827,  was  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  Rochester. 

The  firm  of  Allcott,  Watts  and  Langworthy,  Rochester, 
wholesale  foundry  and  hardware  business,  was  well  known 
and  prosperous.  Nevertheless  they  are  said  to  have  failed 
for  $90,000,  and  to  have  made  an  assignment.  It  is  notable 
that  within  a  year  all  creditors  were  paid  in  full,  and  this 
was  commemorated  by  the  latter  in  the  presentation  of 
a  silver  pitcher  to  each  partner.  Langworthy's  is  still  pre- 
served in  his  family,  bearing  this  inscription :  "To  Lyman 
B.  Langworthy  as  a  testimony  of  our  high  estimation  of  his 
integrity.  Robert  Hislop,  Peter  Geolet,  James  Wilson, 
Phelps  &  Peck,  John  A.  Moore,  Dan  Berrian.  New  York, 
1st  July,  1 83 1." 
ii.  Daniel,6  b.  Waterbury,  7  April,  1762.     No  further  record. 
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iii.  Samuel,6  b.  Waterbury,  7  May,  1764.  No  further  record. 
New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register  (Vol. 
69,  page  59),  mentions  a  Samuel  Allcox,  of  Wolcott,  as 
bringing  a  suit  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  New  Haven,  1800. 
The  spelling  of  the  name  might  indicate  this  Samuel,  but  we 
have  little  doubt  that  it  was  his  first  cousin  Samuel  Alcox, 
son  of  John  and  Mary  (Chatfield)  Alcox,  who  was  cer- 
tainly a  resident  of  Wolcott.  If  our  Samuel  Allcox  lived 
there,  Bronson  Alcott  would  have  known  it  and  probably 
have  so  stated. 

iv.  Joseph,6  b.  Waterbury,  25  Aug.,  1765.  Nothing  is  known 
of  his  early  life  or  the  date  of  his  removal  from  Conn.  It 
is  quite  likely  that  he  lived  in  Saratoga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
"seventeen  nineties."  He  was  living  at  Aurelius,  Cayuga 
Co.  at  the  opening  of  the  19th  century  and  his  children  are 
believed  to  have  been  born  there  1800- 1804.  We  find  him 
conveying  real  estate  in  Saratoga  Co.,  20  Aug.,  and  again  30 
Dec,  1803,  in  a  deed  signed  "Joseph  Allcox,  otherwise 
Joseph  Allcott"  of  Ballston,  and  Lucy,  his  wife. ;  Asa  All- 
cox appearing  in  each  document  as  a  witness.  There  is  a 
tradition  that  his  health  was  poor,  and  that  finding  himself 
unable  to  work  he  committed  suicide  by  drowning  in  a  well. 
Death  probably  came  early  in  1806  as  he  died  intestate  and 
letters  of  administration  were  issued  18  June,  1806,  to  Lucy 
Allcox.  His  farm  is  said  to  be  within  the  present  city 
limits  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.  His  descendants  have  regularly 
spelled  the  name  Allcott. 

Joseph  Allcott  married  Mrs.  Lucy  (Stillwell)  Betts,  who 
was  born  7  Sept.,  1769.  She  was  probably  of  a  Saratoga  Co. 

family.     By  her  first  husband, Betts,  there  were  two 

children,  Harmon  J.  and  Sally,  wife  of Montgomery, 

of  Huntington,  Ind. 

Lucy  (Stillwell)  Betts  Allcott  married,  for  her  third 
husband,  and  probably  in  1807,  Richard  Boardman,  of 
Napoli,  Cattaraugus  Co.,  N.  Y..  as  his  second  wife.  He 
was  born  in  Sheffield,  Mass.,  10  March,  1769;  married  (1) 
Meriba  Hopkins,  and  died  in  Napoli,  June,  1846.  Richard 
and  Lucy  Boardman  had  four  children  :*  Meriba,  b.  1  May, 
1808;  m.  Loren  Burroughs;  Joshua;  Ashur  Norton; 
Louisa,  b.  4  Sept.,  1814;  m.  Selie  Burroughs. 

Lucy  (Stillwell)  Betts  Allcott  Boardman  died  13  Feb., 
1845. 

Children  of  Joseph  and  Lucy  Allcott : 
I.  Polly,7  b.  Aurelius,  N.  Y.,  12  Tan.,  1800;  d.  Weedsport, 
N.  Y.,  18  Feb.,  1871 ;  m.  (1)  John  Eldredge.    They  lived 
at  first  on  or  near  the  Allcott  homestead  in  Aurelius ;

1895,  p.  369ft. 
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later  removing  to  Isa,  Cayuga  Co.,  and  again  to  Auburn, 
where  Mr.  Eldridge  died.

3.  Levi  B.,7  b.  Aurelius,  N.  Y.,  1804;  removed  1825  to 
Greenfield,  Saratoga  Co.,  and  learned  the  tanner's  and 
currier's  trade;  later  resided  in  Ballston  Spa.  Married 
about  1824,  Julania  Medbery,  sister  of  Stephen  B.  Med- 
bery,  of  Ballston  Spa.    They  had  three  children :  i.  Jos- 

|  eph  Mabbett,  b.  Greenfield,  N.  Y.,  8  June,  1828,  a  drug- 

gist at  Ballston  Spa.,  N.  Y.,  and  also  postmaster  for 
several  years.  Removed  to  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  1856,  where 
he  was  a  prominent  druggist  till  1901,  when  he  retired. 
Married  Dec,  1852,  Mary  Jane  Smith,  of  Ballston  Spa. 
Issue:  Clara,  wife  of  Benjamin  Hughes;  Charles  F., 
and  Louisa  Matilda,  who  is  dead.  ii.  William  A.,  a 
druggist  of  Jacksonville,  111.  iii.  Stephen  Medbery,  of 
Porter's  Corners,  Saratoga  Co.,  N.  Y. 

v.  Benjamin,6  b.  30  May,  1764,  according  to  his  family  record. 
We  suppose  his  early  life  was  spent  with  his  parents  in 
Farmingbury  (now  Wolcott),  Conn.,  and  it  seems  that  he 
preceded  or  followed  them  to  Colebrook,  as  his  four  oldest 
children  were  baptized  there  in  1800.  Not  long  after  he 
removed  to  Chenango  Co.,  N.  Y.,  locating  on  Skinner  Hill, 
in  the  town  of  Columbus,  the  highest  elevation  in  the  coun- 
ty, between  the  towns  of  Shelburne  and  New  Berlin.  Of 
his  thirteen  children,  those  who  grew  up  settled  near  the 
home  place  at  first,  but  later  scattered. 

He  died  13  May,  1858.  His  descendants  have  usually, 
but  not  invariably,  used  the  form  Allcott.

m.  Darrow.    We  believe  this  was  an  error,  and  that 

she  was  the  Mary  who  m.  Warren  Collamer,  of  Malta,  N.  Y., 
in  Feb.,  1796.  He  was  a  farmer,  located  some  four  miles 
from  the  village  of  Ballston  Spa,  and  we  find  the  tradition 
in  the  Collamer  family  she  was  kindred  to  the  Ballston 
Allcotts.  The  record  of  her  death,  3  June,  1803,  aged  28, 
placing  her  birth  about  1775,  would  also  seem  to  confirm 
this  theory,  although  only  the  four  eldest  children  of  Daniel 
are  found  on  Waterbury  records.

75.        Morris — Anderson. — Corrections  and  Additions. 

(Continued  from  Vol.  L,  p.  194,  of  the  Record.) 

Jacob3  Morris  lived  in  the  West  Ward  in  New  York  and  owned 
property  "on  the  N.  E.  side  of  Dey  street,"  which  he  and  his 
wife  Eleanor  sold  March  6,  1789.  He  also  owned  two  lots  on 
that  part  of  Duane  street  once  called  Anthony,  then  Barley  street, 
just  off  (now)  Broadway,  to  the  west,  on  the  south  side  of  the 
street;  the  southeast  corner  of  the  old  Anthony  Rutger's  farm, 
and  bordering  on  land  owned  by  the  "Corporation  of  Trinity 
Church,"  (The  old  "Church  Farm.")  Jacob  Morris  lived,  from 
the  time  the  directories  give  any  record  of  his  home  (1793)  to  the 
time  of  his  death  (1798)  at  9  and  11  Barley  street.  There  is  a 
record  of  the  sale  of  the  lot  which  was  evidently  No.  9  Barley 
street,  by  Jacob  and  Eleanor  Morris,  in  1789  (N.  Y.  Land  Records). 
Rachel  and  Susan  Morris,  daus.  of  Jacob  Morris  of  9  Barley  street, 
were  entered  at  the  Dutch  Church  School  in  1795.     (A  History  of 
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of  the  School  of  the  Collegiate  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  p.  112.)  The  names  of  these  children  of  Jacob  Morris 
are  omitted  from  the  Dutch  Church  records.  Jacob  Morris  d. 
Sept.  5,  1798,  and  his  widow  Sept.  26,  1798,  during  the  yellow  fever 
epidemic.  (An  Account  of  the  Malignant  Fever  Lately  Prevalent  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  published  1799,  p.  20,  and  The  Holland  Society 
Year  Book,  1899,  p.  181.*)  Their  home  is  given  or  printed  11  Barcley 
street.  It  should  be  n  Barley  street.  Isaac,  son  of  Jacob  Morris, 
dec'd.,  applied  for  Letters  of  Administration,  Feb.  7,  1799.  (N.  Y. 
Hist.  Soc.  Collections,  vol.  xv,  Wills,  p.  258.)  Jacob  and  Eleanor 
(Edwards)  Morris  had  bapt.  (Dutch  Reformed  Church  Records):

Marschalk,  wife  of  Abraham  Morris,

Catherine  and  Jesse  Rich  had  possession  of  the  property  at  11

(N  Y.  Land  Records.) 

Isaac4  Morris  (Jacob,8  Isaac,2  George1),  was  born  in  New  York, 
Dec.  10,  1765,  and  bapt.  Oct.  5,  1766,  in  the  Protestant  Reformed 
Collegiate  Dutch  Church.  He  was  a  builder.  He  m.  June  2,  1786, 
Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  (Lasser  "Lasieur?") 
Anderson,  of  8  and  41  Chapel  street,  New  York,  and  lived  some- 
times with  her  parents  and  sometimes  with  his  own  father  at 
II  Barley  street.  (Directories?)  They  were  at  Gloucester,  N.  J., 
in  1792.  (Psalm  Book.)  He  administered  his  father's  estate  in 
1799  (N.  Y.  Probate).  He  served  in  the  War  of  1812  (N.  Y.  Probate). 
Children:

ii.  Eleanor,  b.  June  8  (Church  record  June  7);  bapt.  ("by  Dr.

20  Little  Chapel  street,  in  Feb.,  1801.  [The  Dutch 
always  gave  the  mother  her  own  name  when  they 
knew  her.] 
iii.  John  Edward,  b.  Aug.  10;  bapt.  Sept.  10,  1790  [Aug.  20 
given  as  date  of  birth  on  church  record,  and  only  one

Oct., 
1792,  at  Gloucester,  N.  J.  {Psalm  Book.)

Morris.  After  the  death  of  his  father,  "in  the  War  of 
1812,"  he  evidently  went  back  to  the  old  Morris  home 
in  New  Jersey.  He  has  descendants  who  live  in  the 
West.  {Mrs.  Heely.) 
v.  Jacob,  b.  May  8  {church),  Aug.  5,  1794  {Psalm  Book);  bapt. 

There  is  an  error 
on  the  church  records  here.  The  clerks  seem  to  have 
entered  half  of  two  records  each,  for  one.  Andrew 
Zabriskie  is  given  as  the  father  to  "Jane,"  and  Eliza- 
beth Anderson,  the  wife  of  Jacob  Morris,  is  given  as 
the  mother.  Jacob  Morris  lived  with  his  grandmother, 
the  widow  Elizabeth  Anderson,  his  uncle  John  Ander- 
son, and  his  widowed  mother,  at  41  Chapel  street,  and 
this  home  seems  to  have  been  the  headquarters  for 
later  generations.  {Directories.)  The  names  of  his 
children  have  been  obtained  from  the  list  of  those  who 
attended  the  Dutch  Church  School:

All  from  41  Chapel  street  until  1836,  when  they 
lived  temporarily  in  Greenwich  street,  where  Jacob 
Morris  had  a  shoe  store, 
vi.  Maria  Elizabeth  (Eliza  on  church  record),  b.  Dec.  8,  1796; 
bapt.  Jan.  1,  1797;  sponsor:  Maria  Morris.  There  is 
another  error  on  the  original  church  record  here.  Jacob4 
(son  of  Abraham3  Morris)  and  his  cousin  Isaac4  (son  of 
Jacob8  Morris)  each  presented  a  daughter  for  baptism 
at  the  same  time,  and  each  had  the  same  witness  (or 
witnesses;  only  one  is  given)  Maria  Morris.  Jacob 
Morris  is  given  as  father  to  both,  but  the  mothers' 
names  are  correctly  given.  Maria  Elizabeth  Morris  was 
evidently  married  from  41  Chapel  street,  and  lived  there 
during  the  first  few  years  of  her  married  life,  as  that  is 
the  address  of  her  husband,  John  F.  Van  Iderstine, 
given  in  the  directories,  1818-1820-1824.  In  1826-7, 
"Eliza"  Van  Iderstine,  widow  of  John,  was  living  at  41 
Chapel  street.  In  1829-30,  James  Mexcey,  her  second 
husband,  was  living  at  this  address,  and  there  was  no 
widow  Van  Iderstine  listed.  From  the  Dutch  School 
records  it  is  learned  that  she  had  by  her  first  husband, 
children:

The  name  of  this  child  is 
omitted  from  the  Psalm  Book  record. 
Nicholas  Anderson  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  parents  of  the  wife 
of  Isaac4  Morris,  were  living,  according  to  the  first  directories,  at 
8  Chapel  street.  In  1793  there  seemed  to  be  no  one  living  above 
No.  37  on  Chapel  street,  but  in  1794,  Nicholas  Anderson  had 
moved  to  No.  41,  and  his  family  were  there  until  1838.  They 
seem  to  have  had  a  sub-lease  from  someone  who  had  a  long  lease 
from  the  Trinity  Church  Corporation.  He  was  deceased  in  1796, 
when  his  widow  is  given  in  the  Directory  as  living  there.  The 
next  year,  1797,  her  daughter's  husband,  Isaac  Morris,  is  also  listed 
there,  and  also  in  1798.  In  1799,  the  widow  Elizabeth  Anderson 
was  at  41  Chapel  street,  but  as  Jacob  Morris  and  his  wife  both 
died  of  the  yellow  fever  the  year  before,  Isaac  Morris  and  his 
wife  had  returned  to  11  Barley  street. 

In  1800  the  widow  Elizabeth  Morris  was  listed  at  41  Chapel 
street,  but  Isaac  Morris  had  gone  to  232  Greenwich  street.  [The 
Morris  home  had  passed  into  the  possession  of  Jesse  and  Catherine 
Rich,  and  as  Jacob  Morris  had  a  daughter  Catherine  it  is  most 
probable  that  this  was  his  daughter.]  In  1807  the  name  of  John 
Anderson  is  also  given  at  41  Chapel  street,  and  from  then  on 
until  1833-4.  From  a  list  of  deaths  given  in  the  back  of  the  1816 
Directory,  we  know  that  the  widow  Elizabeth  Anderson  died  that 
year,  and  her  name  disappears  from  the  Directories.  She  died 
June  26,  aged  76.  In  the  meantime,  Isaac  Morris,  her  son-in-law, 
had  died,  and  her  daughter  Elizabeth  had  gone  back  to  41  Chapel 
street.  Her  name  appears  there  but  once,  but  her  son  lived  there 
(Jacob,  see  preceding  pages)  and  her  daughter  Maria  Elizabeth 
returned  there  when  she  was  widowed.  In  1836,  according  to  the 
school  record,  as  before  stated,  Jacob  Morris  was  living  on  Green- 
wich street  and  children  by  the  name  of  Doremus  were  attending 
school  from  41  Chapel  Street.

Jacob  Probasco6  Stryker  (No.  226,  p.  43,  Strycker  Genealogy), 
son  of  Peter  and  Christina  (Longstreet)  Stryker,  b.  Aug.  19,  1794; 
united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  in  1816; 
m.  Nov.  16,  1816,  to  Susan  Griggs  (who  was  b.  Jan.  11,  1795;  d.

He  d.  at  Fort  Wayne, 
Jan.  24,  1885,  and  was  buried  at  Muncie,  Ind. 

From  the  Minutes  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Wayne, 
April  22,  1885: 

"He  was  a  zealous  and  faithful  preacher,  true  to  his 
convictions  of  duty,  a  good  man  in  whom  was  no  guile." 
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From  the  Muncie,  Ind.,  Times: 

"  Mr.  Stryker  as  a  scholar  excelled  in  the  languages, 
being  proficient  in  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew.  He 
made  it  a  practice  to  read  the  Greek  Testament  through 
once  a  year,  and  but  a  little  more  than  a  month  previous 
to  his  death,  as  he  finished  the  last  chapter  in  Revel- 
ations, said  that  he  believed  he  had  read  it  for  the  last 
time.  He  also  gave  much  attention  to  the  Hebrew 
language  and  had  compiled  for  his  own  use  a  Hebrew 
grammar,  uniting  in  it  the  merits  of  three  standard 
grammars  of  that  language.  His  Presbytery  acknowl- 
edged his  scholarship  in  this  particular  by  making  him 
examiner  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  to  their 
acquaintance  with  these  languages." 

His  journals,  covering  his  entire  ministry,  are  of  rare 
interest,  revealing  his  intellectual  gifts  and  great  spir- 
itual strength.     His  was  a  most  fruitful  life.

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FREDERICK  AUGUSTUS  SCHERMERHORN. 


Contributed  by  a  Surviving  Relative. 


Frederick  Augustus  Schermerhorn,  a  Life  Member  of  the  New 
York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society,  was  the  youngest 
child  of  Peter  Augustus  Schermerhorn  by  his  wife  Adeline  Emily 
Coster,  who  had  the  following  children,  viz.: 

1.  Ellen,  b.  1837,  who  m.  Colonel  Richard  Tylden  Auchmuty. 

2.  Henry  Augustus,  b.  1841,  who  d.  1869. 

3.  Frederick  Augustus,  b.  Nov.  1,  1844;  d.  March  20,  1919. 
The  first  Schermerhorn  to  come  to  this  country  was  Jan  Jansen, 

who  came  here  from  Holland  somewhere  between  1620  and  1640. 

His  son,  Simon,  distinguished  himself  by  riding  to  Albany,  at 
the  risk  of  his  life  to  gives  notice  of  the  Indian  massacre  at  Schen- 
ectady, his  horse  being  shot  under  him. 

His  son,  Arnout,  who  married  Maria  Beekman,  moved  to  New 
York  City  and  secured  water  rights  near  Fulton  Street.  He 
owned  Schermerhorn  Wharf,  from  which  wharf  he  ran  sloops  and 
schooners  to  Boston  and  Charleston.  All  of  the  New  York  Scher- 
merhorns  are   descended    from   this   Arnout   Schermerhorn. 

His  great-grandson,  Peter  Schermerhorn,  married  Sarah  Jones, 
daughter  of  John  Jones,  the  third,  by  his  wife  Eleanor  Colford. 
Their  second  son,  Peter  Augustus  Schermerhorn,  married  Adeline 
Emily  Coster,  daughter  of  Henry  Arnold  Coster  by  his  wife  Magda- 
lena  Will.  Henry  Arnold  Coster  and  his  brother,  John  Gerard 
Coster  came  to  this  country  from  Holland  soon  after  the  Revolu- 
tionary War  and  went  into  business  here.  The  mother  of  Henry 
Arnold  Coster's  wife  was  Magdalena  Hone. 

Peter  Augustus  Schermerhorn  and  Adeline  Emily  Coster  were 
married  on  Dec.  9,  1835,  and  went  to  live  at  No.  34  Warren  Street 
where  all  their  children  were  born.  He  died  in  1845  ar)d  m  l%$2 
his  widow  arid  children  moved  to  No.  61  (now  No.  101)  University 
Place,  New  York  City. 

Although  Frederick  Augustus  Schermerhorn  owned  a  farm 
at  Lenox  and  a  cottage  at  Whitestone  his  legal  residence  was  always 
at  101  University  Place,  New  York'  City,  up  to  the  time  of  his 
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death.  He  never  married  although  his  tastes  were  distinctly  do- 
mestic. Educated  in  the  private  schools  of  his  native  city,  he 
prepared  for  the  School  of  Arts  at  Columbia  College,  but  pre- 
ferring the  School  of  Mines  he  entered  there  and  was  graduated 
as  a  mining  engineer. 

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  being  too  young  to  go  into  the 
Army,  but  having  the  war  fever,  he  endeavored  to  secure  an  appoint- 
ment to  West  Point  but  was  not  successful.  In  1864,  when  he  was 
twenty  years  of  age,  he  obtained  a  commission  in  the  185th  New  York 
Volunteers,  and  was  assigned  to  the  staff  of  Gen.  Charles  Griffen. 
He  served  through  the  last  campaign  of  the  Civil  War,  with  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  was  breveted  a  Captain  for  gallantry 
at  the  Battle  of  Five  Forks. 

After  the  Civil  War  he  re-entered  the  School  of  Mines  and  also 
joined  the  7th  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  where  he  served  seven  years,  being  First  Lieutenant  of 
Co.  K  at  the  termination  of  his  service.  He  then  went  abroad 
for  nearly  two  years  accompanied  by  his  mother,  who  died  in  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  in  1873. 

After  his  return  to  this  country  his  life  work  began.  He  became 
interested  in  various  educational  institutions  and  institutions  for  the 
advancement  of  arts  and  sciences  and  in  certain  organized  charities. 
He  gave  forty  years  of  his  life's  work  to  the  Institution  for  the 
Blind  and  nearly  as  long  service  to  Columbia  College,  where  he 
aided  in  establishing  the  school  of  architecture  by  his  advice  and  the 
contribution  of  funds. 

He  did  not  care  for  travel  or  for  adventure  but  gained  his 
relaxation  in  riding  or  driving  and  in  fishing  and  shooting.  He 
leased  the  shooting  privileges  at  Gardiner's  Island,  where  for  two 
months  each  Fall  he  and  his  friends  shot  quail  and  pheasants;  he 
also  belonged  to  the  Currituck  Club  for  duck  shooting  and  to  the 
Suffolk  Club  for  trout  fishing.  He  also  at  one  time  was  a  member 
of  the  New  York  Coaching  Club  and  drove  a  four-in-hand.  He 
never  took  an  active  part  in  politics,  but  always  voted  conscientiously 
for  the  man  whom  he  thought  the  best  fitted  for  the  office.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Loyal  Legion  and  of  many 
social  clubs  and  of  several  philanthropic  societies. 

When  he  reached  the  age  of  sixty-four,  the  age  when  Army 
officers  are  retired  from  active  service,  he  resigned  from  most  of 
the  institutions  with  which  he  had  been  associated,  and  looked  for- 
ward to  a  long  period  of  quiet  and  country  life. 

A  few  years  later,  he  was  asked  to  become  a  Governor  and 
President  of  the  Union  Club  of  New  York  City  and  served  as  such 
for  five  years,  resigning  the  position  about  one  year  before  he  died. 
It  was  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  new  President  of  the  Union  Club, 
Mr.  Charles  Frederick  Hoffman,  that,  while  speaking  of  the  Civil 
War  and  turning  to  salute  the  flag  which  he  had  presented  to  the 
club  when  the  United  States  entered  the  present  European  War, 
that  his  end  suddenly  came.  ■

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WOODBURY  GERSDORF  LANGDON.

Mr.  Langdon  was  born  in  the  old  Langdon  homestead  in  Astor 
Place,  New  York  City,  April  9,  1849.  He  died  in  New  York  City,  on 
Easter  Sunday,  April  20,  1919;  his  funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
Church  of  the  Incarnation,  New  York  City,  April  23,  1919,  the 
interment  being  at  Morristown,  New  Jersey. 

He  was  a  son  of  Woodbury6  Langdon,  an  artist  of  .New  York 
City,  who  achieved  success  in  his  profession  and  whose  paintings 
were  exhibited  several  times  in  the  Paris  Salon  prior  to  his  death 
in  1867.    His  mother  was  Helen  Colford  (Jones)  Langdon. 

He  was  a  grandson  of  Walter5  Langdon,  by  his  wife,  Dorothea 
Astor,  daughter  of  John  Jacob  Astor.  He  was  a  great-grandson  of 
the  Hon.  Woodbury4  Langdon,  an  eminent  jurist  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, by  his  wife,  Sarah  (Sherburne)  Langdon;  great-great- 
grandson  of  John3  and  Mary  (Hall)  Langdon;  great-great-great- 
grandson  of  Capt.  Tobias2  and  Mary  (Hubbard)  Langdon;  and 
great-great-great-great-grandson  of  Tobias1  Langdon  by  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Sherburne.  Tobias1  Langdon,  the  immigrant  ancestor, 
came  to  this  country  from  England  in  1664  and  settled  in  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  educated  in  France  and  Switzer- 
land. It  was  his  intention  to  become  an  artist,  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  his  father;  but,  on  his  return  to  his  native  land,  he 
became  interested  in  philanthropic  enterprises,  and  to  these  enter- 
prises he  devoted  his  whole  time  and  energy,  beyond  such  as  was 
necessary  for  the  management  of  his  mother's  estate. 

In  1872  he  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Sheltering  Arms  Home 
for  Little  Children,  and  he  served  as  Treasurer  of  that  organiza- 
tion for  fifteen  years.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Hospital  and  House 
of  Rest  for  Consumptives  in  Inwood,  and  later  became  President 
of  that  corporation,  which  under  his  direction  became  an  ideal  home 
for  patients  of  all  ages  and  faiths. 

In  1880,  he  was  made  a  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  He  became  Treasurer  of 
the  Seminary  at  a  critical  period  of  its  history,  taking  an  active  part 
in  improving  its  financial  condition.  The  late  Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman, 
Dean  of  the  Seminary,  was  for  many  years  his  close  friend  and 
co-worker  in  charitable  and  educational  fields. 

He  was  also  a  Trustee  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  of  the  Samari- 
tan Home  for  the  Aged,  and  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 
For  many  years  he  was  interested  in  Assyrian  Christian  work, 
serving  as  Treasurer  of  the  organization  both  before  and  after  it 
was  merged  into  the  Armenian  and  Syrian  Relief  Committee.

He  was  a  member  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
of  the  American  Geographical  Society,  the  New  York  Historical 
.    Society,  the  Archaelogical  Society  of  America,  the  American  Nu- 
mismatic Society,  and  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars. 

He  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  the  charities  of  the  Church  of  the 
Incarnation,  of  which  church  he  was  a  member. 

He  married  January  18,  1882,  Sophia  Elizabeth  Montgomery, 
second  daughter  of  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  who  for  many 
years  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  and  by  this  union 
he  had  two  daughters  and  four  sons,  viz. :  Sophie  E.  Langdon,  who 
married  Barrett  P.  Tyler;  Helen  M.  Langdon,  who  married  Thomas 
Ellis  Brown,  Jr.;  Woodbury  Gersdorf,  Jr.,  Montgomery,  John  and 
Dudley  Langdon. 

Mr.  Langdon  was  a  gentleman  of  many  intellectual  attain- 
ments and  great  personal  charm ;  he  was  untiring  in  his  philanthropic 
efforts,  and  the  good  he  did  for  the  poor  and  needy  is  incalculable. 

He  was  elected  an  annual  member  of  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Society,  November  10,  1899,  and  became  a  life 
member  thereof  January  13,  1914.  He  was  in  thorough  sympathy 
with  the  Society's  interests  and  was  its  generous  benefactor  on  all - 
occasions  when  appeal  was  made  to  him.

After  the 
Revolutionary  War  he  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  in- 
herited family  residence  on  Lynde  Point,  Saybrook, 
and  removed  to  a  small  house  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  town,  in  what  is  now  Chester,  where  he  died  in 
his  51st  year. 

Willoughby  Lynde  spent  his  life  in  Saybrook  as  a  merchant  en- 
joying the  esteem  of  his  fellow  townsmen.  The  Boston  News  Letter 
of  April  20  [1753],  states:  "We  hear  from  Saybrook  that  Mr.  Wil- 
loughby Lynde  went  out  on  Monday  morning  the  10th  instant,  and 
when  he  returned  complained  of  a  great  pain  in  his  head  and  tem- 
ples and  walking  about  the  house  fell  down  and  died  immediately." 
Dexter's  Yale  Biographies  states  that  his  wife  was  a  daughter  of 
Russell  Corey  of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  in  which  statement  I  think  the 
compiler  in  error.  Willoughby  Lynde's  widow  [according  to  Yale 
Biographies]  married  a  second  time  to  a  Mr.  Avery  of  Saybrook 
and  subsequently  (probably  in  1774)  to  Capt.  Samuel  Wells  of  Mid- 
dletown,  Conn.

HON.  CHISTOPHER1  CHRISTOPHERS  AND  HIS 
DESCENDANTS 

1.   Hon.  Christopher1  Christophers,  b.  ,  1631,  about  (as 

he  was  56  years  old  at  his  date  of  death,  June  23,  1687),  at , 

England  (possibly  Devonshire  as  his  son  Richard2  Christo- 
phers was  born  at  Cherston  Ferrers,  on  Torbay,  near  Dart- 
mouth, in  Devonshire,  England) ;  he  came  over  to  this  country 
either  direct  from  England  or  by  the  way  of  Barbadoes  and 
settled  in  New  London,  Conn.,  about  1665.  His  house  in  New 
London  was  located  where  now  is  the  northwest  corner  of 
Main  and  Federal  Streets ;  he  was  engaged  largely  in  the  ship- 
ping exchange  trade  with  Barbadoes  and  was  the  owner  of 
many  vessels.  He  died  July  23,  1687,  aged  56,  at  New  London, 
Conn.,  and  was  buried  there  in  Old  Burying  Ground,  gravestone. 
He  m.  (1)  (before  1650,  as  his  1st  child  John2  Christo- 
phers was  born  about  1650),  at  ,  England,  probably,  to 

Mary  ?   (whose  maiden  surname  and  parentage  are  not 

known),  b. ,  1621  (see  age  at  and  date  of  death),  at 

(England,  probably)  ;  d.  July  13,  1676,  at  New  London,  Conn., 
aged  55  years,  and  was  there  buried  in  Old  Burying  Ground, 
gravestone.  He  m.  (2)  ,  1676,  about  (according  to  Caul- 
kin's  History  of  New  London,  p.  251).  The  exact  date  of  the 
marriage  is  not  known,  but  a  certificate  is  entered  upon  one 
of  the  town  record  books  of  New  London,  without  mention  of 
time  or  place,  or  the  name  of  the  officiating  magistrate,  record- 
the  marriage  of  Christopher1  Christophers  and  the  widow 
Bradley;  this  certificate  is  attested  to  by  two  witnesses,  viz: 
Mary  Shapley  and  Jane  Hill,  the  latter  a  child  of  8  or  9  years 
of  age,  both  nieces  of  the  bride.  Jane  Hill  was  born  Dec.  9, 
1669,  and  was  therefore  8  or  9  years  old  in  1677  or  1678;  so, 
if  this  record  is  correct  the  marriage  took  place  about  1677-8. 
It  is  more  probable  that  it  took  place  immediately  after  the 
death  of  Christopher  Christopher's  first  wife  Mary's  death, 
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which  took  place  July  13,  1676.  Sufficient  grounds  existed  to 
necessitate  a  speedy  marriage  between  the  two,  if  any  marriage

Christopher1  Christophers  having  purchased  the  Doxey  or  Lane 
home-lot,  on  the  Town  Street  (now  Main  Street,  New  London), 
built  thereon  about  1680,  a  new  house  which"  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  same  structure  in  frame  and  fashion  that  at  the  date  of 
publication  of  Caulkin's  History  of  New  London  was  then  and 
previously  known  as  the  Wheat  House.  According  to  tradition  the 
timber  of  which  the  frame  was  built  grew  upon  the  spot.  After 
one  hundred  and  seventy  years  of  existence  the  frame  was  still 
firm  and  substantial.  It  was  one  of  the  six  fortified  houses  in 
1676,  and  subsequently  when  enlarged,  the  addition  was  built  over 
the  old  sloping  roof.  Another  and  larger  house  was  built  by  the 
side  of  it  on  the  same  home-lot  and  probably  on  the  site  of  the  Doxey 
or  Lane  house  about  the  year  1719,  in  which  latter  house  resided  the 
second  Christopher3  Christophers,  a  grandson  of  Christopher1  Chris- 
tophers. This  house  was  at  the  time  of  writing  of  Caulkin's  History 
of  New  London,  known  as  the  Hurlbut  House  (corner  of  Main  and 
Federal  Street,  New  London).  Both  of  these  houses  were  de- 
molished in  185 1  and  the  modern  residences  of  Messrs.  Miner  and 
Lawrence  were  built  on  the  ground,  Mr.  Miner's  house  occupying 
the  corner  and  Mr.  Lawrence's  adjoining  on  Main  Street. 

Christopher1  Christophers  brought  with  him  to  New  London  a 
wife  Mary  and  three  children,  viz. :  John,2  Mary2  and  Richard.2    An 
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ancient  record  in  the  family  states  that  his  son,  Richard2  Christo- 
phers, was  born  July  13,  1662,  at  "Chof  ton's  Ferris"  in  Devonshire, 
England  (probably  Cherston  Ferrers,  a  village  on  Torbay,  near 
Dartmouth).  Mrs.  Mary  Christophers,  his  first  wife,  d.  July  13, 
1676,  aged  55  years,  which  makes  her  10  years  older  than  her  hus- 
band, whom  she  pre-deceased  by  11  years  also.  Her  gravestone 
is  the  second  in  chronological  sequence  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground ; 
being  next  in  date  of  death  to  the  tablet  erected  to  the  memory  of 
Richard  Lord.  Christopher1  Christopher's  second  wife,  Elizabeth3 
(Brewster)  Bradley,  relict  of  Peter1  Bradley  of  New  London,  sur- 
vived her  second  husband  Christopher1  Christophers ;  she  d.  at  New 
London,  Feb.  — ,  1708,  aged  "about  seventy,"  and  was  buried  in 
the  Old  Burying  Ground,  gravestone;  a  portion  of  her  gravestone 
bearing  the  year  and  day  of  her  death  is  broken  off  and  missing; 
but  if  she  was  (as  it  is  stated  and  which  agrees  with  the  date  of 
her  birth)  forty-two  years  old  in  1680  and  was  "about  seventy  years 
old"  at  death  (b.  May  1,  1637),  she  must  have  d.  about  1708  (see 
Caulkin's  History  of  New  London,  p.  277). 

The  first  mention  made  of  Christopher1  Christophers  in  New 
London  records  is  in  the  year  1665,  when  he  made  and  recorded  a 
co-partnership  with  Charles  Hill;  thus  forming  what  was  the  first 
co-partnership  in  shipping  and  trading  in  New  London  of  which 
there  remains  any  record.  The  names  of  both  these  partners  appear 
that  year  for  the  first  time  on  the  roll  of  inhabitants  of  New  Lon- 
don, and  the  earliest  specific  date  relating  to  them  is  June  26,  1665, 
when  they  purchased  on  Mill  Cove,  the  warehouses  and  wharfage 
where  Richard  Hartley  and  John  Tinker  had  formerly  traded.  In 
the  articles  of  co-partnership  they  are  styled  "Charles  Hill  of  Lon- 
don, guirdler  and  Christopher  Christophers  mariner."  The  firm  of 
'     Hill  and  Christophers  was  engaged  in  trade  with  Barbadoes. 

Several  vessels  were  built  by  Mould  and  Coit,  shipwrights  of 
New  London  for  the  partners  Hill  and  Christophers,  among  them 
were  the  New  London,  70  tons,  delivered  to  the  owners  June  25, 
1666,  and  called  a  ship;  the  barque  Regard  in  1668;  and  the  sloop 
Charles,  22  tons,  in  1672.  The  New  London  was  a  larger  vessel 
than  any  theretofore  constructed  in  New  London  and  was  employed 
on  voyages  to  Europe.  Thomas  Forster,  John  Prout  and  John 
Prentiss  (the  second  of  the  name)  were  successively  her  com- 
manders. Almost  every  merchant  that  sent  out  vessels  at  that  period 
made  occasional  voyages  himself,  either  as  master  or  as  super- 
cargo. 

The  farms  of  Mr.  Blinman  at  Pine  Neck  and  Fort  Hill  were 
purchased  by  Christopher1  Christophers  from  Mr.  Blinman  after 
the  latter  had  returned  to  England,  on  Jan.  10,  1670- 1.  The  deed 
of  conveyance  being  signed  by  "Richard  Blinman,  with  Mary  my 
wife,  now  dwelling  in  the  castle,  in  the  City  of  Bristol,  England,  10 
January  1670-1." 

An  Indian  named  Tatto-bitton,  sole  surviving  son  of  a  noted 
Indian  of  those  parts,  known  as  the  Giant  on  account  of  his  im- 
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mense  stature,  sold  his  share  of  his  father's  land  to  Christopher1 
Christophers,  July  I,  1687.  This  land  here  referred  to  was  at 
Black  Point  and  was  sufficient  to  form  two  or  three  moderate  farms. 
A  considerable  part  of  this  land  fell  by  inheritance  to  the  children  of 
Thomas  Manwaring,  whose  wife  was  Esther3  Christophers  (John,2 
Christopher1). 

In  the  disputes  as  to  land  ownership  which  arose  in  1667  between 
the  towns  of  New  London  and  Saybrook,  the  town  of  New  London 
appointed  (amongst  others)  the  partners  Hill  and  Christophers 
members  of  a  commission  to  recover  the  rights  of  New  London 
and  settle  the  boundary  "according  to  ancient  grants  of  the  Court." 

From  the  above  stated  facts  quoted  in  most  part  verbatim  from 
various  parts  of  Caulkin's  History  of  New  London,  it  appears  that 
Christopher1  Christophers  was  able  to  establish  himself  immediately 
upon  his  arrival  in  New  London  as  a  trading  merchant  and  ship 
owner  whose  prosperity  seemed  to  be  an  already  established  fact, 
or  else  was  of  unusually  speedy  development  after  his  arrival  there — 
as  is  evidenced  by  his  almost  immediately  purchasing  ships  of  con- 
siderable value  for  the  firm  to  which  he  belonged,  and  by  his  subse- 
quent acquisition  of  large  landed  interests.  He  was  well  thought 
of  in  the  community  and  left  the  imprint  of  his  force  and  character 
upon  the  children  he  left  to  succeed  him.  He  was  a  Deputy  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  at  Hartford,  to  represent  New 
London,  Oct.  1 1,  1683,  and  Oct.  8,  1685. 

He  seems  to  have  been  possessed  of  certain  moral  weaknesses 
which  reflect  in  no  flattering  manner  on  his  character  for  purity  of 
body.  These  moral  delinquencies  were  as  prevalent  in  those  early 
days  as  they  are  now  in  modern  times.  These  defects  of  character 
in  no  wise  prevented  him  from  being  one  of  the  leading  men  of 
New  London,  and  he  moreover  did  all  in  his  power  to  extenuate 
the  wrong  done  by  him  by  his  subsequent  marriage  to  the  widow 
Bradley. 

From  the  date  given  for  the  birth  of  his  son  Richard2  Christo- 
phers at  Cherston-Ferrers,  Eng.,  July  13,  1662,  it  would  seem  that, 
as  he  appeared  in  New  London,  as  early  as  June  26,  1665,  New 
London  must  have  been  his  first  and  only  place  of  residence  after 
leaving  England,  in  which  he  established  anything  other  than  a 
temporary  abiding  place.  Savage  says  that  he  probably  sailed  from 
England  to  Barbadoes  and  almost  immediately  thereafter  removed 
to  and  settled  in  New  London. 

Both  Christopher1  Christophers  and  his  first  wife  Mary  ( ) 

Christophers  lie  buried  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground  in  New  Lon- 
don, which  is  situated  to  the  immediate  North  of  Bulkley  School 
( 1897)  which  latter  structure  stands  upon  the  approximate  site  of 
the  First  Meeting  House  in  New  London.  Their  graves  are  marked 
with  stones  thus  inscribed: 

"Here  lyes  ye  body  of  Mrs.  Mary  Christophers,  ye  wife  of  Mr. 
Christophers,  who  died  July  ye  13  Anno  .1676,  and  in  ye  55  year 
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of  her  age."  "Here  lyes  ye  body  of  Mr.  Christopher  Christophers 
who  died  July  ye  23,  Anno  1687  in  ye  56  year  of  his  age." 

In  the  graveyard  inscriptions  copied  from  the  Old  Burying 
Ground,  New  London,  by  Edward  Prentis,  1899,  we  find  tne  IQ1~ 
lowing  recorded  as  the  then  present  condition  of  the  gravestone 
of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Brewster)  Bradley-Christophers,  second  wife 
and  widow  of  Christopher1  Christophers,  viz: 

"Here  ly of  Mrs.  Eliza phers,  wife  of topher 

Christ ,  who  died  Feb.  ye ,  aged  about  70"  with  a  foot  stone 

inscribed  "Mrs.  Elizabeth   Christophers."

New  London,  p.  278,  which  probably  refers  to  the  date  of  its  rec- 
ording in  that  town),  or  April  3,  1662  (according  to  a  genealogical 
article  by  Annie  Haxtun  in  the  Mail  and  Express,  N.  Y.  City, 
Oct.  23,  1897,  which  probably  gives  real  date  of  death),  at 
"Flushen"  (Flushing),  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  where  an  inventory  of 
"his  boat  and  sea  clothing  was  taken.  He  first  made  his  appear- 
ance in  New  London  in  1654  and  was  a  mariner  plying  his  vessel 
to  ports  along  the  sound.  Peter1  Bradley's  home  lot  in  New  London 
was  originally  John  Gallup's;  it  was  situated  east  of  Town  (now 
Main)  Street,  between  the  location  of  the  present  Federal  Street 
and  State  Street  and  sloped  down  to  a  marsh  where  is  now  located 
Water  Street.  This  home  lot  was  appraised  in  the  inventory  of 
Peter1  Bradley  at  only  £30.  The  Bradley  house  was  near  the 
north  end  of  this  lot  with  a  lane  leading  to  the  house  from  Town 
(Main)  Street.  In  more  recent  times  the  Bradley  house  was  known 
as  the  Shackmaple  house.  North  of  this,  and  originally  a  part  of 
the  Bradley  lot  was  the  homestead  of  Daniel  Wetherell  (where 
later  was  the  Pool  property).  Some  other  small  portions  were 
sold  by  Peter2  Bradley,  Jr. ;  but  after  his  father's  death  it  remained 
unimproved  and  integral  until  1730,  when  it  was  sold  by  Jonathan4 
Bradley  of  Southold  (son  of  Christopher3  Bradley,  deceased)  to 
Daniel  Tuthill  for  £500.  It  was  then  estimated  as  eight  acres. 
Tuthill  had  it  laid  out  in  streets  (one  of  which  is  now  called  Bradley 
Street)  and  blocks,  and  sub-divided  into  small  house-lots  which 
were  put  immediately  into  the  market  and  at  the  time  of  writing  of 
Caulkin's  History  of  New  London,  there  were  nearly  two  hundred 
houses  on  this  land.

From  Hempstead's  Diary,  p.  100,  we  gather  the  following:  "Sun- 
day August  14,  1720.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Picket  died  last  night. 
Seventy,  in  about  6  hours,"  from  which  I  interpret  that  she  was 
seventy  years  old.  She  was  buried  Aug.  15,  1720,  at  New  London. 
As  she  was  70  years  old  at  death,  she  was  b.  about  1650,  which 
gives  a  hint  as  to  the  date  of  birth  of  her  first  husband  John2 
Christophers.  For,  if,  as  is  probable,  he  was  older  than  his  wife, 
he,  John2  Christophers  must  have  been  b.  earlier  than  1650,  which 
would  make  him  the  eldest  son  of  his  parents.

Court  in  New  London.  I  Christopher  Bradley  doe  acknowledge 
myself  to  have  received  ye  aforesaid  sums  and  legacies,  being  seven 
hundred  and  forty  pounds,  and  doe  by  these  presents  acquit  and 
discharge  the  said  Thomas  Youngs  and  Mary  his  wife  from  all 
debts,  dues,  gifts  or  legacies  they  were  in  any  way  obliged  to  pay  me. 
In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  24th 
day  of  August  1700.

Captain  Charles  Anthony  Fowler,  Jr.,  M  Company,  3rd  Bat- 
talion, 325th  Infantry,  82nd  Division,  A.  E.  F.,  was  born  October 
10,  1884;  killed  in  action  in  France,  October  11,  1918.

As  a  boy,  Capt.  Fowler  was  educated  at  St.  Mark's  School, 
Southborough,  Mass.,  and  at  the  Cutler  School,  New  York  City, 
later  taking  a  course  at  the  University  of  Geneva,  Switzerland.  In 
later  years  he  engaged  in  the  insurance  and  stock  brokerage  business 
in  New  York,  and  at  that  time  enlisted  in  I  Company,  Seventh 
Regiment,  N.  G.  N.  Y.,  which  during  the  Great  War  became  the 
107th  Infantry,  27th  Division,  A.  E.  F. 

On  February  15th,  1909,  Capt.  Fowler  married  Isabelle  Victoria 
Hoyt,  of  Great  Neck,  Long  Island,  of  which  marriage  there  are 
two  sons: 

Charles  Anthony  Fowler,  3rd,  born  June  5th,   1912. 
Hoyt  Webster  Fowler,  born  October  15th,  19 14. 

In  recent  years  the  Captain  was  associated  with  his  brother  in 
Midvale  Farm,  Amenia,  Dutchess  County,  New  York. 

Feeling  that  the  United  States  could  not  much  longer  keep  out 
of  the  Great  War,  Capt.  Fowler  commenced  his  military  training  at 
Governor's  Island,  New  York,  in  the  fall  of  1916.  In  March,  1917, 
he  received  his  commission  of  first  lieutenant  of  infantry  in  the 
Officers'  Reserve  Corps.     Later  in  the  spring  he  was  ordered  to 
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Fort  McPherson,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  as  one  of  the  instructors  of  the 
student  officers'  training  camp,  where  after  three  months'  service 
he  received  his  commission  as  captain  of  infantry,  and  was  sent  to 
the  School  of  Fire  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma.  After  a  month's  instruc- 
tion he  was  ordered  to  Camp  Gordon,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  M  Company,  3rd  Bn.,  325th  Infantry,  as  Commanding 
Officer,  and  also  Machine  Gun  Instructor  for  the  entire  82nd,  or 
"All  America"  Division. 

Training  of  the  Division  continued  to  April,  1918,  when  it  sailed 
from  New  York  on  April  25th,  1918,  arrived  at  Liverpool  on  May 
8th,  and  on  May  nth,  the  325th  Infantry  was  reviewed  by  King 
George  in  London. 

On  May  13th,  the  82nd  Division  landed  in  France  and  began  its 
final  training  before  taking  its  place  as  shock  troops.  From  that 
time  until  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive  and  the  Meuse-Argonne  battle,  the 
Division  trained  on  several  different  fronts ;  first  with  the  British 
around  Abbeville  and  then  with  the  French,  finally  reaching  the 
American  sector  near  Fontenoy-sur-Moselle  on  June  25th. 

On  September  24th,  the  82nd  Division  left  the  vicinity  of  St. 
Mihiel  and  arrived  at  the  edge  of  the  Argonne  Forest.  On  October 
5th,  the  Division  took  its  place  in  the  front  line,  relieving  the  28th 
Division. 

The  325th  Infantry  was  held  in  reserve  until  the  night  of  Octo- 
ber 10th,  when  it  was  told  in  orders  to  take  over  a  part  of  the  front 
line  held  by  our  troops,  and  that  the  Germans  had  evacuated  Som- 
merance,  St.  Juvin  and  Grand  Pre.  As  subsequent  events  proved 
this  information  was  wrong;  the  Germans  had  not  retreated  from 
these  towns  but  had  even  advanced  their  lines  during  the  night. 
Based  on  the  erroneous  information  of  the  Army  Intelligence 
Bureau,  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  325th  Infantry,  under  command 
of  Major  Pierce,  started  from  Cornay  on  the  night  of  October  10th, 
crossed  the  Aire  River  near  Fleville,  wading  through  knee  deep 
water  and  marched  up  in  column  of  twos  on  the  road  to  St.  Juvin, 
the  companies  keeping  seventy-five  yard  intervals.  M  Company 
was  in  the  lead,  as  Capt.  Fowler  was  senior  captain  of  the  regiment ; 
with  him  were  Colonel  Whitman,  Major  Pierce  and  Lieut.  Goehring, 
Battalion  Adjutant. 

At  daybreak  on  the  nth,  M  Company  had  reached  the  cross- 
roads from  Sommerance  and  Fleville  to  St.  Juvin,  when  the  Ger- 
mans opened  on  the  head  of  the  column  with  machine  guns  from 
the  high  ground  in  front  and  on  the  right  flank ;  the  men  took  cover 
in  the  road  ditch  until  the  situation  developed.  The  colonel  sent 
for  Captain  Fowler  and  gave  him  his  instructions,  while  sitting  for 
protection  behind  a  little  bank  on  the  roadside ;  the  captain  was 
laughing  over  the  fact  that  a  bullet  had  hit  his  belt  plate  without 
hurting  him.  He  then  went  back  to  his  company  and  started  it 
forward.  When  he  reached  the  colonel's  position  a  second  time,  the 
colonel  stopped  him  to  speak  of  the  movement.     While  talking  to 
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him  a  sniper's  bullet  struck  him  in  the  temple,  and  he  never  spoke 
or  moved  after  he  was  hit  and  died  instantly. 

Colonel  Whitman  writes  of  Captain  Fowler  that  "he  helped  me 
to  keep  the  morale  of  the  regiment  at  a  high  pitch.  It  called  for 
just  such  nerve  as  he  showed  on  that  awful  morning  to  keep  the 
men  in  hand  against  fearful  odds.  A  break  then  would  have  been 
fatal." 

It  was  the  Captain's  custom  to  lead  his  men  into  action  armed 
with  a  walking  stick  and  with  such  an  example  of  courage  it  is  not 
surprising  that,  with  all  the  company  officers,  killed  or  wounded 
the  company  fought  all  day  and  gained  its  objective  and  held  it. 
At  the  end  of  the  battle  there  were  but  ten  men  of  the  original  com- 
pany on  their  feet. 

The  following  citation  was  read  to  all  organizations  of  the  82nd 
Division : 

Capt.  Charles  A.  Fowler,  Jr.,  325^  Infantry  {Deceased) 
"On  October  nth,  in  the  action  north  of  Fleville,  France, 
his  regiment  was  fired  upon  while  still  in  column,  and  in  order 
to  gain  a  position  of  advantage  on  the  Sommerance-St.  Juvin 
Road  it  was  necessary  to  cross  an  area  swept  by  machine  gun 
fire.  With  great  bravery  he  led  his  company  across  and  was 
killed  while  so  doing. 

"The  Commanding  General  takes  particular  pride  in  an- 
nouncing to  the  Command  these  fine  examples  of  courage  and 
self-sacrifice.  Such  deeds  are  evidence  of  that  spirit  of  heroism 
which  is  innate  in  the  highest  type  of  the  American  soldier 
and  responds  unfailingly  to  the  call  of  duty,  wherever  or  when- 
ever it  may  come." 

Captain  Fowler  is  buried  a  little  south  of  where  he  fell,  with 
three  other  officers  of  the  regiment,  about  200  yards  west  of  the 
road  in  a  pleasant  meadow  near  the  banks  of  the  river  Aire;  the 
headstone  erected  by  his  brother-in-law,  Captain  Hazen  L.  Hoyt, 
Jr.,  21st  Engineers,  A.  E.  F.,  appropriately  bears  the  legend,  "A 
Gentleman  and  A  Soldier." 

[As  early  as  April,  1919,  the  Graves  Registration  Service  of  the 
A.  E.  F.,  commenced  the  removal  of  bodies  from  a  further  point 
where  Captain  Fowler  is  buried,  to  the  U.  S.  Cemetery  at  Romagne, 
northeast  of  the  Argonne,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
captain's  body  has  been  removed  with  the  rest.] 
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EDITORIAL  COMMENT  ON  THE  REPORT  OF  THIS 
SOCIETY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  HERALDRY.

This  publication  does  not  ordinarily  enter  the  controversial  field. 
We  content  ourselves  in  ottering  to  our  clientele  that,  which  we,  in 
the  exercise  of  our  best  judgment,  regard  as  established  facts,  and 
leave  the  acceptance  of  these  presentments  to  the  excellent  judg- 
ment of  our  readers.  We  depart  in  this  particular  instance  from 
our  established  rule  for  the  reason  that  we  regard  the  question  as 
to  the  proper  use  of  armorial  insignia  in  this  country  as  a  matter 
of  extreme  interest  to  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  of  this 
land. 

In  the  January,  1919,  issue  of  this  quarterly  we  published  the 
report  of  our  "Committee  on  Heraldry"  under  the  title  of  "Arms 
and  Crests  for  Americans."  This  report  was  made  by  the  com- 
mittee's chairman,  the  committee  itself  having  been  charged  with 
the  task  of  determining  whether  there  appeared  to  be  in  the  United 
States  of  America  (the  Federal  Government  having  failed  to  act 
in  the  matter)  any  acceptable  method  by  means  of  which  a  properly 
authorized  agency  could  be  established  for  the  registration  of  ar- 
morial insignia,  and  for  the  legal  authorization  and  regulation  of 
their  use.  The  conclusion  reached  was  that  such  an  authorized 
agency  could  not  be  established ;  that  it  was  beyond  the  limit  of  the 
authority  vested  in  an  individual  society,  even  though  incorporated 
under  the  law  of  the  State  in  which  it  existed;  that  an  individual 
State  of  the  Union  might  pass  laws  governing  the  use  of  such 
insignia  within  its  own  limits,  but  that  if  one  State  did  so,  then  all 
others  could  do  the  same,  and  there  would  result  a  lack  of  uniform- 
ity in  the  State  laws,  which  would  give  rise  to  a  confusion  that  would 
be  worse  than  the  present  condition  of  no  existing  legal  authority 
whatever  in  this  country.  The  committee  then  went  farther  afield 
and  suggested  methods  by  means  of  which  individuals  of  British 
(«.  e.,  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Welch,  Cornish  and  Manx)  blood 
might  with  propriety  overcome  the  obstacle  presented  to  them  by 
the  non-existence  of  regulating  laws  governing  the  use  of  Coats 
of  Arms  in  this  country. 

With  this  report  we  were  entirely  satisfied ;  it  was  not  at  all 
dogmatic,  but  merely  suggestive. 

We  were  therefore  somewhat  surprised  that  the  clearly  ex- 
pressed views  of  the  Chairman  of  our  Committee  on  Heraldry 
should  have  been  misinterpreted  by  any  one ;  and  that  the  attitude 
of  this  Society  in  regard  to  the  time  honored  custom  of  the  proper 
use  of  Armorial  insignia  in  this  country  should  have  been  erron- 
eously  construed.     That   such   erroneous   interpretation   has   been 
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made  of  the  above  referred  to  report  is  made  evident  from  a  letter 
and  critical  comment  which  we  have  recently  received  from  a  gen- 
tleman of  culture  and  unquestioned  armigerous  descent,  whose 
letter  and  critical  comment  on  the  report  of  our  committee  we  here- 
after quote  in  full,  and  to  the  same  subjoin  our  own  comments 
thereon. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  report  of  our  committee  will  establish 
the  following  statements  as  set  forth  therein: 

Firstly:  The  announcement  of  the  principle  in  Heraldry  that  "a 
family  once  armigerous  is  always  thereafter  armigerous.  Hence  a 
member  of  an  armigerous  family  and  his  descendants  in  the  male 
line,  for  no  matter  how  many  generations,  may  bear  arras,  no  matter 
where  he  may  be  living  nor  of  what  nation  he  may  be  a  citizen  or 
subject." 

Secondly :  "That  Americans,  who  can  with  entire  confidence  use 
arms,  are  those  belonging  in  the  male  line  to  families  recognized  as 
armigerous  in  the  countries  of  their  origin,  or  those  who  can  and  do 
obtain  grants  of  arms  from  the  countries  of  their  forefathers." 

Thirdly :   The  enunciation  of  the  belief  that  individuals  of  non- 

I  armigerous  stock  have  a  full  right  to  establish  in  themselves  and 

for  their  descendants  armigerous  rights  by  assistance  of  the  laws 
of  the  land  of  their  origin,  in  those  cases  where  those  laws  permit 
this  process  to  operate. 

Fourthly :  The  discountenancing  of  the  use  of  Armorial  insignia 
in  this  country  by  those  not  of  proven  armigerous  descent,  unless 
they  have  obtained  a  grant  of  arms  from  the  land  of  their  fore- 
fathers. 

Fifthly:  The  report  then  goes  on  to  explain  in  general  terms 
the  methods  to  be  employed  by  those  Americans  of  British  (i.  e., 
English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Welch,  Cornish  or  Manx)  blood  to  acquire  a 
legitimate  right  to  the  use  of  Coat  Armor  under  the  laws  of  the 
land  of  their  origin. 

So  far  the  report  goes  and  no  farther ;  and  with  the  committee's 
conclusions  we  see  no  grounds  for  disagreement,  either  as  to  state- 
ment of  facts,  or  as  to  the  sound  sense  and  good  taste  of  its  con- 
tentions. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  in  the  minds  of  many  intelligent  and 
thinking  individuals  in  this  country  there  exists  a  fully  developed 
conviction  that  there  should  be  established  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  sanctioned  by  appropriate  protective  legislation,  an 
official  bureau  for  the  formal  registration  of — and  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  use  of — those  insignia  of  family  designation  and  distinc- 
tion which  are  known  in  heraldry  as  Coats  of  Arms. 

In  our  land,  which  is  a  union  of  sovereign  states,  the  central  or 
federal  government  has  its  Coat  of  Arms ;  the  individual  sovereign 
states  have  their1  respective  Coats  of  Arms ;  and,  within  the  respec- 
ive  states,  the  subordinate  sub-divisions  of  territory  such  as  counties, 
townships,  municipalities,  towns  and  villages  have  their  Coats  of 
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Arms,  which  are  engraved  upon  the  seals  attached  to  their  respective 
official  promulgations.  The  business  interests  of  the  country  have 
their  own  specific  insignia  such  as  trade  marks,  the  necessity  and 
value  of  which  is  recognized  and  safe-guarded  by  stringent  pro- 
tective laws.  But  finally  we  come  to  the  family,  which,  next  above 
the  individual  citizen  is  the  fundamental  unit  of  all  state  govern- 
ment; and  here  we  find  that  the  law  of  our  land  provides  no  legisla- 
tion governing  and  protecting  the  use  of  family  insignia,  or  Coats 
of  Arms,  although  this  right  of  the  family  is  recognized  and  pro- 
tected by  law  in  many  of  the  other  countries  from  which  we  as  a 
nation  have  drawn  the  individual  citizens  who  form  the  complete 
body  of  our  cosmopolitan  census. 

As  regards  the  individual  citizen  who  is  the  ultimate  unit  in 
the  complex  structure  of  modern  government,  this  land,  as  well  as 
all  others,  has  done  much  that  is  necessary  to  protect  him  or  her  in 
rights  pertaining  to  distinctive  designation.  For,  since  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  family  surname,  such  surname  or  patronymic  has  been 
handed  down  from  parent  to  child,  under  the  protective  laws  gov- 
erning legitimacy,  as  the  inherent  right  of  the  offspring;  and  it  is 
necessary  for  the  individual  to  have  recourse  to  legislative  or  judi- 
cial intervention  to   legally  change  an   inherited  surname.*     The 

*We  deplore  the  ease  with  which  this  change  in  patronymic  is  allowed 
to  be  made  under  the  existing  laws  of  the  various  States  in  this  Union,  for 
the  reason  that  its  operation  permits  many  to  change  their  surnames  and 
by  this  change  disguise  their  blood  and  nationality. 

The  ease  with  which  this  change  can  be  accomplished  enables  a  large 
number  of  modern  immigrants  to  change  their  unmistakably  foreign  patro- 
nymics for  those  more  euphonious  and  familiar  to  the  American  ear.  This 
change  might  not  be  objectionable  if  in  exchange  for  their  old  surname  they 
were  compelled  to  assume  a  new  one  distinctly  suggestive  of  their  blood 
and  ancestry.  Such  however  is  not  by  any  means  their  custom.  After  a 
short  sojourn  in  this  land  they  experience  the  disadvantage  of  their  own 
surnames,  occasioned  by  the  difficulty  of  spelling  of,  unpronouncability  of 
and  often  business  prejudice  against  their  surnames;  and  at  once  proceed 
to  change  the  same;  and  in  so  doing  adopt  surnames  characteristically  sug- 
gestive of  blood  and  nationality  entirely  different  from  their  own.  Their 
choice  generally  results  in  the  selection  of  Anglo-Saxon  patronymics.  This 
is  a  custom  prevalent  among  the  lower  classes  of  Hebrew  immigrants,  and 
has  resulted  in  many  of  the  best  known  and  respected  Anglo-Saxon 
patronymics  being  now  used  by  Hebrews  (or  otheis)  whose  inherited  surnames 
they  have  for  reasons  of  their  own  found  to  be  of  disadvantage  to  them 
in  this  land.  If  the  laws  of  a  state  are  to  continue  to  permit  this  free  change 
of  name,  the  new  name  permitted  to  be  chosen  should  be  (unless  some 
reason  better  than  those  noted  above  is  set  forth  in  the  application)  one 
distinctively  suggestive  of  the  blood  and  original  nationality  of  the  applicant. 

Under  the  operation  of  State  laws,  a  great  many  in  the  past  four  years 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  ease  of  change  to  disguise  their  German 
blood  and  nationality  by  the  adoption  of  surnames  less  suggestive  of  their 
origin.  While  we  can  fully  sympathize  with  their  desire  in  the  matter,  we 
maintain  that  a  surname,  or  patronymic  is  an  unavoidable  blood  inheritance, 
and  unless,  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  some  very  strong  reason  is  given  for  its 
change,  it  should  remain  a  permanent  possession  of  the  inheritor. 

Adequate  legislation  should  be  passed  to  correct  the  above  referred  to 
imperfections  in  the  laws  governing  the  changes  of  surnames  in  the  various 
states  of  the  Union. 
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given  or  baptismal  name  of  an  individual  is  bestowed  by  recognized 
authority  of  the  parent  on  the  child,  and  in  most  instances  this 
bestowal  is  ratified  by  church  ceremonial,  which  ratification  has  full 
recognition  in  courts  of  law — so  we  see  that  the  full  name  or  per- 
sonal designation  of  the  individual,  the  ultimate  unit  of  state  govern- 
ment, is  made  by  law  an  inalienable  personal  right  or  property :  and, 
in  the  chain  from  the  head  of  government  down  to  the  individual, 
the  only  subordinate  class  which  is  not  protected  by  law  in  the 
establishment  of,  and  the  protective  use  of  distinctive  insignia,  is 
the  family.  It  is  illogical  that  this  breach  should  exist  in  the  other- 
wise unbroken  chain  of  legally  prescribed  right  to  distinctive 
insignia.  In  other  countries  it  is  not  so.  Why  is  it  so  in  our  land 
of  liberty  and  pronounced  individual  rights? 

In  answer  to  this  question  it  may  be  said  that  in  the  early  days 
of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  this  country  it  was  by  some 
(erroneously  we  think)  considered  that  the  use  of  such  family 
insignia  was  repugnant  to  the  democratic  spirit  of  our  national  insti- 
tutions ;  they  argued  that  the  use  of  such  insignia  as  Coats  of  Arms, 
would  perpetuate  aristocratic  class  distinction  in  this  country,  which 
would  be  in  violation  of  our  national  fundamental  principle  of  the 
personal  equality  of  all  in  the  eyes  of  the  law.  No  one  of  sane  mind 
will  combat  this  principle  of  personal  equality  as  an  essential  tenet 
of  our  national  belief.  But  we  claim  that  the  use  of  family  insignia 
in  no  way  whatever  conflicts  with  that  principle.  The  objection  to 
the  use  of  Coats  of  Arms,  as  distinctive  family  insignia,  is  based 
upon  the  ignorance  of  those  supporting  the  objection  as  to  the 
origin  and  primary  use  of  such  distinguishing  emblems ;  the  objectors 
claiming  that  such  emblems  were  originally  (and  are  now)  used 
exclusively  by  families  of  social  pre-eminence;  and  not  used  by 
the  less  prominent  graduations  of  the  social  order.  This  objector's 
view  of  the  case  is  not  supported  by  the  history  of  Coat  Armor  in 
any  of  the  countries  that  legally  authorize  and  regulate  its  use.  The 
use  of  Coat  Armor  is  very  ancient;  and,  were  a  true  history  of  its 
early  establishment  as  a  custom  obtainable,  such  history  would 
possibly  prove  its  use  to  be  more  ancient  than  the  development  and 
use  of  the  family  surname  or  patronymic.  From  the  union  of  two 
individuals  there  grew  up  the  family  bond,  and  as  soon  as  the  family 
thus  originated  increased  to  a  sufficient  numerical  strength  it  adopted 
a  tribal  or  clan  insignia ;  we  have  an  example  of  this  in  the  Scottish 
plaids  indicative  of  the  consanguinity  of  those  who  wore  that  of  a 
certain  pattern  and  coloring.  It  certainly  has  never  been  claimed 
that  the  wearing  of  a  specific  Scotch  plaid  was  a  privilege  accorded 
solely  to  the  socially  prominent.  On  the  contrary  it  was  and  is 
the  right  of  all  of  the  blood  to  wear  and  use  it  whether  they  be  rich 
or  poor,  high  in  the  world's  affairs  of  the  day  or  of  lowly  station — 
position  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,  blood  has  everything  to 
do  with  it.  As  the  clan  or  tribe  increased  there  grew  up  within  this 
general  grouping  modifications  of  the  clan  or  tribe  insignia  to  dis- 
tinguish particular  strains  of  blood  of  the  same  general  consan 
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guinity,  as  is  evidenced  in  the  minor  modifications  of  the  same 
general  pattern  of  a  particular  Scotch  plaid.  This  minor  modifica- 
tion of  the  plaid  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  station  in  life  of 
the  individual  wearing  it,  but  had  everything  to  do  with  the  blood 
flowing  in  his  or  her  veins;  it  was  a  recognized  right  of  all  of  the 
blood.  So  likewise  as  to  the  introduction  and  use  of  Coats  of  Arms. 
They  were  originally  adopted  as  a  distinctively  colored  or  marked 
coat  worn  over  the  armor  of  an  individual  in  fighting  array  to 
enable  him  in  armor  to  be  distinguished  in  the  midst  of  battle  or 
tourney,  and  thus  in  the  melee  of  conflict  in  those  days  to  present 
to  the  eye  some  distinguishing  detail  of  dress,  and  in  war  a  rallying 
point  for  his  immediate  followers.  The  use  of  the  distinguishing 
Coat  of  Arms  of  the  early  days  soon  established  the  design  and 
coloring  of  the  blazon  on  the  coat  as  the  distinguishing  insignia 
of  the  individual  who  originally  conceived  and  adopted  it;  and  in 
time  it  became  the  distinctive  insignia  of  his  entire  family  and  their 
descendants.  At  first  these  Coats  of  Arms  were  adopted  according 
to  the  free  will  or  fancy  of  the  first  bearer  thereof ;  but  as  the 
custom  grew  in  use  and  popularity,  conflict  as  to  the  infringement 
of  the  established  right  (by  virtue  of  prior  and  long  continued  use) 
of  certain  families  to  certain  particular  insignia,  by  other  families 
of  no  recognized  consanguinity,  who  endeavored  to  make  use  of 
the  same  insignia,  gave  rise  to  the  establishment  of  laws  governing 
the  adoption  and  use  of  such  insignia ;  and  in  the  countries  that 
recognize  these  family  rights,  these  laws  are  still  actively  in  force. 
These  laws  in  general  terms  assure  the  right  to  bear  the  Arms  of  an 
ancestor  in  the  male  line  of  ascent,  unto  any  descendant  who  proves 
his  descent  in  the  male  line  from  such  an  Arms  bearing  (i.  e.,  armi- 
gerous)   ancestor. 

How  then  may  the  right  to  make  use  of  Coats  of  Arms  be  re- 
garded in  this  country  which  as  yet  has  made  no  legal  provision  for 
the  establishment,  government  or  protective  use  of  this  right? 

As  this  country  in  the  early  days  of  its  history  was  colonized 
largely  from  the  realm  of  Great  Britain,  we  may  take  the  status  of 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  British  blood,  as  typical  cases  of 
those  whose  right  to  bear  arms  is  to  be  determined.  Nevertheless, 
the  same  argument  applies  to  those  of  blood  descent  from  ancestors 
of  countries  other  than  Great  Britain,  which  countries  recognize 
the  right  to  such  use  of  Coat  Armor. 

And  we  must  bear  distinctly  in  mind  that,  in  so  far  as  we  are 
at  present  informed,  the  North  American  Indian  is  the  only  citizen 
of  the  United  States  of  America  ab  origine.  All  the  vast  and  pre- 
ponderating remainder  of  our  modern  population  has  sprung  from 
stock  originating  in  lands  other  than  our  own. 

In  the  16th  century  in  Great  Britain  the  right  to  bear  Coats  of 
Arms  had  long  been  recognized  and  was  in  that  century,  and  some- 
time previous  thereto,  regulated  by  formal  law,  administered  through 
the  agency  of  the  officially  appointed  Heralds  and  their  periodic  visi- 
tations of  localities  in  maintaining  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  law. 
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This  country  was  colonized  largely  by  citizens  of  Great  Britain 
who  left  their  mother  country  to  secure  greater  liberty  of  existence 
in  the  new  colony  of  America ;  but  who,  under  rigid  law,  were  com- 
pelled to  renew  their  oath  of  allegiance  to  Great  Britain  before 
securing  authority  to  depart  therefrom.  Those  who  were  successful 
in  evading  this  renewed  oath  of  allegiance  were  certainly  not  allowed 
in  any  way  to  officially  renounce  such  allegiance.  Hence  they  one 
and  all  came  to  this  country  clothed  in  all  the  personal  rights  then 
assured  to  citizens  of  Great  Britain ;  and  therefore  if  they  possessed 
the  right  to  make  use  of  a  Coat  of  Arms  by  virtue  of  blood  (or 
family  tie)  either  actively  established  by  reason  of  prior  appeal  to 
and  grant  by  the  then  existing  laws  of  Great  Britain,  or  by  reason 
of  a  latent  right  not  up  to  the  moment  of  their  emigration  utilized — 
they  certainly  carried  that  right  with  them  to  the  land  of  their 
adoption,  for  the  reason  that  this  land  was  at  the  time  of  their 
departure  (and  long  after)  a  part  and  parcel  of  the  colonial  pos- 
sessions of  Great  Britain. 

While. some  of  those  who  came  to  this  country  in  the  early  days 
of  its  settlement  were  members  of  families  of  some  social  distinc- 
tion at  that  time,  yet  the  large  majority  of  them  were  of  the  middle 
classes ;  and  yet  many  individuals  of  those  of  the  so-called  middle 
classes  were  of  Arms  bearing  or  armigerous  families,  thus  refuting 
for  once  and  all  the  absurd  idea  that  the  right  to  bear  arms  was 
confined  to  the  aristocratic  families  of  Great  Britain.  It  was  a  right 
inherent  in  the  blood,  and  as  proudly  used  by  many  in  lowly  station 
of  life  as  it  was  used  by  those  of  exalted  position.  These  emigrants 
came  to  this  country,  exalted  or  lowly  in  station  as  the  case  hap- 
pened to  be,  some  actively  possessed  of  the  right  to  bear  Coats  of 
Arms,  some  latently  possessed  of  it,  and  others  not  possessed  of  it 
at  all  for  the  reason  that  their  particular  blood  stock  had  made  no 
use  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  adopting  and  having  authorized 
a  specific  Coat  of  Arms  as  a  family  insignia. 

Many  of  those  original  colonists  of  America  who  were  in  active 
possession  of  armigerous  rights  made  use  of  them  before  leaving 
Great  Britain  and  continued  to  use  them  subsequently  to  their 
arrival  in  this  land  and  their  families  have  so  used  them  ever  since. 
Others  with  latent  rights  to  bear  arms,  made  those  rights  active 
by  applying  to  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  of  which  government  they 
were  citizens,  for  confirmation  of  their  latent  right  which  right 
was  recognized  and  the  application  granted.  It  certainly  must  be 
admitted  that  these  two  classes  just  referred  to  were  wholly  within 
their  rights  to  bear  the  arms  of  their  families  up  to  the  time  of  the 
severance  of  the  allegiance  of  this  country  from  Great  Britain. 
And,  as  in  the  fully  recognized  interpretation  of  international  law 
by  civilized  countries,  the  property  rights  of  individuals  are  hot 
disturbed  as  the  result  of  war  and  severance  of  government  control 
of  one  country  over  another — the  Declaration  of  Independence  of 
this  country  and  its  establishment  as  a  nation  independent  of  Great 
Britain,  in  no  way  interfered  with  the  right  of  those  Americans  of 
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British  blood  who  were  armigerous  before  our  Independence ;  they 
remained  as  fully  armigerous  after  the  war  as  they  were  before  it. 

Now  what  is  the  logical  and  proper  mental  attitude  for  one 
to  assume  in  fair  minded  consideration  of  the  right  to  make  use 
of  Coats  of  Arms  as  a  distinctive  family  insignia  in  the  United 
States  of  America  ? 

We  know  that  the  governing  power  of  our  own  country  has 
never  seen  fit  to  sanction  and  regulate  by  law  the  use  of  Coats  of 
Arms. 

From  the  history  of  the  origin  and  perpetuation  of  the  usage 
we  have  the  conviction  forced  upon  us  that  this  usage  is  an  instinc- 
tive impulse  and  desire  of  the  family  unit  in  the  governmental  organ- 
ization to  adopt  and  practically  use  such  family  insignia;  which 
impulse  and  desire  has  demanded  and  secured  a  legal  recognition 
and  protection  in  countries  outside  of  our  own. 

We  are  compelled  to  admit  from  the  history  of  the  usage  of 
Coats  of  Arms,  that  the  custom  has  received  the  sanction  of  law 
and  regulation  in  nations  of  the  old  world  that  have  as  good  a 
right  as  our  own  country  to  be  judges  of  the  natural,  popular  and 
proper  demands  emanating  from  the  natural  instincts  of  their 
peoples. 

Under  what  conditions,  then,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
to  be  justified  in  the  use  of  Coats  of  Arms,  and  at  the  same  time 
be  exonerated  from  violating  the  dictate  of  good  taste,  in-as-much 
as  the  Government  of  the  land  affords  them  no  protective  right  so 
to  do? 

The  entire  congregation  of  those  who  believe  in  the  right 
to  legally  acquire,  and  make  use,  under  lawful  regulation,  of 
family  distinctive  insignia  popularly  known  as  Coat  of  Arms — 
may  be  divided  into  four  classes,  viz: 

First,  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  at  the  present 
time  possess  an  active  armigerous  right  inherited  and  used  without 
break  of  continuity,  by  virtue  of  direct  descent  in  the  male  line  from 
an  armigerous  ancestor  in  the  country  of  their  family's  origin. 

This  class  we  regard  as  the  most  favored  and  fortunate  of  the 
four.  The  right  of  individuals  of  this  class  is  more  legally  perfect 
than  that  of  those  of  the  second  and  third  classes  to  be  mentioned; 
and  this  right  is  mellowed  and  sanctified  to  an  extent  in  exact  pro- 
portion to  the  antiquity  of  the  original  authority  from  which  such 
right  was  primarily  acquired. 

Any  family  possession  is  enhanced  in  value  by  the  knowledge 
of  its  possession  through  many  generations  of  descent.  We  all 
have  an  inherent  pride  in  our  surname  or  patronymic ;  but  this  pride 
is  justly  increased  if  by  accurate  genealogical  information  we  are 
assured  that  we  bear  it  by  descent  from  a  known  line  of  ancestors 
who  for  many  past  generations  have  likewise  borne  the  same 
patronymic.  An  individual  who  bears  a  family  name  inherited 
from  the  14th  century  has  vastly  more  reason  to  be  proud  of  that 
name  than  the  modern  immigrant  who,  for  reasons  of  his  own,  by 
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recourse  to  the  legislature  or  court,  adopts  a  new  patronymic  which 
lacks  all  of  this  element  of  antiquity  to  hallow  it.  Family  silver  as 
a  possession  is  intrinsically  valuable  and  also  valuable  on  account 
of  its  practical  utility  and  again  as  an  evidence  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  of  the  temporary  prosperity  of  the  family  possessing  it;  but 
we  cannot  fail  to  recognize  that  the  intrinsic  and  practical  value  of 
such  possession  is  vastly  enhanced  sentimentally  by  the  knowledge 
of  its  family  possession  through  many  generations  of  succession. 
So  also  with  family  portraits;  long  continued  possession  in  a  family 
renders  them  in  time  of  great  sentimental  value. 

And  so  finally  with  Coats  of  Arms;  the  longer  their  established 
authoritative  use,  the  more  is  their  sentimental  value  enhanced  by  the 
sanctity  of  a  time  honored  use  extending  perhaps  to  what  we  in 
our  limited  human  view  of  the  case  regard  as  remote  antiquity. 

We  maintain  that  those  who  are  included  in  this  first  class  may 
with  perfect  legal  right,  with  propriety  and  complete  good  taste 
bear  the  arms  of  their  ancestors. 

The  second  class  includes  all  those  citizens  of  the  United  States 
who  at  the  present  time  are  possessed  of  latent  (or  dormant)  armi- 
gerous  rights  originating  in  the  land  from  which  they  or  their 
ancestors  emigrated  to  this  country.  This  is  a  much  larger  class  of 
individuals  than  the  first.  It  more  often  than  not  happens  that  in 
the  early  struggles  of  newly  arrived  families  to  establish  themselves 
in  conditions  of  comfort  and  material  prosperity  in  the  new  land  of 
their  adoption,  that  the  question  of  their  family  identity  as  con- 
nected with  the  parent  stock  in  their  mother  country  is  lost  sight  of, 
or  even  forgotten,  during  their  primary  endeavors  to  gain  a  foot- 
ing in  their  new  homes.  This  temporary  lack  of  interest  or  forget- 
fulness  will  extend  itself  until  a  period  is  reached  when  the  family 
has  secured  a  condition  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  free  from  the 
sordid  cares  attendant  upon  establishing  itself  in  a  state  of  material 
prosperity,  and  then  inevitably  the  family's  interest  in  its  ancestry 
will  reassert  itself,  and  they  will  become  desirous  of  obtaining 
knowledge  of  their  forebears.  Some  member  of  the  family  will 
take  up  the  study  of  the  family  pedigree ;  and  in  these  days  of 
improved  facilities  for  genealogical  research  it  will  frequently  hap- 
pen that  an  individual  head  of  a  family  will  discover  by  positive 
documentary  proof  that  he  is  descended  in  the  male  line  from  an 
armigerous  ancestor  in  the  mother  country  of  his  forebears.  This 
knowledge  is  sure  to  stimulate  his  interest  in  the  family  Coat  of 
Arms  used  by  and  confirmed  to  his  known  and  proven  ancestor; 
and  it  is  perfectly  natural  for  him  to  desire  to  resuscitate  his  latent 
or  dormant  armigerous  rights  and  in  his  generation  resume  the  use 
of  the  family  Coat  of  Arms,  the  use  of  which  has  long  been  discon- 
tinued for  the  reasons  set  forth  above.  This  impulse  or  desire  is 
certainly  a  perfectly  natural  and  proper  one.  Individuals  of  the 
first  class  who  are  at  present  in  the  possession  of  active  armigerous 
rights  cannot  with  any  pretence  of  justice  criticise  this  desire  of 
individuals  of  the  second  class  to  render  their  latent  or  dormant 
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armigerous  rights  active.  It  would  be  absurd  to  maintain,  because 
a  family  was  possessed  of  a  long  line  of  family  portraits  represent- 
ing their  ancestry  for  many  generations  back,  that  it  was  in  any  way 
wrong  or  in  violation  of  good  taste  for  a  family  to  begin  in  this 
generation  a  line  of  family  portraits  which  in  time  to  come  will 
gather  about  it  the  sanctified  halo  of  antiquity.  So  likewise  there 
is  nothing  improper,  nor  is  it  in  any  way  an  offense  against  good 
taste,  for  an  individual  who  discovers  in  his  own  generation  that 
he  is  a  descendant  in  the  male  line  of  an  armigerous  ancestor,  to 
take  the  steps  necessary  to  secure  those  armigerous  rights  unto 
himself  and  his  posterity.  In  fact  we  regard  it  as  a  duty  for  such 
individuals  to  perform.  How  then  shall  he  perform  that  duty 
properly  and  effectively? 

Let  him  then  first  establish  his  claim  to  descent  from  his  armi- 
gerous ancestor  by  indisputable  documentary  evidence  and  have  the 
same  published  in  detail  in  one  of  the  well  established  genealogical 
quarterlies  of  this  country  (the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Record  by  preference,  for  it  makes  a  specialty  of 
this  character  of  publication).  Then  this  having  been  done  (assum- 
ing that  the  individual  is  of  British  descent)  let  him  file  his  pedigree, 
showing  his  proven  descent  from  his  known  armigerous  ancestor, 
with  the  College  of  Arms  in  London,  and  when  it  is  accepted  and 
he  receives  from  the  College  its  formal  recognition  of  the  accuracy 
of  the  pedigree  submitted  let  him  assume  the  Arms  of  his  armi- 
gerous ancestor  and  use  them  with  the  assurance  that  he  is  doing  so 
with  full  logical  and  moral  right.  Then  to  render  this  right  of 
value  to  his  descendants  let  him  have  the  certification  of  his  pedigree 
by  the  College  of  Arms  published  in  one  of  the  standard  genealogi- 
cal publications  in  this  country.  The  individual  may,  if  he  is  not 
satisfied  (as  he  should  be)  with  the  logical  and  moral  right  to  the  use 
of  his  armigerous  ancestor's  Arms,  make  application  to  the  proper 
official  agency  in  Great  Britain  for  a  confirmation  of  these  arms 
unto  himself  and  posterity;  and  his  confirmation  may  perhaps  be 
granted.  Whether  it  is  granted  or  not  is  immaterial  as  the  logical 
and  moral  right  is  established  by  the  confirmation  of  his  pedigree 
by  the  College  of  Arms. 

The  attitude  assumed  by  some  individuals  of  the  above  men- 
tioned first  (and  most  favored)  class,  in  superciliously  regarding 
the  use  of  Coats  of  Arms  by  individuals  of  this  above  described 
second  class  is  most  deplorable,  and  has  done  much  to  envelop  the 
usage  of  Coat  Armor  in  this  country  with  a  suggestion  of  implied 
snobbish  superiority.  Those  of  established  armigerous  rights  have 
no  monopoly  of  those  rights.  It  is  an  inherent  right  of  blood  and 
not  one  of  condition.  The  right  minded  possessor  of  such  rights 
should  be  satisfied  with  the  fact  that  he  possesses  them,  and  simply 
congratulate  himself  that  he  has  that  already  which  others  in  time 
may  also  acquire. 

The  third  class  is  made  up  of  all  of  those  families  that  are  not 
possessed  of  active  or  dormant  armigerous  rights  and  this  class 
perhaps  constitutes  the  larger  proportion  of  our  population. 
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We  have  shown  that  the  desire  for  distinctive  family  insignia 
is  a  natural  and  popular  one  existant  in  all  countries ;  and  while 
latent  in  the  family  mind  until  such  time  as  achievement  has  gen- 
erated a  pride  in  name  and  family,  yet,  when  such  achievement 
has  been  accomplished,  it  is  sure  to  develop  itself. 

Shall  we  say  that  a  family  obscure  until  the  present  and  until 
this  time  not  feeling  the  desire  for  a  distinctive  family  emblem, 
shall,  because  the  impulse  has  been  by  circumstances  delayed  in 
its  development,  be  forever  afterwards  deprived  of  a  privilege 
enjoyed  by  other  families  in  which  this  instinct  has  asserted  itself 
at  an  earlier  period  in  its  history?  Such  an  attitude  would  be 
absurd  and  entirely  opposed  to  the  democratic  spirit  of  our  insti- 
tutions !  Because  the  forefathers  of  an  individual  have  always 
gone  barefooted  shall  we  say  that  those  of  the  present  generation 
shall  not  wear  shoes?  No!  decidedly  not!  There  are  individuals 
in  this  country  of  today  of  so  called  humble  origin,  who  by  their 
personal  achievement  in  their  special  sphere  of  action,  will  in  the 
distant  future  be  regarded  by  their  posterity  as  ancestors  as  worthy 
of  memory  as  any  ancestor  now  revered  who  lived  in  the  13th  or 
14th  century.  Should  not  such  an  individual  (or  in  fact  any  indi- 
vidual) have  the  right  to  acquire  the  right  to  a  distinctive  family 
insignia,  which  he  has  hitherto  lacked,  to  use  himself  and  hand  down 
to  his  descendants,  and  to  become  in  time,  by  future  generations  of 
use,  sanctified  and  revered  ?  He  certainly  should !  How  then  shall 
he  acquire  this  right?  In-as-much  as  our  own  country  fails  to 
supply  the  agency  required  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  desired 
purpose,  there  is  no  means  left  for  individuals  of  this  third  class 
to  legally  accomplish  their  natural  and  justifiable  purpose  than 
recourse  to  the  laws  of  the  land  of  their  origin  to  aid  and  assist 
them  to  accomplish  this  desire.  This  let  them  do  as  speedily  and 
as  effectively  as  they  may;  and  if  the  right  is  granted  them  let 
them  rest  assured  that  five  hundred  years  from  now  it  will  perhaps 
be  as  revered  and  honored  as  those  family  insignia  that  antedate 
them  by  five  centuries.  This  is  the  true  American  spirit  in  which 
to  view  the  matter.  If  the  right  is  not  granted  them,  then  let  them, 
with  due  thought  for  the  existing  rights  of  others,  and  after  con- 
sultation with  those  competent  to  advise  in  such  matters,  adopt 
their  own  coat  of  arms,  or  family  emblem,  use  it  and  stick  to  it 
with  the  firm  conviction  that  time  will  soon  eradicate  any  suggestion 
of  rawness  in  its  use.  All  of  the  most  time  honored  Coats  of  Arms 
were  in  the  early  days  thus  assumed,  and  moreover  defended  in 
tourney  and  battle;  and  many  of  the  proudest  bearers  of  Arms  in 
England  today  have  not  sought  confirmation  of  their  Arms  by  the 
constituted  authorities ;  the  right  to  them  is  the  right  of  possession 
and  use  throughout  many  past  generations.  The  laws  of  this  land 
do  not  protect  this  usage ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  does  not  prohibit 
it  either  by  word  or  implication  of  law.  Therefore,  if  in  no  way 
infringing  upon  the  existing  rights  of  others,  there  is  no  legal  objec- 
tion nor  moral  obstacle  to  the  assumption  of  arms  by  an  individual 
of  to-day's  generation. 
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The  fourth  and  final  class  is  made  up  of  those  thoughtless  and 
misguided  individuals  without  any  known  armigerous  rights,  who, 
impelled  by  a  vague  desire  to  have  the  use  and  outward  display  of 
a  family  emblem  purporting  to  be  their  own,  assume  the  use  of  a 
Coat  of  Arms,  generally  that  of  some  other  family  of  the  same 
surname  as  their  own,  without  any  knowledge  of,  and  without  an 
investigation  as  to  their  personal  right  to  use  the  adopted  insignia, 
and  more  often  than  not  without  any  semblance  of  right  to  use 
the  chosen  blazon. 

Such  individuals  violate  all  dictates  of  good  taste,  and,  more- 
over, seriously  offend  in  invading  the  established  rights  of  others 
in  a  manner  against  which  the  laws  of  this  land  provides  no  redress. 
Their  action  is  the  outcome  of  ignorance  as  to  the  proper  use  of 
Coat  Armor,  and  of  a  reprehensible  indifference  as  to  whether  their 
action  is  right  or  wrong  in  their  assumed  use  of  the  particular 
insignia  of  their  adoption.  They  generally  are  totally  ignorant  of 
their  family  origin  or  else  they  would  not  be  guilty  of  an  action 
that  violates  the  personal  rights  of  others  and  at  the  same  time 
holds  them  up  to  the  sure  criticism  of  the  enlightened  and  the 
ridicule  of  the  many. 

Members  of  this  class  should  at  once  discontinue  their  ridicu- 
lous assumption  of  arms  not  their  own ;  and,  if  the  desire  for  armor- 
ial insignia  is  really  based  upon  an  irresistible  impulse  should  take 
steps  to  investigate  expertly  their  family  genealogy  and  thereby 
gain  the  necessary  information  relating  thereto  which  may  prove 
them  to  belong  in  one  of  the  other  three  classes  heretofore  described. 
We  have  dwelt  thus  largely  upon  this  question  because  we  believe 
that  the  laws  of  our  land  are  seriously  lacking  in  not  providing  legis- 
lative enactments  to  authorize  the  use  of  family  insignia  of  this 
character,  and  to  establish  uniform  rules  governing  such  use. 

In  these  times  of  great  international  upheaval,  when  the  nation- 
ality and  blood  of  individuals  has  grown  to  be  a  matter  of  deep 
import,  there  is  every  reason  why  Coat  Armor  should  be  recognized 
in  this  country  (the  melting  pot  of  all  bloods  and  nationalities), 
thereby  offering  means  for  those,  with  whose  blood  the  true 
American  is  willing  to  allow  his  to  mingle,  to  be  enabled  to  display 
a  Coat  of  Arms  indicative  of  the  blood  and  original  ancestry  of 
the  bearer ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  effectively  distinguish  the  true 
American  from  those  of  hyphenated  allegiance. 

The  following  is  the  letter  of  our  correspondent  and  his  accom- 
panying critical  comments  upon  the  report  of  our  Committee  on 
Heraldry.  We  have  inserted  in  the  criticism  numbers  in  brackets 
to  indicate  the  order  in  which  we  consider  and  answer  the  author's 
commentaries,  viz:

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If  your  rules  permit  of  argument  on  the  other  side,  I  would  like  to  get 
that  side  presented.

"ARMS  AND  CRESTS  FOR  AMERICANS." 

"[1]  The  report  of  your  committee  in  the  January  number,  very  clearly 
expresses  its  stand  on  the  subject  of  Armory,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  the  majority 
of  American  claimants  to  Coat-armor  will  accept  that  view.  [2]  Most 
American  families  of  Colonial  derivation  use  the  Arms  that  their  ancestors 
have  left  to  them;  and  they  value  such  Arms  because  'they  speak  to  them 
of  the  past'  They  are,  almost  without  exception,  bearings  of  design  so  simple 
as  to  stamp  them  of  origin  too  ancient  to  receive  any  verification  at  the  hands 
of  professional  heralds.  [3]  No  evidence  of  descent  through  eight  or  ten 
generations  of  Americans  would  ever  be  accepted  at  the  College  of  Arms, 
for  confirmation.  This  has  been'  tried  repeatedly  and  all  that  the  college  will 
do  is  to  'grant'  a  new  modern  coat.  Only  those  devoid  of  sentiment,  surely, 
would  be  content  with  these  modern  antiques.  The  English  people  as  a  rule 
take  the  same  stand,  and  use  old  arms,  those  of  the  stem  family,  and  no  herald 
can  deprive  them  of  them ;  since  no  one  can  now  prove  who  are  and  who  are 
not  descendants  of  the  first  bearer.  The  law,  too,  protects  them  there,  for 
a  paltry  license  fee  gives  the  right  to  display  such  arms  on  carriage,  signet, 
plate,  etc. ;  and  no  grant  of  heralds  can  confer  arms  to  anybody  in  England 
that  can  be  so  displayed,  except  by  payment  of  this  license.  [4]  Arms  are 
not  an  indication  of  social  status  in  England,  despite  all  the  assertions  of 
heralds  to  the  contrary — they  are  the  insignia  of  families,  descending  to  all 
sons  and  their  descendants,  whatever  their  social  position,  peers  and  peasants 
alike.  [5]  The  old  view  of  coat-armor  was  that  a  shield  of  such  antiquity  in 
design  as  to  be  presumably  that  of  the  stem  family,  belonged  to  all  of  the 
name.  Guillim  was  the  first  to  attempt  a  comprehensive  register  of  British 
arms,  and  his  almost  universal  form,  'By  the  name  of  Smith'  in  his  blazons, 
which  form  was  copied  by  the  'herald-painters'  everywhere,  plainly  shows 
that  old  arms,  for  which  no  exclusive  possession  could  be  claimed,  were  like 
surnames,  regarded  as  the  property  of  the  family  at  large. 

"[6]  In  certain  cases  the  heralds  have  opportunities,  which  they  always 
avail  of,  for  reaching  a  few  of  the  people — the  most  common  being  the  occa- 
sion of  the  creation  by  the  Crown  of  a  baronet,  which  expressly  requires 
the  registration  of  the  gentleman's  arms  at  the  college.  The  college  officers 
at  once  refuse  to  accept  the  arms  the  man  and  his  ancestors  have  borne,  and 
they  require  the  payment  of  the  fee  for  a  new  grant  before  his  honors  as  a 
baronet  are  established.  The  result  of  this  usually  is  that  having  been 
coerced  into  the  purchase  of  a  new  coat-of-arms  which  he  never  uses,  he 
returns  to  the  old,  endeared  to  him  by  family  pride.  The  assumption  of 
an  hyphenated  additional  surname  'by  Royal  License'  has  the  same  conditions 
and  this  man,  like  the  other,  after  paying  for  the  new  design,  goes  back  to 
using  the  old  arms,  the  two  families  quartered.  All  this  shows  the  attitude 
of  the  English  people  toward  heraldry,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  shared  by 
the  heralds  themselves  in  some  instances.  [7]  If  one  man  more  than  any 
other  should  consistently  be  a  purist  in  things  heraldic,  it  is  a  King  of 
Arms.  When  your  committee  warns  Americans  against  assuming  arms  of 
those  from  whom  they  cannot  prove  descent,  it  should  take  note  of  the 
example  of  the  late  Sir  William  Woods,  many  years  Garter  King  of  Arms, 
who  used  the  ensigns  granted  in  Scotland  as  late  as  the  year  1812  to  George  • 
Woods,  from  whom  he  did  not  lineally  descend.  At  the  death  of  Sir  William, 
he  was  succeeded  in  office  by  his  son.  Sir  Albert  Woods,  who  was  Garter 
at  the  coronation  of  King  Edward  VII.  So  much  clamor  resulted  from  the 
false  assumption  by  father  and  son,  holding  so  important  a  place  as  officers 
of  arms,  that  to  silence  it,  Sir  Albert  had  the  college  grant  to  him  in  1892, 
a  new  and  wholly  different  coat.  [8]  The  historians  of  the  Church  of 
England  have  said  that  from  time  immemorial  those  who  have  reached  the 
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exalted  station  of-  bishop,  and  were  without  arms  of  their  own,  have  adopted 
for  the  bishopric  seal,  always  with  the  assent  of  the  head  of  the  house,  the 
Arms  of  the  most  eminent  family  in  the  Kingdom,  bearing  the  same  surname. 

"[9]  Nearly  every  American  pre-Revolution  family  has  a  coat-of-arms 
that  has  come  down  as  a  painting,  a  bit  of  needlework,  an  engraved  silver 
vessel,  or  a  seal,  and  such  arms  are  worthy  of  record  and  acceptance  here, 
without  question,  and  without  reference  to  any  information  the  heralds  may 
have  or  lack  on  the  subject.  In  the  different  countries  of  Europe  in  visi- 
tation times,  such  things  were  considered  'proof.'  They  are  proof  here  and 
today.  And  the  fear  that  arms  may  duplicate  other  arms,  need  trouble  no 
one,  for  a  consultation  of  Papworth,  cited  by  your  committee,  will  show 
instances  without  end  of  the  identical  arms  borne  by  different  families  of 
the  same  name  and  other  families  of  different  names. 

"[10]  Whether  the  arms  of  Washington  suggested  the  stars  and  stripes, 
is  doubted  by  many  persons,  and  here,  too,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  the 
American  Washington  family,  like  the  rest  of  us  'never  established  its  right 
in  the  college  of  arms.'  [11]  It  is  true  the  'United  States  has  made  no 
provision  for  the  grant  or  registration  of  arms  or  crests,'  but  the  State  of 
New  York  appears  to  have  attended  to  the  matter,  when  seventeen  or  eighteen 
years  ago  it  legally  incorporated  The  American  College  of  Arms  'to  create, 
preserve  and  grant  the  use  of  arms  to  families  and  citizens  of  the  United 
States.'  I  think  the  institution  still  exists  and  that  it  has  offices  somewhere 
on  Fifth  Avenue;  and  therefore  there  is  no  need  for  Americans  to  go  out 
of   our  own  country  for  official  recognition   as   'armigerous.' "

To  the  statements  made  in  our  correspondent's  comments  on  our 
committee's  report  we  offer  the  following  replies : 

[  1  ]  We  quite  agree  with  .him  in  his  statement  as  to  the  clearness 
of  our  committee's  stand  on  the  question  of  "Arms  and  Crests  for 
Americans,"  which  stand  we  have  herebefore  summarized  under 
four  headings;  and  therefore  we  do  not  perceive  the  necessity  for 
many  of  his  suggestions  of  disagreement  with  our  standpoint,  where 
in  reality  no  material  disagreement  exists  except  in  the  points  upon 
which  we  will  dwell. 

We  do  not  agree  with  him  in  his  expressed  opinion  that  our 
committee's  contentions  are  of  doubtful  acceptance  to  the  majority 
of  claimants  to  Coat  Armor  in  this  country.  We  hold  that  our 
committee's  report  was  not  in  any  way  intended  to  be  accepted  as 
ex  cathedra;  but  that  it  was  logically  sound  in  its  specified  conclu- 
sions ;  and  only  suggestive  as  to  certain  methods  of  possible  pro- 
cedure ;  and  that  therefore  it  must  be  accepted  by  the  reasonable 
majority. 

[2]  The  second  point  of  our  correspondent's  criticism,  we 
regard  as  irrelevant,  in-as-much  as  our  report  in  no  way  denies  or 
suggests  a  disagreement  with  his  views  therein  expressed.  Our 
committee's  report  expressly  states  that  "Americans  who  can  with 
entire  confidence  use  arms  are  those  belonging  in  the  male  line  to 
families  recognized  as  armigerous  in  countries  of  their  origin." 
Such  Americans  are,  generally  speaking,  those  whose  families  (quot- 
ing our  correspondent)  "use  the  arms  that  their  ancestors  have  left 
them,  and  they  value  such  Arms  because  'they  speak  of  the  past.'  " 
And  these  Americans  we  have  included  in  our  leading  (first)  class 
of  armigerous  families,  and  we  regard  them  as  particularly  favored 
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as  a  class  and  our  committee's  report  places  the  undoubted  stamp 
of  approval  upon  the  use  of  Armorial  insignia  by  this  class. 

It  may  however  happen  that  an  individual  may  have  for  many 
generations  belonged  to  some  armigerous  family  in  America  and 
only  now  in  his  own  generation  have  become  actively  aware  of 
the  fact,  as  a  result  of  accurate  genealogical  research.  Such  an 
individual  may  then  submit  his  pedigree  supported  by  proof  to  the 
College  of  Arms,  and  upon  confirmation  of  his  pedigree  can  with 
perfect  propriety  assume  his  family  arms,  even  though  he  may  not 
have  in  his  own  possession  painting,  signet  or  any  other  armorial 
heirloom  "speaking  of  the  past,"  which  relics  have  by  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  time  passed  to  other  branches  of  his  family.  It  is  not 
]  necessary  for  him  to  have  recourse  to  the  College  of  Arms,  but  a 

sense  of  delicacy  on  his  part  might  possibly  suggest  this  course 
which  is  in  no  way  lacking  in  justification. 

[3]  Our  correspondent  states  that:  "No  evidence  of  descent 
through  eight  or  ten  generations  of  Americans  would  ever  be  ac- 
cepted at  the  College  of  Arms  for  confirmation."  This  may  possibly 
be  so  as  to  confirmation  of  the  Arms  themselves,  but  it  certainly 
is  not  so  as  to  the  confirmation  of  the  pedigree.  So  let  the  individual 
have  his  pedigree  confirmed  to  an  armigerous  ancestor  in  the  male 
line,  and  then  let  him  assume  the  arms  of  that  ancestor.  Our  com- 
mittee's report  lays  special  stress  upon  the  fact  that  the  registration 
of  a  pedigree  at  the  College  of  Arms  showing  descent  in  the  male 
line  from  an  armigerous  ancestor,  in  no  way  acts  as  a  confirmation 
of  Arms  to  the  owner  of  the  pedigree.  But  the  pedigree  once 
registered  and  approved,  the  right  to  assume  the  specific  arms  of 
the  ancestor  is  a  moral  and  logical  one. 

[4]  Our  correspondent  takes  pains  to  enunciate  the  fact  that. 
"Arms  are  not  an  indication  of  social  status  in  England,  despite 
all  the  assertions  of  heralds  to  the  contrary — they  are  the  insignia 
of  families,  descending  to  all  their  sons  and  descendants,  whatever 
their  social  position,  peers  and  peasants  alike."  We  most  emphat- 
ically agree  with  this  announcement,  but  at  the  same  time  fail  to 
see  the  necessity  of  such  enunciation,  as  it  implies  that  our  com- 
mittee's report  was  opposed  to  the  view  taken.  The  committee 
confined  itself  entirely  to  the  question  of  blood  right,  and  no  refer- 
ence is  made  by  it  to  the  social  status  of  armigerous  families,  and 
moreover  in  our  preceding  argument  we  have  laid  great  stress  upon 
the  fact  that  the  right  to  bear  Arms  is  a  question  of  blood  and  blood 
alone  and  is  not  a  question  in  any  way  of  an  individual's  position 
in  the  social  structure. 

[5]  Our  correspondent's  reference  to  Guillim  and  his  early 
attempt  at  a  comprehensive  registration  of  British  Arms  is  of  great 
interest;  but  when  he  choses  as  an  example  of  Guillim's  "almost 
universal  form"  of  classification  of  stem  family  arms,  the  designa- 
tion "By  the  name  of  Smith,"  we  think  him  most  unfortunate  in 
the  selection  of  the  Smith  surname  to  demonstrate  his  point.     The 
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surname  Smith  (like  unto  that  of  many  other  patronymics),  is  one 
derived  from  the  occupation  of  the  original  founder  of  the  family ; 
and  in  widely  separated  sections  of  Great  Britain  there  were  with- 
out doubt  many  Smith  families  of  entirely  independent  origin,  and 
none  of  them  of  necessity  of  any  degree  of  consanguineous  rela- 
tionship to  any  of  the  others.  Each  and  every  one  of  them  might 
possibly  have  established  the  right  to  Coat  Armor  and  surely  not 
one  of  them  would  renounce  their  own  Smith  blazon  for  that  of  the 
stem  family  possibly  recorded  by  Guillim  as  "by  the  name  of 
Smith."  We  do  not  interpret  Guillim's  phraseology  as  does  our 
critic.  We  think  that  Guillim's  meaning  was  that  a  particular 
blazon  described  by  him  was  borne  by  a  family  of  the  name  of 
Smith;  but  that  Guillim  did  not  mean  that  every  sporadic  Smith 
family,  having  no  blood  connection  whatever  with  the  one  bearing 
this  particularly  described  blazon,  was  entitled  or  enforced  to  use 
this  same  blazon,  because  its  family  surname  was  Smith.  Such  a 
view  of  the  case  seems  positively  untenable  to  us.  How  would  it 
be  with  a  Schmidt  family  of  German  origin,  whose  family  surname 
had  become  Anglicized  by  process  of  time?  Would  that  family 
be  entitled  or  enforced  under  our  critic's  interpretation  of  Guillim's 
meaning  to  adopt  the  English  blazon,  when  perhaps  they  already  had 
an  authentic  Coat  of  Arms  of  Teutonic  origin?  Certainly  not! 
So  likewise  it  is  with  all  other  families  whose  surnames  were  in 
the  dim  past  derived  from  occupation.  These  families  were  all  of 
sporadic  non-consanguineous  origin,  in  so  far  as  their  surnames  were 
concerned,  and  we  find  in  the  large  majority  of  such  families  that 
the  individual  blazon  of  each  one  is  distinct  from  those  of  the 
others  of  that  name.  We  emphatically  disagree  with  our  corre- 
pondent's  suggestion  that  because  an  individual  may  be  named 
Smith  he  has  a  right  to  assume  the  arms  described  in  the  early 
times  by  Guillim  as  having  been  borne  by  a  family  "by  the  name  of 
Smith." 

[6]  Concerning  the  laws  governing  the  College  of  Arms  in 
confirming  Arms  to  an  individual  we  have  nothing  whatever  to  say ; 
the  laws  we  must  accept  as  they  are ;  we  have  no  voice  in  the  matter. 
Whatever  our  correspondent  may  say  in  the  matter  relative  to  what 
he  considers  incongruities  of  the  law,  it  is  undoubtedly  so,  that 
from  time  to  time  new  arms  are  granted  upon  the  specific  and 
voluntary  application  of  individuals.  The  fact  that  under  certain 
emergencies  individuals  are  compelled  to  receive  a  new  grant  of 
arms  is  a  matter  for  the  British  to  criticise,  not  for  us  to  cavil  at, 
as  whatever  benefit  we  may  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  existing 
laws  is  a  courtesy  not  a  right. 

[7]  Our  critic's  comments  on  the  occasional  wrong  application 
of  the  law  by  the  College  of  Arms  is  also  interesting.  It  however 
has  no  bearing  upon  our  report.  We  are  not  surprised  that  now 
and  then  the  action  of  the  College  of  Arms  is  wrong  in  its  promul- 
gations. In  our  protective  regulations  governing  trade  marks,  the 
ruling  of  our  Government  Department  controlling  such  matters  is 
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often  reversed  by  operation  of  the  Courts;  and  likewise  patents 
granted  are  often  cancelled  because  the  courts  decide  that  they  in- 
fringe on  other  patents  previously  issued. 

[8]  Our  report  never  for  a  moment  animadverted  against  the 
statements  made  in  this  item  of  criticism.  We  have  enunciated 
the  belief  on  our  part  that  a  family  once  armigerous  is  always  armi- 
gerous.  So  if  the  possession  of  family  heirlooms  establishing  armi- 
gerous rights  exist  in  a  family  they  certainly  are  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  the  right  to  bear  those  arms.  We  have  never  disputed  this 
view  of  the  case ;  on  the  contrary  we  have  emphatically  endorsed  it. 

[9]  We  admit  that  the  Washington  family  in  America  never 
sought  confirmation  of  their  arms  at  the  College  of  Arms.  Why 
should  they?  They  were  of  lineal  male  descent  from  the  English 
armigerous  family  and  hence  were  entitled  to  bear  those  arms. 

[10]  We  are  much  surprised  that  our  correspondent  is  satisfied 
to  have  the  matter  as  to  the  right  to  bear  arms  left  in  the  hands  of 
a  private  business  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  With  this  expressed  opinion  on  his  part  we  positively  dis- 
agree. What  authority  does  such  incorporation  establish?  There 
is  no  law  in  the  State  of  New  York  which  such  private  corporation 
can  appeal  to  in  support  of  its  unofficial  utterances ;  and  moreover 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  State  of  New  York  issuing  similar 
corporate  licenses  to  a  dozen  other  Societies  in  the  State  if  it  so 
desires.  The  best  that  a  corporation  of  this  nature  can  do  is  to 
register  on  its  books  or  in  its  archives  the  arms  of  individuals  which 
they  deem  are  authentically  used.  When  it  comes  to  the  granting 
of  new  arms  the  private  corporation  is  at  loss,  for  there  is  no  law 
or  regulation  in  the  state  that  gives  their  decisions  the  force  of 
authority.  Arms  granted  by  one  corporation  in  the  State  might 
be  denied  by  a  similar  corporation  in  the  same  state;  and  that  would 
give  rise  to  endless  confusion  and  positive  ridicule. 

If  the  state  itself  should  pass  laws  authorizing  the  use  of 
Armorial  insignia,  and  establish  rules  governing  such  use,  it  would 
be  another  matter;  but  even  then  every  other  state  could  do  the 
same  and  we  would  have  that  marked  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
various  state  laws  that  renders  the  granting  of  divorces  so  flagrantly 
unsatisfactory. 

A  State  may  grant  corporate  rights  to  private  individuals  to 
brew  beer ;  but  it  cannot  compel  individuals  to  drink  it. 

The  attitude  assumed  by  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical 
Society  of  Boston  is  the  nearest  approach  to  a  satisfactory  compro- 
mise in  this  field  of  operation.  This  society  is  a  most  dignified  body 
of  some  seventy  years  of  continuous  existence;  its  reputation,  built 
up  by  many  years  of  careful  attention  to  the  public's  wants,  in  its 
field  of  action,  gives  it  a  semblance  of  quasi  authority.  This  Society 
has  recently  become  interested  in  the  matter  of  Arms  for  Ameri- 
cans, but  the  best  that  such  a  society  can  do  for  its  clientele  is  to 
pass  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  arms  borne  by  a  particular  family 
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in  America  are  in  their  opinion  properly  so  borne.  They  have  no 
authority  to  grant  new  arms.  Certainly  if  a  dignified  society  such 
as  this  cannot  grant  arms,  a  private  individual  enterprise,  although 
incorporated  for  the  purpose  under  state  law,  cannot  do  so. 

We  have  welcomed  the  above  quoted  comments  of  our  corre- 
spondent as  it  has  afforded  us  an  opportunity  to  thus  set  forth  in 
full  our  Society's  views  on  the  matter  of  Arms  and  Crests  for 
Americans. 


THE  TIBBITTS  OR  TIBBETTS  FAMILY. 
Descendants  of  George  Tippett  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y.

Several  members  of  this  family  were  among  the  early  emigrants 
from  England  to  the  American  Colonies.  The  name  is  spelled  in 
many  different  ways  in  the  early  records,  by  using  either  "e,"  "i," 
or  "y"  in  the  first  syllable,  either  "e,"  "i,"  or  "o"  in  the  second 
syllable,  either  "b"  or  "p"  singly  or  doubled  where  the  two  syllables 
join  and  either  single  or  double  "t"  in  the  second  syllable,  and  by 
adding  or  omiting  a  final  "s."  It  is  one  of  several  surnames  which 
are  derived  from  the  name  Theobald,  or  perhaps  from  its  French 
form  Thibault,  as  a  result  of  Norman  or  French  immigration  into 
England.  Among  these  derived  surnames  was  another  written 
"Tibbalds,  Tebbalds,  Tibbals,  Tibbels,"  etc.,  and  members  of  this 
family  also  came  to  New  England  before  1640. 

Just  how  many  members  of  the  Tibbitts  family  were  early  resi- 
dents of  America  the  writer  does  not  know,  but  at  least  four  large 
branches  were  founded  by  them  long  before  1700.  In  July,  1635, 
"Henry  Tybbot,"1  a  shoemaker  aged  39  years,  sailed  from  England 
with  his  sons  Jeremy,  aged  4,  and  Samuel  aged  2.  He  was  accom- 
panied also  by  "Elizabeth  Tibott,"  aged  39,  and  "Remembrance 
Tybbott,"  aged  28,  one  of  whom  was  undoubtedly  his  wife  and  the 
other  his  sister.  He  also  had  a  daughter  who  married  Thomas  Nock. 
This  Henry  Tybbot  settled  at  Dover,  N.  H^,  and  founded  a  very 
large  Tibbits  family.2  His  son  Jeremy  had  children  named,  Jeremy, 
Jr.,  Hannah,  Mary,  Joseph,  Samuel,  Benjamin,  Ephraim,  Martha, 
Elizabeth,  Nathanael,  Henry  and  Thomas.  The  census  of  1790 
gives  35  heads  of  families  named  Tibbitts  in  New  Hampshire  and 
more  than  50  in  Maine,  most,  if  not  all  of  which,  were  descended 
from  this  Henry  of  Dover. 

There  was  another  Henry  Tibbitts  who  settled  near  Kingstown, 
R.  I.,  as  early  as   1660.     In  December,   1661,  he  married  Sarah

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Stanton  and  his  children  were  named  Henry,  Jr.,  Ann,  wife  of 
Samuel  Fones;  George;  John;  Mary,  wife  of  Edward  Greene; 
Sarah,  wife  of  Wm.  Hall;  Martha,  wife  of  Benjamin  Stanton  and 
another  daughter  who  married  Wm.  Tanner.  Henry,  Jr.,  had  sons 
named  Thomas,  Henry  and  William  and  his  brother  George  had  sons 
named  George,  Jr.,  and  Henry.  This  family  became  very  numerous 
in  Rhode  Island  and  soon  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
several  of  them  located  at  Lansingburgh,  N.  Y.  Their  descendants 
were  among  the  leading  citizens  of  Rensselaer  Co.,  and  the  old 
family  names,  George,  William  and  John,  became  especially  prom- 
inent in  the  history  of  Troy  and  vicinity. 

A  third  family  was  founded  by  "George  Tippett,"  of  Flushing 
and  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  Since  early  members  of  this  family  used  the 
family  names,  George,  Henry,  William  and  Thomas,  in  common 
with  the  Rhode  Island  family,  it  is  practically  certain  that  they  were 
closely  related  and  highly  probable  that  the  founders  of  the  two 
families  were  brothers.  This  article  will  be  devoted  to  the  history 
of  this  George  Tippett  and  his  descendants,  and  hence  further 
information  concerning  him  will  be  omitted  for  the  present. 

A  fourth  family  located  in  St.  Mary's  Co.,  Md.,  before  1700. 
"Philip  Tippet"  witnessed  the  will  of  Matthew  Cartwright  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1689,  and  "Nich.  Typpet"  is  mentioned  as  a  witness  in  Jan- 
uary, 1700.  The  latter  is  further  mentioned  in  1708  as  "Nicholas 
Tippett"  and  also  as  "Nich.  Typpett."  In  1790  there  were  in  Mary- 
land seventeen  heads  of  families,  most  of  whom  spelled  the  name 
"Tippett"  and  lived  in  St.  Mary's  Co.  They  included  John,  Sr. ; 
John,  son  of  Wm. ;  Charles ;  Thomas ;  Nelson ;  Josias ;  Zacharias, 
etc.  It  is  quite  possible  that  this  family  also  could  be  traced  to  the 
same  original  source  in  England  as  the  New  York  and  Rhode  Island 
families. 

A  fifth  family  settled  at  Gloucester,  Mass.,  about  1642,  but  there 
were  no  sons  to  continue  the  family  name.  The  head  of  this  family 
was  "Walter  Tybbott,"  born  about  1584  and  died  in  165 1.  It  is 
very  likely  that  there  were  also  other  early  Tibbitts  families,  but 
these  will  suffice  to  show  how  numerous  their  descendants  must 
now  be  in  America.  Whether  the  fifty  heads  of  families  in  Maine 
in  1790  were  all  descendants  of  Henry,  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  is  not  very 
certain.  Possibly  some  were  descended  from  another  early  immi- 
grant family  or  perhaps  some  came  from  Rhode  Island  or  New 
York  when  these  families  were  scattered  by  the  Revolutionary  War. 

We  will  now  take  up  the  history  of  George  Tippett,  of  Yonkers. 
He  is  first  mentioned  at  Flushing,  L.  I.,  to  which  place  he  had 
undoubtedly  come  by  way  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and 
Westchester,  N.  Y.  At  this  village  on  Aug.  12,  1667,  "George 
Tippetts"  was  enrolled  as  a  volunteer  in  a  militia  company  organ- 
ized by  the  Governor  for  the  King's  service.  He  was  there  as  early 
as  May  of  the  same  year  and  had  then  already  become  interested 
in  lands  on  the  Spuyten  Duyvil  Creek  where  he  located  the  next 
year.     On  Feb.  27,  1669,  an  interesting  old  deed,  Recorder's  copy 
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now  at  Albany,3  was  recorded  for  "George  Tippett  of  Spiting 
Devill."  It  was  dated  July  6,  1668,  and  confirmed  to  him  the  pos- 
session of  an  island  called  Papiriniman,  which,  according  to  this 
document,  had  been  freely  given  to  him  by  Elias  Doughty  in  May, 
1667.  This  was  a  small  island  between  the  marshy  meadow  just 
above  Fordham  and  a  salt  water  branch  or  bay  leading  northward 
from  the  Spuyten  Duyvil  to  the  mouth  of  Tippett's  Brook.  On  any 
good  street  map  of  New  York  City,  Tibbett  Avenue  may  be  seen, 
extending  from  a  point  near  the  Spuyten  Duyvil  at  West  230th  St. 
to  West  240th  St.,  also  Tibbett's  Brook  which  was  known  locally 
as  "Tippett's  Brook"  until  within  a  few  years.  These  local  names 
are  of  course  in  honor  of  the  family  which  first  settled  on  these 
lands  and  held  portions  of  them  for  more  than  100  years.  A  literal 
copy  of  the  first  deed  to  this  island  as  recorded  may  be  of  interest 
at  this  point. 

"Recorded  for  George  Tippett  of  Spiting  Devill 

Febry  27th,  1668. 
Be  it  knowne  unto  all  men  by  these  p'sents  that  I  Elias  Doughty 
in  confirmation  of  ye  guift  of  an  island  lying  and  being  within  ye 
liberty  of  my  pattent  concerning  that  land  which  was  once  Youncker 
Vand.r  Duncks,  which  I  gave  freely  unto  George  Tippett  or  his 
ordr.  in  May  1667  and  now  do  confirm  and  establish  the  same  under 
my  hand  and  seal  this  6th  day  of  July  anno  1668  and  in  the  20th  yr. 
of  the  reign  of  our  Sovereign  lord  ye  king,  etc."

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  original  dates  appear  to  show 
that  the  deed  was  recorded  long  before  it  was  drawn,  an  impossible 
situation  of  course.  The  explanation  is  found  in  the  fact  that  in 
those  days  the  legal  year,  as  used  on  all  such  documents,  did  not 
end  till  March  24th.  Hence  the  true  historical  year  for  the  date  of 
recording  is  1669.  A  little  later  it  was  often  the  practice  to  write 
both  years  for  any  date  between  Jan.  1st  and  Mar.  24th  inclusive, 
thus,  Feb.  10th,  1732/33. 

The  place  in  England  from  which  George  Tippett  came  has  not 
yet  been  determined,  but  there  are  reasons  for  thinking  that  it  may 
have  been  Bristol.  It  is  known  that  there  was  a  "William  Tippet"4 
in  that  city  in  1657,  which  Christian  name  was  a  common  one  in 
both  the  New  York  and  Rhode  Island  families,  as  we  have  already 
observed.  Perhaps  this  Wm.  Tippet,  who  took  on  an  apprentice 
in  his  haberdasher's  shop  in  August,  1657,  did  so  because  one  or 
both  of  his  boys  had  recently  left  him  to  go  to  America.  We  also 
know  that  George  Tippett's  friend,  Elias  Doughty,  who  made  him 
the  above  mentioned  present  of  an  island,  was  a  son  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Doughty,  a  native  of  Bristol,  Eng.,  who  came  to  Flushing,

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L.  I.,  by  way  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  and  Providence,  R.  I.  It  would 
therefore  be  a  very  natural  and  likely  thing  for  the  Tippett  boys, 
if  they  were  also  natives  of  Bristol,  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  this 
fellow  townsman  who  had  long  before  preceded  them,  to  become 
friends  of  his  children  in  America,  and  to  locate,  the  one  in  Rhode 
Island  and  the  other  at  Flushing,  L.  I.  Moreover,  the  fact  that  there 
were  so  many  Bristol  people  in  Rhode  Island  that  one  of  their  new 
cities  was  named  Bristol,  is  also  a  strong  indication  that  the  Tippett 
boys  may  have  come  to  Rhode  Island  because  they  were  also  from 
Bristol  and  had  friends  or  acquaintances  in  that  colony.  This  inter- 
esting question  might  be  answered  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  a 
careful  search  of  the  local  records  at  Bristol,  England,  especially 
those  of  Christ  Church. 

At  sometime  previous,  to  1668  and  probably  not  long  after  1660, 
George  Tippett  married  Mehitabel,  a  daughter  of  Wm.  Betts,  of 
Westchester.  Wm.  Betts  had  formerly  lived  at  Scituate  and  Barn- 
stable, Mass.,  at  which  latter  place  several  of  his  children  were  born. 
He  had  also  tarried  in  Connecticut  and  was  at  Eastchester  in  1662. 
It  may  have  been  at  Eastchester  or  Westchester  that  Mehitabel 
lived  when  she  met  George  Tippett  and  married  him.  On  July  6, 
1668,  George  Tippett  and  his  father-in-law  shared  in  the  purchase 
of  about  2,000  acres  of  land  from  Elias  Doughty.  This  tract  of  land 
bordered  on  the  Hudson  and  Bronx  Rivers  and  extended  from  the 
Spuyten  Duyvil  and  Westchester  Path,  which  path  ran  from  a  point 
near  the  Wading  Place  directly  eastward  as  far  as  the  Bronx,  to 
a  similar  east  and  west  line  near  Yonkers.  Wm.  Betts  received  the 
northern  half,  including  Youncker  Van  der  Dunck's  planting  field, 
and  George  Tippett  received  the  southern  half.  The  original  rec- 
orded copy  of  this  deed  is  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  at  Albany.5  It  is  of  great  interest  to  the  historian,  and 
extracts  from  it  have  frequently  been  published.  Because  of  its 
value,  an  exact  literatim  copy  is  here  presented,  as  made  by  the 
writer  from  the  original : 

"Recorded  for  George  Tippett  ffeb/y  22th  1670/."  (  =  1671) 
"Be  it  knowne  unto  all  men  by  theise  p'sents  that  I  Elias  Doughty 
of  fflushing  in  ye  North  Ryding  of  Yorkshire  on  Long  Island  in 
America  wthin  ye  Territoryes  of  his  R.  H.ss  ye  Duke  of  Yorke  und.er 
ye  Comannd  of  ye  R*.  Hon.ble  Co11  Richard  Xicolls  Governor  Gen.r11 
of  ye  Same  have  by  vertue  of  ye  Assignation  of  a  Pattent  from  my 
brother  in  Law  Mr.  Hugh  Oneale  &  Mary  his  wife  alienated 
estranged  demised  bargained  &  sould  &  do  by  "these  p'sents  alyenate 
estrange  demise  bargaine  &  sell  a  parte  &  parcell  of  that  Land  and 
meadow  belonging  to  ye  said  Pattent  for  &  in  consideration  of  a 
considerable  Sume  received  &  to  receive  wch  land  &  meadow  I  th' 
abovesaid  Doughty  have  sold  unto  William  Betts  &  Georg  Tippett 
who  are  possest  of  parte  of  ye  same  (Viz.1)  ye  said  Land  and 
meadow  wch  was  farmerly  in  ye  possession  and  occupation  of  old 
Youncker  van  der  Dounck  ye  planting  feild  belonging  to  ye  said

hithermost  end  of  Manhatans  Island,  wth  all  ye  Upland  betwixt  that 
&  Hudsons  Ryver  westward  &  so  running  northward  to  ye  East  & 
West  lyne  before  mentioned  at  ye  end  of  ye  planting  feild,  except  ye 
thirty  acres  of  meadowe  wch  I  have  sold  unto  Mr  John  Archer  wch  ye 
abovesaid  Betts  and  Tippett  is  to  see  pfourmed  unto  ye  abovesaid 
John  Archer,  &  for  that  parcell  of  meadowe  wch  is  nowe  in  contro- 
versy betweene  ye  Harlem  men  &  my  Selfe  if  it  be  recovered  by 
them  or  their  order  they  shall  peaceably  enjoy  ye  Same  according  to 
ye  Tenor  of  ye  Pattent  paying  unto  me  or  my  order  Ten  pounds 
of  current  passable  pay  according  to  ye  Custome  of  theise  parties,  & 
in  Case  ye  same  due  shall  be  recovered  then  Mr  John  Archer  his 
proportion  of  Thirty  Acres  of  meadowe  is  to  run  upward  by  ye 
Island  where  he  is  to  have  ye  full  complement  of  ye  said  Thirty 
Acres,  All  wch  I  have  from  my  selfe  my  heires  or  any  othr  pson  or 
psons  interested  or  concerned  in  ye  said  Pattent  Sold  &  made  over 
unto  ye  aforementioned  William  Betts  &  George  Tippett  or  eithr  of 
them  their  heires  Executors  or  Assignes  To  have  &  to  hold  for  ever, 
&  ye  Same  peaceably  &  quietly  to  enjoy  maintaining  ye  Same  free 
from  all  Incumbrances  of  any  pson  or  psons  concerned  in  ye  Pat- 
tent, Indians  Excepted,  It  is  to  be  understood  that  Mr  Archers 
Meadowe  is  to  be  laid  out  in  Case  Harlem  men  enjoy  their  posses- 
sion at  ye  Stake  parting  ye  said  meadowe  in  controversye  &  y*  other 
meadowe  wch  I  have  possest  them  of. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  &  Seale  this 
6th  day  of  July  Anno  Dm  1668  &  in  ye  20th  yeare  of  ye  Raigne  of  or 
Soveraigne  Lord  Charles  ye  Second  by  ye  Grace  of  God  of  England 
Scotland  ffrance  &  Ireland  King  Defender  of  ye  faith,  &c." 

"Signed,  Sealed  &  delivered  in  Elias  D™Shty-

In  Governor  Lovelace's  patent6  confirming  the  above  deed  and 
dated  Feb.  20th,  1671,  Wm.  Betts  and  George  Tippett  are  referred 
to  as  "late  of  West  Chester."

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George  Tippett  made  his  home  on  the  eastern  side  of  Spuyten 
Duyvil  Neck,  a  point  of  land  formed  by  a  bend  in  the  Spuyten 
Duyvil  Creek  and  the  bay  which  extended  northward  from  it 
to  the  mouth  of  Tippett's  Brook.  The  Neck  was  formerly 
called  Yonkers  Neck,  Tippett's  Neck  and  Berrian's  Neck.  In 
Feb.,  1670,  he  asked  to  be  excused  from  helping  to  build  a  cause- 
way7 over  the  marshy  ground  lying  between  his  island  and  the  vil- 
lage of  Fordham,  a  small  settlement  nearby  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Harlem  River  just  below  the  ancient  ford  or  Wading  Place.  His 
excuse  was  that  he  had  to  build  a  bridge  over  the  Bronx  River  on  the 
road  to  Eastchester.  Both  bridges  were  ordered  built  and  he  had  to 
help  build  them.  On  Nov.  28,  1673,  when  he  appeared  as  a  witness, 
he  is  described  as  "George  Tibbet  of  Fordham  aged  about  35  yrs." 
Hence  he  was  probably  born  about  1638.  In  his  new  home  in  this 
wilderness  he  led  a  more  or  less  exciting  life  during  the  few  remain- 
ing years  of  his  short  career.  The  title  to  a  portion  of  his  lands  was 
not  clear,  and  there  were  disputes  with  his  neighbors  on  this  ac- 
count, and  also  over  their  droves  of  hogs  which  ran  wild  through 
the  forests.  There  was  also  danger  from  savage  Indians,  and  for 
their  protection  he  and  his  father-in-law  built  a  strong  block  house. 
During  an  Indian  alarm  in  the  Fall  of  1675,  the  Berts  and  Tippett 
families  were  summoned  to  Fordham  for  safety,  but  insisted  on 
remaining  where  they  were  and  trusting  to  their  own  block  house. 
George1Tibbett  died  in  testate  in  i675,8leavingtwo  children, George,3 
Jr.,  and  Mehitabel.2  He  probably  died  in  Aug.  or  early  Sept.,  for 
his  widow  is  referred  to  under  date  of  Sept.  15,9  and  an  inventory  of 
his  estate  was  made  on  Sept.  29.  His  old  homestead  on  Yonkers 
Neck  remained  standing  until  late  in  the  last  century,  and  that  of  his 
great-granddaughter  Dorcas  Berrian,  is  believed  to)  be  still  standing 
near  the  extreme  southern  point  of  the  Neck.  According  to  Jen- 
kin's  Story  of  the  Bronx,10  there  is  a  tradition  that  George*  Tippett 
was  buried  in  the  ancient  burial  place  of  the  Hunt,  Leggett  and  Wil- 
lett  families  on  a  knoll  at  Hunt's  Point  or  Neck,  in  West  Farms. 
This  cemetery  is  near  the  end  of  the  Neck  at  the  intersection  of 
Hunt's  Point  and  Oak  Point  Avenues.  It  is  now  preserved  as  the 
Rodman  Drake  Park,  in  honor  of  the  poet  Drake  who  is  also  buried 
there. 

Mehitabel,  the  widow  of  George1Tippett,  was  married  again  with- 
in a  year  or  two  to  Louis  Vitrey,  or  Vittery,  and  became  a  widow  a 
second  time  before  Mar.  25,  1676  (  ?  or  1677). 1X  In  April,  1677,  she 
sold12  the  island  back  to  Elias  Doughty  and  he  sold  it13  again  the 
next  month  to  Mathias  Nicolls.  In  this  last  deed  Doughty  calls  the 
island  "Papariniman,"  and  says  that  he  had  purchased  it  from  "Ma-

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hittabell  Vitrey,  widdow  and  administratrix  of  Lewis  Vitrey  and 
heretofore  widdow  and  administratrix  of  George  Tippett  of  fford- 
ham."  Before  Oct.  18,  1684,  she  became  the  wife  of  Samuel  Hitch- 
cock, of  Fordham,  and  they  were  still  residing  in  that  place  in  1698. 
Very  little  is  known  about  George2  Tippett,  Jr.,  but  he  was  prob- 
ably only  a  few  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death.  In  1691, 
he  signed  several  legal  documents,  one  of  which  confirmed  the  sale 
of  a  certain  piece  of  his  land  by  his  step-father,  Samuel  Hitchcock, 
on  Oct.  18,  1684,  during  his  minority.  The  term  father-in-law  is 
used  in  the  sense  of  step-father  in  this  Dec,  1691,  document,14 
which  reads,  "Samuel  Hitchcock,  the  father-in-law  of  the  said  Tip- 
petts  in  his  minority  of  years."  In  the  1684  document15  the  family 
name  is  spelled  "Tibbetts"  and  "Tybbitts,"  but  the  most  common 
early  form  as  already  shown,  was  Tippett  or  Tippet.  It  would  be 
reasonable  tosupposethatGeorge2Tippett  executed  and  signed  these 

11691  documents  soon  after  attaining  his  majority,  and  if  this  sup- 
position is  correct,  he  was  probably  born  about  1669  or  1670.  There 
is  one  slight  difficulty  with  this  theory,  however,  for  in  this  case  his 
son  George3  would  not  be  likely  to  be  born  before  1690,  while  it  is 
claimed  that  this  son's  wife  was  born  in  1685.  Though  such  a  dif- 
ference in  age  was  not  a  rarity,  yet  it  was  rather  unnatural  and  un- 
likely. It  is,  therefore,  possible,  that  George,2  Jr.,  may  have  been 
born  as  early  as  1665.  In  any  case,  he  could  not  have  been  born 
earlier  than  the  last  of  1663,  else  he  would  not  have  been  still  a 
minor  in  Oct.,  1684.  His  wife's  name  was  Joan,  and  they  are  known 
to  have  had  two  children,  George3  and  Henry.3  Like  his  father 
before  him,  George,2  Jr.,  appears  to  have  met  with  an  early  death. 
;  He  was  still  living  in  the  Summer  or  Fall  of  1698,  as  shown  by  the 

Fordham  census,  but  on  Mar.  16,  1700,  John  Conklin  and  wife 
"Meehittabell"  sold  75  acres  of  land  to  Jacobus  Van  Cortlandt,16 
and  the  land  is  described  as  being  part  of  150  acres  formerly  re- 
ceived from  "George  Tippett  late  deceased  brother  of  the  said  Mehit- 
tabell."  Hence  he  probably  died  at  some  time  during  1699  at  about 
30  to  35  years  of  age.  There  seems  to  be  no  record  concerning  his 
estate  nor  any  more  definite  information  concerning  the  date  of  his 
death.  He  undoubtedly  occupied  his  father's  old  homestead  on 
Yonkers  or  Tippett's  Neck. 

Mehitabel,2  the  sister  of  George2  Tippett,  Jr.,  married  Joseph 
Hadley,  a  widower  with  two  children,  named  George  and  Mary. 
This  occurred  not  earlier  than  1680,  during  or  shortly  after  which 
year,  Hadley's  first  wife  died.  There  is  no  way  of  determining 
whether  she  was  older  or  younger  than  her  brother,  except  by  the 
uncertain  inference  that  a  young  girl  born  later  than  1664  would  not 
have  been  likely  to  marry  a  widower  considerably  older  than  herself 
and  with  two  children.  We  can  merely  say,  therefore,  that  it  seems 
most  likely  that  she  was  older.    She  is  mentioned  as  Hadley's  wife  in

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Sept.,  1691,  and  hence  was  married  sometime  between  that  date  and 
1680.  Two  children  were  born  to  them  who  were  named  Joseph3 
and  Mehitabel,3  after  their  parents.  Joseph  Hadley  died  before  Nov. 
20,  1695,  for  on  that  date  his  two  children  by  his  first  wife,  Mary 
Richardson,  are  referred  to  as  orphans,  already  under  the  care  of  a 
guardian.17  His  widow,  Mehitabel,  married  John  Conklin,  in  1695 
or  earlier.  There  is  at  White  Plains,  an  old  deed,  which  is  so  valua- 
able  as  regards  the  proof  which  it  furnishes  concerning  the  family 
relationship  of  these  early  generations,  that  we  must  quote  from  it 
at  this  point.  It  is  found  in  Vol.  E  of  deeds  grantor,  pages  301-303. 
It  is  dated  May  13,  17 18,  and  was  executed  by  George  Tippett  and 
wife  Dorcas,  of  the  third  generation : 

"George  Tippet  and  wife  Dorcas  of  ye  Yonkers  to  Jacobus  Van 
Cortlandt  of  N.  Y.  City." 

"Whereas  Elias  Doughty  deceased  granted  Yz  of  ye  Yonkers  pat- 
ent, obtained  from  Hugh  O'Neal,  unto  George  Tippet  ye  grand- 
father of  ye  said  George  who  is  party  to  these  presents,  by  whose 
demise  ye  same  lands  devolved  upon  George  Tippet  deceased,  who 
was  ye  father  of  ye  first  named  George  Tippet,  which  said  George 
Tippet  ye  father  for  valuable  considerations  did  in  his  life  time  by  his 
certain  deed  of  sale,  bearing  date  ye  12  day  of  September  in  ye  year 
of  our  Lord  1691,  amongst  other  lands  give  and  grant  unto  Joseph 
Hadley  and  Hittabell  his  wife,  who  was  ye  sister  of  ye  said  last 
named  George  Tippet,  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  ye  full 
quantity  of  100  acres  of  upland,  part  of  ye  undivided  lands  con- 
tained in  ye  said  Yonkers  plantation," — (and  whereas  said  Hadley 
and  wife  did  on  Oct.  13,  169 1,  sell  25  acres  of  this  100  to  Matthias 
Buckhout,  and  Buckhout  to  Frederick  Phillips  deceased  on  Jan.  22, 
1695,  and  said  Phillips  to  Jacobus  Van  Cortlandt  on  Oct.  10,  1699) — 
"and  whereas  John  Conklin  and  ye  aforenamed  Mehittabel  his  wife, 
late  ye  wife  of  ye  said  Joseph  Hadley,  possessing  the  remaining  75 
acres  of  the  above  100,  did  sell  ye  same  on  Mar.  16,  1699 — (  =  1700) 
— to  Jacobus  Van  Cortlandt,  ...  ye  first  mentioned  George 
Tippet  hereby  confirms  ye  said  100  acres  unto  ye  said  Jacobus  Van 
Cortlandt." 

The  date  of  Mehitabel2  Conklin's  death  is  not  known,  nor  the 
exact  number  of  her  children.  There  were  four  children  in  her  fam- 
ily in  1698,  Joseph,  Mehitabel,  John  and  Charity.  While  it  seems 
likely  that  all  were  hers,  yet  it  is  barely  possible  that  John  Conklin 
had  been  previously  married  and  that  John  and  Charity  were  his 
children  by  a  former  wife.  In  the  Summer  or  Fall  of  1698, 
Mehitabel  Conklin's  step-father,  Samuel  Hitchcock,  took  a  census 
of  Fordham.  We  will  here  give  in  his  original  and  amazing 
spelling  the  three  families  in  which  we  are  interested: 

"Samuel  Hichkocks  and  wife  Mahetabel  and  two  children  Marce 
and  Mary." 

"Joarge2  Tippit  and  wife  Joane  and  one' child  Joarge3  and  one 
slave  Adum."

The  family  of  MehitabeP  Tippett-Hadley-Conklin's  son,  Joseph 
Hadley,3  Jr.,  with  a  few  of  his  very  numerous  descendants,  will  be 
found  in  the  genealogy  given  on  later  pages  of  this  article,  as  taken 
mostly  from  Toler's  New  Harlem  Register  and  properly  arranged. 

Henry3  Tippett,  who  was  one  of  the  2  children  of  George,2  Jr., 
is  first  mentioned  on  Dec.  10,  17 15,  when  his  signature  was  attached 
to  the  will  of  Joseph  Betts  as  a  witness.18  A  deed  dated  June  22, 
1717,  states  that  "George  Tippet  and  wife  Dorcas  of  Yonkers," 
thereby  convey  98  acres  of  land  to  "Henry  Tippet  the  brother  of  the 
said  George  Tippet."19  This  deed  proves  his  relationship  to  our 
Tippett  family,  but  for  some  unaccountable  reason  he  is  not  men- 
tioned with  his  brother  George8  in  the  1698  Census  of  Fordham.  As 
he  must  have  been  an  adult  when  he  purchased  this  piece  of  land  in 
1717,  he  was  undoubtedly  born  before  1698  and  should  have  been 
named  in  this  census.  Later  deeds  show  that  his  wife's  name  was 
Elizabeth,  that  he  sold  one-half  of  this  98  acres  in  1729,20  and  sold 
more  land21  and  bought  a  farm  in  Eastchester22  in  1742.  He  also 
secured  property  in  N.  Y.  City,  where  he  resided  when  he  died  in  the 
Fall  of  1752,  having  removed  to  that  city  from  "Phillipsburg" 
(Manor).  He  appears  to  have  left  no  living  son,  for  his  will,23 
dated  Sept.  2,  1752,  mentions  only  his  deceased  daughter  Hester,* 
late  wife  of  Arnold  Hyatt,  her  son  Henry5  Hyatt  then  a  minor,  his 
daughter  Hetabela,4  wife  of  John  Sickles,  and  his  daughter-in-law 
Charity  Stivers.  The  last  named  heir  may  have  been  a  step-daughter 
or  adopted  daughter,  rather  than  the  widow  of  a  deceased  son  re- 
married. His  daughter  Hetabela*  Sickles  received  his  house  and  lot 
in  N.  Y.  City,  which  property  was  lot  20  on  the  south  side  of  Dey  St., 
and  extending  southward  to  the  Rope  Walk.  Henry's3  will  was 
probated  on  Nov.  3,  1752,  showing  that  he  died  in  Sept.  or  Oct.  of 
that  year.  Persons  interested  may  possibly  trace  his  descendants  in 
the  Sickles  and  Hyatt  families  by  searching  records  at  N.  Y.  and 
White  Plains.  It  is  not  clear  whether  he  was  older  or  younger  than 
his  brother  George,3  but  the  probabilities  are  that  he  was  younger. 

Henry's8  brother  George3  Tippett,  the  remaining  child  of  George2 
Tippett,  Jr.,  was  undoubtedly  born  during  1682-1695,  and  most 
likely  during  1685-1693.  If  we  disregard  the  indications  that  his 
father  became  an  adult  in  1691,  and  assume  that  when  he  is  called  a 
minor  in  Oct.,  1684,  he  had  reached  20  years  of  age  and  had  already 
been  married  for  2  or  3  years,  a  possible  though  unusual  situation, 
then  the  son  George3  Tippett  could  have  been  born  as  early  as  1682 
or  1683.  But  if  George2  did  not  really  become  an  adult  till  1691, 
either  he  must  have  married  very  young  and  became  a  father  before

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his  majority,  or  else  his  son  George3  married  a  girl  at  least  6  or  7 
years  older  than  himself,  according  to  the  Baxter  family  records. 
George3  is  mentioned  frequently  in  legal  documents  and  his  will 
furnishes  the  connecting  link  proving  the  descent  of  the  Saratoga 
County  branch  of  the  Tibbitts  family  from  this  pioneer  family  in 
Westchester  County.  Previous  to  Dec,  1715,  he  married  Dorcas,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  Baxter,  of  Westchester.  Dorcas  had  a  sister 
Keziah,  who  married  Charles  Glover,  and  because  of  the  fact  that 
Keziah's  granddaughter  Susannah  Glover,  married  Dorcas'  grand- 
son Gilbert  Tippett,  Gilbert's  descendants  in  Saratoga  County  pos- 
sessed a  double  portion  of  Baxter  blood.  On  June  22,  1717,  George3 
Tippett  signed  a  document24  granting  to  the  Betts  family  the  con- 
tinued use  of  the  old  cemetery  which  is  therein  described  as  "a  part 
of  the  home  lott  whereon  George  Tippet  now  lives  .  .  .  used 
as  a  burying  ground  for  a  great  many  years  by  the  families  of  Betts 
and  Tippitt."  A  remnant  of  this  old  family  cemetery  can  still  be 
seen  in  Van  Cortlandt  Park,  N.  Y.  City,  near  by  the  Van  Cortlandt 
Station  on  the  Putnam  Branch  of  the  N.  Y.  Central  R.R.,  and  a 
short  distance  from  the  242nd  St.  Station  on  the  Elevated  continua- 
tion of  the  Subway.  From  this  document  it  is  evident  that  he  did 
not  then  occupy  the  old  homestead  on  Spuyten  Duyvil  Neck,  but 
that  he  made  his  home  a  little  to  the  north  of  it  and  up  Tippett's 
Brook,  close  by  the  mill  of  Jacobus  Van  Cortlandt.  Traces  of  this 
old  mill  can  still  be  observed  close  to  the  above-named  R.  R.  Station, 
and  the  ancient  mill  pond  is  now  a  park  lake.  On  Sept.  6,  1732, 
"George  Teppet  of  Yonkers,"  sold  this  homestead  to  Jacobus  Van 
Cortlandt,  reserving  "one  half  acre  used  as  a  cemetery."  The  old 
house  was  still  standing  in  1823,  and  its  site  was  marked  by  a  group 
of  old  locust  trees  as  late  as  1883.  Later  documents,  including  his 
will,  show  that  he  spent  his  declining  years  in  a  home  on  the  Neck, 
and  probably  in  the  old  family  homestead  there.  He  died  there  in 
May  or  June,  1761,  and  bequeathed  his  home  lot,  together  with  other 
lands  in  the  Neck,  to  his  only  surviving  son,  William.  His  will,25 
dated  May  3,  1761,  mentions  the  following  children  and  grandchil- 
dren: daughter  Jane,4  wife  of  Charles  Warner;  daughter  Phebe,4 
wife  of  George4  Hadley;  grandson  George,5  eldest  son  of  son 
George,4  deceased,  and  his  brother  Henry,5  when  he  reaches  21  years 
of  age ;  grandson  Thomas,5  son  of  son  George,4  deceased ;  daughter 
Dorcas,4  wife  of  Samuel  Berrian ;  son  William  ;4  grandsons  Stephen5 
and  Gilbert,5  sons  of  son  James,4  deceased ;  and  granddaughter 
Jane,5  daughter  of  son  Thomas,4  deceased,  and  Rachel,5  her  sister. 
He  was  undoubtedly  buried  in  the  old  family  burying  ground  in  Van 
Cortlandt  Park,  where  his  father,  Aunt  Mehitabel,  three  sons  and 
other  relatives,  had  in  all  probability  been  laid  away  before  him, 
though  no  tombstones  remain  to  their  memory. 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  came  a  few  years  later,  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Tippett  family  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  remain

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loyal  to  the  established  government  and  to  their  king.  They  conse- 
quently lost  their  valuable  estates  and  removed  to  other  localities. 
On  the  other  hand,  Thomas5  enlisted  in  the  cause  of  the  Colonists. 
In  his  militia  company  in  1775  were  men  named  Berrian,  Post,  Had- 
ley,  Warner,  Lawrence  and  Vermilye,  some  of  whom  must  have 
been  his  blood  relatives  in  the  female  line.  Moreover,  we  do  not 
find  Stephen's5  name  among  the  Loyalists  of  N.  Y.  City,  whose  prop- 
erty was  confiscated.  It  can  scarcely  be  maintained  therefore  that 
the  Tippetts  were  all  Tories. 

We  cannot  undertake  to  give  a  complete  genealogy  of  this  inter- 
esting family,  but  will  give  below  a  few  of  the  earlier  generations, 
leaving  it  to  others  to  build  on  this  foundation  if  they  so  desire.  We 
will  also  endeavor  to  give  in  the  second  part  of  this  article,  a  more 
complete  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  Gilbert8  Tippett  in  Sara- 
toga County  and  elsewhere.  It  should  be  observed,  as  a  somewhat 
remarkable  fact,  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War  and 
after  more  than  100  years  of  family  history,  the  adult  male  de- 
scendants of  George1  Tippett  who  bore  the  family  name,  numbered 
not  more  than  6  persons  as  far  as  can  be  learned.  On  the  other  hand 
his  descendants  in  the  female  line  were  very  numerous  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  partial  genealogy  which  follows :

78.  Forman — Additions  and  Corrections. 

In  Austin's  Vital  Statistics  of  Rhode  Island,  p.  28,  is  given  the 
marriage  of  Samuel  Forman  and  Mary  Wilbur,  but  with  no  reference 
to  the  authority.  It  seems  therefore  important  to  state  that  by  a 
deed  of  "feofment"  dated  Sept.  22,  1684,  from  Samuel  Forman  of 
Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  New  York,  of  land  in  the  Narragansett 
country,  formerly  property  of  Samuel  Wilbur,  deceased, — taken 
with  the  will*  of  the  same,  one  of  the  Patentees  of  Rhode  Island 
and  the  Providence  Plantations, — it  appears  that  this  Samuel 
Forman  is  the  same  Samuel  Forman  whose  tombstone  with  that 
of  his  wife  "Mary"  was  in  the  little  cemetery  at  Wickoff  Hill, 
near  Freehold,  New  Jersey,  when  I  visited  it  in  1896.  The  in- 
scriptions were  then  legible  as  follows: — 

"Here  lieth  the  body  of  Samuel  Forman  who  died  ye  13th  day 
of  October  1740  in  ye  78th  year  of  his  age."     (Stone  perfect.) 

".     .     .     Body  of  Mary  Forman  wife  of  Samuel  Forman  who 
died  ye  13th  day  of  March  1728,  in  ye  62d  Year  of  her  Age."     (Top 
of  stone  broken.)

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This  deed  of  which  I  send  a  copy  for  your  files,  is  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  Newport  County,  Rhode  Island. 

Also,  the  Samuel  Forman  mentioned  in  it,  is  believed  to  be 
identical  with  the  one  who  was  commissioned  as  High  Sheriff  of 
Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  November,  1695,  and  who  died 
October,  1740.     (See  Dismukes.) 

The  Forman  Genealogy  (Dismukes)  gives  his  descent  as  grand- 
son of  Robert  Forman  of  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.  (d.  1671),  and  son  of 
Aaron. 

It  also  gives  the  lines  of  his  descendants.  One  of  his  sons  was 
Judge  Jonathan  Forman,  who  married  Margaret  Wyckoff,  and 
whose  baptism  together  with  hers,  and  baptisms  of  their  children, 
I  saw  in  the  Dutch  Church  Records  in  charge  of  the  Pastor  at 
Marlboro,  N.  J. 

One  of  these  children  was  another  Samuel,  who  married  Helena, 
eldest  daughter  of  Tunis  Denise  of  Freehold,  whose  descent  from 
Jacques  Cortelyou  is  traced  in  an  article,  my  contribution,  under 
his  name  in  the  October,  1918,  Record. 

Further,  his  son  Jonathan,  became  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant 
Colonel  in  Maxwell's  (New  Jersey)  Brigade  and  fought  throughout 
the  War  of  Independence.  He  married  Mary  Ledyard  of  New 
London;  removed,  1796,  to  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.,  where  their  only 
child  Mary,  married  Henry  Seymour,  the  brother  of  Governor 
Horatio  Seymour  of  New  York,  Jan.  1,  1807.

publishing  pedigrees  of  individual  applicants. 

The  Society  will  accept  for  examination  the  pedigree  of  ANY  INDI- 
VIDUAL, whether  a  member  of  the  Society  or  not. 

Those  desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  thus  offered  should  apply 
to  the  Society  for  the  authorized  blank  form  on  which  to  record  the  pedigree  to 
be  submitted  for  examination  (enclosing  50  cents  in  payment  for  the  blank). 

Applicants  must  either  themselves,  or  with  the  assistance  of  professional 
genealogists,  fill  in  the  form  as  indicated  and  return  the  same  to  this  Society  for 
examination;  it  being  understood  that  the  regular  charges  made  by  this  Society 
are  for  examination  and  publication  of  the  pedigree,  and  do  not  include  genea- 
logical research  in  the  preparation  of  the  pedigree  itself. 

When  a  pedigree  is  submitted  for  examination  the  applicant  must  send  with 

!it  a  preliminary  fee  of  $15.00.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  pedigree  and  this  preliminary 
fee,  the  pedigree  will  be  examined ;  and  if  approved,  it  will  be  subsequently  pub- 
lished, first  in  an  issue  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record,  and  the  applicant  will  receive  2  copies  of  the  Record  containing  the  pedi- 
gree without  further  charge.  The  pedigree  will  thereafter  (when  a  sufficient 
number  have  accumulated)  be  published  in  a  volume  of  a  series,  one  volume 
of  which  has  already  been  issued  (see  Vol.  VI,  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical Society's  Collections) ;  and  copies  of  this  volume  will  be  sold  to  those 
whose  pedigrees  are  contained  therein  at  the  special  price  of  $5.00  a  volume. 

Pedigrees  must  be  submitted  to  the  Society  in  form  complete  for  publication. 
If,  upon  examination  by  the  Society,  essential  facts  are  added  to  the  pedigree  by 
the  examiner,  a  nominal  fee,  not  to  exceed  #10.00,  will  be  charged  by  the  Society 
for  ascertaining  and  embodying  such  additional  information  in  the  pedigree. 

If  upon  examination  the  pedigree  is  found  to  be  essentially  inaccurate,  it  will 
not  be  approved  and  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant ;  and  the  preliminary  fee  will 
be  refunded,  less  a  charge  of  $10.00  for  expert  examination. 

If,  when  finally  examined,  approved  and  prepared  for  publication,  the  pedi- 
gree is  found  to  require  more  than  one  page  for  its  proper  presentation,  the  fee 
for  publishing  the  same,  as  above  explained,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  a  page 
(pages  to  be  similar  in  size  and  form  to  those  of  pedigrees  heretofore  published  in 
the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record, — see  issues  from 
April,  191 1,  to  date  of  this  issue),  but,  in  adjusting  the  final  charge,  credit  for  the 
payment  of  the  preliminary  fee  of  $15.00  will  be  given  to  the  applicant. 

For  the  benefit  of  applicants  desiring  extra  copies  of  their  pedigrees  for 
family  distribution,  editions  of  50  copies  of  such  pedigrees  will  be  supplied  on 
4-page  folders  of  linen  ledger  paper,  with  space  left  for  additional  notes,  for 
a  fee  of  $5.00. 

Individuals  desiring  their  pedigrees  prepared  for  examination,  approval 
and  later  publication  by  this  Society,  and  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  methods 
to  pursue  to  secure  the  necessary  information  to  establish  such  pedigrees,  or 
who  are  unable  to  devote  the  required  time  to  their  preparation, — are  invited 
to  address  this  Society  with  a  view  to  being  put  in  communication  with  a 
professional  genealogist  capable  of  establishing  and  submitting  them  (when 
established)  in  proper  form  to  this  Society  for  publication.

BOOK   REVIEWS.

The  value  of  this  work  is  largely  historical,  although 
the  volume  is  replete  with  illustrations  of  men  of  national  and  local  impor- 
tance.

Annals,  Vol.  I.  A  collection  of  all  kinds  of 
historical  items  affecting  Snyder  County  from  the  settlement  of  the  first 
pioneers  in  this  section,  to  the  names  of  the  soldiers  in  the  World  War,  1917- 
19,  compiled  by  George  W.  Wagenseller,  A.M.,  Litt.  M.  Published  by  the 
Middleburgh  Post,  Middleburgh,  Pa.,  1919.  Octavo,  blue  cloth,  gold  letter- 
ing, pp.  364,  including  index,  illustrated.  Price,  $2.00.  Address :  Author, 
Middleburgh,  Pa. 

This,  the  first  of  a  contemplated  series  containing  a  compendium  of 
different  events  which  have  transpired  in  Snyder  County,  Pa.,  from  its  earliest 
settlement  to  date,  covers  a  large  field  and  one  worthy  of  cultivation.  Al- 
though the  County  itself  was  created  only  in  1855,  the  region  was  settled 
just  one  hundred  years  earlier.  Named  in  honor  of  Hon.  Simon  Snyder, 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  from  1808  to  1817,  whose  remains  lie  in  the 
old  Lutheran  Cemetery,  the  events  narrated  spread  over  the  territory  com- 
prising eighteen  districts,  including  the  three  boroughs  of  Selinsgrove,  Mid- 
dleburg  and  Beavertown,  and  fifteen  townships.  The  compiler  had  the 
assistance  of  Miss  Clara  R.  Winey.  The  miscellaneous  collection  is  well 
selected  and  assorted  and  the  work  will  appeal  to  all  families  which  have  any 
connection  with  the  locality  treated. 

Matthew's  American  Armoury  and  Blue  Book,  Part  3  (1915-16), 
edited  and  published  by  John  Matthews,  93  Chancery  Lane,  London,  England.

This  latest  issue  of  this  well-known  and  valuable  collection  of  American 
genealogical  lore  continues  the  plan  heretofore  followed  and  fully  sustains 
the  reputation  of  former  issues. 

Augustus  Willard,  1776-1799.  His  diary  of  Three  Months  in  Spain, 
by  Miss  Susanna  Willard,  2  Berkeley  Place,  Cambridge,  Mass.  Pamphlet,  pp. 
18.    No  price  mentioned. 

Herein  will  be  found  the  greater  part  of  a  diary  kept  by  Mr.  Willard 
during  a  detention  of  three  months,  after  the  capture  of  the  ship  on  which  he 
was  on  business  bent,  by  a  French  privateer  off  the  Spanish  coast.  The 
events  narrated  begin  on  Oct.  12,  1798,  and  end  in  the  following  January. 
He  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Joseph  and  Mary  (Sheafe)  Willard,  and  was  born  in 
Beverly,  Mass.,  in  1776,  where  his  father  was  settled  as  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  from  1772  to  1781,  and  later  president  of  Harvard  College  until  his 
death  in  1804.  The  matter  contained  in  the  pamphlet  before  us  is  interesting 
because  of  the  decided  views  expressed  by  one  so  youthful,  but  will  not  appeal 
to  genealogists.  Compiled  by  his  niece,  it  gives  just  a  glance  of  the  thoughts 
inspired  by  this  Harvard  graduate,  who  died  of  yellow  fever  at  Kingston, 
Jamaica,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three. 

Proceedings  and  Collections  of  the  Wyoming  Historical  and  Geo- 
logical Society,  for  the  year  1918.  Edited  by  Christopher  Wren,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  and  Librarian.  Vol.  XVI.  8vo,  paper,  pp.  335,  with 
index.    Price,  $4.00.    Address  the  Society  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa. 

This  work  presents  an  account  of  the  activities  of  the  above  society, 
organized  in  1858,  for  the  investigation  and  propagation  of  Archaeological, 
Ethnological  and  Geological  subjects.  As  such,  it  does  not  fall  within  the 
province  for  which  the  Record  stands.  There  are,  however,  four  biographical 
sketches  included  and  one  autobiography  and  some  portraits  of  the  indi- 
viduals mentioned.  The  rest  of  the  book  is  made  up  generally  of  interesting 
papers  read  at  the  quarterly  meetings  in  one  of  which  captioned  "Royalty  in 
Wyoming  Valley  Nearly  a  Century  and  a  Quarter  Ago,"  is  included  an 
account  of  Louis  Phillipe,  King  of  the  French,  who  came  to  America  as 
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Duke  d'Orleans,  in  1796,  arriving  in  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  America.  It 
is  of  interest  to  old  New  Yorkers  to  recall  that  he  later  taught  school  in 
Bloomingdale,  in  the  Dutch  Somerindyke  house,  until  1868,  at  Bloomingdale 
Road  (Broadway)  and  75th  Street. 

Some  Notes  on  the  History  of  the  Bogart  Family  in  Canada,  with 
genealogical  record  of  my  parents,  Lewis  Lazier  Bogart  and  Elizabeth  Cronk 
Bogart,  compiled  by  Marshall  C.  Bogart.  Published  by  William  Briggs, 
Toronto,  1918.  8vo,  cloth,  pp.  71.  No  price  mentioned.  Address:  Frederic 
Bogart  McMullen,  1125  Lumber  Exchange,  Chicago,  111. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  the  above  book  from  Marshall  C.  Bogart,  the  com- 
piler, of  Napanee,  Ontario,  Canada.  Not  only  does  it  trace  the  four  branches 
of  the  above  family,  but  preserves  an  historical  record  of  some  of  the  promi- 
nent settlers  of  the  part  of  Canada  treated.  Mr.  McMullen,  his  nephew,  aided 
in  the  compilation.  The  original  spelling  of  the  name  was  Bogaert  and  the 
emigrant  was  Tunis,  of  Schoonderwoerd,  Holland,  who  reached  America  in 
:  1652,  and  married  Sara  Rapelje,  who  has  been  credited  with  being  the  first 

white  child  born  in  New  Amsterdam.  She  was  the  first  female  surely  born 
there,  but  it  has  been  finally  decided  that  the  Vinje  family  is  entitled  to  that 
honor.  Gysbert  Bogert,  of  the  seventh  generation,  carried  the  line  to  Canada, 
who,  with  his  wife  Maria  Lent  and  son  Abraham,  went  there  as  United 
Empire  Loyalists,  June  16,  1784,  and  settled  in  Adolphustown,  Ont.  Chapter 
II  contains  the  genealogy  of  the  Cronk  family,  also  of  Dutch  descent.  The 
grandson,  Abraham  Cronk,  born  in  Poughkeepsie,  1743,  likewise  emigrated  to 
Canada  as  a  Loyalist.  Chapter  III  gives  the  genealogy  of  the  Barker  family 
which  settled  in  New  England.  David  Barker,  of  the  line,  also  settled  in 
Adolphustown,  sailing  from  New  York  with  a  party  of  Loyalists  on  Sept.  8, 
1783.  The  final  chapter  relates  to  the  Laziers,  descended  from  a  Huguenot 
family  which  left  France  for  America  during  the  time  of  the  persecution,  and 
settled  near  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  Refusing  to  take  oath  of  allegiance,  the  member 
of  that  generation,  Nicholas  Jacobus  Lazier,  likewise  proceeded  to  Canada, 
and  here  we  leave  them.  The  work  is  illustrated  quite  profusely  and  is  gotten 
up  in  a  pleasing  way.

[  The  originals  of  these  six  interesting  letters  are  on  file  in  the  library  of 

Columbia  University,  to  which  institution  they  have  been  given  and  are  here 
printed  for  the  first  time.  They  are  replete  with  characteristic  descriptions 
of  life  in  old  New  York,  of  contemporaneous  events  in  Washington,  and 

!  include  an  amusing  account  of  Irving's  journey  during  the  month  of  July, 

181 5,  around  Kenilworth  and  Warwick,  England.  Written  in  the  author's 
inimitable  style,  at  even  this  early  age,  they  presaged  in  some  brief  way  his 
future  career  and  anticipated  his  more  extended  correspondence  with  Henry 
Brevoort,  which  has  been  lately  published.  Only  a  few  extra  copies  of  the 
Renwick  letters  are  to  be  had  and  are  recommended  for  perusal  by  disciples 
of  the  author. 

The  Descendants  of  Andrew  Warner,  compiled  by  Lucien  C.  Warner, 
M.D.,  LL.D.,  and  Mrs.  Josephine  Genung  Nichols.  8vo.  cloth,  pp.  804,  with 
index.

This  history  of  a  family  which  in  its  earlier  generations  is  of  New  Eng- 
land parentage,  the  origin  of  which  was  of  Essex  County,  in  old  England,  is 
a  really  creditable  example  of  family  lore.  Modelled  after  the  established 
genealogical  method,  as  fixed  by  the  best  usage,  the  work  is  well  digested  and 
especially  well  printed.  It  begins  with  the  English  ancestry  and  later  pursues 
many   lines   and   angles   of   American   descent   from    Andrew   Warner,    the 
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ancestor  who  lived  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  then  known  as  "Newtowne,"  as  early 
as  1632-3.  Perhaps  the  best  known  member  of  the  stirps  in  this  country,  was 
Charles  Dudley  Warner,  of  the  eighth  generation,  who  was  born  in  1829,  in 
Plainfield,  Franklin  Co.,  Mass.  At  least  he  is  better  remembered  as  a  noted 
writer,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  than  others  who  may  have  been  locally 
prominent.  The  work  is  highly  commended  to  genealogical  societies  every- 
where.

This  monumental  work  has  been  presented  to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Loree 
and  is  added  to  its  shelves  with  gratitude.  The  nation  is  indebted  to  him  for 
valuable  services  rendered  in  a  number  of  positions  requiring  especial  capa- 
bilities, in  which  service  he  has  been  the  worthy  recipient  of  the  commenda- 
tion of  his  associates  and  the  just  esteem  of  the  public.  Although  the  book 
before  us  does  not  pretend  to  supply  more  than  the  purposes  and  personnel 
of  certain  organizations  which  have  borne  the  burden  of  relief  work  during 
the  "War  of  the  German  Aggression,"  yet  there  is  much  besides  of  general 
interest  contained  within  its  covers.  It  is  to  be  commended  for  its  beautiful 
typographical  finish  and  sumptuous  binding. 

The  Kirk  on  Rutgers  Farm,  by  Frederick  Briickbauer,  with  an  intro- 
duction by  George  Alexander,  D.  D.  Cloth,  8vo,  pp.  133.  Illustrated  by 
Pauline  Stone.  Published  by  Fleming  H.  Revell  Company,  New  York,  1919. 
No  price  stated. 

The  story  of  this  old  stone  church  and  its  hundred  years  of  existence  has 
been  well  told  and  the  illustrations  are  graphic  and  appropriate.  The  site  was 
presented  by  Col.  Henry  Rutgers,  on  a  part  of  his  farm,  to  the  Reformed  Dutch 
denomination  and  the  organization  was  originally  known  as  the  Market  Street 
Church.  Founded  in  1817  the  edifice  was  completed  and  dedicated  on  June  27, 
1819.  A  wealth  of  historic  lore  clings  to  the  institution  thus  founded  and  its 
vicissitudes  embrace  many  phases  of  religious  work.  Its  pastors  were  some  of 
the  ablest  men  of  their  day,  two  of  whom  won  recognition  in  a  larger  sphere, 
viz.:  Isaac  Ferris,  D.  D.,  who  served  from  1836-1853  and  became  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  New  York,  and  Theodore  Ledyard  Cuyler,  D.  D.,  who  suc- 
ceeded him  in  1853  and  remained  its  minister  until  i860.  After  fifty  years  of 
consecrated  work,  during  which  a  number  of  other  enterprizes  were  undertaken, 
notably  the  Fulton  Street  prayer-meetings  and  the  Five  Point  House  of  In- 
dustry, the  property  was  taken  over  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  and  the 
name  changed  to  The  Church  for  the  Sea  and  Land.  Under  its  auspices  there 
have  been  thirteen  pastors  engaged  in  different  branches  of  the  work,  the 
present  minister  being  the  Rev.  Russell  J.  Clinchy. 

One  error  has  crept  into  the  text  and  one  that  is  pardonable,  for  it  has  been 
thought  that  Nathan  Hale  was  executed  in  the  orchard  of  the  Rutgers  farm. 
It  is  now  definitely  settled  that  the  patriot  was  hanged  opposite  the  Dove 
Tavern,  on  the  forenoon  of  September  22,  1776,  which  inn,  with  the  mapping 
of  the  street,  became  placed  at  about  present  Sixty-sixth  Street  and  Third 
Avenue.  hopper  striker  mott.

A  well  arranged  historical  essay  giving  full  information  as  to  the  his- 
torical development  of  this  church  body.  We  regret  exceedingly  that  it  is  not 
enriched  by  a  complete  setting  forth  of  the  Vital  Records  of  the  church,  which 
information  would  largely  add  to  its  value  to  genealogists. 

New  Jersey's  First  Citizens  and  State  Guide,  Vol.  II,  1919-20,  edited 
by  John  James  Scannell.

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We  had  the  pleasure  of  reviewing  the  first  volume  of  this  work  in  the 
October,  1918,  issue  of  the  Record,  in  which  review  we  expressed  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  scope  of  the  intended  series  and  our  recognition  of  its  merits.

The 
name  of  each  married  person  is  followed  (in  parenthesis)  by  the  name  of 
that  person's  husband  or  wife;  then  follow  the  entry  numbers  of  their  children. 
The  names  of  children  or  individuals  are  not  followed  by  parenthesis.  The 
names  of  witnesses  are  indicated  by  numbers  in  black  face  type;  when  a 
married  couple  stood  as  witnesses,  the  entry  numbers  follow  the  numbers  in 
the  family  group;  when  an  individual  stood  as  witness,  the  number  is  listed 
after  the  numbers  of  children  or  individuals  of  that  name. 

This  index  makes  no  pretense  of  following  the  spelling  of  the  printed  text. 
Surnames  are  indexed  as  far  as  possible  with  the  spelling  now  in  most  com- 
mon use;  but  few  of  the  variations  in  spelling  and  cross  references  are  given. 
The  spelling  of  the  christian  names  of  children  and  individuals  has  usually 
been  rendered  in  the  most  conventional  form.
